AN    ORDINANCE 

To  secure  the  removal  of  the  wires  and  poles  of  the  Bankers' 
and  Merchants'  Telegraph  Company  and  its  legal  successor, 
the  Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Company,  from  certain  streets. 

Whereas,  The  Bankers'  and  Merchants'  Telegraph  Com- 
pany were,  by  ordinance  approved  on  the  I'Jth  day  of  June, 
1881,  authorized  to  place  telegraph  poles  and  wires  on  many 
of  the  streets  of  Philadelphia,  including  on  the  west  side  of 
Second  street  to  Market ;  from  Third  and  Wood  streets  on 
the  north  side  of  Wood  street  to  Twenty-third  street ;  on  the 
east  side  of  Twenty-third  street  to  Callowhill  street ;  on  the 
north  side  of  Callowhill  street  to  Twenty-fifth  street ;  to  and 
over  the  bridge  to  Thirtieth  street ;  on  Thirtieth  street  to 
Haverford  road  ;  on  north  side  of  Haverford  road  to  Thirty- 
second  street ;  on  the  west  side  of  Thirty-second  street  to 
Rockland  street ;  on  the  north  side  of  Rockland  street  to 
Thirty-ninth  street ;  on  the  west  side  of  Thirty-ninth  street 
to  Haverford  road  ;  on  the  north  side  of  Haverford  road  to 
Fortieth  street ;  on  the  west  side  of  Fortieth  street  to  Filbert 
street ;  on  the  north  side  of  Filbert  street  to  Forty-first 
street ;  on  the  west  side  of  Forty-first  street  to  Powelton 
avenue;  on  the  north  side  of  Powelton  avenue  to  Forty-third 
street ;  on  the  east  side  of  Forty-third  street  to  Market  street, 
and, 

Whereas,  The  said  Company's  property  and  franchises 
became  under  judicial  sale  vested  in  the  Postal  Telegraph 
Cable  Company,  which  latter  Company  has  maintained  a  pole 
line  for  the  streets  above  named ;  and. 

Whereas,  The  said  Company  is  willing  to  co-operate  with 
the  City  authorities  in  their  efforts  to  rid  the  streets  of  poles 
and  overhead  wires,  and  to  that  end  has  leased  ducts  in  the 
Market  street  conduit,  in  the  Tenth  street  conduit,  and  in  the 
Second  street  conduit,  with  the  understanding  that  it  will 
remove  its  poles  and  wires  from  the  streets  first  herein  cited: 
Provided,  That  its  right  to  occupy  some  other  streets  of  the 
City  for  underground  conduits  for  the  transaction  of  its  busi- 
ness is  conceded  and  secured  to  it  by  the  City  in  case  the  said 
Company  is  at  any  time  in  the  future  required  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  10th  April,  1893,  to  remove 
its  wires  from  the  conduits  leased  to  it ;  Therefore 
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Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  if  at  any  time  in  the  future 
the  said,  the  Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Company  is  required  to 
remove  its  cables  and  wires  from  conduits  leased  to  it  by  the 
City,  that  then  and  in  that  event,  and  only  in  that  event,  it 
shall  have  and  is  hereby  given  the  right  and  authority  to  lay 
down  and  construct  such  lines  of  underground  conduits  upon 
such  streets  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors  as  will  afford  the  said  Company  such  service  as 
theretofore  was  supplied  in  the  City's  conduits,  the  conduits 
to  be  constructed  by  the  said  Company  to  be  laid  under  and 
subject  to  all  ordinances  now  in  force  or  hereafter  to  be  passed 
regulating  the  laying  of  underground  conduits.  And  also 
before  this  ordinance  shall  become  effective  in  so  far  as  the 
laying  of  conduits,  the  said  Company  shall  file  with  the 
Mayor  its  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000) 
dollars  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  condi- 
tioned that  it  will  indemnify  the  City  and  owners  of  property 
against  any  and  all  damages  caused  by  the  construction  or 
operation  of  its  work  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  And  that  fifty  (50)  dollars 
be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the  printing  of  this  ordi- 
nance.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  any  application  hereafter 
made  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  corporation  to  the  said  Councils 
for  an  original  or  first  grant  of  rights,  privileges  or  franchises, 
or  for  consent  to  the  use  and  enjoyment  thereof  within  said 
City  shall  be  accompanied  Avith    a   certificate   under   the  re- 
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spective  signatures  and  oaths  or  affirmations  of  the  President, 
Secretary  and  Treasui-er  of  such  Corporation,  containing  a 
statement  of  the  following  facts,  viz  :  The  amount  of  the 
authorized  capital  stock  of  said  corporation;  the  names  and 
residences  of  the  incorporators  thereof;  the  place  of  the  incor- 
poration ;  the  names  and  residences  of  the  officers  of  said 
corporation  ;  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  subscribed  in 
cash,  and  the  names  and  residences  of  such  subscribers  ;  the 
amount  of  cash  actually  paid  in  on  said  stock  ;  the  amount  of 
stock,  if  any,  which  has  been  issued  or  which  it  is  proposed 
to  issue  in  the  purchase  of  property,  and  the  property  which 
has  been  or  is  to  be  thus  acquired ;  which  said  certificate  shall 
be  made  a  part  of  and  printed  in  the  Appendix  with  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  proposed  Ordinance.

Tlte  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  on  and  after  January  1st, 
1896,  the  pay  of  all  persons  employed  by  the  day  in  the 
repair  shops  in  the  Bureau  of  Water,  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  nine  hours  of  work    or  labor. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Regulating  the  prices  or  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  services 
rendered  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  to  the  inhabitants 
of  said  City  by  any  person  or  persons  or  corporation  re- 
ceiving an  original  or  first  grant  of  rights,  privileges,  and 
franchises. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Ooynmon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  each  and  every  ordinance 
by  which  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises,  or  permission 
or  consent  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same,  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  shall  be  originally  or  for  the  first  time  granted 
to  any  person  or  persons  or  corporation  shall  specify  the 
maximum  price  or  rate  to  be  charged  for  the  service  proposed 
under  the  grant  or  consent  of  said  ordinance  to  be  rendered 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  or  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  City, 
which  said  price  or  rate  shall  not  be  thereafter  increased 
except  by  the /adoption  of  a  joint  resolution  by  Councils  to 
that  effect ;  and  the  person  or  perons  or  corporation  upon 
which  such  original  or  first  grant,  permission  or  consent  shall 
be  conferred  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  in  manner  and 
form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  which  agreement 
shall  provide  that  the  said  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises 
granted,  permitted,  or  consented  to  by  said  ordinance,  and 
all  other  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises  thereafter  in  any 
wise  granted  and  conferred  upon  such  person  or  persons  or 
corporation  by  any  ordinance  thereafter  passed  by  Councils 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  held  and  enjoyed  upon 
the  following  express  conditions,  viz  : 

First.  That  the  price  or  rate  to  be  charged  for  the  said 
service  rendered  by  such  person  or  persons  or  corporation  to 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  City 
may,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  three  years  from 
the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  ordinance,  and  at  intervals  of 
not  less  than  three  years  thereafter,  be  diminished  by  a  joint 
resolution  of  Councils  to  that  effect,  which  resolution  shall 
stipulate  the  maximum  price  or  rate  to  be  charged  for  the 
said  service  for  the  ensuing  three  years,  and  the  said  price  or 
rate  so  stipulated  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  such  per- 
son or  persons  or  corporation  as  the  maximum  price  or  rate 
which  shall  be  lawfully  charged  for  the  said  service  until  the 
same  shall  be  increased  by  a  joint  resolution  of  said  Councils. 
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Provided^  That  a  reduction  of  price  or  rate  shall  not,  after 
allowing  reasonable  expenses  of  management,  diminish  the 
net  earnings  of  such  person  or  persons  or  corporation  below 
an  amount  which  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  twelve  per  cent, 
per  annum  upon  the  actual  cash  capital  invested  and  employed 
in  the  business  conducted  under  the  grant,  permission,  and 
consent  of  said  ordinance,  and  upon  the  actual  and  bona  fide 
value  of  the  property  which  shall  have  been  purchased  for  the 
transaction  of  the  said  business. 

Second.  That  the  price  or  rate  to  be  stipulated  by  joint 
resolution  of  said  Councils  shall  be  ascertained  and  determined 
upon  the  basis  of  the  gross  earnings,  less  reasonable  expenses 
of  management  of  such  business  during  the  fiseal  year  thereof 
last  preceding  the  adoption  of  such  joint  resolution,  and  that 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  a  price  or  rate  can  be 
diminished,  and  of  fixing  and  establishing  the  same,  such 
person  or  persons  or  corporation  shall  exhibit  in  detail  all  the 
books,  papers,  and  affairs  appertaining  to  said  business  to  a 
joint  committee  of  the  said  Councils,  appointed  for  such  pur- 
pose and  to  the  duly  authorized  accountants  and  experts  em- 
ployed by  such  committee. 

Third.  That  failure  on  the  part  of  such  person  or  persons 
or  corporation  to  comply  with  any  of  the  foregoing  conditions 
shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  fran- 
chises at  any  time  granted  and  conferred  upon  such  person  or 
persons  or  corporations.

To  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  sum  of  two  million  (2,000,000)  dollars 
for  the  work  necessary  to  widening  Delaware  avenue  to  its 
full  width,  between  Vine  and  South  streets,  and  for  all  costs 
and  expenses  arising  therefrom,  and  for  the  purpose  of  im- 
proving the  Channel  in  the  Delaware  River. 

Section  1.    The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor   of  the  City  be

and  he  is  hereby  authorized  at  such  times  and  in  such  pro- 
portions as,  in  his  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the  City  de- 
mand, to  borrow  from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders  at  not 
less  than  par  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia the  sum  or  sums  -which,  in  the  aggregate,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  million  (2,000,000)  dollars,  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  the  second  section  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  money  raised  by  the  loan  or  loans  authorized 
by  the  first  section  of  this  bill  shall  be  expended  as  follows  : 
For  widening  Delaware  avenue,  between  Vine  and  South 
streets,  to  its  full  width,  for  paving  and  repaving  said  avenue 
and  other  streets  necessary  to  complete  the  work  for  the 
construction,  reconstruction  and  alteration  of  all  sewers,  gas 
and  water  mains,  electrical  conduits,  and  other  municipal 
constructions  incident  thereto ;  for  the  erection  of  a  bulkhead 
wall  of  stone  on  the  easternmost  line  of  said  avenue  between 
the  points  named,  and  the  extension  of  the  wharves  owned 
by  the  City  to  the  present  established  Port  Warden's  Line,  and 
such  other  work  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  widen- 
ing of  said  avenue,  including  all  necessary  expenses  for  the 
proper  construction  and  supervision  of  all  the  foregoing  work, 
and  for  costs  and  damages  by  reason  of  the  revision  of  the 
lines  and  grades,  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,- 
000)  dollars,  and  for  the  purpose  ot  improving  the  Channel 
in  the  Delaware  River,  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dol- 
lars. 

Sec.  3.  Interest  on  the  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
three-and-a-half  (3|)  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by 
the  City  half  yearly,  on  the  first  day  of  the  months  of  Jan- 
uary and  July,  at  the  ofiice  of  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.  The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  divided  into 
twenty  (20)  series  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars 
each,  alphabetically  arranged,  and  each  series  shall  be  paid 
annually  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  at  said  office  un- 
til the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid,  commencing  with  series  "A," 
which  shall  be  paid  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  1905. 
The  certificates  of  said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such 
amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require  in  sums  of  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  and  its  multiple;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in 
said  certificates  that  the  loan  therein  mentioned,  and  the  in- 
terest thereof,  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  and  free  from  all  taxes. 
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Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance  there  shall  be  thereafter  annually  appropriated 
out  of  the  income  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  from  the 
money  raised  by  taxation  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  said  loans,  and  after  the  loan  shall  become  payable  there 
shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars  until 
the  whole  principal  shall  have  been  paid.

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders ;  and  it  shall  be  a  con- 
dition of  said  contract,  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the 
sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  upon 
the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by 
Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessments 
upon  property  for  the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or

Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing the  sum  of  thirty-four  thousand  (34,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Woiks 
shall  not  award  contracts  for  the  construction  of  any  of  the 
sewers  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  until  the  streets  are  on 
the  City  plan,  legally  opened  and  all  the  properties  abutting

All  specifications  and  advertisements  shall  be  so 
drawn  as  to  be  competitive  and  awarded  to  the  lowest  and 
best  bidder,  and  that  all  bids  shall  be  opened,  and  all  contracts 
awarded,  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  of  Councils  having 
supervision. 

Provided,  That  in  the  Bureau  of  Police  one  warrant  to  be 
drawn  in  favor  of  the  Lieutenant  of  each  District  for  the  pay 
of  all  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Police  in  his  District,  pro- 
vided that  such  employees  shall  give  a  warrant  of  attorney  in 
favor  of  the  Lieutenant,  empowering  him  to  collect  their  pay. 

Provided  also.  In  the  Bureau  of  Fire  one  warrant  to  be 
drawn  in  favor  of  the  Foreman  of  each  Company  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  in  his  Company, 
provided  that  such  employees  shall  give  a  warrant  of  attorney 
in  favor  of  the  Foreman  empowering  him  to  collect  their  pay.

resetting  the  tablets  now  marking  such  graves,  the  expense 
therefor  to  be  borne  by  the  purchaser  of  the  property,  but  to 
be  deducted  from  the  price  therefor.

electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  the  cars,  with  the 
necessary  standards  and  appliances  needed  to  operate  the 
same  by  overhead  wires,  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  West 
Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company,  supplement  to  an 
ordinance  approved  March  30th,  1893,  the  same  to  be  used 
by  the  United  States  Post  Office  mail  cars,  only  in  loading 
and  unloading  mail  at  office,  southwest  corner  of  Ninth  and 
Market  streets,  and  that  the  work  shall  be  commenced  within 
one  year,  and  completed  within  two  years,  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance ;  and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  Company  for  printing  this 
ordinance  :  Provided^  Said  siding  shall  extend  in  front  of 
no  other  property  than  the  Post  Office.  The  permission 
hereby  given  may  be  at  any  time  annulled  by  the  passage  of  a 
resolution  or  ordinance  to  that  eft'ect.

AN   ORDINANCE 

For  the  protection  of  sub-contractors  as  well  as  for  persons 
furnishing  materials  and  labor  for  the  construction  of 
buildings  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  or  for  any  other 
city  work. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  hereafter  any  person  or 
persons  entering  into  a  contract  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
for  the  erection  or  construction  of  any  public  buildings  or  for 
the  prosecution  or  completion  of  any  public  work,  or  for  re- 
pairs upon  any  public  building  or  public  work,  either  in  the 
capacity  of  sub-contractor  or  material  and  supply  man,  or  for 
labor  furnished  upon  said  buildings  or  work,  shall  be  required 
before  commencing  such  work  to  execute  a  penal  bond  in  such 
sum  as  may  be  required  by  ordinance  or  by  the  head  of  a  De- 
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partment  or  Bureau,  together  with  such  sureties  as  may  be 
required  by  ordinance  or  said  head  of  Department  or  Bureau, 
■with  the  additional  obligations  that  such  contractor  or  con- 
tractors shall  and  will  promptly  make  payment  to  all  persons 
supplying  him  or  them  with  labor  and  materials,  whether  as 
a  sub-contractor  or  otherwise,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work 
provided  for  in  such  contract,  and  any  person  or  persons 
making  application  therefor  and  furnishing  affidavit  to  the 
Department  or  Bureau  under  the  direction  of  which  said  work 
is  being,  or  has  been  prosecuted,  that  labor  or  materials  for  the 
prosecution  of  such  work  has  been  supplied  by  him  or  them, 
and  payment  for  which  has  not  been  made,  shall  be  furnished 
with  a  certified  copy  of  such  contract  and  bond  upon  which 
said  person  or  persons  supplying  such  labor  and  materials, 
either  as  a  sub- contractor  or  otherwise,  shall  have  a  right  of 
action,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  bring  suit  in  the  name  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  his  or  their  use  and  benefit 
against  said  contractor  and  sureties,  and  prosecute  the  same 
to  final  judgment  and  execution  :  Provided,  That  such  action 
and  its  prosecution  shall  involve  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in 
no  expense,  and  that  the  person  or  persons  so  authorized  to 
bring  suit  shall  first  furnish  such  indemnity  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  against  costs  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor :  Provided,  also,  That  said  bond  shall  contain  a 
condition  that  no  suit  shall  be  brought  upon  the  same  after 
the  expiration  of  two  years  from  its  date.

An  additional  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  was  expended  by  the  City  for  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  over  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  in  order  to  complete 
the  approach  to  Fairmount  Park. 

And  whereas,  A  large  amount  of  money  has  been  ex- 
pended by  the  Park  Commissioners  through  appropriations 
made  by  the  City,  for  the  grading  of  the  north  approach  to 
said  bridge  and  upon  the  new  bridge  recently  opened  upon  the 
west  bank  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  to  which  said  Thirty-fourth 
street  is  the  direct  and  only  approach. 

And  whereas.  The  owners  of  property  upon  the  line  of 
said  Thirty-fourth  street  donated  to  the  City  the  land  neces- 
sary on  each  side  of  said  street  for  the  purpose  of  widening 
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same,  under  the  provisions  of  said  ordinance  of  June  24th, 
1891,  and  also  paved  the  additional  width  with  Belgian  blocks 
at  no  small  expense  to  themselves,  now  therefore,  in  consider- 
ation of  the  premises  hereinbefore  recited, 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City

northwest  corner  of  Fifteenth  and  Norris  streets.  Thirty- 
second  Ward,  extending  in  front  or  breadth  on  Fifteenth 
street  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  feet,  more  or  less,  and 
in  length  or  depth  on  Norris  street  one  hundred  and  fifty 
(150)  feet,  more  or  less,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  taken 
and  condemned  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia."

the  Bureau  of  City  Property  as  a  guarantee  that  the  building 
will  be  removed  and  the  lot  cleared  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
Bureau  before  October  1st,  1897.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Granting  permission  to  the  Philadelphia  Standard  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
construct  and  operate  a  system  of  electric  wires,  conductors 
and  cables  through  and  under  the  streets  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordaiii.  That  permission  be,  and  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Philadelphia  Standard  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  of  .the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  lay,  extend,  run, 
maintain  and  operate  its  wires  and  electric  conductors  under  and 
through  any  of  the  streets  of  the  said  City,  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  electric  communication  between  its  various  sta- 
tions, exchanges,  subscribers  and  patrons. 

Sect.  2.  That  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  said  Com- 
pany ^o  open  streets,  construct  conduits  and  manholes,  erect 
a  terminal  pole  in  each  block,  and  lay,  erect,  maintain  and 
operate  a  conduit  system  and  a  system  of  cables,  wires,  electric 
conductors  and  terminal  poles  ;  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  shall  locate  said  manholes,  poles,  conduits,  wires,  cables 
and  conductors. 
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Sect.  3.  That  said  Company  shall  have  the  streets  opened 
by  it  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  conduits,  repaved  with 
pavement  like  that  on  the  street  opened  and  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  in  use  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  for  street  repairs  in  the  locality  and  of  the  character 
of  the  street  opened  by  said  Company.  Streets  of  twenty 
feet  or  less  in  width  shall,  when  opened  by  said  Company  for 
its  purposes,  be  repaved  by  it  from  curb  to  curb.  When 
streets  paved  with  asphaltum  or  other  improved  pavement  are 
to  be  opened,  on  which  the  contractors  guarantee  has  not 
expired  through  time,  the  said  Company  shall  have  the  power 
to  arrange  with  the  contractor  to  open  and  relay  such  pave- 
ment under  an  agreement  or  contract,  and  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  shall  be  empowered  to  appoint  an 
Inspector  to  see  that  the  work  is  done  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications  of  the  Department ;  the  obligations  of  said  Com- 
pany to  cease  on  the  filing  and  acceptance  of  the  Inspector's 
report,  or  the  failure  of  the  Department  to  enter  objections  to 
the  same  within  twenty  days  of  its  date. 

Sect.  4.  That  said  Company  shall  furnish  for  the  use  of 
the  City,  without  cost,  one  duct  or  chamber  in  its  conduits, 
as  they  are  constructed,  provided  request  for  the  same  be 
made  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  at  the  time  the 
permit  is  granted  to  open  the  street  or  streets  ;  and  should 
such  privilege  not  be  requested  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  but  preference  be  shown  for  the  same  in  other  streets, 
then  the  City  shall  be  privileged  to  the  use  of  two  or  more 
ducts  in  said  street,  so  as  to  secure  a  lineal  footage  of  ducts 
equal  to  that  whose  use  it  would  have  been  entitled  to.  Such 
ducts  or  chambers  shall  not  be  used  for  the  transmission  of 
electric  light  or  power  current.  Said  ducts  or  chambers  to 
be  of  not  less  than  two-and-one-half  inches  in  diameter,  the 
location  of  the  same  to  be  selected  by  the  Chief  of  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau,  and  the  City,  through  the  Electrical  Bureau, 
shall  have  free  access  at  all  times  to  the  manholes  and  con- 
duits for  making  connection  and  repairs. 

Sect.  5.  That  said  Company  shall  within  ninety  (90)  days 
from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  file  its  plans  of  system  and 
streets  proposed  to  be  occupied  by  it,  and  shall  commence  its 
work  provided  for  by  this  ordinance  within  ninety  (90)  days 
after  such  plans  are  approved  of  by  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors,  and  shall   expend  not  less   than   two   hundred 
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thousand  (200,000)  dollars  is.  work  and  materials  for  carrying 
out  the  privileges  herein  conferred  upon  it  within  one  year 
from  the  time  of  the  approval  of  such  plans.  Said  Company 
shall  within  one  year  from  the  approval  of  the  plans  be  ready 
and  equipped  to  give  service  with  at  least  two  thousand  (2,000) 
telephones  in  Philadelphia,  and  this  section  shall  be  made  one 
of  the  conditions  of  the  bond  of  said  Company.  Provided, 
That  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Company  to  file  its  plans 
within  ninety  (90)  days  prescribed  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sect.  6.  That  said  Company  shall  provide  and  maintain 
one  set  of  its  instruments,  connecting  by  special  trunk  wires, 
sufficient  in  number  and  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  Electrical 
Bureau,  to  connect  its  exchange  with  the  Electrical  Bureau 
of  the  City,  and  shall  furnish  without  expense  to  the  City  its 
services  to  the  offices  of  the  Mayor,  Director  of  Public  Works, 
Director  of  Public  Safety,  Clerks  of  Select  and  Common 
Councils,  and  Select  and  Common  Council  Chambers,  Bureau 
of  Boiler  Inspection,  Bureau  of  Building  Inspectors,  Bureau 
of  City  Property,  Bureau  of  Highways,  Bureau  of  Health, 
Bureau  of  Police,  Bureau  of  Surveys,  Electrical  Bureau,  City 
Commissioners,  Controller,  Treasurer,  District  Attorney,  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes,  Recorder  of  Deeds,  Register  of  Wills,  Clerk 
of  Quarter  Sessions,  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction,  City 
Solicitor,  Coroner,  Board  of  Public  Education,  the  Girl's  and 
Boy's  High  and  Girl's  Normal  Schools,  and  one  of  the  school 
buildings  in  each  section  that  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
may  designate ;  Sheriff,  Prothonotary,  Courts  of  Common 
Pleas,  Supreme  Court,  Orphan's  Court,  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes,  and  the  Presidents  of  both  branches  of  Councils,  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Finance,  Highways  and  Surveys  Committees 
of  Councils,  at  their  places  of  business  or  homes,  as  they  may 
designate,  and  at  the  residences  of  each  of  the  Chief  Clerks 
of  Councils  and  Board  of  Port  Wardens.  That  said  Company 
shall  place  its  telephones  in  all  the  police  station  houses  in  the 
City  without  cost,  when  ordered  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  and  shall  thereby  furnish  to  its  subscribers  and  patrons 
free  communication  with  the  police  system. 

Sect.  7.  That  said  Company  shall  fix  the  maximum  cost 
to  each  subscriber  for  its  telephone  service  within  the  limits 
of  said  City  at  seventy-five  (75)  dollars  per  telephone  per 
annum  for  business  houses,  and  fifty  (50)  dollars  per  telephone 
per  annum  for  private  dwellings. 
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Sect.  8.  That  said  Company  shall  pay  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  annually  three  (3)  per  cent,  of  its  gross  receipts, 
and  shall  and  will  on  the  first  day  of  February  of  each  year 
make  and  return  to  the  Controller  of  the  City  a  statement  in 
such  form  and  verified  in  such  manner  as  he  may  require  for 
the  reports  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  day  of  December  pre- 
ceding, and  the  moneys  payable  to  the  City  under  this  pro- 
vision by  said  Company  shall  be  payable  to  the  City  on  the 
first  day  of  February  in  each  year. 

Sect.  9.  That  before  any  permit  shall  be  granted  to  said 
Company  it  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  City  in  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  (50,000)  dollars,  conditioned  that  the  Company  shall 
and  "will  in  one  year  after  the  approval  of  the  plan,  erect  and 
have  in  successful  operation  a  system  that  will  accommodate 
two  thousand  telephones  in  Philadelphia,  and  an  additional 
bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  for  the 
faithful  compliance  with  the  remaining  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. 

Sect.  10.  That  said  Company  shall,  for  a  fair  proportion 
of  the  sum  recoived  for  such  business,  afford  any  out  of  town 
companies  applying  for  the  same  entrance  to  its  exchanges 
and  facilities  for  telephonic  communication  with  its  subscribers, 
provided  similar  facilities,  upon  the  same  terms  as  afforded  to 
it  by  said  out  of  town  companies,  and  this  Company  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  make  such  connections  with  the 
said  out  of  town  companies. 

Sect.  11.  That  the  said  Company  shall  construct  and  com- 
plete a  plant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  shall  not  sell  or  lease  to  any  telegraph  or  telephone 
company  or  corporation  whatsoever,  the  rights  and  franchises 
herein  and  hereby  conferred  upon  it  under  the  penalty  of 
making  this  ordinance  and  all  the  provisions  and  conditions 
thereof  null  and  void.  And  this  provision  shall  be  one  of  the 
conditions  of  the  bond  to  be  filed  as  aforesaid.  And  said 
Company  shall  before  exercising  any  of  the  privileges  con- 
ferred by  this  ordinance  first  pay  fifty  (50)  dollars  into  the 
City  Treasury  for  the  printing  thereof.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  author- 
ized to  notify  the  owners  of  property  aifected  that  at  the  ex- 
piration of  three  months  from  the  date  of  said  notice,  the 
extension  of  Fairmount  Park  north  of  Thorp's  lane,  as  auth- 
orized to  be  placed  on  the  City  plan  in  accordance  with  ordi- 
nance approved  November  18,  1895,  will  be  required  for 
public  use :  Provided,  That  the  executors  of  the  estate  of  H. 
H.  Houston,  deceased,  shall  first  file  an  agreement  to  dedicate 
to  the  City  so  much  of  the  land  embraced  within  the  said  ex- 
tension as  may  be  owned  by  them,  and  the  Convent  of  the 
Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  first  agree  to  sell  to  the  City  all  the 
ground  owned  by  said  Convent  within  said  boundaries  for  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  agreements  provided  for  in 
Section  1,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to 
enter  security  in  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the 
payment  of  any  damages  which  may  be  assessed  by  reason  of 
said  condemnation.

To  authorize  the  work  necessary  for  the  widening  of  Delaware 
avenue  to  its  full  Avidth  between  Vine  street  and  South 
street  (excepting  on  the  westerly  side  between  Market  and 
Walnut  streets)  in  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Wards ;  f-^r  paving 
and  repaving  the  said  avenue  and  other  streets  necessary  to 
complete  the  work  ;  for  the  erection,  where  necessary,  of  a 
bulkhead  wall  of  stone,  with  such  foundations  and  backing 
as  may  be  required,  on  the  easternmost  line  of  said  avenue 
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between  the  points  named  for  the  widening  and  extension  of 
wharves  in  front  of  property  owned  by  the  City  of  PhiLa- 
delphia  to  the  established  Port  Wardens'  Line  ;  and  such 
other  work  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  widening 
of  said  avenue ;  providing  for  the  construction,  re-construc- 
tion, and  alteration  of  all  sewers,  gas  and  water  mains, 
electrical  conduits,  and  other  municipal  constructions  inci- 
dent to  all  the  aforesaid  work  and  necessary  for  its  proper 
completion  ;  also  to  authorize  the  work  necessary  to  improve 
the  channel  of  the  Delaware  River.  Also  providing  for 
the  carrying  into  effect  such  authority  and  certain  condi- 
tions. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Ciiy 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  adver- 
tise for  proposals  and  to  enter  into  contracts  in  accordance 
with  existing  laws  and  ordinances  for  the  construction  of  the 
work  necessary  to  physically  widen  Delaware  avenue  to  its  full 
width  between  Vine  and  South  streets  (excepting  the  portion 
on  the  westerly  side  between  Market  and  VValnut  streets)  as 
shown  upon  the  confirmed  plan  of  the  City  in  the  Fifth  and 
Sixth  Wards ;  for  the  paving  and  repaving  of  said  avenue 
and  other  streets  necessary  to  complete  the  work ;  for  the 
erection,  Avhere  necessary,  of  a  bulkhead  wall  of  stone,  with 
such  foundation  and  backing  as  may  be  required,  on  the  east- 
ernmost line  of  said  avenue  between  the  points  named ;  for 
the  widening  and  extension  of  wharves  in  front  of  property 
owned  by  the  City  at  Dock  street.  Chestnut  street.  Arch 
street,  and  Race  street,  to  the  present  established  Port  War- 
dens' Line,  and  such  other  work  as  may  be  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  widening  of  said  avenue ;  for  the  construction,  re- 
construction, and  alteration  of  all  sewers,  gas  and  water  mains, 
electrical  conduits,  and  other  municipal  constructions  incident 
to  all  the  aforesaid  work  and  necessary  for  its  proper  comple- 
tion ;  also  for  improving  the  channel  of  the  Delaware  River. 

Sect.  2.  That  all  work  authorized  and  provided  for  by  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation  to  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  for  this  work  and  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  who  is  hereby  anthorized  to  appoint  such 
experts,  assistant  engineers,  draiightsmen,  and  engineer  corps, 
as  may,  in  his  judgment,  be  necessary  for  the  prompt  and 
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efficient  execution  of  the  work ;  to  appoint  inspectors  for  the 
various  classes  of  the  work  as  may  be  required  during  the 
progress  thereof,  and  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses  for  salaries, 
inspection,  tests,  transportation,  incidental,  and  other  expenses 
for  the  proper  completion  of  the  work,  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  work. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  notify  the  owners  of  property 
with  whom  satisfactory  negotiations  cannot  be  made  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  as  provided  in  Ordinance  of  Councils  ap- 
proved March  11,  1895,  over  and  through  which  Delaware 
avenue  as  laid  out  upon  the  confirmed  plan  of  the  City  be- 
tween Vine  street  and  South  street  (excepting  the  westerly 
side  between  Market  street  and  Walnut  street)  will  pass,  that 
at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  said  notice, 
said  avenue  will  be  required  for  public  use. 

Sect.  4.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to 
enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  in- 
demnify the  owners  of  private  property  who  may  be  injured 
by  reason  of  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  Or- 
dinance, and  also  to  pay  any  damages  which  may  be  assessed 
by  reason  of  the  opening  of  the  said  avenue.

West  Side  Passenger  Railway,  the  Moyamensing  and  Pen- 
rose Ferry  Road  Passenger  Railway  and  the  Elmwood  and 
Fairmount  Park  Passenger  Railway,  parts  and  branches 
thereof. 

Whereas,  Councils  have  by  various  ordinances  granted 
permission  to  numerous  passenger  railway  companies  to  lay 
tracks,  to  use  electric  motors,  to  be  supplied  from  overhead 
wires  and  to  erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires 
upon  certain  streets  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Provided, 
That  the  work  of  constructing  the  same  should  be  completed 
within  a  certain  limit  of  time  in  said  ordinances  respectively 
specified  ;  and 

Whereas,  By  reason  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  times, 
accidents,  litigation  and  other  causes,  many  of  the  said  com- 
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panies  have  been  unavoidably  prevented  from  complying  with 
the  provision  of  the  said  several  ordinances  requiring  the  con- 
struction of  said  passenger  railways  to  be  completed  within 
the  limit  of  time  therein  specified  as  aforesaid  ;  and 

Whereas,  For  said  recited  reasons,  it  is  but  just  to  grant 
said  companies  a  reasonable  extension  of  time  to  begin  and 
complete  the  construction  of  said  passenger  railways,  but,  for 
reasons  of  public  policy  and  convenience,  it  is  necessary  and 
proper  that  such  extension  of  time  should  be  definitely  and 
finally  specified,  so  that  in  the  event  of  non-compliance  there- 
with the  said  franchises  may  be  forfeited  by  said  companies 
and  permission  be  given  to  other  companies  to  construct  such 
of  said  passenger  railways  as  the  public  convenience  may  re- 
quire ;  therefore. 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Qommon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  time  for  commencing  the 
work  of  constructing  the  railways  of  the  Philadelphia  West 
Side  Passenger  Railway  Company,  the  Moyamensing  and 
Penrose  Ferry  Road  Passenger  Railway  Company  and  the 
Elmwood  and  Fairmount  Park  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
or  parts  or  branches  thereof,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  be 
operated  by  the  electric  motor  or  trolley  system  as  specified  in 
the  several  ordinances  heretofore  passed  granting  said  fran- 
chises, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  the  first  day  of 
July,  1^96,  and  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  same  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  De- 
cember, 1896. 

Sect.  2.  That  any  of  the  aforesaid  passenger  railway  com- 
panies which  shall  fail  to  begin  or  complete  the  construction 
of  its  passenger  railway  and  trolley  system  within  the  fore- 
going limit  of  time  shall  forfeit  the  privilege  to  construct  or

Whereas,  It  is  for  the  interest  and  accommodation  of  the 
citizens  of  Philadelphia  that  open  cars  should  be  substituted 
for  closed  cars  during  warm  weather. 

And  Whereas,  In  order  to  effect  such  substitution  it  is 
necessary  for  the  companies,  operating  the  various  lines  of 
street  railway,  to  provide  at  great  expense  a  duplicate  equip- 
ment of  cars ;  therefore 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  whenever  any  street  railway 
or  traction  motor  company  shall  hereafter  substitute,  during 
any  portion  of  any  year,  an  open  car  for  a  closed  car  on  which 
all  license  fees  due  the  City  have  been  paid  for  the  current 
year,  the  certificate  of  license  may  be  taken  from  any  closed 
car  and  transferred  to  any  open  car  substituted  in  its  place, 
and  may  subsequently  be  re -transferred  to  the  closed  car  from 
which  it  was  taken  whenever  the  use  of  such  open  car  is  dis- 
continued, such  transfer  to  be  made  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  no  company  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  be  required 
to  pay  a  separate  license  upon  any  open  cars  so  substituted  : 
Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  relieve  any  company,  which  may  at  any  time  during  any 
year  place  on  any  of  its  lines  any  additional  cars  not  intended 
to  be  used  as  a  substitute  as  aforesaid,  from  paying  to  the  City 
license  fees  as  heretofore :  And  provided  further,   That  this 
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ordinance  shall  not  become  operative  as  to  any  company,  unless 
such  company  shall  formally  accept  the  provisions  hereof  by 
filing  an  agreement  with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  wherein  it  shall  agree  that  within  one  year  from 
the  date  thereof  it  will  furnish  and  substitue  open  cars  to  be 
used  in  warm  weather,  equal  in  number  to  at  least  one- half  the 
number  of  closed  cars  operated  by  it,  and  until  it  shall  have 
paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for 
printing  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  grant  permission  to  the  Hillcrest  Avenue  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  to  lay  tracks  on  Hillcrest  avenue,  use  electric 
motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and 
maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.      TJie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  is  hereby  granted 
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to  the  Hillcrest  Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  lay 
double  tracks  on  Hillcrest  avenue,  beginning  at  the  German- 
town  and  Perkiomen  turnpike,  where  connection  may  be  made 
with  the  railway  of  the  Germantown  Passenger  Eailway  Com- 
pany, and  extending  along  Hillcrest  avenue  in  a  northeasterly 
direction  to  the  boundary  line  between  Philadelphia  county 
and  Montgomery  county,  where  connection  may  be  made  with 
an  extension  of  said  railway  in  Montgomery  county.  Pro- 
vided :  That  before  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  upon 
said  construction,  the  several  property  owners  along  the  line 
of  said  Hillcrest  avenue  shall  formally  dedicate  to  the  City  in 
a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor  the  bed  of  said 
street  as  laid  out  upon  the  City  plan. 

Sect.  2.  That  permission  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  given 
to  the  said  Hillcrest  Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company  to 
use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its 
tracks  as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid  in  Section  one  of 
this  ordinance.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead 
wires  supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high, 
which  the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain 
and  to  be  placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb  lines  and 
connected  with  street  wires.  That  the  railway  or  trolley  system 
herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  not  to  inter- 
fere with  the  building  or  erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated 
railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein 
named.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and  system  as  that 
now  constructed  by  the  Catharine  and  Bainbridge  Streets 
Railway  Company ;  and  all  feed  wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing 
the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance, 
the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City)  which  agreement  shall  be  in 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other 
things  provide,  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to 
keep  and  maintain  in  good  order,  at  all  times,  all  streets,  ave- 
nues or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway  or  trolley  sys- 
tem. That  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as 
binding  upon  it,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and 
ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed, 
relating  to  the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  railways 
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or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That 
in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its 
trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies 
or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall 
be  subject  in  every  way  at  all  times  to  the  approval  and  inspec- 
tion of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety. 
That  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  over- 
head trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance 
of  Councils. 

The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride 
over  the  entire  line  of  said  railway  shall  not  exceed  five  cents 
per  passenger  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock,  A.M., 
when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents.  That  work  upon  the  said 
railway  and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within  six  months, 
completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named 
within  one  year,  and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  fur- 
nish and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon 
the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agreement  herein  authorized, 
which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City  and  the  money  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  railway  company  shall 
default  in  its  agreement.  > 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  pave  the  whole  length  of 
the  said  avenue  occupied  by  it ;  said  paving  to  be  done  from 
curb  to  curb,  and  of  a  kind  and  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Such  paving  shall  be  com- 
menced and  pushed  and  completed  simultaneously  with  the 
laying  of  the  tracks  and  the  construction  of  the  electric  sys- 
tem, and  if  not  thus  pushed  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets  and  complete  the 
same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said  railway  company,  and 
said  company  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  keep  the  said  paving 
in  good  repair  when  directed  so  to  do  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric 
motive-power  system  shall  be  maintained  on  such  streets. 
Provided:  That  such  repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall 
not  free  the  said  company  from  any  other  paving,  repaving 
and  repairing  of  the  streets  occupied  by  it,  that  may  be  re- 
quired by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  which  has  been  passed 
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or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or 
obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and  repairing  that 
is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assem- 
bly :  And  provided  further,  That  the  streets  upon  which  said 
railway  is  authorized  to  be  laid  shall  be  first  opened  and  dedi- 
cated to  the  City,  and  that  all  street  improvements  shall  be 
made  and  paid  for  before  the  railroad  is  put  in  operation,  and 
that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by 
said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

months  from  its  date,  and  for  the  sum  so  borrowed,  certifi- 
cates of  city  debt  shall  be  issued  in  the  form  prescribed  by 
existing  ordinances. 

Sect.  2.  The  money  raised  from  the  proceeds  of  the  loan 
authorized  by  this  ordinance  shall,  and  the  same  is,  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  following  purposes:  in  the  annual  appro- 
priation to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  year 
1896  (Bureau  of  Gas),  to  Item  3,  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars,  for  gas  coal ;  (Bureau  of 
Water),  to   Item   2,  for  general  supplies,  including  fuel,  etc., 
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the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dolhirs ;  to  Item 
lOJ,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (350,000) 
doHars,  for  repairing  and  improving  reservoirs;  (Bureau  of 
Surveysj,  to  Item  27,  forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars,  for 
dredging  Schuylkill  river,  from  terminus  of  present  dredging 
to  Fifty-eighth  street ;  Commissioners  for  the  Erection  of  the 
Puhlic  Buildings,  three  hundred  (300,000)  dollars,  to  be  ex- 
pended as  follows  :  To  cover  contract  for  metal  file  cases, 
bronze  work,  mail  and  dust  chutes,  awarded  to  Alen  B.  Rorke, 
conditioned  upon  a  future  appropriation  being  made  therefor 
by  Councils,  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six  (224,666)  dollars ;  labor  and  materials, 
fitting  up  rooms  Nos.  476  and  576,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dol- 
lars ;  extension  of  rooms,  west  side  of  north  corridor,  sixth  floor, 
twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars;  fitting  up  law  library, 
forty  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-four  (40,334)  dollars; 
total,  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  dollars.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Gouncih  of  the  Oity 
of  Philadelphia  do  oi  dain,  That  nothing  cited  in  the  forego- 
ing preamble  shall  prevent  property  owners  or  tenants  on  Fif- 
teenth street,  from  Market  street  to  Walnut  street,  from  fas- 
tening to  the  front  of  their  property  a  movable  awning  which 
can  be  raised  or  lowered,  and  such  awning  shall  not  extend 
more  than  seven  feet  beyond  the  building  line,  the  lower  edge 
of  which  shall  be  not  less  than  eight  feet  above  the  sidewalk ;

at  a  point  marked  "  A  "  on  a  plan  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line 
Railroad,  showing  the  change  of  route  herein  proposed  to  the 
City  line  near  Fox  Chase,  marked  "  Philadelphia  Belt  Line

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line  near  Fox  Chase,  March  24,  1896.  (Signed)  Charles  S. 
Davrach,  Chief  Engineer,"  and  filed  at  the  Department  of

streets  and  underground  work  incident  therewith.  Bridges, 
improvement  of  Public  Parks  or  Squares,  for  purchasing 
grounds  and  building  Fire  and  Police  Stations,  and  Elec- 
trical and  Underground  Construction,  for  grading  and  re- 
pairs to  paved  streets,  curved  curbing,  resurfacing  asphalt 
streets,  repairs  to  bridges,  repairs  to  sidewalks  (City  prop- 
erty), and  repairs  to  ditches  and  sluices. 

Section  1.     The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
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Philadelphia  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  (in

one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars  for  Library  Site  and  Building  ; 
two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars  for  building  New 
Almshouse ;  nine  hundred  thousand  (900,000)  dollars  for 
abolition  of  grade  crossings  on  the  line  of  the  Phi  adelphia  and 
Trenton  Railroad ;  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars 
for  equipment  and  building  of  Philadelphia  Museum  ;  seven 
hundred  thousand  (700,000)  dollars  for  improvement  of  Water 
Supply ;  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars  for  exten- 
sion of  Fairmount  Park  ;  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars  for 
repaying  streets,  tramway  streets,  and  intersections  and  under- 
ground work  incident  thereto  (Bureau  of  Highways) ;  six 
hundred  thousand  (600,000)  dollars  for  building  bridges 
(Bureau  of  Surveys);  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  for  im 
proveraent  ef  Public  Parks  or  Squares ;  three  hundred  thous- 
and (300,000)  dollars  for  purchase  of  ground  and  building  of 
Fire  and  Police  Stations  and  Electrical  and  underground 
construction ;  four  hundred  thousand  (400,000)  dollars  for 
grading  and  repairs  to  paved  streets,  curved  curbing,  resur- 
facing asphalt  streets,  repairs  to  Bridges,  repairs  to  sidewalks 
(City  property),  and  repairs  to  ditches  and  sluices. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  three 
and  one  half  (3^)  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  half  yearly  on  the  first  day  of  the  months  of  January  and 
July  at  the  office  of  the  Fiscal  Agency  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  divided  into  twenty 
series  of  four  hundred  thousand  (400,000)  dollars  each,  alpha- 
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betically  arranged,  and  each  series  shall  be  paid  annually  on  the 
3 1st  of  J^ecember,  at  the  said  office,  until  the  whole  loan  shall 
be  paid,  commencing  with  series  "A,"  which  shall  be  paid  on 
the  31st  of  December,  1906.  The  certificates  of  said  loan 
shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as  the  lender  may 
require,  in  sums  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  and  its  multiple 
in  registered  and  coupon  form,  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in 
the  said  certificates  that  the  loan  therein  mentioned  and  the 
interest  thereof  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance  there  shall  be  thereafter  annually  appropriated 
out  of  the  income  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  from  the 
money  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
of  said  loans,  and  after  the  loan  shall  become  payable  there 
shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal the  sum  of  four  hundred  thousand  (400,000)  dollars 
until  the  whole  principal  shall  have  been  paid.

said  assessment  in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance, 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes, 
and  legal  deductions  in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers," 
approved  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  the  item  (for  branch 
sewers)  of  annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1897. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
cf  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy 
on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  as- 
sessment made  in  the  year  1896  (except  such  as  are  marked 
agricultural,  and  farm  lands  and  rural  or  suburban),  a  tax  of 
one  (1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dol- 
lars on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1897  aS 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  follow- 
ing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.  : 

Item  1,  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2,  for  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3,  for  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4,  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5,  for  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6,  for  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7,  for  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8,  for  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9,  for  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10,  for  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11,  for  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12,  for  health,  the  sura  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13,  for  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents  ;  and  said  amounts  are  hereby 
«ileclared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects  subject  to  further 
direction  by  ordinance ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate 
voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.   On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
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"  agricultural  and  farm  lands  "  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
'' rurul  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  re- 
lief and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  as- 
sessed property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the 
Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber, and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the 
first  day  of  November,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  De- 
cember, there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  per 
cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  December  and  before  the 
first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
four  per  cent. ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and 
after  the  first  day  of  January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the 
same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to 
dispUiy,  from  day  to  day,  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  tax  office,  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed 
by  ordinance.  All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  payment  of  certain  sums  to  property  owners 
along  the  easterly  side  of  Delaware  avenue,  between  Vine 
street  and  South  street,  as  an  adjustment  of  the  amounts  of 
damages  on  account  of  the  widening  of  said  avenue  to  the 
width  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet,  as  laid  down 
upon  the  confirmed  plan  of  the  City. 

Whereas,    Councils,    by   ordinance    approved   March    11, 
1895,  entitled   "  An    Ordinance   to   authorize  the  opening   of 
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Delaware  avenue  to  its  full  width  as  now  laid  down  on  the  City 
Plan,  from  Vine  street  to  South  street,  in  the  Fifth  and  Sixth 
Wards,"  authorized  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  notify 
the  owners  of  property  over  and  through  which  Delaware  ave- 
nue will  pass,  excepting  on  the  westerly  side  between  Mar- 
ket street  and  Walnut  street,  that  at  the  expiration  of  three 
months  the  said  street  would  be  required  for  public  use,  and 
also  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
3-*hiladelphia  to  negotiate  with  the  property  owners  to  adjust 
the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid  on  account  of  such  opening, 
or  to  take  other  lawful  means  to  determine  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages to  be  paid,  and  to  report  to  Councils  tlie  result  of  the  ne- 
gotiations as  early  as  possible  ; 

And  Whereas,  By  ordinance  approved  January  13,  1896, 
authorizing  the  negotiationof  a  loan  of  two  million  (2,000,000) 
dollars  to  pay  for  the  work  necessary  to  widen  Delaware  avenue 
to  its  full  width  between  Vine  street  and  South  street,  and  lor 
the  purpose  of  improving  the  channel  of  the  Delaware  river,  of 
which  the  sum  of  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,000) 
dollars  was  set  aside  for  the  work  of  widening  Delaware  ave- 
nue and  for  costs  and  damages  by  reason  of  the  revision  of 
lines  and  grades ; 

And  Whereas,  Councils,  by  ordinance  approved  April  13, 
1896,  made  an  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  one  million  five 
hundred  thousand  (1,500,000)  dollars  out  of  the  loan  author- 
ized by  ordinance  of  Councils  approved  January  13,  1896,  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  for  the 
work  necessary  to  widen  Delaware  avenue  to  its  full  width 
between  Vine  and  South  streets,  except  a  strip  upon  the  west- 
erly side  between  Market  and  Walnut  streets,  in  which  ordi- 
nance it  was  provided  that  among  other  things  the  appropria- 
tion is  to  pay  "  the  costs  and  damages  by  reason  of  the  revision 
of  lines  and  grades  and  opening  the  avenue  to  its  full  width." 

And  Whereas,  By  a  communication  dated  June  25, 1896, 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  reported  to  Councils 
the  result  of  his  negotiations  with  a  majority  of  the  interested 
owners  along  the  easterly  side  of  Delaware  avenue,  in  which 
was  named  the  sums  and  special  conditions  that  had  been 
agreed  upon  ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  C'mncils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  author- 
ized  to   make   settlements  with   the   property  owners   whose 
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properties  are  taken  by  the  widening  of  Delaware  avenue, 
between  Vine  and  South  streets,  and  upon  the  execution  of 
ai^reements  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  and  the  filing  of 
deeds  of  dedication  as  provided  by  Section  3,  to  pay  to  them 
by  warrant  drawn  by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  and  approved  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  payable  out 
of  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose  to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys, 
to  the  following  property  owners  in  the  following  amounts  : 

Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  for  property  in  addition  to 
thai  registered  in  the  name  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany as  follows:  Estate  of  David  Jayne,  Camden  and  Phihidel- 
piiia  Ferry  Co.  City  of  Philadelphia  (Market  street  lease)  Manor 
Real  Estate  Company,  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  Market  Co., 
Girard  Estate  lease,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-five 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  (■275,'2"24)  dollars  ;  to 
Charles  Hartshorne,  the  sum  of  thirty-four  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  forty  (34.940)  dollars ;  lor  property  of  W.  P.  Clyde  & 
Co.,  registered  under  the  names  of  Estate  of  Thomas  Clvde,  W. 
P.  and  B.  F.  Clyde,  and  B.  F.  Clyde,  the  sum  of  seventy-eight 
thousand  five  hundred  (78,500)  dollars  ;  to  the  Estate  of  Ste- 
phen Girard,  Board  of  City  Trusts,  the  sum  of  thirty-four 
thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-five  (34,545)  dollars  ;  Phila- 
del;  hia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company,  for  property  in  addi- 
tion to  that  legistered  in  its  name  as  follows:  Gordon  Cham- 
bers, Delaware  River  Ferry  Company,  Lease  of  the  J.  E. 
Ridgway  property,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000) 
dollars;  H.  P.  Beck  and  A.  H.  Smith,  Trustees,  ttie  sum  of 
ten  thousand  five  hundred  (10,500)  dollars;  W.  D.  and  J.  D. 
Winsor  for  their  own  property  and  as  lessees  of  the  portion  of 
the  Beck  and  Smith  Estate,  the  sum  of  twenty-nine  thousand 
three  hundred  (29,300)  dollars  ;  The  Pennsylvania  Company 
for  Insurance  on  Lives  and  Granting  Annuities,  the  sura  of 
thirty  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (30,558)  dollars; 
Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  Steamboat  Company,  the  sum  of 
twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  (22,500)  dollars  ;  in  all  the 
sum  of  six  hundred  and  sixteen  thousand  and  sixty-seven 
(616,067)  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  leases  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany upon  the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  the  foot 
of  Market  street  be  hereby  extended  for  the  term  of  twenty-five 
(25)  J  ears  from  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  the  present  leases 
at  the  same  rental,  conditioned  upon  the  right  of  the  City  to

enter  upon  the  property  for  the  construction  of  a  bulkhead  and 
extension  of  sewers  when  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  notify  the  Railroad  Company  of  such  intention. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  authorized  to  prepare 
agreements  with  the  owners  of  property  with  whom  settlements 
are  authorized  releasing  the  City  from  all  claim  for  damages 
by  reason  of  the  taking  of  the  land  for  the  widening  or  change 
of  grade,  or  for  property  taken  or  destruction  of  buildings  by 
the  widening,  that  the  owners  shall  furnish  to  the  City  Solici- 
tor deeds  of  dedication  of  the  bed  of  Delaware  avenue,  accept- 
able to  him,  at  the  time  of  settlement,  and  that  the  following 
conditions  shall  be  attached  to  the  agreements  with  the  different 
owners.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  to  agree  to  re- 
construct the  ferry  house  and  other  buildings  on  City  property 
in  the  new  location  in  a  condition  equal  to  that  which  now  exists 
and  that  this  company  shall  furnish  a  release  of  damages  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  all  properties  leased  by  them. 
The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company  to  agree 
to  iurnish  releases  from  owners  or  representatives  of  owners 
of  the  properties  registered  in  the  name  of  Gordon  Chambers 
and  The  DelaAvare  River  Ferry  Company,  and  a  release  of  all 
damages  to  its  leasehold  estate  of  Pier  ISo.  7,  owned  by  Jacob 
E.  Ridgeway,  and  to  indemnify  the  City  against  any  claim  by 
the  owner  of  said  Pier  No.  7  for  damages  for  the  taking  of  the 
buildings  on  said  pier  ;  Provided^  The  same  shall  be  taken  and 
appropriated  by  the  City  during  the  term  of  the  pending  lease 
thereof.  The  said  company  to  deed  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
a  strip  of  property  approximately  26  feet  in  width  on  the  south 
side  of  Chestnut  street  eastward  of  Delaware  avenue,  sufficient 
for  the  City  to  construct  a  pier  80  feet  in  width,  the  southerly 
line  of  which  shall  be  120  feet  southward  from  the  present 
property  line  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Estate 
of  Charles  P.  Fox,  conditioned  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
granting  to  the  said  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Com- 
pany a  right  of  passage  over  the  said  26  feet  on  the  south  side 
of  the  proposed  pier  for  a  distance  of  200  feet  to  the  eastward 
of  Delaware  avenue:  Provided,  moreover.  That  the  said  dedi- 
cation or  conveyance  of  the  said  26  feet  shall  not  be  demanded 
or  required  of  the  said  The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company  unless  and  until  the  right  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
double  ferry  slip,  with  the  necessary  wing  racks  and  accessories, 
next  adjacent  to  the  southerly  line  of  the  said  26  feet,  shall  be 
granted  by  lawful  authority  in  accordance  with  plans  therefor,  a 
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copy  of  which  is  on  file  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
W.  D.  and  J.  D.  Winsor  agreement  to  require  a  release  to 
the  City  for  any  claims  that  may  be  made  for  buildings  upon 
the  Beck  and  Smith  Estate,  of  which  W.  D.  and  J.  D.  Winsor 
are  the  tenants,  also  to  agree  to  allow  the  City  to  construct  a 
sewer  through  the  new  pier  belonging  to  them  at  the  foot  of 
Pine  street.  The  W.  P.  Clyde  and  Company  agreement  to 
require  a  release  to  the  City  for  any  claims  that  maybe  made 
for  buildings  upon  the  Girard  estate,  of  which  they  may  be 
tenants.  The  Pennsylvania  Company  for  Insurance  on  Lives 
and  Granting  Annuities  agreement  to  require  a  release  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  for  all  buildings  or  improvements  that 
may  have  been  made  by  any  tenants.

buildings  and  for  the  maintenance  of  said  Museums,  and  has 
by  ordinance,  approved  June  27th,  18^5,  transferred  to  said 
Board  in  trust  for  the  purposes  of  said  Museum  a  certain 
portion  of  the  Almshouse  grounds  set  apart  for  Park  purposes 
by  the  ordinance  approved  July  6th,  1883,  which  certain  por- 
tion of  said  ground  is  accurately  docribed  in  said  ordinance 
approved    June   27th,   18P5,  such  additional  portion   of  said 
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Almshouse  grounds  was  set  apart  for  public  Park  purposes  as 
is  described  as  follows  : 

All  that  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground  in  the  Twenty-sev-

Third — The  above  proposition  is  made  conditional,  upon

Fourth — The  Water  Company  hereby  agrees  that  the  con- 
tract may  be  cancelled  by  the  Inspectors  upon  ninety  days' 
notice  being  given  previous  to  the  expiration  of  any  one  year 
durmg  the  above-named  period  : 

Provided,  That  the  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors  shall  not 
cancel  the  contract  for  the  full  period  of  two  years  after  the 
date  of  the  execution  of  same. 
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Fifth — That  warrants  in  payment  thereof  shall  be  drawn  bj 
the  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors.

not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  three  million 
(3,000,000)  dollars  for  the  puipose  set  forth  in  the  second 
section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  proceeds  or  moneys  raised  and  arising  from  the 
loan  authorized  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  and  erecting  a  filtration  plant  or  plants  to 
connect  with  the  several  pumping  stations  embraced  in  the 
water  supply  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  the  loan  hereby  authorized  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  tbree  and  one  half  (-^l)   per   cent,    per   annum 
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shall  be  paid  by  the  City  half  yearly  on  the  first  day  of  the 
months  of  January  and  July  in  each  year  at  the  office  of  the 
fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ;  the  principal  of  said 
loan  shall  be  divided  into  twenty  (20)  series  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars  each,  alphabetically  ar- 
ranged, and  one  such  series  shall  be  paid  annually  at  the  said 
office,  beginning  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  1906,

Regulating  the  inspection  and  location  of  fire-escapes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Cou7icils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  when  any  person  or  persons 
shall  be  about  to  erect  any  external  stairway,  to  be  used  as  a 
fire-escape,  from  any  building  or  buildings,  within  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  he  or  they  shall  make  application  to  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection  for  a  permit  to  do  the  same;  the  said 
application  must  be  accompanied  by  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions as  shall  be  required  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
tion, and  shall  also  set  forth  the  location  of  the  proposed  fire- 
escape.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  shall  refer  the  said  appli- 
cation to  the  inspector  of  the  district  in  which  the  propo  ed 
fire-escape  is  to  be  erected,  and  the  said  inspector  shall  report 
upon  the  adaptability  of  the  proposed  location,  also  whether 
the  walls  are  sufficiently  strong  to  carry  the  proposed  escape. 
Upon  receipt  of  a  favorable  report  from  the  inspector,  the  Bu- 
reau shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  the  tire-escape,  the 
fee  for  which  shall  be  one  (1)  dollar. 

Sect.  2.  No  permit  shall  be  granted  for  the  erection  of  any 
fire-escape  which  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  formula  of 
construction  adopted  by  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Escapes. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  construct  any 
fire  escape  without  permit  first  secured,  or  who  shall  erect  a 
fire-escape  not  in  accordance  with  the  plans  approved  by  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  or  shall  change  the  location  of 
said  fire  escape,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
any  section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
fifty  (50)  dollars,  and  if  such  violation  shall  continue  afti-r 
notice  given  by  the  Bureau   of   BuiMing  Inspection,  to   have 
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the  same  removed,  an  additional  penalty  of  twenty-five  (25) 
dollars  shall  be  added  for  every  month  or  fraction  thereof  the 
said  violation  is  permitted  to  exist ;  all  of  the  aforesaid  pen- 
alties to  be  recevered  as  penalties  of  equal  amount  are  or  shall 
be  recoverable  for  the  use  of  the  City.

Providing  for  the  employment  only  of  American  citizens  by 
contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  ot  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  all  contracts  hereafter  let 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  or  any  department  thereof  for  the 
construction  of  public  buildings,  water  works,  sewers  or  work 
of  any  description  involving  the  employment  of  labor,  there 
shall  be  a  stipulation  or  covenant  embraced  in  the  contract 
that  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  not  employ  any  laborer, 
artisan  or  mechanic  upon  the  work  undertaken  or  contracted 
for  by  him  or  them  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States: 
Providi^d,  That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  public  woik  wjiere  tiie  cost  thereof  is  paid  in  whole  or  in 
part  fiom  assessments  of  benefits. 

Sect.  2.  That  for  every  person  who  has  not  qualified  as 
provided  in  Section  1,  who  may  be  found  in  the  em- 
ployment of  such  contractor  or  contractors  on  such  city 
work,  he  or  they  shall,  in  said  stipulation  or  covenant,  agree 
to  forfeit  live  (5)  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  that  such  person 
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shall  have  been  employed  as  aforesaid,  and  shall,  in  said  cove- 
nant, authorize  and  empower  the  head  of  any  department 
where  such  person  or  persons  are  employed,  to  deduct  from 
any  sum  or  sums  of  money  due  said  contractor  under  such 
contract  the  said  sum  of  five  (5)  dollars  per  day  for  each  person 
not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  but  employed  as  aforesaid, 
as  liquidated  damages  for  the  failure  of  said  contractor  or  con- 
tractors to  observe  and  perform  in  this  respect  the  conditions 
or  terms  of  his  or  their  contract. 

Sect,  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Departments  to 
ascertain  and  require  satisfactory  proof  of  the  citizenship  of 
the  laborers,  artisans,  or  mechanics  employed  upon  such  work, 
and  to  keep  a  record  of  the  number  of  days  or  fraction  thereof 
upon  which  any  person  not  a  citizen  as  aforesaid  shall  have 
been  employed. 

Sect.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor  to 
insert  in  all  contracts  as  aforesaid  and  in  all  specifications  of 
work  to  be  done  under  such  contracts,  the  stipulations  and 
conditions  provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  5  That  any  ordinance  or  part  of  ordinance  conflicting 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  is, 
hereby  repealed.

property  for  the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or  drains,"

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount 
Park  for  the  year  1897. 

Section  1.  The  Seleot  and  Common  Councils  of  the  dtp 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
and  forty-one  thousand  (541,000)  dollars  and  sixty-five  (65) 
cents  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Fairmount  Park  for  the  year  1897.

For  the  care  of  nurseries,  the  planting,  transplant- 
ing and  trimming  trees,  the  preservation  of  woodlands  and 
purchase  of  new  stock,  six  thousand  (6,000)  dollars.

three  hundred  and  sixty  (860)  dollars  per  year  each,  one 
thousand  four  hundred  and  forty  (1,440)  dollars;  ten  attend- 
ants at  ladies'  retiring  houses,  six  months,  at  thirty  (30)  dol- 
lars per  month  each,  or  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  dollars 
per  year  each,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  (1,800)  dollars  ; 
for  uniforms  and  equipments,  three  thou-and  (3,000)  dollars ; 
for  fuel,  stationery,  care  and  repair  of  station  houses,  guard 
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boxes,  keep  of  horses,  and  other  incidental  expenses,  three 
thousand  (3,000)  dollars  ;  for  twenty-five  guards,  at  two  (2) 
dollars  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  day  each,  twenty  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  thirty-one  (20,531)  dollars  and  twenty- 
five  (25)  cents  :  Provided,  That  when  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
number  of  guards  provided  for  at  two  (2)  dollars  and  fifty  (50) 
cents  per  day  each,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  promotion 
from  the  number  of  those  receiving  two  (2)  dollars  and  twenty- 
five  (25)  cents  per  day  in  the  order  of  the  time  of  service,  and 
any  new  appointment  of  Park  Guards  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
two  (2)  dollars  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  day. 

Item  8.  For  sprinkling  Park  drives  and  for  the  purchase  of 
new  Avagons  and  repairs  to  old,  twenty  thousand  (20,000) 
dollars. 

Item  9.  For  the  maintenance  of  St.  George's  House,  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  10.  For  works  of  a  permanent  character,  one  hundred 
thousand  (100,000)  dollars  :  Provided,  That  not  less  than 
forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars  be  expended  for  the  construc- 
tion of  bicycle  paths  on  either  side  of  East  Park  drive. 

Item  11.  For  care  and  maintenance  of  Memorial  Hall, 
thirteen  thousand  (13,000)  dollars. 

Item  12.  For  improvements  and  macadamizing  drives  of 
the  Park,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 

Item  13.  For  repairs  to  buildings,  erection  of  shelters,  re- 
tiring houses,  urinals  ;  also  the  erection  and  repair  of  fences, 
seven  thousand  (7,000)  dollars  :  Provided,  That  not  less  than 
three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  be  expended  for  the  erection  of 
new  shelters,  retiring  houses  and  urinals. 

Item  14.  For  purchase  of  settees  and  pi'  nic  tables,  three 
thousand  (3,000)  dollars :  Provided,  It  shall  be  expended 
prior  to  July  1,  1897. 

Item  15.  For  electric  lighting  and  for  gasoline  or  naphtha 
lamps,  forty  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-eight  (40,448) 
dollars,  to  be  expended  of  follows  :  For  maintenance  of  pre- 
sent system  of  electric  lights  on  Old,  East.  West  and  Wissa- 
bickon  sections  of  Park,  thirty-two  thousand  three  hundred 
(32,300)  dollars;  for  maintenance  of  present  system  of  gaso- 
line lamps  on  East,  VV'^est  and  Wissahickon  sections,  eight 
thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  (8,148)  dollars  :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  price  paid  shall  not  bo  in  excess  of  that  paid 
by  the  city  in  these  localities. 
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Item  16.  For  extension  and  improvement  of  the  water 
supply  and  for  developing  springs  in  various  sections  of  the 
Park,  three  thousand  eight  hundred  (3,800)  dollars. 

Item  17.  For  care,  maintenance  and  improvement  of  Hunt- 
ing Park,  seven  thousand  (7,000)  dollars,  to  be  expended  as 
follows  :  For  care,  maintenance  and  improvement,  six  thou- 
sand (6,000)  dollars  ;  for  electric  lighting,  one  thousand 
(1,000)  dollars  :  Provided,  The  price  paid  shall  not  be  in  ex- 
cess of  that  paid  by  the  city  in  that  locality. 

Item  18.  For  the  purchase  of  manure  and  fertilizers,  three 
thousand  five  hundred  (3,500)  dollars  ;  cutting  grass  and 
mowing  lawns  and  destruction  of  poisonous  vines,  eight  thou-

That  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dol- 
lars of  tliis  sum  shall  be  paid  on  March  1st  and  September  1st 
in  equal  payments,  on  the  certificate  of  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Education  that  sixty  two  thousand  five  hundred 
(62,500)  tickets  have  been  distributed  before  March  1st  and  a 
like  number  before  September  1st,  entitling  pupils  of  the 
public  schools  to  admission. 

Item  20.  For  dredging  the  Schuylkill  river,  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars. 

Item  21.  For  further  construction  of  River  Wall,  ten  thou- 
sand (10,000)  dollars.

Item  23.  To  pay  Vulcanite  Paving  Company  for  paving 
Oxford  street  entrance  in  accordance  with  city  specifications, 
thirteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-six  (13,686)  dollars 
and  forty  (10)  cents  :  Provided,  That  no  wan-ants  sliall  be 
drawn  against  this  appropriation  unless  the  meetings  of  the 
Commission  and  its  Committees  shall  be  open  to  the  public : 
Provided  further.  That  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  requested  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
the  Aut  of  Assembly  of  April  11,  1868,  prohibiting  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  within  the  limits  of  said  Park.  And 
warrants  for  said  appropriation  shall  be  drawn  by  the  said 
Commissioners  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 
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xVll  ordinances    or  parts  of  ordinances    inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

For  the  purchase  and  laying,  including  material 
and  labor  account,  of  pipes  for  the  distribution  of  gas,  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  (125,000)  dollars:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  City  Controller  shall  approve  such  bills  for 
work,  labor  and  material  done,  made  or  furnished  prior  to 
1897,  as  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  the  aggregate  amount  thereof 
not  exceeding  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  dollars. 

Provided,  also,  That  the  Director  shall  be  allowed,  when  it 
is  in  his  judgment  to  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  to  purchase 
or  contract  without  advertising,  bills  for  this  Bureau  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (lOO)  dollars. 

Bureau  of  Highways. 

Sect.  4.  Of  amount  appropriated  to  this  Department,  the 
sum  of  one  million  two  hundred  and  forty-six  thousand  one 
hundred  and  fifty-five  (1,246,155)  dollars  and  seventy-one  (71) 
cents  is  for  the  expenses  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  as 
follows  :

one  chief  draughtsman,  one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200) 
dollars ;  five  draughtsmen,  each  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars, 
four  thousand  five  hundred  (4,500)  dollars ;  two  draughtsmen, 
each  seven  hundred  and  fifty  (T50)  dollars,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  (1,500)  dollars ;  one  clerk,  three  hundred  (300) 
dollars ;  miscellaneous  expenses  and  supplies,  nine  hundred 
and  fifty  (950)  dollars  ;  total,  eight  thousand  four  hundred 
and  fifty  (8,450)  dollars.

Provided^  That  if  any  of  the  passenger  railway  companies 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  repair  said  streets  or  parts  of  streets 
after  the  expiration  of  ten  days'  notice  from  the  Director  of

Sect.  5.  Of  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  Department 
the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  seventy  one  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  ninety  (471,490)  dollars  is  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Bureau  of  Lighting,  as  follows :

also.  That  whenever  it  can  be  reasonably  expected  that  the 
total  cost  of  the  article  or  work  required  will  not  exceed  one 
hundred  (100)  dollars,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  respective 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education  shall  have 
authority  to  purchase  said  article  or  have  said  work  done, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  bills  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  :  Provided,  also.

Lane  Reservoir.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  to-day,  in  reference  to  the 
warrant,  amounting  to  $8,124.61,  for  emergency  work 
done  on  the  Queen  Lane  Reservoir,  with  copy  of  letter 
of  Thomas  M.  Thompson,  Esq.,  Director  of  PubHc  Works, 
received. 

The  Director  states  that  the  bill  was  for  repairs  to  the 
Queen  Lane  Reservoir,  and  that  the  work  was  of  such  a 
character  that  it  was  impossible  to  advertise  for  it,  and  that 
the  necessity  for  doing  it  was  so  urgent  that  the  delay 
caused  by  advertising  would  endanger  the  reservoir.  He 
further  states  that  the  work  was  done  by  day's  labor,  and 
was  the  most  economical  piece  of  work  done  by  the  De- 
partment. He  claims  that  under  the  proviso  of  the  appro- 
priation to  his  Department  for  the  year  1895,  he  was  au- 
thorized to  make  this  contract  ^vithout  advertising.  The 
proviso  referred  to  is  as  follows:  "Provided,  That  nothing 
in  this  ordinance  shall  prevent  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 


ment  of  Public  AVorks  from  laying  water-pipe  and  making 
repairs  by  day's  work,  or  from  the  employment  of  any 
additional  services  when  the  exigencies  require."  It  does 
not  appear,  however,  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Queen 
Lane  Reservoir  was  included  in  the  ordinance  for  the  an- 
nual af)propriation  for  1895. 

In  view  of  this  proviso,  and  of  the  statements  made  by 
the  Director  of  the  urgent  necessity  for  doing  the  work, 
you  would  be  justified  in  countersigning  this  warrant. 

The  opinion  of  Mr.  Warwick,  referred  to  by  you  (Ord., 
1885,  page  12),  is  in  conformity  with  this  view.  In  view 
of  the  Act  of  1874,  it  would  probably  have  been  better  to 
have  secured  an  ordinance  aj)proving  of  this  bill  and  direct- 
ing payment  of  the  money.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  December  28,  1895,  stating 
that  Henry  D.  Dagit,  iSTo.  706  AValnut  street,  is  building 
upon  lot  ISTo.  1006  Morgan  street,  and  encroaching  on  an 
alley  two  and  one-half  inches,  duly  received. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Cranmer,  Surveyor  of  the  Third  Distnct, 
reports  that  Dagit  states  that  he  is  building  on  the  lines 
of  an  old  wall  in  the  rear  of  the  property  in  question,  as 
also  on  the  lines  of  an  old  wall  near  Morgan  street,  but 
while  the  old  wall  encroached  two  and  a  half  inches  in 
building  upon  the  rear  of  the  lot,  Surveyor  Cranmer  cannot 
swear  that  the  new  wall  is  not  where  the  old  one  was,  as 
Mr.  Dagit  claims.  There  is  therefore  this  element  of  un- 
certainty in  the  facts.  The  alley  referred  to  is  mentioned 
in  the  deeds  as  four  feet  wide,  and  is  what  is  known  as 


a  private  alley.  I  have  this  also  fi-oiii  Mr,  Cranmer.  If 
this  is  au  eucroachment,  as  it  is  claimed,  it  is  not  one  upon 
the  public,  but  the  mere  appropriation  of  two  and  a  half 
inches  of  ground  adjoining,  which  Dagit,  or  his  prede- 
cessors in  title,  and  his  neighbors,  agreed  should  be  used 
as  a  passageway.  '  If  he  chooses  to  wrongfully  appropriate 
a  portion  of  it  the  ad  joiners  are  injured  and  their  rights 
invaded,  but  the  public  has  no  control  of,  or  right  to  inter- 
fere with  a  private  alley,  and  as  no  public  right  is  involved, 
there  is  nothing  for  me  to  do,  as  the  City  has  no  interest, 
except  the  facts  should  prove  to  be  different.  Of  course, 
if  this  encroachment  was  upon  a  street  or  a  public  alley, 
a  Bill  in  Equity  would  lie,  and  an  injunction  could  be  ob- 
tained to  prevent  any  encroachment  beyond  the  street  line. 
I  shall  take  no  action  except  I  have  further  instructions 
from  you  in  the  matter.

If,  as  you  state,  the  company  has  performed  their  con- 
tract, and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  sum  so  de])osited 
should  be  held,  then  it  would  be  proper  for  you  to  release 
the  said  sum  so  deposited,  so  that  Mr.  Megargee,  as  As- 
signee, may  receive  the  same.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  communication  enclos- 
ing letter  from  Mr.  Trautwine,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Water,  together  with  copies  of  articles  in  Press  and  Rec- 
ord, I  herewith  submit  the  result  of  my  examination  of 
the  facts,  and  the  law  bearing  upon  the  title  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  the  use  of  the  waters  of  the  Schuylkill 
River  and  the  streams  tributary  thereto. 

Under  the  Charter  of  lYOl  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
City  was  had  only  from  pumps,  most  of  which  were  pri- 
vate property.  In  1756,  however,  the  control  of  these 
Avas  placed  in  charge  of  certain  officers  created  in  that  year 
and  called  AVardens,  with  power  to  sink  new  wells,  purchase 
those  which  were  private,  and  assess  a  sum  upon  those  using 
the  pumps. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  second  Charter,  in  1789,  to 
wit,  in  the  year  1799,  water  was  for  the  first  time  brought 
from  the  Schuylkill  River  by  means  of  the  Pumping  Sta- 


tion  situate  at  the  intei-section  of  Chestnut  street,  and  that 
river  forced  its  supply  through  brick  tunnels  to  a  reservoir 
or  stand-pipe  constructed  on  what  was  then  called  Centre 
Square,  but  which  now  is  the  site  of  the  City  Hall,  at 
Broad  and  Market  streets,  and  from  whence  it  was  distrib- 
uted to  the  consumei"S. 

The  supply  in  the  Chestnut  Street  Station  having  been 
found  unsatisfactory,  a  committee  was  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  devising  a  new  method,  and  in  December,  1811, 
they  made  a  report  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  a  new 
steam  pumping  station  on  Morris  Hill,  or  what  is  now 
called  Fairmount.  This  work  was  commenced  in  the  fol- 
lowing year,  and  completed  in  December,  1817,  by  which 
the  water  was  pumped  into  a  reservoir  at  Fairmount  and 
flowed  therefrom  to  the  Centre  Square  Reservoir. 

On  April  8tli,  1819,  however,  Councils  passed  a  resolu- 
tion that  water  power  should  be  substituted  for  the  steam 
power  for  working  the  pumps  at  Fairmount,  and  the  dam 
across  the  river  was  completed  in  1821,  and  the  City  en- 
tered into  an  agreement  to  purchase  certain  water  power, 
which  the  Legislature  had  previously  gi-anted  to  Robert 
Kennedy  and  the  Schuylkill  Is'avigation  Company.  The 
latter  had  also  built  their  canal  from  Pottsville  to  the 
Falls  of  the  Schuylkill.  The  said  Robert  Kennedy,  by  the 
Act  of  April  9th,  1807  (P.  L.  189),  was  vested  with  the 
right  to  maintain  a  dam  and  mill  race  on  the  property 
owned  by  him  near  the  Falls  of  the  Schuylkill.  This  Act 
provided :  "That  if,  at  any  time  hereafter,  the  corporation 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  desirous  of  erecting 
any  works  or  machinery  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the 
waters  of  the  said  river  to  the  said  City,  the  right  so  to  do 
is  hereby  reserved;  but  if,  by  such  erection,  the  works  of 
the  said  Robert  Kennedy  shall  be  materially  injured  or  de- 
stroyed, the  said  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the 
whole  of  the  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  the  said  Rob- 
ert Kennedy,  together  with  twenty  per  centum  thereon  for 
his  trouble  and  disappointment,  on  due  conveyance  being- 
made  for  the  whole  of  his  right  in  the  premises." 

Kennedy  subsequently  conveyed  his  right  therein  to 
others,  who  in  tuni  sold  it  to  the  City  in  1818  for  $150,- 
•000. 
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The  charter  to  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  was 
dated  March  8,  1815,  whereby  power  was  granted  them  to 
make  a  lock  navigation  on  the  River  Schuylkill.  By  this 
charter  the  company  was  invested,  among  other  things, 
with  the  right  to  construct  "any  dams,  locks  or  other  de- 
vices whatever  .  .  .  and  to  make  a  complete  slack 
Avater  navigation  from  one  end  thereof  to  the  other,  so  as 
to  make  a  safe  and  easy  passage  for  loaded  boats,"  etc.  The 
charter  also  authorized  said  company  "to  use  the  water 
power  from  the  said  river,  sluices  or  courses,  to  propel  such 
machinery  as  they  may  think  proper  to  erect  on  the  land 
which  they  may  have  previously  purchased  from  the  owner 
or  owners,  or  may  sell  in  fee  simple,  lease  or  rent  for  one  or 
more  years  the  said  water  power  .  ,  .  to  be  used  in 
such  manner  and  on  such  terms  as  they  may  think  proper; 
provided,  that  it  be  so  done  that  it  shall  not  at  any  time  im- 
pede or  interrupt  the  navigation." 

In  1818  and  1824,  the  City  having  previously  acquired 
the  right  to  maintain  a  dam  at  the  Falls  of  the  Schuylkill, 
as  before  stated,  entered  into  contracts  with  the  Schuylkill 
Navigation  Company  in  order  to  increase  its  water  supply, 
and,  as  a  means  to  that  end,  constructed  a  dam  across  the 
river  at  Fairmount. 

In  1843  (April  18,  1843,  P.  L.  304),  the  Legislature 
authorized  the  several  Districts  in  the  County  of  Philadel- 
phia to  erect  water  works  to  take  water  from  the  Schuyl- 
kill River  for  the  supply  of  their  inhabitants.  This  was 
followed  by  the  Acts  of  March  31,  1860  (P.  L.  476),  the 
preamble  of  which  recited  that  "Whereas,  the  strip  of 
ground  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  as  here- 
inafter fully  described,  should  be  owned  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  to  prevent  the  erection  of  factories  and 
breweries  thereon,  whose  refuse  fluids  will  flow  into  the 
stream  and  so  pass  into  the  forebay  at  Fairmount:  And 
Whereas,  the  natural  advantage  of  the  ground  fits  it  emi- 
nently for  a  park,  thus  securing  in  the  ownership  thereof 
a  place  for  the  health  and  recreation  of  the  people,  and 
preserving  forever  the  purity  of  the  water  they  drink." 

Then  followed  the  Acts  of  February  12,  1861  (P.L.  30), 
appropriating  an  area  of  ground  to  park  purposes,  and  to 


provide  foi'  the  purity  of  the  water  at  Fairmount;  March 
26,  1867  (P.  L.  547),  creating  the  Park  Commission,  recit- 
ing as  one  of  the  objects  "and  for  the  preservation  of  the 
purity  of  the  water  supply  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia"; 
March  15,  1871  (P.  L.  363),  giving  the  Commissioners 
right  to  exclude  manufactories  from  the  Park,  so  as  to 
'']n-otect  the  purity  of  the  waters  of  the  Schuylkill  and 
Wissahickon." 

These  are  the  facts  set  forth  briefly,  and  the  law  rela- 
tive to  the  right  of  the  City  in  and  to  the  waters  of  the 
Schuylkill  and  its  tributaries  may  be  considered  under 
these  heads: 

1.  The  natural  right  of  owners  or  occupants  of  land  bor- 
dering upon  streams  to  the  use  of  the  waters  thereof. 

2.  As  to  whether  the  acquired  rights  of  the  City  to  use 
the  water  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  either  by  prescription 
or  grant,  are  superior  to  the  rights  of  others  residing  upon 
or  contiguous  to  the  banks  of  the  same. 

3.  What  rights,  if  any,  can  be  acquired  by  others  in  and 
to  the  waters  of  the  Schuylkill  and  its  tributaries  preju- 
dicial to  the  interests  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia? 

As  to  the  first  proposition:  The  streams  of  the  State 
with  respect  to  their  ownership  may  be  divided  into  three 
classes : 

1.  Those  incapable  of  navigation. 

2.  Those  not  navigable  in  a  technical  sense,  but  declared 
by  the  Legislature  to  be  public  highways. 

3.  Navigable  rivers  or  streams. 

In  the  first  two  classes  the  riparian  proprietor  owns  the 
soil  to  the  centre  of  the  stream,  and  also  the  water  flowing 
upon  it  if  applied  to  his  use,  subject  only  to  the  rights  of 
lower  riparian  owners  as  hereinafter  defined,  and  subject 
also,  in  the  second  class,  to  the  public  right  of  navigation. 
In  the  last  mentioned,  the  title  to  the  bed  of  the  river  be- 
tween low  water  lines,  together  with  the  water  of  the  river, 
is  vested  in  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  the  people.

The  waters  of  a  navigable  river  and  the  soil  beneath  are 
common  property.     The  pnblic  not  only  have  the  right 
of  navigation,  bnt  all  other  rights  incident  to  ownership. 
American  &  Eng.  Ency.  of  Law,  Vol.  16,  p.  246. 

It  follows,  then,  that  the  waters  of  the  first  two  classes 
cannot  be  diverted  without  affecting  vested  property  rights, 
but  the  waters  of  the  last  mentioned  class  may  be  diverted, 
for  the  reason  that  no  one  has  a  right  paramount  to  that 
of  the  general  public  in  and  to  the  waters  of  a  navigable 
riyer  unless  acquired  by  grant  from  the  State. 

"Every  person  through  whose  land  a  water  course  runs 
has  a  right,  puhJici  juris,  to  the  benefit  of  it  as  it  passes 
through  his  land  .  .  .  it  is  inseparably  annexed  to  the 
soil,  and  passes  with  it,  not  as  an  easement,  nor  as  an  ap- 
purtenance, but  as  a  parcel.  Use  does  not  create  it,  and 
disuse  cannot  destroy  or  suspend  it." 

Angell  on  Water  Courses,  Section  92. 

In  determining  the  rights  of  riparian  owners,  inquiry 
may  be  made  as  to  whether  such  use  is  for  natural  or  arti- 
ficial purposes.  N^atural  are  such  as  are  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  the  wants  of  mankind,  such  as  thirst  of  persons  and 
beasts,  and  for  household  purposes;  and,  in  arid  climates, 
water  for  irrigation  is  referred  to  as  a  natural  want,  to 
which  the  artificial  must  ever  be  legally  subservient.  If 
the  want  of  water  is  simply  for  the  comfort  or  convenience 
or  prosperity  of  a  riparian  proprietor,  it  is  artificial;  and 
imder  this  head  is  referred  the  demand  for  water  for  manu- 
facturing purposes,  and  for  hydraulic  purposes  in  general. 
Angell  on  Water  Courses,  Sections  121  and  125. 
Evans  r.s.  Merriweather,  3  Scam.  (Ill),  -196. 

If  the  use  is  exercised  for  natural  wants,  an  upper  ripa- 
rian owner  may  consume  all  without  regard  to  the  needs  of 
the  lower  riparian  owner.  But,  for  artificial  purposes, 
each  owner  has  a  common  right  to  participate  in  its  bene- 
fits. This  of  necessity  may  destroy  or  lessen  the  value  of 
the  stream  to  the  lower  riparian  owner. 

Angell  on  Water  Courses,  Section  96. 

In  Philadelphia  vs.  Collins,  68  Pa.  St.,  106,  Chief  Jus- 
tice Thompson,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme 
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Court,  said:  ''It  was  considered  on  the  trial,  that  upon 
taking  water  (from  the  Schuylkill  Kiver)  for  the  citizens 
of  the  City  for  domestic  purposes,  no  restriction  could  he 
placed  by  legislation  or  grant,  and  none  was  placed.  If 
it  could  have  been  shown  that  it  was  this  supply  for  domes- 
tic purposes  only  which  occasioned  the  insufficiency  for 
navigation,  then  the  law  of  a  paramount  necessity  would 
have  existed,  and  have  brought  into  play  the  doctrine  of 
riparian  rights,  and  justified  the  taking." 

And  again,  in  Mayor  vs  Commissioners  of  Spring  Gar- 
den, 7  Barr,  363,  the  Supreme  Court  said:  ''They  (win- 
ters and  judicial  decisions)  establish  that  the  use  of  water 
flomng  in  its  natural  channel,  like  the  use  of  heat,  light  or 
air,  has  been  held  by  every  civilized  nation,  from  the  ear- 
liest times,  to  be  common  by  the  law  of  nature,  and  not 
merely  public.  .  .  .  They  establish  also  that  the  do- 
mestic uses  of  water  are  its  natural  and  primary  ones. 
Water  is  borne  by  the  air  in  the  form  of  vapor 
to  the  remotest  regions  of  the  earth,  for  the  free  use  and 
common  refreshment  of  mankind;  and  to  interdict  the  use 
of  the  one  within  any  particular  locality  would  be  as  mon- 
strous and  subversive  as  it  would  be  to  interdict  the  use  of 
the  other.  It  is  only  when  it  has  been  received  on  the 
surface  of  the  earth,  not  while  it  is  falling  from  the  clouds, 
that  it  can  be  made  to  minister  to  the  ordinary  wants  of 
life;  and  if  it  be  common  at  first,  it  must  continue  to  be 
so  while  it  is  returning,  by  its  natural  channels,  to  the 
ocean.  No  one,  therefore,  can  have  an  exclusive  right  to 
the  aggregated  drops  that  comprise  the  mass  thus  flowing, 
without  contravening  one  of  the  most  peremptory  laws  of 
nature." 

Thus,  riparian  owners,  or  people  domiciled  along  or  con- 
tiguous to  a  river  or  other  stream,  have  an  inalienable 
right  in  and  to  the  use  of  the  water  thereof,  and  for  neces- 
sary domestic  purposes  this  right  may  be  enjoyed  without 
qualification,  or  inquiry  as  to  whether  a  person  lower  down 
the  stream  is  injuriously  aft'ected  or  not.  In  addition  to 
this  paramount  right,  such  owner  or  occupant  enjoys  other 
rights  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  public,  but  which 
can  only  be  enjoyed  by  him  with  a  due  regard  to  the  rights 
of  others.     Applying  these  principles  to  the  City  of  Phil- 
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adelphia,  we  find  that  its  natural  rights  to  the  waters  o£ 
the  Schuylkill  are  subservient  to  those  of  other  munici- 
palities or  individuals  higher  up  the  stream,  who  are  located 
upon  the  Schuylkill  proper  or  its  tributaries.  In  so  far  as 
the  waters  are  used  by  those  above  for  domestic  purposes, 
even  though  it  should  diminish  the  City's  supply  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  make  it  inadequate  to  meet  the  public  demand, 
no  redress  can  be  had.  And  in  the  absence  of  any  para- 
mount claim,  if  such  can  exist,  it  follows  that  the  City  has 
no  greater  right  in  and  to  the  corpus  of  the  water  of  the 
Schuylkill  River  than  those  of  the  riparian  owners  above; 
in  fact,  as  above  stated,  its  rights  are  subordinate  to  theirs, 
inasmuch  as  those  above,  being  the  first  takers,  may  con- 
sume the  whole  of  the  water  for  domestic  purposes,  if  their 
needs  require  it. 

As  to  the  second  proposition: 

Has  the  City,  in  its  corporate  or  representative  capacity, 
acquired  any  rights  to  the  water,  by  use  or  grant,  paramount 
to  those  enjoyed  in  common  with  others  domiciled  upon 
or  contiguous  to  the  banks  of  the  Schuylkill  or  its  tribu- 
taries? 

If  any  party  claims  special  right  to  the  use  of  water, 
more  beneficial  to  himself,  and  more  burdensome  to  the 
riparian  owners  above  or  below,  than  what  may  be  called 
the  natural  or  general  right  to  the  reasonable  use  of  the 
stream,  he  must  establish  such  right  by  grant  or  prescrip- 
tion.

Even  were  it  in  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  grant 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  the  right  to  employ  the  waters  of 
the  Schuylkill  to  the  use  of  the  people  of  the  city  without 
sensible  diminution  by  those  above,  no  such  right  has  been 
granted  by  express  direction.  It  did,  however,  acquire 
certain  rights  by  contract  with  the  successors  in  title  to  the 
grant  to  Robert  Kennedy,  and  by  virtue  of  the  contracts 
with  the  Schuylkill  I^avigation  Company  above  referred 
to,  and  by  way  of  implication  by  the  Acts  of  1843,  I860,. 
1861,  1867  and  1871. 
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The  rights  acquired  by  Robert  Kennedy,  under  an  Act 
of  1807,  were  subsequently  granted  by  him  to  one  White. 
After  the  incorporation  of  the  ISTavigation  Company  the 
latter  granted  to  White  the  right  to  erect  a  dam  at  the 
Falls  of  Schuylkill.  White  granted  a  portion  of  the  water 
power  to  Joseph  Gillingham,  from  both  of  whom  the  City 
acquired  the  right  to  maintain  a  dam  and  use  the  water 
power  at  the  Falls  in  1818.  Under  its  contract  in  1819 
with  the  ISTavigation  Company,  the  City  acquired  the  right 
to  build  a  dam  at  Fainnount,  and  by  the  contract  of  1824 
the  City  was  to  have  the  whole  water  power  produced  by 
the  Fainnount  Dam  and  the  '^use  of  the  icholc  ivatcr  of 
the  river  there,"  that  should  remain  after  drawing  off  what 
should  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  navigation  of  the 
river." 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  contracts  with  the  I^avigation 
Company  gave  the  City  no  more  right  in  and  to  the  corpus 
of  the  water  than  it  previously  had  enjoyed,  for  before  the 
contracts  were  entered  into  the  City  had  the  right  to  use 
any  portion,  or  all,  in  fact,  for  domestic  purposes  (Phila. 
vs.  Collins,  68  Pa.  St.,  106),  and  that,  whether  it  pre- 
vented the  Navigation  Company  from  enjoying  its  char- 
tered right  or  not.  What  it  did  acquire  was  the  right  to 
construct  a  dam  at  Fairmount,  and  to  use  the  water  as  a 
motive  power  for  conveying  it  into  the  City  for  any  pur- 
pose, so  long  as  it  did  not  reduce  the  stream  below  a  certain 
level  fixed  by  the  agreement,  or  otherwise  interfere  with 
navigation. 

After  acquiring  what  was  thought  to  be  additional  and 
exclusive  rights  under  its  contract  with  the  !N^avigation 
Company,  the  City  offered  to  supply  the  different  districts 
incorporated  ^vithin  the  County  of  Philadelphia  with  water, 
at  an  average  of  fifty  per  centum  in  excess  of  that  charged 
within  the  City  proper.  The  offer  was  refused,  and  an 
appeal  made  by  the  said  Districts  to  the  Legislature,  which 
resulted  in  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  April  18,  1843  (P. 
L.  304).  This  Act  authorized  the  Districts  "to  construct 
steam  or  other  suitable  Avorks,  on  or  adjacent  to  the  River 
Schuylkill  .  .  .  for  the  purpose  of  pumping  up  and 
sup])lyiiig  said  Districts  and  inhabitants  thereof  with  water 
from  the  said  river."   The  Act  provided  also  that  said  Act 
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should  not  go  into  effect  if  the  C'itj,  within  three  months, 
should  reduce  the  water  rents  to  the  citizens  of  the  Dis- 
tricts, to  the  same  amount  as  that  charged  to  the  citizens 
of  the  City.  Councils  refused  to  reduce  such  rents  within 
the  time  limited  in  the  Act,  and  work  was  begun  by  the 
District  of  Spring  Garden.  After  work  was  commenced 
the  City  offered  to  su^^ply  the  water  at  the  same  rates 
charged  its  own  citizens  and  to  reimburse  the  District  for 
the  expenses  incurred,  but  the  offer  was  declined.  There- 
upon the  City  filed  a  bill  in  equity  in  the  Nisi  Prius  Court, 
alleging  that  its  rights  to  the  water  were  about  to  be  in- 
vaded, and  praying  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  said 
District  from  completing  and  carrying  out  said  water 
works.  The  injunction  j^rayed  for  was  granted,  and  an 
appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  by  the  District 
(See  Mayor,  Etc.,  vs.  Commissioners  of  Spring  Garden, 
Y  Barr,  348.)  In  dissolving  the  injunction  and  dismiss- 
ing the  bill  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Gibson,  in  delivering  the 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  said:  "AVhat  we  have  to 
do,  then,  is  to  see  whether  the  Legislature  has  indisputably 
debarred  all  mankind  from  drawing  water  from  the  Schuyl- 
kill River,  except  by  pennission  of  the  Schuylkill  I^avi- 
gation  Company,  or  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  its  alienee. 
The  City  claims,  not  immediately  by  grant  from  the  Com- 
monwealth, but  by  conveyance  from  the  company,  which 
confers  no  more  than  the  company  had  power  to  give." 
After  commenting  upon  the  rights  of  the  Navigation  Com- 
pany as  conferred  by  the  Act,  the  Chief  Justice  proceeds 
to  say:  "But  is  it  possible  to  think  that  in  granting  the 
company  authority  to  use  or  sell  the  power  of  the  surplus 
water,  the  Legislature  intended  to  appropriate  the  whole 
of  the  stream,  for  every  j)urpose,  to  its  exclusive  use,  and 
to  debar  the  inhabitants  of  the  contiguous  villages  and 
farms  from  using  any  part  of  it  for  drinking,  cooking, 
washing  or  other  domestic  purposes?  It  would  be  mon- 
strous to  suppose  it.  The  very  extravagance  of  the  pre- 
tention is  an  iiTesistible  argument  against  it.  The  intent 
of  the  Legislature  was  to  give  the  company  a  monopoly 
of  the  power  incidentally  created  by  its  works,  and  to  give 
it  no  more;  for  the  words  of  the  section  go  no  further. 
The  water  in  its  pools  was  not  to  be  drawn    from  them  for 
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application  to  machinery  elsewhere  mtliout  its  consent; 
for  that  is  the  extent  of  the  enactment,  and  it  contains  no 
express  or  implied  prohibition  of  any  other  use  of  it.  The 
river  above  the  charter  ground  was  left  subject  to  the  com- 
mon law,  which  allows  every  riparian  o^^^ler  to  divert  the 
stream  for  purposes  of  irrigation  o?  power  (and  for  natural 
or  domestic  purposes),  subject  only  to  return  the  residue 
of  it  to  its  natural  channel  on  his  own  ground ;  yet  even  he 
would  be  liable,  on  the  principle  of  the  argument  (contended 
for  by  the  City),  for  the  least  imaginable  diminution  of  it. 
Even  within  the  extent  of  the  charter  ground  there  was  to 
be  no  sacrifice  of  natural  and  inherent  rights  to  the  merely 
collateral  creation  or  water  power,  which  was  not  the  sub- 
ject for  which  the  company  was  incorporated,  but  merely 
auxiliary  to  it.  .  .  .  What,  then,  have  the  respond- 
ents (Disti'ict  of  Spring  Garden)  done?  The  inhabitants 
of  the  Districts  might  have  lawfully  dipped  from  the  mar- 
gin of  the  pool  water  enough  for  their  several  necessities; 
but  instead  of  drawing  it  by  hand  or  horses  they  have  com- 
bined their  funds  to  produce  a  cheaper  and  a  better  trans- 
portation. .  .  .  Unless  the  complainants  (the  City) 
have  a  specific  property  in  the  water  itself — and  all  the 
writers  on  natural  or  conventional  law  agree  that  they 
have  not — they  have  no  equity.  To  state  their  case  is  to 
decide  it.     Injunction  dissolved  and  bill  dismissed." 

As  stated  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  Mayor  vs.  Commis- 
sioners of  Spring  Garden,  supt^a,  the  City  acquired  by  its 
contract  with  the  Navigation  Company  ''no  more  than  the 
company  had  power  to  give,"  and,  as  the  company  had  no 
title  to  the  water,  it  could  not  convey  the  water  to  the  City. 
It  has  been  shown,  however,  that  the  City  had  the  right 
to  use  the  water  for  domestic  purposes  prior  to  the  contract 
vnth  the  Navigation  Company,  and  exercised  the  right  ta 
do  so  since  1801.  This  it  could  do  without  legislative  author- 
ity. Subsequent  to  1801  various  Acts  of  the  Legislature 
were  passed,  supra,  which  provided  in  specific  terms  for 
the  "preservation  of  the  purity  of  the  water  supply  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia."  It  appears,  therefore,  that  while 
the  Legislature  did  not  by  express  direction  authorize  the 
City  to  appropriate  the  waters  of  the  Schuylkill  to  its  use, 
except  in  so  far  as  it  may  have  done  it  by  the  Act  of  1843 
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in  granting  tlie  privilege  to  the  several  Districts  of  Phil- 
adelphia County  which  subsequently  merged  into  the  City, 
it  did  so  by  way  of  implication,  at  least,  by  the  Acts  referred 
to.  Having  the  right  as  well  as  the  legislative  sanction  to 
use  the  water,  and  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  its  citizens 
therewith,  the  City  has -expended  millions  of  dollars  in  the 
erection  of  works  which  may  be  greatly  impaired  by  others 
higher  up  on  the  stream  diverting  the  water,  it  may  be  as- 
sumed that  the  rights  thus  acquired  will  be  protected  by 
the  Courts,  except  in  such  cases  where  it  can  be  shown  that 
superior  right  exists. 

As  to  the  third  proposition : 

What  rights,  if  any,  may  be  acquired  by  others  in  and 
to  the  waters  of  the  Schuylkill  and  its  tributaries  preju- 
dicial to  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia? 

It  has  been  shown  that  persons  domiciled  upon  the 
stream  have  the  right  to  use  the  water  for  domestic  pur- 
poses, regardless  of  the  effect  such  use  may  have  upon  the 
City.  And  if  individuals  may  do  it,  so  may  a  community 
joined  together  in  doing  that  which  each  person  might  have 
separately  done.  (Mayor  vs.  Commissioners  of  Spring- 
Garden,  supra.) 

A  water  company  organized  under  the  Act  of  1874,  how- 
ever, stands  upon  a  different  footing  irom  a  riparian  owner, 
unless,  like  the  latter,  they  own  lands  upon  a  stream.  It 
has  no  natural  rights  to  the  water  of  a  stream  except  that 
which  may  be  acquired  by  right  of  ownership  of  land  bor- 
dering upon  it.  The  extent  of  its  riparian  right  would  be 
limited  and  defined  by  the  reasonable  use  of  the  water  for 
the  land  so  owned,  and  could  not  be  conveyed  to  a  distant 
point,  to  the  prejudice  of  a  lower  riparian  owner.  (Haupt's 
Appeal,  23  W.  IST.  C,  545.)  Its  rights,  powers  and  privi- 
leges are  fixed  by  the  Act  of  1874,  and  before  it  can  divert 
waters  from  a  stream,  not  being  a  riparian  owner,  or  if  a 
riparian  owner,  to  an  extent  in  excess  of  a  reasonable 
amount  for  the  supply  of  such  land,  compensation  must  be 
made  to  those  injured.      (Act  of  April  29,  1874,  P.  L.  93.) 

As  before  stated,  the  waters  of  all  navigable  rivers  within 
the  State  are  vested  in  the  Commonwealth  for  the  use  of 
the  public.     The  Schuylkill  River  is  a  public  navigable 
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i-iver.  (Shrunk  vs.  Navigation  Co.,  supra.)  It  would  ap- 
pear, therefore,  that  the  State  has  the  authority  to  apply 
its  waters  to  any  public  use  not  prejudicial  to  what  has  been 
termed  the  natural  rights  of  those  domiciled  along  its 
course.  If  that  be  so,  then  the  State  has  the  right,  with 
like  limitations,  to  dispose  of  the  waters  tributary  to  it: 

(a)  If  such  tributary  waters  are  those  of  a  navigable 
stream,  as  effectively  as  it  could  have  disposed  of  the  waters 
of  the  Schuylkill  itself;  and 

(&)  If  such  waters  were  vested  in  others,  it  could  author- 
ize their  taking  for  a  public  use,  due  compensation  there- 
for being  made,  as  provided  by  the  Constitution. 

Has  the  State  exercised  this  authority?  The  Act  of 
April  11,  1866  (P.  L.  635)  authorized  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia to  purchase  springs,  streams  or  lands  hi  adjoining 
counties  for  water  works,  etc. 

By  the  Act  of  April  29,  1874  (P.  L.  93),  water  com- 
panies were  authorized  to  erect  works  and  appropriate  from 
rivers,  creeks  and  canal  water  rights  and  easements,  Avithin 
or  without  the  limits  of  the  city,  borough  or  place  where 
such  company  was  located.  The  Act  of  June  10,  1885 
(P.  L.  81)  authorized  boroughs  to  maintain  water  works 
and  make  contracts  for  supplying  water  outside  of  borough 
limits,  if  such  right  did  not  conflict  with  the  corporate 
rights  of  any  water  company,  or  of  the  rights  of  the  muni- 
cipal authoritie  of  any  other  borough. 

The  Act  of  May  25,  1887  (P.  L.  267),  provides  that 
"Any  city  or  borough  .  .  .  may  (for  the  purpose  of 
improving  its  water  supply)  appropriate  rivers  or  creeks, 
lands,  easements  and  rights  of  navigation,  whether  within 
its  territorial  limits  or  not,"  etc. 

To  briefly  summarize,  it  follows: 

First.  That  the  City  has  the  natural  right  to  use  the 
waters  of  the  Schuylkill  to  its  fullest  extent  for  purely  do- 
mestic purposes,  irrespective  of  the  rights  of  the  Schuylkill 
Navigation  Company,  and  limited  only  by  the  right  of 
persons  or  municipalities  higher  up  the  stream  to  use  it  for 
like  pm'poses. 

Second.  Persons  or  municipalities  higher  up  the  stream 
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or  on  its  tribuatries  may  use  as  much  of  the  water  as  may 
be  necessary  for  domestic  purposes  without  reference  to 
the  amount  required  by  the  City. 

Third.  It  follows,  then,  that  the  City  has  no  exclusive  or 
paramount  right  to  the  water  above  and  beyond  the  City 
limits. 

Fourth.  By  the  agreement  with  the  !N^avigation  Com- 
pany the  City  acquired  the  right  to  use  for  any  purpose 
all  the  water  in  the  pool  in  excess  of  that  required  for  the 
purj^ose  of  na^agation  as  limited  and  defined  by  said  agree- 
ment. 

Fifth.  It  would  appear  by  long  use  and  legislative  sanc- 
tion and  direction  that  the  City  had  acquired  the  right  to 
use  and  receive  the  waters  of  the  Schuylkill  and  its  tribu- 
taries, in  excess  of  that  required  by  individuals  or  munici- 
palities higher  up  the  stream. 

Sixth.  That  while  corporations  organized  under  the  Act 
of  1874  are  authorized  to  ''erect  works  and  appropriate 
rivers,  creeks  and  canal  water  rights  and  easements  within 
or  without  the  limits  of  the  city,  borough  or  place  where 
such  company  was  located,"  compensation  must  be  made 
for  property  rights  affected  by  such  appropriation. 

If  the  Berwyn  Water  Company  diverts  or  is  about  to 
divert  the  water  from  Pickering  Creek  for  the  purpose  of 
transferring  it  to  the  communities  removed  from  said  creek, 
and  it  can  be  shown  that  such  diversion  is  or  will  be  preju- 
dicial to  the  rights  of  the  City,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason 
to  doubt  that'  a  Court  of  Equity  will  restrain  them  from 
committing  the  injury,  or,  if  committed,  from  continuing 
it.  I  would  advise  you,  therefore,  to  ascertain  what  is 
being  done  by  the  company,  and  in  what  way  and  to  what 
extent  it  will  affect  the  City's  water  supply.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  ITtli  inst.,  in  reference 
to  an  appropriation  in  the  annnal  appropriation  to  the  De- 
partment of.  the  Mayor  for  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  a  Free  Library,  and  to  the  Pennsylvania  Mns- 
eiim  and  School  of  Industrial  Art.,  mth  the  communication 
from  Mr.  George  E.  Hawkes,  objecting  to  the  payment 
thereof,  received. 

It  appears  that  by  Ordinance  of  December  26,  1895, 
making  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  the 
Mayor,  Item  10,  was  as  follows  :  "To  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  promoting  the  establislmient  and  maintenance  of 
a  Free  Library  ninety  thousand  (90,000)  dollars,  provided 
payment  be  made  in  quarterly  instalments,"  and  Item  12  : 
"To  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial 
Art  seventy-five  hundred  (7,500)  dollars,  provided  pay- 
ment be  made  in  quarterly  instalments." 

Mr.  Hawkes  in  his  communication  to  you  claims  that 
these  appropriations  are  illegal,  being  in  isolation  of  Arti- 
cle 9,  Section  7,  of  the  Constitution  of  1874.  The  Section 
referred  to  is  as  follows  :  "The  general  assembly  shall  not 
authorize  any  county,  city,  borough,  township,  or  incor- 
porated district  to  become  a  stockholder  in  any  company, 
association  or  corporation,  or  to  obtain  or  appropriate 
inoney  for,  or  to  loan  its  credit  to,  any  corporation,  associa- 
tion, institution  or  indi\ddual." 

The  meaning  of  this  provision  was  determined  in  a  num- 
ber of  cases,  such  as  the  Northern  Home  for  Friendless 
Children,  2  W.  K  C,  page  349  ;  Wilkesbarre  City  Hos- 
pital vs.  Luzerne  County,  84  Pa.  St.,  page  55,  and  Spier 
r.s.  School^  Directors,  50  Pa.  St.,  page  150.  These  cases 
show  that  it  was  the  pui-pose  of  the  constitutional  provision 
to  prohibit  the  appropriation  of  money  by  municipalities 
to  any  corporation,  association,  institution,  or  individual, 
2 
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who  was  not  connected  with  the  municipality  and  subject 
to  its  controh  The  objects  of  the  institution,  whether 
-charitable,  religious,  or  educational,  do  not  affect  the  prin- 
ciple involved.  If  a  corporation,  association,  or  institution 
be  an  independent  corporation  distinct  and  separate  from 
the  municipality  any  appropriation  by  the  municipal 
authorities  to  such  a  corporation,  institution,  or  association, 
would,  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  be  illegal 
and  invalid. 

As  to  the  Pennsylvania  ]\Iuseum  and  School  of  Indus- 
trial Art,  sufficient  information  has  not  been  submitted  to 
me  to  determine  whether  the  appropriation  is  legal  or  not, 
and  until  more  fully  informed  I  would  prefer  not  advising- 
jou. 

As  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Free  Library,  the  Acts  of  As- 
sembly and  Ordinances  indicate  what  its  character  is.  The 
Act  of  May  23,  1887,  (P.  L.  179),  authorized  the  incor- 
porated cities  in  this  Commonwealth  "to  take  and  hold  any 
grant  or  donation  of  money,  books  and  manuscripts,  or 
property,  real  and  personal,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing* 
a  free  library  within  the  limits  of  such  corporation,  and 
to  make  provision,  by  annual  appropriation,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  free  library." 

Following  this  Act  the  Ordinance  of  December  31,  1894r 
(Ordinances  1894,  p.  561)  was  passed,  accepting  the  dona- 
tion of  14,356  volumes  from  the  Directors  of  the  Free  Lib- 
rary of  Philadelphia.  On  the  same  day  an  Ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  creation  of  a  Board  of 
Trustees  for  establishing  and  maintaining  a  Free  Library, 
and  placing  in  its  custody  certain  books  "belonging  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  ;.  and  providing  for  the  expenses 
of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees"  was  approved.  This  Ordi- 
nace  created  the  Trustees  of  the  Free  Library  of  Philadel- 
phia, for  whose  use  the  appropriation  of  $90,000  was  made 
by  Item  10  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Mayor  for 
the  year  1896.  The  ordinance  selects  certain  gentlemen 
named,  together  with  the  Mayor  and  Presidents  of  both 
branches  of  City  Councils  as  ex-officio  members,  and  two 
citizens  to  be  elected  annually  by  each  branch  of  City 
Councils,  and  constitutes  and  appoints  them  a  Board  of 
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Timstccs  to  Le  known  as  tlie  Trustees  of  the  Free  Library 
of  Philadelphia.  By  Section  2,  the  filling  of  vacancies  is 
provided  for,  and  all  A'^cancies  to  be  filled  by  the  Board 
and  by  the  Mayor  are  subject  to  confirmation  by  Select 
Council. 

The  Act  of  June  7,  1895,  (P.  L.  170),  entitled  "An  Act 
to  authorize  the  cities  of  the  first-class  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  to  levy  a  tax  and  make  appropria- 
tions for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  free  libra- 
ries," authorized  appropnations  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  Pree  Libraries  in  cities  of  the  first-class. 

On  November  11,  1895,  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Or- 
dinance for  the  maintenance  and  enlargement  of  the  Free 
Library  of  Philadelphia"  was  approved.  After  referring 
to  the  Ordinance  approved  December  31,  1891,  and  the 
Act  of  June  7,  1895,  the  Ordinance  of  November  11,  1895, 
ordains  that  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  of  Assembly 
are  hereby  accepted,  and  places  under  the  control  of  the 
said  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Free  Library  on  and  after 
January  1,  1896,  the  main  and  branch  free  libraries  then 
established,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  established,  in 
which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  an  interest,  or  assists  in 
maintaining. 

It  appeal's  from  these  Acts  of-  Assembly  and  Ordinances 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Free  Library  of  Pliiladel- 
phia  is  a  part  of  the  municipality  ;  it  is  created  by  Coun- 
cils ;  the  filling  of  vacancies  is  subject  to  the  confinnation 
of  Select  Council,  and  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a 
branch  of  the  City  government.  The  object,  namely,  the 
establishment  of  a  libraiy  for  the  dissemination  of  learning- 
is  clearly  within  the  municipal  power. 

I  advise  you  that  the  appropriation  to  the  Mayor  for  the 
establisliment  and  maintenance  of  the  Free  Library,  is  legal 
and  not  prohibited  by  Section  7,  Article  9  of  the  Constitu- 
tion.

I  have  no  techni- 
cal knowledge  as  to  Fenders  or  their  construction,  and 
therefore  cannot,  I  regret,  advise  you  as  to  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  the  Ordinance.  I  orally  gave  this  opinion  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  the  3d  instant,  pre- 
tIous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Committee,  and  I  thought  I 
was  fully  understood.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  6tli  instant  with  letter 
dated  30th  ultimo,  from  Mr.  Joseph  McCullen,  attorney 
for  the  Venders  Beneficial  and  Protective  Association,  en- 
closed, was  duly  received.  Mr.  McCullen  in  his  letter 
among  other  things  says  :  "Believing  the  law  to  be  that  all 
applications  (for  hawkers,  venders,  and  peddlers  licenses) 
for  the  current  year  are  required  to  be  made  between  the 
first  and  thirty-first  days  of  January  they  respectfully  re- 
quest you  not  to  issue  any  such  licenses  for  the  year  1896 
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after  the  31st  instant  unless  applied  for  before  that  time 
and  mthin  the  dat«s  mentioned."  In  your  letter  you  ask 
for  my  opinion  as  to  your  authority  "to  issue  licenses  as 
heretofore,  or  whether  you  will  be  obliged  to  discontinue." 

I  infer  from  your  letter  and  its  enclosures  that  hereto- 
fore you  have  issued  licenses  irrespective  of  the  time  of  ap- 
plication. This  practice  has  been  followed  by  warrant 
of  law,  in  so  far  as  Philadelphia  is  concerned  at  least,  since 
the  earliest  act  upon  the  subject  (30  March,  .1784)  until 
the  ordinance  of  7th  of  April,  1880,  when  Councils  in  the 
exercise  of  its  police  power  passed  an  ordinance  of  that  date 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  hawking  and  vend- 
ing of  produce,  wares,  and  merchandise  on  the  highways 
and  footways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  (Ord.  of  Councils 
1880,  p.  113).  The  first  section  of  said  ordinance  provided 
that  the  "owner  or  owners  of  any  cart,  wagon,  etc.,  *  *  * 
shall,  on  or  between  the  first  and  thirtieth  day  of  April  next, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  and  thirty-first  days  of  January 
of  each  year  thereafter,  apply  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Markets  and  City  Property,  for  a  license  stating  his,  her,  or 
their  name  or  names,  and  place  or  places  of  residence," 
and  by  Section  3,  "that  no  abatement  in  amount  shall  be 
made  for  licenses  issued  for  the  fractional  part  of  the  year." 

This  Ordinance  was  followed  in  1891  by  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  (Act  15  April,  1891,  P.  L.  17),  by  which  it  was 
provided  in  Section  4,  "that  the  Councils  of  cities  of  the 
first  class,  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  shall  be  empowered, 
and  shall  be  required  to  fix  by  Ordinance  the  amount  to  be 
paid  for  a  license  under  this  Act,  and  the  time  the  same 
shall  be  paid,  and  shall  also  describe  and  regulate  the  man- 
ner of  payment  thereof  into  the  Treasury  of  the  said  City, 
This  Act,  however,  vested  no  new  right  in  the  City, 
for  as  said  in  the  City  Solicitor's  oj^inion  of  June  12,  1894 
(City  Solicitor's  Opinion,  1894,  p.  12),  in  commenting 
upon  the  effect  of  the  several  Acts  of  the  Legislature  relat- 
ing to  the  issue  of  licenses,  "the  City  has  not  been  divested 
of  its  right  to  a  proper  exercise  of  the  police  power,  and  it 
remained  for  it  to  say  whether  a  license  should  be  granted 
or  not."  This  right  was  exercised  by  the  passage  of  the 
Ordinance  of  1880  before  refeiTed  to. 
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While  the  Act  of  1891  therefore,  did  not  create  or  vest 
in  the  City  any  new  power  or  authority,  it  does  seem  to 
make  it  obligatory  upon  the  City  Councils  to  create  rules 
regulating-  the  granting  of  licenses.  For  the  evident  pur- 
pose of  giving  effect  to  the  legislative  mandate.  Councils 
passed  the  Ordinance  11th  April,  1893.  In  so  far  as  the 
present  subject  of  inquiry  is  concerned  however,  tliis  Ordi- 
nance is  practically  the  same  as  the  Ordinance  of  7th  April, 
1880.  It  may  not  be  amiss  here  to  note  the  discrepancy 
between  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance  of  1893, 
and  the  date  upon  which  it  was  to  take  effect.  The  Ordi- 
nance bears  date  April  11,  1893,  and  according  to  the  first 
section  was  to  go  into  operation  January  1,  1893.  This 
discrepancy  however,  does  not  affect  the  subject  matter  of 
inquiry,  for  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  ordinance 
could  not  relate  back,  its  terms  would  apply  for  the  succeed- 
ing years. 

Section  one  and  two  of  the  Ordinance  lltli  April,  1893 
(Ord.,  1893,  p.  215),  provides  : 

"  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  cart,  wagon,  or  bar- 
row, or  other  vehicle,  or  any  person  using  the  same  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  and  exposing  to  sale  in  the  public 
streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  any  vegetables,  fruits, 
berries,  fish,  oysters,  general  produce,  wood,  coal,  or  any 
wares  or  merchandise  of  any  description  whatsoever,  shall, 
on  or  between  the  first  (1)  and  thirty-first  (31)  days  of 
January,  1893,  and  each  year  thereafter,  apply  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  ]\Iarkets  and  City  Property  for  a  license,  stat- 
ing his,  her,  or  their  name  or  names  and  place  or  places  of 
residence. 

Sect.  2.  Licenses  shall  only  be  granted  under  this  ordi- 
nance to  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  for  the 
current  year,  and  no  abatement  shall  be  made  for  licenses 
issued  for  the  factional  j)art  of  a  year." 

"What  then  was  meant  by  the  requirement  that  certain 
persons  shall,  "on  or  before  the  first  (1)  and  thirty-first  (31) 
days  of  January,"  "apply  to  the  Commissioner  of  Markets 
and  City  Property  for  a  license  ?"  Was  it  the  intention 
of  Coimcils  to  limit  the  time  for  granting  licenses  to  the 
month  of  January  in  each  year  ?

This  construction  should  not  be  given  to  the  ordinance 
unless  it  be  its  ])lain  meaning  and  intent,  and  this,  for  the 
reason  that  worthy  persons  who  may  desire  to  engage  in  the 
business  of  hawdiing  or  vending  goods  would  be  precluded 
from  doing  so,  unless  the  license  so  to  do  had  been  applied 
for  and  granted  during  said  month.  In  other  words,  if, 
subsequent  to  January  a  person  should  desire  to  hawk  or 
vend  goods  he  w^ould  have  to  wait  until  the  following 
January.  There  is  no  reason  knowni  to  me  or  apparent 
from  tiie  ordinance  or  the  history  of  previous  legislation 
upon  this  subject,  wdiy  such  a  harsh  rule  should  be  applied. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  and  so  advise  you  that  the  provision 
referred  to  in  the  ordinance  of  1893,  is  to  be  construed  as 
fixing  the  limitation  of  time  at  which  the  old  licenses  must 
end,  and  new  ones  should  be  taken  out,  and  if  they  are  not 
taken  out  at  such  time,  no  abatement  in  the  fee  is  to  be 
made  because  a  portion  of  the  year  has  elapsed.  In  other 
words,  licenses  are  to  be  renewed  each  succeeding  January, 
or  if  taken  out  subsequent  to  that  time,  are  not  to  extend 
l^eyond  the  first  of  January  next  succeeeding.  I  am 
further  convinced  that  this  interpretation  is  coiTCct,  if  any 
force  is  to  be  given  to  the  latter  part  of  the  second  section 
of  the  ordinance  of  1893,  which  provides  that  "no  abate- 
ment shall  be  made  for  licenses  issued  for  the  fractional 
part  of  a  year."  This  of  course  may  be  construed  as  mean- 
ing that  if  a  license  is  taken  out  in  January  for  a  fractional 
part  of  the  year  the  full  license  fee  must  be  paid.  This 
construction  however,  can  only  be  placed  on  the  w^ords  by 
dotennining  that  they  are  mere  surplussage  and  therefore 
without  any  special  force  or  effect.  The  first  part  of  Sec. 
2,  of  the  ordinance  of  1893,  provides  that  ''licenses  shall 
only  be  granted  under  this  ordinance  to  the  citizens  of  the 
United  states,  and  shall  he  for  the  current  year."  If  the 
license  must  be  issued  in  January  and  be  for  the  current 
year,  what  sense  is  it  to  say  ''no  abatement  shall  be  made 
for  licenses  issued  for  the  fractional  part  of  a  year."  The 
ordinance  has  declared  in  express  tenns  that  if  a  license  is 
taken  out  in  January  it  must  be  for  the  cun-ent  year — that 
is,  that  it  must  continue  until  the  first  of  the  year  succeed- 
ing. If  the  words  "no  abatement  shall  be  made  for  licenses 
issued  for  the  fractional  part  of  a  year"  mean  anything. 
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they  mean  tliat,  if  a  license  is  issued,  subsequent  to  Janu- 
ary, that  no  abatement  shall  be  made  for  the  part  of  the 
year  then  past. 

The  first  and  second  sections  of  the  ordinance  of  1893 
should  be  read  together  and  when  so  done  it  appears  that 
Councils  intended  (1)  that  licenses  shall  be  renewed  in 
January  of  each  year,  (2)  that  said  licenses  shall  be  for  the 
current  (or  calendar)  year,  and  (3)  that  if  persons  neglect 
to  renew  old  licenses  or  to  take  out  new  ones,  on  the  first  of 
January  no  abatement  shall  be  made  for  the  time  elapsed 
between  said  date  and  that  on  which  said  licenses  were  ap- 
plied for.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  10th  instant  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Act  of  March  23,  1872,  allowing  the  voters  of 
the  Fifteenth  Ward  to  vote  for  or  against  the  issuing  of 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  mthin  the  said 
"Ward,  received.     This  Act  appears  to  be  still  in  force. 

Section  19  of  the  Act  of  May  13,  1887,  provides  that 
none  of  the  provisions  of  that  Act  shall  be  held  to  authorize 
the  sale  of  any  spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  or  brewed  liquors, 
or  any  admixture  thereof,  in  any  city,  county,  borough,  or 
township  having  special  prohibitory  laws. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  repeal  of  the  Act  of  1872.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  at  hand  your  communication  ask- 
ing my  opinion  on  the  authority  of  special  officers,  watch- 
men in  banks,  manufactories,  stores,  and  in  the  employ  of 
street  railway  and  railroad  companies  to  exceed  the  limita- 
tions of  their  commission. 

The  general  provisions  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  give  power  to- 
the  Superintendent  of  Police  ^'to  appoint  any  number  of 
additional  patrolmen  to  do  duty  at  any  place  in  the  City^ 
designated  by  and  at  the  charge  and  expense  of  the  person 
or  persons  who  may  ask  for  such  an  appointment. 

The  Act  of  April  IT,  1878,  PL  21,  Sec.  4,  gives  police- 
men specially  appointed  for  picnic  associations  all  the 
powers  of  constables  in  this  Commonwealth  upon  or  near 
the  grounds  occupied  by  the  associations.  A  similar  pro- 
vision is  found  in  the  Act  of  March  23,  1876,  PI.  9,  regu- 
lating camp  meeting  associations.  The  Act  of  May  25,1887^ 
PL  265,  Sec.  -1,  pro^^des  for  the  special  appointment  of  po- 
licemen for  associations  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  chil- 
dren and  aged  persons,  and  provides  that  such  police  ''shall 
severally  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  policeman 
in  any  county  in  which  they  may  be  directed  to  act,  and  the- 
keepers  of  jails,  station  houses,  &c.,  are  required  to  receive 
all  persons  arrested  by  said  police  for  the  commission  of 
any  offense  for  the  cruelty  of  children  and  aged  persons." 

In  this  case  the  duties  of  these  officers  are  detennined 
by  the  character  of  their  employment  and  not  by  its  local- 
ity, and  certain  offenses  only  come  within  their  powers  a» 
police  officers  irrespective  of  the  place  at  which  said  officer 
may  have  been  commissioned. 

The  Act  of  February  27,  1865,  PL  225,  provides  for  the 
appointment  of  what  have  been  kno^^^l  as  coal  and  iron 
police  or  railroad  police.  Such  police  receive  a  commis- 
sion from  the  Governor,  and  exercise  the  powers  granted 
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to  police  of  tlie  City  of  Philadelphia  within  their  respective 
■counties.  They  are  appointed  at  the  request  of  the  rail- 
road corporations,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  the  railroad 
company  has  a  right  by  its  police  appointed  under  the  Act 
of  1865,  to  enforce  and  regulate  that  hacks  shall  not  stand 
in  front  of  the  ladies'  entrance  at  the  station. 

Smith  vs.  'New  York,  L.  E.  &  W.  E.  K.  149  Pa.  219. 

Concerning  this  Act,  you  ask  a  special  question  respect- 
ing the  qualitications  of  the  officer  appointed  under  it.  To 
this  I  would  reply,  that  in  my  opinion,  it  is  necessary  for 
all  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  Sec.  3,  of  said  Act 
to  have  been  complied  with  before  any  one  can  be  fully 
qualified  to  act  as  an  officer  under  it. 

With  respect  to  your  other  questions,  the  general  provis- 
ions of  the  Bullitt  Bill  as  viewed  in  the  light  of  the  other 
acts  which  have  been  specially  passed,  would  seem  to  imply 
that  officers  appointed  at  the  request  of  private  parties  or 
corporations,  are  restricted  by  the  terms  of  their  commis- 
sion either  as  respects  the  localitj^  in  which  they  may  make 
an  arrest,  or  the  character  of  cases  which  they  may  take 
into  custody.  It  w^ould  certainly  be  beyond  their  power 
to  make  arrests  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  counties  or  states 
within  which  tliey  are  appointed.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  27tli 
^ilt.,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  upon  the  following  pro- 
positions : 
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"  1.  Whether,  under  authority  of  Ordinances, —  one  of 
IMarch  4,  1892,  entitled  'An  Ordinance  relating  to  under- 
ground connections  with  sewers  to  prevent  objectionable 
drainage  flowing  over  the  footways  and  the  collection  of 
the  cost  thereof,'  and  the  other  an  Ordinance  of  March  30, 
1893,  amending  the  former  ordinance  by  adding  a  provis- 
ion to  prevent  the  flow  of  objectionable  footway  drainage 
into  the  guttei-s  or  upon  the  highways,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Pul^lic  Works  is  or  is  not  authorized  in  the 
work  of  abating  objectionable  footway  drainage,  to  under- 
drain  alleys  at  the  outlets  and  assess  the  owners  of  proper- 
ties abutting  thereon  for  the  cost  of  the  work." 

"  2.  Whether  or  not  the  authority  being  sufficient,  and 
i-ight  of  assessment  against  the  abutting  owners  denied, 
the  Director  can  underdrain  alleys  and  charge  the  cost  of 
the  work  against  the  item  for  such  work  in  the  appropria- 
tion to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys." 

"3.  If  the  authority  is  insufficient,  whether  or  not  Coun- 
cils have  power  to  assess  the  cost  of  underdraining  such 
alleys  upon  the  owners  abutting  on,  or  having  the  use  of 
said  alleys,  and  if  so,  what  form  of  ordinance  will  be  re- 
quired." 

The  decision  recently  rendered  by  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  No.  2,  in  the  case  of  City  vs.  Sarah  W.  Gillilan, 
would  be  an  answer  to  the  first  query.  In  that  case  a  lien 
was  filed  against  premises  No.  714  Noble  street,  for  its 
proportion  of  the  cost  of  a  drain  constructed  in  the  alley- 
way running  in  the  rear  of  the  premises.  The  Court  ren- 
dered judgment  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  because  the 
City  had  no  authority  under  the  Ordinances  of  March  4, 

1892,  and  March  30,  1893,  to  construct  drains  in  alleys  at 
the  expense  of  the  property  owners  abutting  thereon.  The 
court,  however,  has  not  given  any  written  opinion  in  this 
case.     The  Ordinances  of  March  4,  1892,  and  March  30, 

1893,  do  not  refer  expressly  to  the  underdraining  of  alleys, 
and  even  if  they  did,  they  could  not  confer  any  power  upon 
the  City  to  assess  the  cost  thereof  against  the  abutting  prop- 
erty owners.  Ilie  City  has  no  right  to  file  a  lien  for  any 
improvement  or  work,  unless  an  Act  of  Assembly  author- 
izes it.     If  the  water  from  the  alley  passing  over  the  side- 
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walks  is  objectionable,  the  only  present  method  of  properly 
avoiding  it,  so  as  to  seciu-e  the  cost  of  the  work  from  the 
property  o\^^^ers,  is  through  the  Board  of  Health  declaring 
it  a  nuisance  and  determining  that  the  alleyways  should  be 
underdrained  in  order  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

As  to  the  second  proposition,  whether  the  Director 
should  charge  the  cost  of  the  work  against  the  item  for  such 
work  in  the  appropriation  to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  would 
depend  entirely  upon  the  pur]:>ose  for  which  the  appropria- 
tion was  made.  If  the  amount  is  appropriated  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  AVorks  for  the  underdraining  of  alleys, 
the  Director  would  have  authority  to  use  the  money  for 
that  purpose,  unless  the  appropriation  was  so  made  under 
the  impression  that  the  City  could  recover  the  amount  ex- 
pended from  the  abutting  property  owners. 

As  to  the  third  proposition,  I  have  been  unable  to  find 
any  Act  of  Assembly  which  empowers  Councils  to  under- 
drain  alleyways  and  assess  the  cost  against  the  o^vners  abut- 
ting thereon,  and  in  the  absence  of  such  authority  from  the 
Legislature,  Councils  cannot  pass  an  Ordinance  by  which 
the  property  o^vners  could  be  compelled  to  pay  for  the 
draining  of  an  alley.  As  the  law  exists  to-day,  it  seems 
to  me  better  that  the  draining  of  alleyways  should  be 
through  the  Board  of  Health  as  a  method  of  abating  a  nui- 
sance. The  Board  is  authorized  to  abate  nuisances  and  to 
file  liens  for  the  cost  thereof. 


The  above  opinion  was  rendered  February  28,   1896. 

The  Supreme  Court,  on  January  7,  1895,  in  an  opinion 
delivered  by  Chief  Justice  SteiTctt,  used  the  following 
language  : 

"  In  none  of  the  cases,  however,  which  we  have  had 
occasion  to  examine,  are  tlie  distinction  and  its  legitimate 
result  so  clearly  and  forcibly  pointed  out  as  they  are  in 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  Co.  vs.  Decatur,  147  U.  S.,  190- 
197,  wherein  it  is  held  that  an  exemption  from  taxation 
is  to  be  taken  as  an  exemption  from  the  burden  of  ordi- 
nary taxes,  and  does  not  relieve  from  the  obligation  to  pay 
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special  assessments  imposed  to  pay  for  local  improvements 
and  charged  upon  contigiions  property  upon  the  theory 
that  it  is  beneiited  thereby." 

"  Taxes  proper,  or  general  taxes/'  says  Mr.  Justice  Brew- 
er, "  proceed  upon  the  theory  that  the  existence  of  govern- 
ment is  a  necessity  ;  that  it  cannot  continue  without  means. 
to  pay  its  expenses  ;  that  for  those  means  it  has  the  right 
to  compel  all  citizens  and  property  within  its  limits  to 
contribute  ;  and  that  for  such  contribution  it  renders  no 
return  of  special  benefit  to  any  property,  but  only  secures 
to  the  citizen  that  general  benefit  which  results  from  pro- 
tection to  his  person  and  property,  and  the  promotion  of 
those  quoted.  While  these  assessments,  resting,  for  their 
final  reason,  upon  special  local  benefits,  are  referable  to  the 
taxing  power,  and  therefore  not  improperly  recognized  as 
a  species  of  taxation,  they  are  not  general  burdens,  or  taxes 
proper,  within  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  law  ex- 
empting property  from  taxation  ;  and,  in  so  far  as  any 
of  our  cases  may  be  in  conflict  with  this  conclusion,  they 
must  be  considered  overruled." 

The  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  was  rendered  upon  the 
basis  of  this  ruling.  On  May  18,  1896,  the  Supreme  Court. 
in  the  case  of  City  of  Erie  vs.  A  piece  of  Land  fronting  on 
State  street,  etc.,  1Y5  Pa.  St., p.  523,  substantially  overruledl 
the  decision  above  quoted.  At  the  time  of  tlie  rendition 
of  the  City  Solicitor's  opinion,  the  law  was  as  he  stated  it.

Deak  Sir  : — Your  favor  dated  the  6th  inst.,  relative  to 
the  pa\ang  of  Thirty-fourth  street,  from  the  P.  "\V.  &  B. 
R.  R.  to  Reed  street,  in  which  you  ask  whether  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  or  the  Scliuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad 
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Company  should  be  charged  with  the  cost  of  the  paving, 
in  so  far  as  a  certain  portion  thereof  is  concerned,  at  hand. 

In  your  letter  you  state  that  one  of  the  conditions  of  the 
contract  was  that  the  City  should  be  liable  for  the  inter- 
sections of  streets,  or  unassessable  property,  and  that  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  crosses  the  line  of  Thirty-fourth 
street  north  of  Wharton  street  diagonally  by  an  under- 
ground tunnel,  having,  however,  an  ownership  on  one 
side  of  Thirty-fourth  street  parallel  to  the  line  of  this 
road.  It  appears  also,  that  assessment  bills  were  made  out 
in  favor  of  the  contractors,  the  Philadelphia  Paving  &  Con- 
struction Company,  which  did  the  work,  against  the  Rail- 
road Company,  by  the  District  Surveyor,  which  said  bills, 
upon  presentation  to  the  Railroad  Company,  were  refused 
payment  upon  the  gi'ound  that  the  Railroad  Company  was 
not  liable  for  such  paving. 

In  reply,  I  would  state,  that  the  cost  of  the  paving  of  the 
said  Thirty-fourth  street  at  this  point,  should  be  assessed 
upon  the  owners  of  property  abutting  thereon,  and  before 
which  this  paving  was  done.  If  the  Schuylkill  River  East 
Side  Railroad  Company,  otherwise  known  as  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  owns  property  upon  either 
side  of  said  Thirty-fom'th  street,  and  before  which  the  pav- 
ing mentioned  in  your  communication  was  done,  they  are 
liable  to  the  extent  of  the  frontage  which  their  property 
has  upon  Thirty-fourth  street,  where  the  paving  was  done. 
It  does  not  make  any  difference  if  the  property  belonging 
to  the  Railroad  Company  which  abuts  upon  Thirty-fourth 
street  is  road-bed  or  right  of  way  or  not.  A  lien  filed 
against  their  road-bed  can  be  sustained. 

I  would  therefore  say,  that  the  proper  parties,  whether 
corporation  or  individuals,  against  whom  to  make  out  as- 
sessment bills  are  the  actual  owners  of  ground  abutting 
upon  Thirty-fourth  street  at  the  point  where  the  street  was 
paved.  The  property  liable  for  the  cost  of  municipal  im- 
provements must  abut  upon  the  lines  of  the  street  where 
the  improvements  are  made.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in 
wliicli  you  state  that  contracts  have  been  awarded  by  the 
Department,  to  grade  certain  streets,  from  curb  to  curb 
only,  and,  as  the  work  of  grading  in  many  instances  had 
not  been  begun,  and  in  others,  not  entirely  completed,  re- 
quests have  been  made  upon  the  Department  for  the  exe- 
cution of  supplemental  contracts  to  include  the  grading 
of  the  sidewalks  with  the  grading  of  the  street.  You  de- 
sire me  to  advise  you  whether,  in  such  cases,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pubhc  Works  has  a  right  to  execute  supplemental 
contracts  to  include  the  grading  of  the  sidewalks  at  the 
price  bid  for  the  grading  of  the  street  ;  or  whether  the 
grading  of  the  sidewalks  should  not  be  advertised  for  and 
the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  in  such  cases  the  grading  of 
the  sidewalks  is  separate  and  distinct  from  the  grading  of 
the  street,  and,  as  you  have  stated,  in  many  cases,  equal  or 
exceed  the  cost  for  grading  the  street. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  contracts  for  grading 
sidewalks  should  be  done  under  a  contract  awarded  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,  in  accordance  with  the  Acts  of 
Assembly  and  Ordinances  relating  to  the  awarding  of  con- 
tracts.

If  the  facts  are  as  stated  by  Mr.  Hawkes,  that  The  Penn-

the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  no  way  connected  with 
the  public  school  system,  an  appropriation  to  it  by  City 
Councils  is  contrary  to  Article  9,  Section  7  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  is  illegal  and  void.  I  cannot  see  any  difference 
between  the  facts  in  this  case  and  those  of  The  Northern 
Home  for  Friendless  Children,  referred  to  by  me  in  a  com- 
munication in  reference  to  The  Free  Library  of  Phila- 
delphia.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  26th  ult.,  enclosing  letter 
of  Flarvey  &  Hoffman  in  reference  to  the  contracts  of 
Frederick  J.  Amweg  for  the  construction  of  a  new  school 
building  at  Richmond  and  Ontario  streets,  received. 

It  appears  that  Frederick  J.  Amweg  was  the  contractor 
for  the  erection  of  the  school  building  and  was  awarded  the 
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oontract  on  August  24,  1 894,  and  the  work  was  to  be  com- 
pleted September  1,  1895.  That  the  work  has  not  been 
finished,  and  Messrs.  Harvey  &  HofTman,  attorneys  for  the 
Surety  Company,  desire  to  know  whether,  if  the  Company 
should  complete  the  contract,  warrants  drawn  for  said  work, 
done  and  to  be  done,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  said 
contract,  will  be  made  payable  to  that  Company. 

I  suppose  this  contract  is  in  the  usual  form,  and  in  case 
of  a  default,  authorizes  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 
or  the  Committee  on  Property,  to  have  the  work  completed 
at  the  expense  of  the  contractor.  The  Board  has  the  right 
to  make  a  contract  with  the  Tradesmens'  Trust  Company 
for  the  completion  of  the  school  and  to  pay  them  the 
amount  of  money  due  or  that  will  become  due,  under  the 
contracts,  less  the  fines  chargeable  against  the  contractors  ; 
provided,  of  course,  if  the  amount  is  necessary  to  complete 
the  contract.  There  should  be  no  trouble  about  the  war- 
rants being  drawm  in  favor  of  the  Trust  Company  if  they 
complete  the  contract  and  the  Board  of  Education  notifies 
the  Controller  of  the  default  on  the  part  of  ]\Ir.  Amweg, 
and  that  the  Surety  Company  is  completing  the  work,  or 
entered  into  a  contract  to  complete  the  same.  If  the  Trust 
Company  will  get  from  the  contractor  an  assignment  of  all 
moneys  due  or  to  become  due  under  the  contract,  coupled 
with  a  power  of  attorney  to  collect,  the  Company  could 
then  complete  the  work  and  the  money  due  the  contractor 
could  be  paid  to  it. 

If  I  had  a  copy  of  the  contract  before  me,  I  could  tell 
better  what  your  powers  are. 

In  reference  to  the  contract  awarded  to  the  said  Freder- 
ick J.  Amweg  on  February  20,  1895,  for  the  partial  erec- 
tion of  the  annex  to  the  Boys'  High  School,  you  state  that 
the  work  was  to  have  been  finished  March  1,  1890,  but  that 
it  has  not  been  half  completed. 

I  have  not  this  contract  before  me,  and  can  therefore 
speak  but  generally  as  to  what  power  the  Board  or  Com- 
mittee have.  I  assume,  however,  that  the  contract  author- 
izes you,  in  case  of  default,  to  have  the  work  completed  at 
the  expense  of  the  contractor,  and  if  the  balance  due  him, 
less  fines,  is  not  sufficient  for    tliat    purpose,    to  proceed 
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against  the  surety.  I  would  suggest  tliat  you  notify  tlie 
.surety  in  this  case,  and  give  them  an  opportunity  to  com- 
plete the  work,  or  have  it  completed,  the  same  as  in  the 
."Richmond  and  Ontario  street  case.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  25th  ult.,  inquiring 
whether  representatives  of  the  City  in  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  Sunbury  &  Erie  or  Philadelphia  &  Erie  R. 
Tl,  Co.,  have  the  right  to  vote  at  the  meetings  of  the  said 
Eoard,  received. 

I  telieve  the  City  holds  22,500  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  par  value  of  $100.00  of  the  Sunbury  &  Erie  Rail- 
load  now  the  Philadelphia  &  Erie  Railroad.  The  sub- 
scj'iption  was  made  by  authority  of  the  Act  of  February 
10,  1852,  P.  L.  42.  The  proviso  to  Section  1  of  that  Act 
is  as  follows  :  "That  any  corporation  that  shall  be  pos- 
sessed of  five  thousand  shares  or  more,  in  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  shall,  in  lieu  of  voting  at  the  general  elec- 
tions of  said  company,  be  entitled  to  elect  by  the  constituted 
authorities  thereof,  one  manager  for  each  and  every  five 
thousand  shares  held  by  said  corporation  :  Provided, 
That  no  corporation  shall  elect  more  than  three  managers, 
and  a  majority  of  the  board  of  managers  shall  at  all  times 
be  ejected  by  the  private  stockholders." 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  restriction  upon  the  mana- 
gers elected  in  pursuance  of  this  Act  to  represent  the  City 
of  Philadelphia. 

The  name  of  the  said  Company  was  changed  from  Sun- 
bury &  Erie  R.  R.  Companv  to  the  Philadelphia  &  Erie 
R.  R.  Company  by  Act  of  March  7,  1861,  P.  L.  94,  and  by 
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Act  of  April  3,  1SG3,  P.  L.  252,  the  par  value  of  the  stock 
was  changed  from  $50.00  to  $100.00.  This  latter  Act 
provided  :  ''That  the  vote  to  which  stockholders  shall  be 
entitled  shall  remain  as  heretofore,  one  vote  for  each  hun- 
dred dollars  of  stock  :  And  provided  further,  That  this 
Act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  change  the  vote  of  any 
corporation  holding  stock  in  said  Philadelphia  &  Erie  Rail- 
road Company,  where  by  existing  laws  or  contracts  the  vote 
of  such  corporation  is  limited  or  excluded." 

I  liave  made  an  examination  of  the  Acts  of  March  27, 
1852,  Hay  4,  1852,  April  15,  1853,  April  18,  1853,  May 
5,  1854,  May  8,  1854,  May  4,  1855,  May  21,  1857,  April 
21,  1858,  April  13,  1860, "March  7,  1861,  April  3,  1863, 
Mar-h  17,  1864,  April  14,  1864,  July  22,  1864,  and  March 
9,  1865.  All  of  these  Acts  refer  to  the  Sunbury  &  Erie 
or  thf  Philadelphia  &  Erie  Pailroad  Company,  and  in  none 
of  them  have  I  found  any  restriction  upon  the  Directors 
or  Managers  elected  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  to  their 
right  to  \  ote. 

The  subscription  by  the  City  to  this  stock  was  made  in 
accordance  mth  the  Ordinances  of  February  3,  1853,  April 
14,  1853,  and  January  7,  1854. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  representatives  of  the  City  in 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Erie  Railroad 
Company  have  the  right  to  vote  at  the  meetings  of  the  said 
Board.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  following 
commnication  from  you  as  Chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Law  : 


^'Joiix  L.  IviTs'SEY,  Esq., 

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor 
of  recent  date,  in  reply  to  certain  questions  con- 
cerning the  Street  Railway  Companies  of  Phila- 
delphia. As  a  supplement  to  your  letter,  we  de- 
sire to  ask  your  answer  to  as  well  as  your  opinion 
upon  the  following  proposition  : 

1.  Under  the  following  clause  in  the  Ordi- 
nances of  March  30,  1893  : 

"That  the  said  Railway  Companies  shall  agree 
to  accept  as  binding  upon  them  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in 
force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating 
to  the  government,  control,  or  regulation  of  rail- 
ways or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

Have  Councils  the  power  to  fix  any  rate  of 
fare  other  than  that  named  in  the  Ordinances  ? 
In  other  words,  under  the  reserve  power  to  gov- 
ern, control,  and  regulate  railways  of  any  kind 
within  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia,  have  Councils 
the  power  to  change  the  rate  of  fare  named  in  the 
Ordinances  in  the  following  clause  : 

"The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single 
continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  present  fare  (five  cents  per  passenger) 
•excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and 
5  A,  M.  when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour." 

2.  "Under  the  reserve  power  of  government, 
control,  and  regulations,  have  Councils  the  power 
to  compel  the  Passenger  Railway  Companies  to 
do  the  follomng  things  : 

(a)  To  heat  their  cars. 

(b)  To  protect  their  motormen  from  the 
weather. 

(c)  To  provide  a  seat  for  each  passenger  car- 
ried. 
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3.  "Have  any  roads  under  tlie  Ordinance  of 
1857  filed  statements  of  costs  as  required  by  Sec- 
tion 8  of  same  ordinance,  and  if  so,  what  roads, 
and  what  were  the  figures  named  in  said  state- 
ment. Also  how  far  would  the  subsequent  ordi- 
nances authorizing  electrical  construction  affect 
the  power  of  Councils  to  purchase  under  Section 
8  of  the  ordinance,  provided  same  is  still  in 
force  ?" 

Your  early  reply  to  these  questions  will  greatly 
aid  the  Committee  in  its  labors.

Please 
state  the  companies  paying,  the  year  covered,  and 
the  amount  paid."

It  was  my  purpose  in  the  opinion  sent  you  December  4, 
1895,  to  present  fully  the  law  governing  the  relations  ex- 
isting between  the  City  and  Street  Passenger  railways,  and 
therefore  it  would  seem  only  necessary  to  repeat  much  of 
what  was  therein  stated  in  answer  to  the  above  communi- 
cation. 

The  first  and  second  questions  propounded  by  you,  above 
set  forth,  refer  to  some  of  the  matters  included  in  the  se- 
cond proposition  of  your  letter  of  Xovember  21,  1895,  the 
answer  to  which  will  be  found  on  pages  from  6  to  13  of 
the  said  former  opinion  as  printed  by  your  Committee. 
I  do  not  see  that  I  can  add  anything  to  what  is  therein 
stated  upon  those  subjects,  and  to  attempt  to  now  reply 
specifically,  would  only  be  to  reiterate  so  much  thereof  as 
is  included  within  those  pages.  . 
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Two  new  subjects,  however,  are  mentioned  in  tlie  second 
proposition  of  your  last  letter,  namely,  the  heating  of  cars 
and  the  providing  of  a  seat  for  each  passenger. 

It  is  a  general  legal  principle,  that  an  ordinance  regula- 
ting street  passenger  railways  must  be  reasonable.  The 
power  of  Councils  to  make  regulations  extends  to  matters 
relating  to  the  use  of  highways,  and  the  safety  and  conven- 
ience of  the  public  traversing  thereon  and  of  passengers 
riding  in  cars.  The  advisability  or  necessity  of  heating 
cars  should  be  determined  by  the  corporations  and  the  pub- 
lic demand,  inasmuch  as  to  the  desirability  thereof  there 
might  be  a  wide  variance  of  opinion  upon  the  part  of  the 
public.  The  requiring  of  companies  to  provide  a  seat  for 
each  passenger  would  not  apparently  be  practicable,  as, 
for  instance,  to  make  this  imperative  would  involve  the  cor- 
responding duty  on  the  part  of  the  company  to  exclude  a 
jjassenger  from  a  car  when  all  the  seats  are  occupied,  and 
com]:)el  him  to  await  the  arrival  of  one  with  a  vacant  seat, 
and  this  the  public  would  probably  object  to  as  a  great  in- 
convenience. These  matters  it  must  be  obvious,  can  and 
ought  to  be  controlled  by  the  passengers  and  the  companies 
themselves. 

How^ever,  to  refer  again  to  the  powder  of  Councils  to  fix 
the  rate  of  fare  under  the  provision  of  the  Ordinance  of 
]\Iarch  30,  1893,  requiring  the  companies  to  be  bound  by 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinaces  then  in 
force,  or  Avhich  may  thereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the 
government,  control,  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads 
of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I  may  say  in 
addition  to  what  has  been  said  in  my  opinion  of  December 
4,  1895,  that  this  involves  the  determination  of  an  un- 
settled question,  namely,  whether  the  rate  of  fare  to  be 
charged  by  the  passenger  railways  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia can  be  regulated  by  ordinance.  ''Booth  on  Street 
Kailway  Law,"  page  316,  says  :  "It  is  believed  that  no  case 
has  been  reported  in  which  the  right  of  the  Legislature  or 
municipal  authorities  to  fix  absolutely  the  rate  of  fare 
which  might  lawfully  be  charged  and  collected  by  a  street 
railway  company,  or  to  establish  a  maximum  of  such 
charges,  where  the  authority  to  exercise  such  power  has  not 
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been  conferred  by,  or  reserved  in,  the  Constitution  or  Stat- 
utes of  tlie  State,  or  the  ordinance  or  agreement  fixing  the 
rights  of  the  company  and  the  municipality  in  which  the 
tracks  were  laid." 

Reasoning  from  the  decisions  in  relation  to  the  tolls  and 
charges  of  steam  railroads,  a  Legislature  can  by  the  charter, 
fix  the  maximum  rate,  or  can  regulate  the  rate,  where  the 
right  to  do  so  has  not  been  expressly  surrendered.  The 
authorities  concede  that  the  charges  which  may  be  so  fixed 
by  the  Legislature  are  subject  to  judicial  review  as  to  rea- 
sonableness. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  uncertain  condition  of  the  law 
upon  this  question,  it  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to  the  de- 
cision of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Chicago 
M.  &  St.  Paul  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Minnesota.  The  statute  of 
Minnesota  authorized  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  that 
State  to  determine  what  should  be  lawful  charges  of  fare 
and  freight  without  providing  for  an  appeal  to  any  judicial 
tribunal.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  de- 
cided that  this  Act  was  unconstitutional,  and  that  it  was 
not  in  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  fix  arbitrarily  the 
rate  of  fare,  but  that  the  Company  would  be  entitled  to  a 
judicial  investigation  in  order  that  a  reasonable  rate  should 
be  established.  From  this  view  three  of  the  Judges  of 
the  said  Court  dissented,  maintaining  that  while  the  regu- 
lation of  the  fare  was  a  legislative  question,  yet  it  was  re- 
viewable by  the  Court  as  to  whether  the  charges  were  rea- 
sonable. Mr.  Justice  ]\Iiller,  in  concurring  with  Judge 
Blatchford,  said  :  "Neither  the  Legislature,  nor  such  com- 
mission acting  under  the  authority  of  the  Legislature  can 
establish  arbitrarily  and  without  regard  to  justice  and  right, 
a  tariff  of  rates  for  such  transportation,  which  is  so  unrea- 
sonable as  to  practically  destroy  the  value  of  property  of 
persons  engaged  in  the  carrying  business  on  the  one  hand, 
nor  so  exorbitant  and  extravagant  as  to  be  in  utter  disre- 
gard of  the  rights  of  the  public  for  the  use  of  such  trans- 
portation on  the  other." 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  is  a  corporation  vested,  of 
course,  only  with  the  powers  granted  to  it  by  its  charter, 
or  the  Acts  of  Assemblv. 
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The  Act  of  April  15,  1850  (P.  L.  469),  empowers  Coim- 
cils  to  provide  for  the  proper  regulation  of  omnibuses,  or 
vehicles  in  the  nature  thereof,  and  to  this  end  make  it  law- 
ful to  such  and  so  many  persons  as  may  apply  to  keep  and 
use  omnibuses  or  vehicles  in  the  nature  thereof,  and  to 
charge  a  reasonable  annual  or  other  sum  for  such  license. 
The  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Frankford  and  South- 
work  Passenger  Kail  way  Co.  vs.  City,  58  Pa.  St.,  page  119, 
determined  that  a  railway  car  was  a  vehicle  in  the  nature 
of  an  omnibus,  and  that  the  said  Act  tlierefore,  authorized 
Councils  to  provide  for  the  proper  regulation  of  passenger 
railway  ears. 

Councils  when  they  gave  consent  to  the  use  of  the  streets 
to  the  various  passenger  railway  companies,  could  have  ex- 
acted any  conditions  whatever  as  to  the  fare  to  be  charged, 
and  could  have  reserved  to  themselves  the  right  to  reason- 
ably change  and  regulate,  by  subsequent  ordinances,  such 
rate  of  fare. 

In  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  Allegheny  City 
vs.  Eailway,  150  Pa.  St.,  411,  referred  to  in  my  previous 
opinion,  there  is  a  full  discussion  of  the  absolute  power  of 
Councils  to  make  any  conditions  as  a  consideration  for  giv- 
ing consent  to  the  construction  of  the  railway.  Councils 
have,  by  various  ordinances,  granting  the  privileges  to  the 
street  passenger  railway  companies,  as  quoted  by  you,  pro- 
vided what  the  rate  of  fare  shall  be.  The  consent  of  the 
municipal  authorities  has  been  given,  with  the  conditions 
as  stated  in  the  ordinances,  and  the  companies  have  ac- 
cepted the  ordinances,  and  are  now  operating  theii*  roads 
thereunder.  In  these  ordinances  the  companies  agreed 
to  be  bound  :  (1)  By  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws 
and  ordinances  then  in  existence  ;  (2)  By  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  which  should  there- 
after be  passed,  relating  to  the  government,  control,  or  re- 
gulation of  railways  or  railroads,  \vithin  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. It  does  not  appear  that  at  the  time  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  ordinance  granting  consent,  there  was  in  force 
any  ordinance  relating  to  the  fare  to  be  charged  by  pas- 
senger railway  companies,  except  the  said  provision  in  the 
ordinance  of  March  30,  1893.     Therefore,  the  power  of 
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Councils  to  fix  a  rate  of  fare  other  than  that  which  it  has 
ah-eady  fixed  in  the  ordinance,  if  it  is  to  be  maintained, 
must  be  founded  upon  the  said  agreement  of  the  companie-* 
to  be  bound  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and- 
ordinances  which  should  thereafter  be  passed  relating  to 
the  government,  control,  or  regulation  of  railways  and  rail- 
roads. The  power  of  Councils  consequently  would  turn 
upon  the  question  whether  the  phrase  ''relating  to  the  gov- 
ernment, control,  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads" 
includes  the  right  of  subsequent  successive  regulation  of 
fares.  The  expression  is  in  general  terms,  and  a  broad 
and  comprehensive  meaning  such  as  this  might  be  given 
to  it.  The  ordinances  are  of  recent  enactments,  and  your 
Committee  are  probably  fully  aware  of  what  was  the  in- 
tention of  Councils.  This  intent,  however,  as  also  the 
scope  and  effect  of  general  terms  such  as  those  referred 
to  would  have  to  be  determined  by  the  Court,  and  in  the 
absence  of  express  decision,  it  must  be  treated  as  a  question 
for  future  judicial  interpretation. 

3.  "  Have  any  roads  under  the  Ordinance 
of  1857  filed  statements  of  costs  as  required  by 
Section  8  of  same  ordinance,  and  if  so,  what 
roads,  and  what  were  the  figures  named  in  said 
statement  ?

In  answer  to  the  first  part  of  this  proposition,  the  fol- 
lowing Companies  have  filed  a  statement  of  costs  as  re- 
quired by  Section  8  of  the  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1857.  I 
give  you  the  name  of  the  Company  and  the  figures  named 
in  statement,  together  Avitli  the  date  of  its  filing  :

The  above  are  all  the  Companies  whose  statements  of 
costs  can  be  found  in  the  Law  Department. 

As  to  the  second  part  of  the  question,  that  is,  as  to  the 
effect  of  subsequent  ordinances  authorizing  electrical  con- 
struction, upon  the  power  of  Councils  to  purchase  said 
roads,  it  seems  to  me  that  this  is  also  a  matter  for  judicial 
interpretation.  You  are  aware  that  the  ordinance  referred 
to  was  passed  in  1857  ;  that  since  that  time  the  City  has 
not  exercised  its  right  under  Section  8  of  said  ordinance  to 
purchase  said  roads,  and  during  the  intervening  years,  some 
of  these  roads  have  consolidated  or  merged  with,  or  been 
leased  by,  other  companies.  They  have  also  extended 
their  roads  beyond  the  limits  as  they  existed  when  the  state- 
ment was  filed,  and  have  been  granted  new  privileges  either 
for  extension  or  for  the  change  of  the  motor  power. 

How  far,  therefore,  the  right  of  the  City  to  purchase 
under  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance  of  1857,  may  have  been 
affected  by  the  lapse  of  time,  by  changes  in  the  companies, 
and  by  the  granting  of  new  privileges,  or  whether  the  de- 
lay and  granting  of  new  privileges  may  be  held  to  be  a 
waiver  by  the  City  of  the  right  to  purchase,  are  questions 
which  the  Court  would  be  required  to  pass  upon,  or  possi- 
bly a  jury,  if  any  question  of  fact  arose.  At  the  time  of 
the  filing  of  the  statements,  the  power  to  purchase  undoubt- 
edly existed,  and  still  exists,  unless  affected  by  the  facts  I 
have  referred  to. 

In  an  opinion  upon  a  question  like  this,  I  can  do  no  more 
than  state  the  law  as  I  find  it.  When  propositions  have 
been  covered  by  adjudicated  cases,  these  may  be  cited,  and 
their  effect  stated  with  definiteness,  but  where  no  decisions 
in  point  exist,  and  when  many  new  facts  have  intervened 
raising  novel  and  dubitable  propositions,  I  am  confined  to 
pointing  out  these  distinctions,  and  cannot  be  expected  to 
speculate  upon  what  may  or  may  not  be  the  view  of  the 
Court  upon  such  new  questions  when  presented  to  them 
for  decision.

These  Companies  have  paid  the  amounts  due  by  them  up 
to  and  including  the  year  1894.  The  Philadelphia  & 
Gray's  Ferry  Passenger  Railway  Company  has  refused 
to  pay,  claiming  that  the  dividends  declared  and  paid  by 
them  are  not  sufficient  to  render  them  taxable.  The  ques- 
tion of  its  liability  in  that  respect  will  be  settled  by  a  suit 
DOW  pending.

In  re  Appropriation  for  paving  market  plots  on  Spring 
Garden  street. 

William  II,  Baker,  Esq., 

Secretary,  Councils'  Finance  Committee. 
Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  3d  inst.,  enclosing  an  Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
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nance  to  authorize  tlie  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  to  draw,  and  the  City  Controller  to  countersign, 
a  warrant  to  pay  for  paving  the  market  plots  on  Spring 
Garden  street,  from  Seventh  street  to  Twelfth  street,  and 
to  make  an  appropriation  therefor,"  and  requesting  my 
opinion  as  to  the  City's  liability  regarding  the  same. 

In  answer  I  would  say  that  when  the  market  sheds  on 
Spring  Garden  street,  from  Seventh  street  to  Twelfth 
street,  were  removed,  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  under 
authority  of  an  ordinance  approved  September  23,  1800, 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  grading  and  pav- 
ing of  the  market  plots  on  Spring  Garden  street,  between 
Marshall  and  Twelfth  streets,  and  for  the  paving  of  inter- 
sections," entered  into  a  contract  with  William  A.  iSFester 
for  the  grading  and  paving  of  that  portion  of  the  street  for- 
merly occupied  by  the  said  market  sheds,  one  of  the  condi- 
tions of  that  contract  being  as  follows:  "It  is,  how- 
ever, expressly  stipulated  and  provided  by  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  (the  City  of  Philadelphia)  that  the  said  as- 
sessment bills  and  warrants  shall  be  acepted  as  so  "much 
cash,  and  that  in  the  event  of  a  failure  to  collect  the  said 
bills,  no  recourse  shall  be  had  to  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  amount  for  which  they 
may  liave  been  issued.  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  does 
not  in  any  wise  guarantee  either  the  value,  validity  or  le- 
gality of  the  said  assessment  bills,  but  the  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part  (AVilliam  A.  ISTester)  expressly  accepts  and  as- 
sumes all  risk  of  failure  to  collect  said  bills  from  the  prop- 
erty owners  against  whom  they  may  be  rendered,  whether 
such  failure  is  due  to  the  invalidity  of  the  said  bills  or  to 
any  other  cause.  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  that  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  may  use  the  name  of  the  said 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  employ  all  her  legal  remedies  by 
lien  or  otherwise  in  the  collection  of  the  said  assessment 
bills,  at  the  cost  and  expense,  however,  of  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part." 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  contract,  liens  for  the  said 
paving  were  filed  against  the  abutting  property  owners, 
and  a  writ  of  scire  facias  was  subsequently  issued  upon  one 
of  these  claims  against  the  Spring  Garden  Farmers'  Market 
Company,  and  in  the  case  of  Philadelphia  to  use  of  Nester 
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vs.  Spring  Garden  Market  Company,  161  Pa.  St.,  522, 
the  said  company  claimed  tliat  the  obHgation  for  paving 
the  said  street  was  placed  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April 
8,  1864  (P.  L.  297)  upon  the  Union  Passenger  Railway 
Company.  Upon  trial  of  the  case  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  the  Court  directed  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  defend- 
ant. The  case  was  subsequently  appealed  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  the  verdict  of  the  lower  court  was  affirmed,  and 
it  was  held  that  the  Union  Passenger  liaihvay  Company, 
under  the  above  Act,  was  liable  for  the  cost  of  the  paving 
of  the  said  street,  and  that  the  abutting  land  owners  were 
relieved  therefrom. 

In  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Court  in  this  case  Mr. 
Justice  Mitchell  said,  referring  to  the  conditions  of  the 
contract  above  recited:  "The  objection  that  the  Councils 
having  by  their  contract  protected  the  City  from  liability, 
and  provided  that  the  contractor  shall  take  his  pay  in  as- 
sessment bills  against  the  abutting  property  owners,  the 
latter  cannot  now  set  up  the  liability  of  the  railway  com- 
pany in  relief  of  their  own,  may  be  very  briefly  disposed 
of  by  the  considerations  already  expressed.  The  obliga- 
tion of  the  property  holders  which  might  arise  under  the 
general  laws  on  the  subject  of  paving  having  been  relieved 
by,the  Legislature,  cannot  be  reimposed  by  Councils.  The 
necessary  legislative  foundation  being  wanting,  no  form  of 
ordinance  or  contract  by  the  City  authorities  can  create 
the  obligation.  .  .  .  This  may  be  a  hard  case  for  the 
contractor,  who  has  done  the  work  in  reliance  on  the  as- 
sessments against  the  property  owners  for  his  pay.  But 
he  was  bound  to  know  the  law,  and  the  hardship  to  him 
cannot  affect  the  defendant's  rights." 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  under  the  conditions  of 
the  contract  and  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  above 
referred  to,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  not  liable  for  the 
cost  of  the  paving  in  this  case.

Deae  Sir: — Yonr  favor  of  the  4th  inst.,  enclosing  com- 
munication of  Charles  H.  Edmunds,  Esq.,  in  reference  to 
claim  of  Mr.  George  W.  Ruch  for  balance  due  him  for 
cleaning  Broad  street  during  the  year  1895,  received. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Ruch  has  brought  suit  against  the 
City  for  the  balance  due  him  on  contract  for  the  cleaning 
of  Broad  street.  He  desires  now  that  the  amount  which  is 
admitted  to  be  due,  after  deducting  the  fines,  should  be 
paid  to  him  without  prejudice,  so  that  he  can  proceed  in  his 
action  to  recover  the  amount  of  the  fines  retained.  This 
is  a  matter  that  is  entirely  within  the  discretion  of  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  but  it  seems 
to  me  that  in  making  payment  to  Mr.  Ruch  it  should  be  in 
full  settlement  of  all  claim  which  he  may  have. 

The  City  would  not  be  prejudiced  in  the  payment  of 
the  amount  admitted  to  be  due,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Ed- 
munds.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  February  4, 
wherein  you  inquire  whether  your  Department  would  be 
justified  in  issuing  a  permit  to  G.  C.  Magargal  to  connect 
his  property  on  Fracker  street,  with  the  system  of  the  Oak 
Lane  Water  Company,  I  would  say  as  follows  : 
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In  general,  autliority  from  City  Councils  is  necessaiy  to 
justify  the  opening  of  a  City  highway.  No  such  use  can 
properly  be  made  of  the  highways  by  a  private  citizen  with- 
out such  authority,  I  am  not  aware  of  any  general  ordi- 
nance by  which  City  Councils  have  deputed  to  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  or  to  any  other  officer  of  the  City  power 
to  exercise  this  authority  either  generally  or  in  cases  of  the 
laying  of  water  pipes.  The  Ordinance  of  July  7  1883 
(P.  L.  228),  authorizes  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water 
Dej)artment  to  lay  water-pipe  in  any  street  where  the  peti- 
tioners therefor  own  all  the  frontage  and  are  "willing  to  pay 
all  expenses  of  the  work.  This  ordinance  obviously  only 
contemplates  pipes  for  conveying  water  furnished  by  the 
City.  It  does  not  embrace  the  laying  of  water-pipe  for 
the  use  of  a  private  AVater  Company,  no  matter  whether 
the  permission  to  do  so  be  applied  for  by  the  Company,  or 
by  an  individual. 

I  am'  therefore  of  opinion  that  you  are  not  justified  in 
issuing  a  permit  for  the  laying  of  water-pipe  to  connect 
Mr.  Magargal's  property,  or  that  of  any  other  citizen,  with 
the  pipes  of  a  private  Water  Company  ;  neither  would  you 
be  justified  in  undertaking  the  work  of  laying  such  j)ipes 
yourself. 

While  it  is  no  doubt  desirable  that  all  property  owners 
within  City  limits  should  be  supphed  with  water,  yet  I 
cannot  advise  you  that  this  action  can  be  properly  assumed 
by  you.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  6tli  ult.,  and  your  supplementary  communication  of  the 
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13tli  lilt.,  mqiiiring  wlietlier  Old  York  road  lias  been  de- 
dicated and  confirmed  as  a  City  higliway.  You  state  there- 
in, that  nnder  tlie  Ordinance  of  July  3,  1893,  wliicli 
granted  permission  to  the  Old  York  Road  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  to  lay  tracks  on  the  said  Old  York  road,  it 
is  provided  that  they  shall  acquire  by  lease  or  purchase  the 
turnpike  on  the  Old  York  road  within  the  City,  over  or 
upon  which  their  tracks  may  be  laid,  and  that  the  said  com- 
pany will  dedicate  said  turnpike  road  as  a  public  highway 
to  the  City,  free  from  any  damage  or  cost  to  said  City  ; 
and  in  addition  to  this  statement  you  further  say,  that  this 
dedication  has  not,  up  to  this  time,  been  made  by  the  said 
Company. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  non-compliance  by  the  Com- 
pany with  the  terms  of  the  said  ordinance,  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  said  Old  York  road  is  not  a  public  highway.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  4th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  claim  against  Mrs.  Mary  Mullen,  for  cleaning  wells  at 
1:^08.  1008  and  1010  Locust  street,  received.  You  enclose  a 
copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Health,  as  follows  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Health  Officer  be  instructed  to  with- 
draw from  the  City  Solicitor  the  claim  against  Mrs.  Mary 
Mullen,  of  $29.96,  the  half  charge  for  cleaning  joint  well 
at  1008  and  1010  Locust  street,  as  per  bill  of  ISTovember  1, 
1895,  and  charge  the  same  to  uncollectable,  she  having 
complied  with  the  formal  notice  of  the  Board  to  clean  well 
and  introduce  water  closet." 
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Yoii  request  niv  o})iiiion  as  to  wlietlicr  you  can  with- 
draw the  collection  of  this  claim  from  this  Department, 
the  same  having  been  charged  upon  your  books  as  Health 
Officer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Health  Officer  is  subject  to  the  orders  and  instruc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Health  in  reference  to  such  claims,  and 
if,  as  is  stated  in  the  resolution,  Mrs  Mary  Mullen  com- 
plied with  the  notice  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  did  the 
work  herself,  there  would  appear  to  be  no  foundation  for 
any  claim  against  her.  Under  such  circumstances  it  Avould 
be  perfectly  proper  to  withdraw  the  claim  from  this  De- 
partmeut,  as  no  lien  has  yet  been  filed.  If,  however,  a 
lien  be  filed  before  the  claim  be  withdrawn,  a  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  Health  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  satisfy 
the  lien.

In  re  power  of  Councils  to  define  'boundary  line  between 
tico  Wards.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  26th  ult,  in  reference 
to  defining  the  boundary  line  between  the  Twenty-second 
and  Thirty-third  Wards,  received. 

It  appears  that  under  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  a  Com- 
mission was  appointed  and  the  boundary  line  between  above 
Wards  was  fixed  at  what  was  then  AVingohocking  creek, 
and  that  after  a  vote  of  the  people,  a  decree  of  the  Court 
M'as  made  conformable  to  the  lines  thus  determined,  and 
returned  by  the  said  Commissioners.  Wingohocking  creek 
has  since  been  sewered  and  the  course  thereof  changed, 
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and  tliis  has  caused  difficulty  as  to  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween these  two  Wards.  You  enclose  copy  of  an  ordi- 
nance, entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  revise  and  establish  a 
defined  boundary  line  between  the  Twenty-second  and 
Thirty-third  Wards." 

It  does  not  appear  that  Councils  have  any  authority  re- 
lating to  the  division  of  wards  and  the  locating  of  bound- 
ary lines.  Under  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  they  can  only 
petition  the  Court  for  the  division  of  a  ward  and  the  crea- 
tion of  new  Avards.  ^^'urthermore,  the  Act  above  referred 
to  does  not  give  any  discretion  to  the  Court  as  to  such 
boundary  lines,  but  requires  that  the  decree  entered  shall 
conform  to  the  lines  fixed  by  the  Commissioners,  and  that 
a  decree  in  regard  thereto  can  only  be  entered  after  a  vote 
of  the  i^eople. 

Without  furtlier  authority  from  the  Legislature,  I  am  of 
opinion  tliat  Councils  have  no  power  to  define  the  boundary 
lines  between  Wards.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  10th  inst.,  in  reference  to 
the  warrant  drawn  in  favor  of  John  T.  Windrim,  as  Archi- 
tect, for  the  extension  of  the  Twenty-sixth  District  Police 
Station  and  addition  to  Patrol  House,  received. 

It  appears  that  ordinances  duly  passed  made  an  appro- 
priation to  your  Department  in  the  sum  of  $39,600.00  for 
the  extension  of  the  police  station  and  addition  to  the  pa- 
trol house  in  the  Twenty-sixth  District,  and  that  in  order 
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to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  ordinance,  Mr.  Jolin  T.  AVin- 
drini,  an  architect,  was  employed  to  draw  plans  and  speci- 
fications and  to  superintend  the  construction  by  the  con- 
tractors, ]\Iessrs.  Doyle  &  Doak  ;  that  Mr.  Windrim  did 
this  work  ;  that  the  extension  and  addition  were  made  in 
accordance  with  plans  and  sjDecitications  dra'wn  by  him,  and 
that  a  warrant  in  his  favor  for  $856.17  has  been  drawn, 
and  you  desire  to  be  informed  whether  you  would  be 
authorized  in  approving  or  countersigning  such  warrant. 

You  state,  furthermore,  4^hat  there  has  been  no  specific 
appropriation  made  for  the  purpose  of  paying  an  architect, 
and  that  there  was  no  advertisement  for  bids  prior  to  mak- 
ing the  contract  with  ]\Ir.  Windrim. 

To  these  questions  my  reply  is,  that  the  appropriation 
of  the  money  for  the  extension  of  the  station  house  and  the- 
addition  to  the  patrol  house,  conferred  upon  you  the 
authority  to  do  what  was  necessary  for  the  proper  comple- 
tion of  such  work.  If  the  services  of  an  architect  were  re- 
.  quired  in  order  to  make  such  extension  and  addition,  it  is 
to  be  presumed  that  when  you  were  authorized  to  perform 
the  work,  you  were  invested  with  po^ver  to  employ  an  archi- 
tect, and  the  amount  appropriated  was  to  cover  everytbing 
necessary  in  order  to  complete  the  same.  It  was  not  neces- 
sary to  advertise,  as  it  was  skilled  labor  that  was  required, 
and  was  therefore  of  such  a  nature  that  to  attempt  to  select 
it  by  advertising  would  be,  if  not  useless,  at  least  probably 
injurious  to  the  interests  of  the  City. 

The  Act  of  May  13,  1856  (P.  L.  573),  which  requires  ad- 
vertising refers  to  annual  supplies.  Th.e  Act  of  May  23^ 
1874,  sets  forth  that  a  contract  must  be  given  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder  ;  yet  this  does  not  of  itself  re- 
quire advertising  unless  Councils,  by  ordinance,  have  so 
prescribed.  The  words  used  in  this  Act  have  never  been 
construed  to  refer  to  skilled  labor.  It  simply  refers  to  that 
kind  of  "work  and  materials"  in  Avhich  competition  would 
be  beneficial  to  the  City  by  securing  the  best  of  each  at  the 
lowest  price. 

In  the  case  of  Silsby  Co.  rs.  Allentown,  153  Pa.  St.,  319, 
the  Court  held  that  wdiere  the  (^ity  needed  an  article  which 
was  protected  by  letters  patent,  it  was  w^orse  than  useless 
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to  advertise.  The  principle  was  stated  in  these  words  : 
''The  object  of  requiring  the  City  to  advertise  for  proposals 
to  supply  the  materials  and  labor  needed  by  it,  is  to  secure 
competition  and  enable  the  City  to  purchase  its  supplies  at 
the  lowest  market  price." 

If,  therefore,  it  became  necessary  in  order  to  perform 
the  said  work,  viz. :  The  extension  of  the  police  station  and 
the  addition  to  the  patrol  house,  that  an  architect  should 
be  employed,  you  are  justified  in  countersigning  a  warrant 
for  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  such  architect  not  in  excess  of 
the  appropriation. 

I  am  aware  that  a  different  view  has  heretofore  been 
taken  as  to  the  payment  of  an  architect,  as  will  appear  by 
reference  to  page  24  of  the  "Opinions  of  the  City  Solici- 
tor," in  the  ordinances  of  1886. 

I  need  hardly  to  say  to  you  that  unless  the  amount  ap- 
propriated for  the  construction  of  a  building  is  sufficient 
to  include  the  pay  of  an  architect,  you  would,  by  mak- 
ing a  contract  of  such  character,  be  doing  so  in  violation, 
of  law,  as  there  would  be  no  appropriation  for  that  purpose, 
and  yet  it  would  seem  to  be  impossible  for  you  to  secure 
such  appropriation  prior  to  employing  the  architect,  unless 
you  merely  approximated  the  amount  thereof,  for  the 
reason  that  the  compensation  to  him,  would,  in  most  cases, 
probably  in  all,  depend  on  the  contract  price  of  the  build- 
ing. I  only  refer  to  this  reasoning  in  support  of  the  view 
which  I  have  taken.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  communication  enclosing 
a  form  of  proposal  in  use  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
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for  furnishing  books  and  stationery,  wliicli  for  some  time 
has  been  the  only  docnment  filed  by  bidders  for  the  above 
mentioned  snpplies.  You  further  state  that  ''It  is  claimed 
by  the  Board  of  Education  that  under  a  resolution  of  Coun- 
cils dated  March  22, 1883,  passed  in  compliance  with  a  com- 
munication from  said  Board,  that  the  proposal  answers 
every  purpose  of  a  duly  executed  contract  with  the  City." 
The  resolution  above  referred  to  is  as  follows  : " 

"Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Controller  be  and  is 
hereby  requested  to  countersign  warrants  dra^vn  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  for  such  bills  of  bidders  of  sup- 
plies as  has  been  the  custom  of  former  Controllers  to  coun- 
tersign." 

This  resolution  was  passed  in  accordance  with  a  com- 
munication addressed  to  Councils  which  was  as  follows  : 
^'At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies  of  the  Board 
"of  Education,  held  at  their  chamber  on  Saturday,  March 
"17,  1883,  the  following  communication  was  directed  to 
"be  sent  to  City  Councils:  '  AVhereas,  City  Councils,  at  a 
"meeting  held  March  8,  adopted  a  resolution  requesting 
"the  City  Controller  to  countersign  warrants  of  foreign 
"bidders  for  supplies  as  has  been  the  custom  of  former  Con- 
strollers  to  countersign  ;  Whereas,  The  advertisement  in- 
"viting  proposals  for  furnishing  books  and  stationery  for 
"the  year  is  made  six  weeks  previous  to  the  opening  of  the 
"same  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education  in  the  presence  of 
"'the  Committee  on  Schools  of  Councils,  and  contracts 
"awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  on  each  item,  the  proposals 
"being  made  upon  printed  forms,  so  that  each  bidder  is 
"required  to  make  afRda\at  before  the  Mayor  of  any  City 
"or  a  Judge  of  any  Court  of  Record,  that  the  price  at  which 
"he  or  they  offers  to  supply  the  Board  is  not  greater  than 
"that  charged  buyers  of  like  quantities  on  a  credit  of  sixty 
"days'.  This  form  of  proposal  has  been  used  by  the  Board 
"of  Education  for  the  past  twelve  years  and  has  been  the 
"means  of  ha^dng  the  supplies  furnished  at  lower  rates  than 
"any  other  Department  of  the  City.  While  the  forai  is 
"not  exactly  in  accordance  with  the  ordinances  of  Councils, 
"it  ]ias  been  the  means  of  saving  a  large  amount  of  money 
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"exact  letter,  viz, :  In  obtaining  the  supplies  at  the  lowest 
"possible  prices.  As  the  City  Controller  makes  the  distinc- 
"tion  between  foreign  and  local  bidders,  who  have  been 
"furnishing  suj)plies,  it  is  but  due  to  the  local  bidders,  who 
"have  been  furnishing  supplies,  that  there  be  no  further  de- 
"lay  in  their  payments.  Resolved,  That  City  Councils  be 
"requested  to  adopt  a  resolution  remedying  the  defect  in 
"the  resolution  of  March  8." 

You  request  me  to  advise  you  whether  the  construction 
placed  upon  this  form  is  a  proper  and  sufficient  guarantee 
of  protection  to  the  City  in  the  event  of  a  suit  with  any  of 
the  aforesaid  firms. 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  May  13,  1856, 
Section  26,  P.  L.  573,  provides  :  "All  goods,  merchandise, 
"and  other  articles  of  any  kind  and  labor  and  service  re- 
"quired  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  any  "H.^partment 
"thereof,  shall  be  purchased  or  contracted  for  only  in  such 
"manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  and  for  that 
"purpose  the  Councils  of  said  City  are  hereby  required  to 
"direct  by  ordinance  the  manner  and  time  of  making  the 
"yearly  estimates  by  the  several  Departments  of  said  City, 
"and  of  receiving  sealed  proposals  for  such  supplies  as 
"aforesaid,  which  proposals  shall  be  preceded  by  advertise- 
"ment,  and  no  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  any  but  the  low- 
"est  bidder,  who  shall  give  the  requisite  security  therefor.'^ 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  6,  P.  L.  233,  pro^ddes: 
"All  stationery,  printing-paper,  and  fuel  used  in  the  Coun- 
"cils  and  in  other  Departments  of  the  City  government, 
"and  all  work  and  materials  required  by  the  City,  shall  be 
"furnished,  and  the  printing  and  all  other  kinds  of  work  to 
"be  done  for  the  City  shall  be  performed  under  contract, 
"to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  under  such 
"regulations  as  shall  be  prescrilied  by  ordinance  ;  and  it 
"shall  be  the  duty  of  Councils  forthwith  to  enact  such  or- 
"dinances." 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Article  XIV,  P.  L.  51,  pro- 
vides that  "All  contracts  relating  to  City  affaii-s  shall  be  in 
"writing,  signed  and  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  by 
"the  officer  authorized  to  make  the  same  after  due  notice, 


'and,  in  cases  not  otlierwise  directed  by  law  or  ordinance, 
'such  contracts  shall  be  made  and  entered  into  by  the 
'Mayor.  No  contract  shall  be  entered  into  or  executed 
'directly  by  the  City  Councils,  or  their  Committees,  but 
'some  officer  shall  be  designated  by  ordinance  to  enter  into 
'and  execute  the  same.  All  contracts  shall  be  counter- 
'signed  by  the  Controller  and  filed  and  registered  by  num- 
'ber,  date,  and  contents  in  the  Mayor's  office  and  attested 
'copies  funiished  to  the  Controller  and  to  the  Department 
■'charged  with  the  work." 

Under  the  Ordinance  of  December  26,  1882  (328),  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  are  authorized  and  directed  to 
advertise  for  all  stationery,  paper,  supplies,  etc.,  that  may  be 
required,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsi- 
ble bidder,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May 
23,  1874. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion,  that  contracts  for  furnishing 
supplies,  etc.,  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  should  be 
made  in  compliance  with  the  Acts  of  Assembly  and  Ordi- 
nances herein  referred  to.  As,  however,  the  resolution  of 
Councils  of  March  22,  1883,  has  been  continued  in  force 
and  bids  and  contracts  awarded  in  compliance  therewith  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Education,  I  would  suggest  that  you 
countersign  warrants  for  the  payment  of  supplies  furnished 
under  this  form  of  proposal,  under  which  contracts  have 
been  made  and  supplies  furnished  for  the  present  year.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  16th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  Joint  Resolution  of  City  Councils  of  February  25, 
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1873,  received.  You  request  me  to  advise  you  "whether 
Article  16  of  the  Act  to  provide  better  government  of  cities 
of  the  first  class,  approved  June  1,  1885,  does  not  set  aside 
Joint  Resolution  of  City  Councils,  approved  February  25, 
1873,  or,  if  this  resolution  is  still  in  force,  whether  in  view 
of  a  decision  of  the  City  Solicitor  of  February  21,  1885, 
the  same  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  City  Controller  does 
not  apply  to  the  Department  of  Prisons." 

The  Joint  Resolution  of  February  25,  1873,  is  a  resolu- 
tion of  request  to  the  City  Controller  relative  to  counter- 
signing warrants,  and  it  does  not  appear  to  be  in  conflict 
with  Article  XVI  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885.  It  is  a  mere 
request  to  the  City  Controller,  and  is  not  mandatory.  The 
Controller  is  subject  to  the  ordinances  of  Councils  not  in 
.conflict  with  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  and  which  do  not  inter- 
fere mtli  any  of  that  officer's  executive  functions. 

Under  paragraph  6,  Article  YII,  of  the  Act  of  June  1, 
1885,  the  City  Controller  is  authorized  to  require  evidence 
that  the  amount  claimed  is  justly  due,  and  he  can  from  the 
evidence  submitted  to  him,  or  required  by  him,  determine 
the  validity  of  bills  due  by  the  City.  The  approval  of  such 
bills  is  mtliin  the  discretion  of  the  Controller.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  question  of  this  date, 
whether  your  Bureau  can  "issue,  free  of  cost,  a  huckster's 
license  to  the  Avidow  of  a  soldier  of  the  late  war,"  my  an- 
swer is,  that  a  proAdsion  of  the  Ordinance  of  April  11, 
1893,  is  that  all  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors, 
marines,  and  widows  shall  be  exempt  from  its  provisions.

The  word  "widow"  as  used  in  this  proviso,  includes  the 
widows  of  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors,  and  ma- 
rines, and  therefore,  you  can  issue  sucli  a  huckster's  license 
to  such  widow. 

As  to  your  second  question,  whether  the  said  ^\T.dow 
could  "assign  or  transfer  it,  or  have  another  party  act  for 
her  in  its  operation,"  my  answer  is  that  inasmuch  as  a  li- 
cense is  a  privilege  to  an  individual,  she  cannot.

Deak  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  12th  inst.,  received. 
You  state  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Highways, 
held  Monday,  February  10,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  an- 
swer the  following  questions  : 

"1.  In  contracts  for  original  paving,  has  the  City  the 
right  to  make  a  contract,  under  the  terms  of  which  the  con- 
tractor is  required  to  keep  the  paving  in  repair  for  a  period 
of  five  years  from  the  date  of  completion  ?" 

"2.  Are  property  owners  in  cases  of  original  paving, 
compelled  to  pay  the  entire  cost  of  a  pavement  which  is 
put  down  under  an  agreement  wherein  the  contractor  guar- 
antees to  keep  such  pavement  in  repair  for  a  period  of  five 
years  ?" 

"3.  If  the  property  owner  is  not  obliged  to  pay  the  en- 
tire cost  of  an  original  pavement  made  under  the  stipula- 
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tions  referred  to  in  the  first  and  second  qnestions,  what  pro- 
j)ortion  of  the  contract  price  must  the  owner  pay,  and  what 
proportion  mnst  be  paid  by  the  City  V 

These  qnestions  involve  the  right  of  the  City  to  charge 
the  property  owner  for  the  original  paving,  when  the  con- 
tract requires  the  contractor  to  keep  the  pavement  in  re- 
pair for  a  period  of  five  years.  The  property  owner  is 
chargeable  with  the  original  pavement  at  such  price  as  is 
fixed  by  Councils  by  ordinance,  but  the  property  owner 
cannot  be  required  to  repair  or  maintain  such  pavement. 
After  said  property  owner  has  so  paid  for  the  original  pave- 
ment, it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  City  to  keep  it  in  good 
order  and  repair.  It  would  become  a  question  whether  a 
contract  made  at  a  certain  price,  and  requiring  the  con- 
tractor to  keep  tlie  street  in  repair  for  a  period  of  five  years, 
involves  any  further  charge  for  maintenance.  If  the  con- 
tract merely  requires  the  construction  of  a  pavement, 
which,  with  ordinary  wear  and  tear  should,  if  properly 
constructed,  last  for  a  period  of  five  years  without  repair- 
ing, then  the  property  owner  is,  in  such  case,  properly 
chargeable  Avith  the  cost  of  the  pavement.  If,  however, 
it  was  the  purpose  of  the  contract  that  the  cost  as  set  out 
therein  should  be  of  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  repair- 
ing of  the  street  during  five  years,  that  would  be  a  matter 
of  maintenance,  for  which  the  property  owner  would  not 
be  chargeable.  It  has  been  a  custom  to  require  contractors 
to  keep  the  streets  in  repair  for  a  period  of  three  years,  and 
it  might  not  be  unreasonable  to  require  such  contractors 
to  keep  them  in  repair  for  five  years.  In  awarding  con- 
tracts for  paving  streets,  Councils  have  the  power  to  estab- 
lish reasonable  regulations,  and  if  such  regulations  do  not 
necessarily  include  the  cost  of  repairing,  the  property 
owner  is  liable  for  the  contract  price,  or  such  price  as  Coun- 
cils may  fix.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  favor  of  tlie  27tli  inst.,  where- 
in you  state  that  the  title  to  the  bed  of  Marston  street,  be- 
tweent  Thirty-third  street  and  the  Philadelphia,  Wilming- 
ton &  Baltimore  Railroad  is  in  the  name  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  that  on  June  27,  1895,  Councils  passed 
an  ordinance  authorizing  the  grading  of  Marston  street, 
from  Thirty-third  street  to  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington 
&  Baltimore  Railroad,  and  also,  that  the  City  has  sold  lots 
on  both  sides  of  Marston  street,  between  the  points  named, 
as  bounded  by  the  line  of  that  street. 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  whether  or  not,  the  facts 
being  as  above  stated,  you  would  be  justified  in  entering 
this  street  upon  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  as 
legally  open  to  public  use,  I  would  say  that  the  action  of 
the  City  in  selling  the  lots,  and  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
to  grade  is  such  recognition  of  the  opening  of  the  street  as 
would  justify  you  in  taking  the  action  indicated.

Gentlemen: — In  answer  to  your  oral  communication 
submitted  to  me  this  morning,  as  follows:  ''We  have 
been  appointed  a  Joint  Committee  of  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  joint 
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rules  that  governed  the  Bodies  at  the  last  session  in  rela- 
tion to  their  adoption  by  the  present  session.  Being  some- 
what in  doubt  as  to  the  law  regulating  the  passage  of  Or- 
dinances, we  would  respectfully  ask  your  opinion  as  to  the 
power  of  Councils  to  require  a  vote  larger  than  that  spe- 
cified in  tlie  Acts  bearing  on  the  subject,"  I  reply  that  the 
Act  of  Assembly  of  May  23d,  1874,  provides  five  kinds 
of  majorities  of  the  members  of  Councils  required  for  the 
passage  of  various  Ordinances,  to  wit: 

1.  That  a  bill  on  its  final  passage,  before  it  shall  become 
a  law,  shall  require  "a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to 
each  branch  to  be  recorded  thereon  as  voting  in  its  favor." 

2.  That  "no  amendment  to  bills  by  one  branch  shall 
be  concurred  in  by  the  other,  except  by  a  vote  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  members  elected  thereto." 

3.  That  the  passage  of  any  Ordinance  over  the  Mayor's 
veto  shall  be  ''by  vote  of  three-fifths  of  all  the  members." 

4.  That  for  the  j^assage  of  an  Ordinance  giving  extra 
compensation  to  any  public  officer,  servants,  etc.,  the  same 
shall  be  passed  only  ''by  a  two-third  vote  of  both  Coun- 
cils." 

5.  That  for  the  authorization  of  a  loan  "a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  members  of  each  Councils." 

This,  you  will  see,  fixes  the  minimum  majority  neces- 
sary to  be  cast  before  an  Ordinance  or  Resolution  becomes  a 
law.  The  question,  then,  as  I  understand  it,  is  whether 
with  this  fixed  minimum  Councils  can  by  a  rule  require 
a  greater  majority  than  that  prescribed  by  this  Act? 

If  there  had  been  introduced  in  the  provisions  of  the 
said  Act,  in  connection  with  the  word  "shall,"  as  used 
therein,  some  such  qualification  as  "only,"  or  "no  more 
than, "there  could  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  Legislature  in- 
tended that  no  other  majority  than  that  named  could  be 
exacted,  and  a  rule  of  Councils  requiring  a  greater  major- 
ity would  exceed,  therefore,  the  said  provisions.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  Avas  only  intended  by  the  Legislatiu-e  that 
no  lesser  majority  than  that  fixed  by  it  would  be  lawful. 
Councils  might  have  a  right  to  pass  a  rule  as  a  matter  of 
precaution,  or  for  other  reasons,  demanding  a  gTeater  ma- 
jority. 
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It  is  witliin  tlie  parliamentary  power  of  Councils,  as  a 
legislative  body,  to  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  to  their  method  of  procedure,  and  they  may  pro- 
vide what  number  of  votes  will  be  required  for  the  passage 
of  a  bill,  if  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

A  rule  which  precisely  conformed  to  the  terms  of  the 
said  Act  of  Assembly  would,  of  course,  be  valid. 

As  a  rule,  however,  which  demands  a  greater  majority 
than  that  hxed  by  the  same  Act,  there  might  arise  a  ques- 
tion as  to  what  might  be  the  effect  when  an  Ordinance  or 
Resolution  was  defeated  by  not  having  received  the  ma- 
jority demanded  by  the  rule,  but  yet  had  in  the  same 
ballot  received  a  vote  equal  to  the  majority  required  by  the 
said  Act.  Especially  would  this  become  important  if  some 
private  rights  were  thereby  prejudiced,  affected  or  inter- 
fered with. 

Any  rule  requiring  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
elected  would  be  in  conformity  with  law  if  it  referred  to 
loan  bills,  ordinances  "giving  any  extra  compensation  to 
any  public  officer,  servants,  employee,  agent  or  contractor, 
after  services  shall  have  been  rendered  or  contract  made," 
or  '^proA^iding  for  the  payment  of  any  claim  against  the 
City  without  previous  authority  of  law."  In  all  other  cases, 
except  the  passage  of  a  bill  over  the  veto  of  the  Mayor,  the 
Act  requires  a  majority  vote,  and  rules  in  confonnity 
therewith  would  be  valid  and  could  not  give  rise  to  any 
such  possible  questions  as  I  have  above  suggested.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  communication  under 
date  of  January  21,  189(3,  in  relation  to  collection  of  tax 
upon  ground  rents,  I  make  reply  as  follows: 
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Your  communication  states  tliat  tlie  Delinquent  Tax 
records  sliow  taxes  unpaid  on  ground  rent  located  No.  241 
South  Front  street,  Fifth  Ward,  ownied  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital,  who  refuse  to  pay  said  taxes,  and  thereupon 
you  submit  these  two  questions: 

1.  Can  we  file  a  lien  in  such  cases,  and  if  so^  against 
whom  ? 

2.  Can  we  levy  for  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  if  so,upon 
whom? 

Before  answering  the  specific  questions  I  would  state 
that  this  communication  involves  a  consideration  of  these 
questions : 

I.  Can  ground  rents  be  legally  taxed  for  City  purposes? 

II.  Are  groimd  rents  held  by  such  an  institution  as  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  exemj)t  from  taxation  ? 

III.  What  method  of  recovery  can  be  adopted  by  the 
City  in  case  of  an  afiirmative  answer  to  the  above  ques- 
tions ? 

The  general  subject  of  the  right  of  the  City  to  tax 
ground  rents,  and  the  legal  grounds  for  such  taxation,  is 
first  considered. 

As  a  general  proposition  it  is  clear  that  all  property 
within  the  State,  whether  real  or  personal,  belonging  to 
the  resident  therein  is  prima  facie  liable  to  taxation.  Con- 
ceding this  power  to  exist,  we  find  that  the  Legislature  has 
exerted  its  right  by  enacting  that  "All  real  estate  within 
this  Commonwealth  shall  be  liable  to  taxation  for  all  such 
purposes  as  now  or  hereafter  may  be  provided  by  general 
laws." 

Act  of  April  8,  1873,  P.  L.  61. 

As  it  may  be  contended  that  ground  rents,  if  taxable  at 
all,  are  taxable  only  for  State  purposes,  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  words  of  the  Act  regarding  the  "j^urposes"  of  tax- 
ation are  general,  and  do  not  restrict  the  liability  to  taxa- 
tion to  or  for  special  purposes,  and  therefore  the  right  of 
taxation  for  local  or  municipal  purposes  is  fully  provided. 

To  clearly  establish  this  point,  however,  I  refer  to  the 
Act  of  1868,  passed  for  the  purpose  of  providing  subjects 
of  taxation  for  State  purposes,  and  exempting  such  sub- 
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jects  from  local  taxation.  This  Act  exempts  "All  mort- 
gages, judgments,  recognizances  and  money  owing  upon 
articles  of  agreements  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  from  all 
taxation  except  for  State  purposes." 

Act  of  April  4,  1868,  P.  L.  Gl. 

Ground  rents  are  not  mentioned  here,  though  the  ex- 
press subject  is  under  consideration,  and  it  is  fair  to  assume 
that  they  were  intended  to  be  excluded  under  the  familiar 
rule.  But  it  has  been  freely  contended  that  ground  rents, 
separate  from  the  ground  itself  from  which  they  issue,  are 
not  capable  of  taxation  for  any  purpose.  This  impression 
has  doubtless  arisen  from  the  fact  that  the  right  to  tax  them 
has  not  been  generally  practiced  in  Philadelphia.  This 
practice  is  beyond  all  question  due  almost  entirely  to  the 
difficulty  of  ascertaining  where  ground  rents  exist,  and  who 
are  the  ownei*s  thereof.  That  ground  rents  have  been  in 
past  years  considered  capable  of  taxation  separate  from  the 
ground  upon  which  they  are  charged,  and  from  which  they 
issue,  is  beyond  question.  They  have  been  expressly  men- 
tioned in  Acts  of  Assembly  and  in  decisions  by  the  Courts. 
These  Acts  and  decisions  clearly  show  that  the  groiutd  rent 
may  he  assessed  separate  from  the  ground  itself,  and  that 
the  ground  may  be  assessed  separately,  and  that  hotli  may 
be  separately  assessed  at  the  same  time,  or  for  the  same 
period,  and  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  separate  taxation  of  ground  rents  was  considered 
in  1836,  in  the  case  of  Philadelphia  Library  Company  ?:.s\ 
Ingham,  1  "Wharton,  72,  where  the  owner  of  the  ground 
upon  which  a  ground  rent  was  charged  claimed  the  right 
to  deduct  the  taxes  he  had  paid  on  the  land  itself  from  the 
amount  of  ground  rent  due.  The  Court  held:  The  owner 
of  a  ground  rent  in  fee  is  not  liable  for  any  part  of  the  taxes 
assessed  upon  the  land  out  of  which  the  rent  issues.  It 
was  explicitly  said  in  this  case  that,  by  the  Act  of  1799, 
ground  rents  are  treated  as  a  species  of  property  distinct 
from  the  land  out  of  which  they  issue,  and  were  by  that 
Act  expressly  subjected  to  taxation  eo  nomine. 

Again,  the  converse  of  this  was  decided  in  the  case  of 
Robinson  vs.  County  of  Allegheny,  7  Pa.  St.,  161,  where 
it  was  held  that  "Tlie  owner  of  the  land  subject  to  the  rent 
was  not  liable  to  pay  taxes  assessed  upon  the  ground  rent." 
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Tlie  right  of  separate  assessments  of  ground  rents  for 
purposes  of  taxation  is  recognized  and  referred  to  in  the  Act 
of  January  23,  1849,  P.  L.  686,  which  Act  provides  that 
a  ground  rent  shall  not  be  discharged  nor  diverted  by 
Sheriff's  sale  of  the  land  out  of  w^hich  such  ground  rent 
issues,  but  such  ground  rent  shall  be  assessed  as  a  distinct 
estate,  and  payment  of  any  tax  or  assessment  imposed 
thereon  shall  be  assessed  in  like  manner  as  in  other  cases 
of  real  estate." 

Again,  in  Allegheny  County,  by  Act  of  Assembly, 
ground  rents  are  expressly  exempted  from  taxation  except 
for  State  purposes. 

Act  of  May  15,  1871,  P.  L.  868. 

All  doubts  upon  this  question  are  finally  removed  by 
the  Act  of  April  29,  1844,  P.  L.  497,  which  in  express 
terms  includes  ground  rents  in  the  list  of  subjects  therein 
specified  as  subject  to  valuation  and  assessment  for  taxation 
for  all  State  and  county  purposes. 

I  therefore  reach  the  conclusion  that  ground  rents  con- 
sidered as  separate  from  the  ground  are  proper  subjects 
of  taxation  and  capable  of  being  taxed  for  City  purposes. 

The  next  question  raises  the  general  subject  of  the  taxa- 
tion of  institutions  of  public  charity,  or  more  particularly 
the  right  of  taxation  of  ground  rents  when  held  by  such 
an  institution. 

I  have  at  first  questioned  the  right  of  such  an  institu- 
tion to  hold  ground  rents;  ground  rents  being  clearly  real 
estate,  would,  without  special  provision  of  law,  be  within 
the  rule  which  restricts  certain  charitable  institutions  in 
their  ownership  of  real  estate;  but  I  find  that  the  Act  of 
]\lay  8,  1876,  P.  L.  143,  permits  such  institutions  to  in- 
vest in  ground  rents. 

Assuming,  then,  that  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  is  le- 
gally the  owner  of  this  ground  rent,  wh}^  should  they  not 
pay  the  tax  charged  against  it? 

It  is  surely  the  right  and  the  duty  of  the  proper  author- 
ities in  making  assessments,  to  include  such  property  as  is 
the  subject  of  .this  query.  Failure  to  do  so  would  free  a 
very  large  amount  of  property  in  the  aggregate  from  the 
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burdens  to  wliicli  other  similar  property  is  subject.  As 
the  freeing'  of  any  })roperty  from  such  assessment  produces 
an  unjust  inequality  of  taxation  by  an  increase  in  the  rates 
charged  up(m  the  remainder,  the  presumption  should  be  in 
favor  of  tlie  charge.  The  burden  of  estabhshing  freedom 
from  taxation  rests  upon  those  claiming  such  exemption. 
"A  claimant  of  exemption  from  taxation  must  show  affirm- 
ative legislation  in  support  of  his  claim." 

City  r.S'.  Barber,  34  W.  X.  C,  155. 

The  power  of  exemption  from  taxation  by  the  Legisla- 
ture has  been  limited  by  the  new  Constitution,  Article  IX, 
Section  1,  which  specifies  and  restricts  the  classes  of  prop- 
erty Avhich  may  be  exempted  by  the  Legislature,  among 
these  being  '^institutions  of  a  purely  public  charity." 

Acting  in  pursuance  of  this  Constitutional  limit,  the 
Legislature  has  by  a  general  law  exercised  the  power  of  ex- 
emption in  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  May  14,  1874,  P.  L. 
158.  This  Act  provides  that  "All  churches,  .  .  hos- 
pitals .  .  and  institutions  of  learning,  benevolence 
and  charity,  with  the  grounds  thereto  annexed  and  neces- 
sary for  the  occupancy  and  enjoyment  of  the  same,  found, 
endowed  and  maintained  by  public  or  private  charity  .  . 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  exempted  from  all  and  every 
county,  city,  borough,  bounty,  road,  school  and  poor  tax.'' 

This  Act  of  Exemption  must  be  strictly  construed,  as 
it  creates  a  favored  class  of  property  relieved  from  the  com- 
mon burden  of  taxation,  while  it  shares  in  the  common 
benefit  and  advantage  derived  from  government,  for  the 
support  of  which  taxes  are  levied. 

Under  this  strict  construction,  only  the  hospital  build- 
ings, with  the  ground  thereto  annexed  and  necessary  for 
the  occupancy  and  enjoyment  of  the  same,  can  escape  the 
general  tax  levy.  jSTumerous  cases  have  been  decided  by 
the  Courts,  clearly  specifying  the  limit  of  the  exemption 
in  similar  cases.  It  seems  that  only  the  buildings  actually 
in  use  for  hospital  purposes  are  exempt. 

"A  building  once  used  as  a  hospital,  but  wdiich  use  has 
been  discontinued,  is  liable  to  taxation  until  such  use  is 
resumed."  -^ 

Philadelphia  vs.  Jewish  Hospital,  148  Pa.  Sti,  454. 
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Buildings  owned  by  a  college,  located  witliin  tlie  enclos- 
ure of  the  college  grounds  and  occuj^ied  as  residences  by 
persons  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  institution  as  instruc- 
tors, are  exempt;  but  not  buildings  outside  the  enclosure, 
even  though  occuj)ied  by  members  of  the  faculty. 

J^orthampton  Co.  vs.  Lafayette  College,  128  Pa.  St., 
133. 

And  directly  in  point  is  this  case: 

Farm  land  belonging  to  a  college,  worked  by  its  students 
and  from  which  it  receives  a  revenue,  is  not  exempt. 
Thiol  College  vs.  Mercer,  101  Pa.  St.,  530. 

The  general  principle  is  clearly  established  that  prop- 
erty belonging  to  such  an  institution,  but  not  actually  used 
in  the  work  of  the  institution,  is  not  exempt,  even  though 
the  entire  revenue  from  such  property  is  applied  to  the  use 
and  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution. 

See  Young  Men's  Christian  Ass'n  vs.  Donohugh,  7  W. 
K  C,  208. 

See  American  Sunday  School  Union  vs.  Taylor,  34  W. 
K  C,  320. 

See  Wagner  Free  Institute  vs.  Phila.,  132  Pa.  St.,  612. 

The  Act  of  1874,  above  cited,  also  contains  a  proviso 
which  is  explicit  and  restrictive:  "Provided,  That  all 
property,  real  or  personal,  other  than  that  which  is  in  actual 
use  and  occupation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  and  from 
which  any  income  or  revenue  is  derived,  shall  be  subject  to 
taxation  except  where  exempted  by  law  for  State  pur- 
poses." 

Act  of  1874,  May  14,  P.  L.  158. 

Thus  we  reach  the  conclusion  that  all  property  not  act- 
ually in  the  occupation  of  the  association  or  company  stands 
upo]i  the  same  footing  as  all  other  taxable  property  to 
whomsoever  belonging,  without  regard  to  the  purposes, 
beneficial,  charitable  or  otherwise,  to  which  such  income 
may  be  applicable. 

It  appears  to  be  clear  that  the  taxes  in  this  case  upon  the 
ground  in  question  having  been  lawfully  assessed,  and  not 
being  exempt  by  any  law,  are  recoverable. 
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The  first  query  is  as  to  tlie  method  of  recovery,  With- 
out discussing  the  question  as  to  whether  a  hen  can  be  filed 
against  a  ground  rent,  or  resolving  the  doubt  as  to  the  legality 
of  a  levy  made  upon  the  personal  property  of  the  Hospi- 
tal for  the  recovery  of  the  taxes  in  question,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  an  ample  remedy  exists  by  personal  action. 

Taxes  are  a  personal  debt  due  by  the  person  against 
whom  they  are  lawfully  assessed,  and  suit  may  be 
brought  to  enforce  their  payment.  Full  power  and  au- 
thority to  bring  such  suit  is  conferred  upon  the  Treasurer  of 
the  County  of  Philadelphia  by  Act  of  April  16,  1845,P. 
L.  496, 

This  power  was  transferred  to  the  Peceiver  of  Taxes  by 
the  Act  of  April  12,  1859,  P.  L.  543,  which  provides  that 
"All  powers  and  authority  conferred  upon  the  Treasurer 
of  the  County  of  Philadelphia"  are  "hereby  conferred  upon 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  Act  of  March  11,  1846,  P,  L.  30,  provides  that 
"Recoveiy  may  be  had  on  claims  for  taxes  ...  by 
an  action  of  debt  to  recover  a  general  judgment  against 
the  debtor." 

The  new  procedure  of  1887  provides  that  all  demands 
heretofore  recoverable  in  debt  assumpsit  or  covenant  shall 
hereafter  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  an  "action  in  as- 
sumpsit." 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  tax  refen-ed  to  and  as- 
sessed against  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  upon  a  ground 
rent  owned  by  them  is  recoverable,  but  that  under  the 
law  it  is  not  ad^'isable  to  file  a  lien  nor  make  a  levy,  inas- 
much as  it  appears  that  the  rights  of  all  parties  can  be  heard 
and  fully  enforced  by  a  personal  action  of  assumpsit,  to 
be  instituted  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  in  the  name  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  against  the  said  hospital.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  20th  ult.,  submitting 
request  for  an  ^'opinion  upon  the  eligibility  of  a  member, 
who,  after  being  elected,  shall  change  his  domicile,  giving 
lip  his  residence  and  removing  to  the  country — a  married 
man  with  a  family.  But  in  order  to  retain  his  citizenship, 
he  claims  residence  in  the  Ward  by  the  renting  of  a  room," 
is  before  me  for  reply. 

The  law  as  stated  by  you,  ''that  school  directors  shall 
reside  in  the  Ward  for  which  they  are  elected,  and  a  re- 
moval from  the  Ward  shall  cause  a  vacancy  in  the  said 
Board,  which  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  in  which  said 
vacancy  occurs,"  is  entirely  correct. 

The  only  question  then  remaining,  is  one  of  fact,  and 
that  is  as  to  whether  the  said  Director  has  his  residence 
now  in  the  said  Ward  or  elsewhere.  As  to  such  fact,  a 
learned  writer  upon  the  law  put  it, — "Two  things  must  con- 
cur to  constitute  domicile,  first,  residence  ;  secondly,  the 
intention  of  making  a  home  by  the  party  ;  there  must  be 
the  fact  and  the  intent."  Fact,  as  here  used,  means  some 
physical  act.  Intent  means  the  mental  determination 
with  which  it  is  done.  The  first  may  be  open  to  observa- 
tion ;  the  second  may  be  known  only  to  the  individual 
himself. 

"Undoubtedly  (says  Judge  Agnew,  in  Fry's  Election 
Case,  reported  in  11  Pa.  St.,  302),  residence  is  a  question 
of  intention.  Tn  cases  involving  it,  the  inquiry  is  quo 
aninio  the  party  either  moved  to  or  from  the  State.  And 
upon  the  solution  of  this  question  depends  the  fact,  whether 
the  petitioner  (in  the  case  before  us,  the  Director),  has 
gained  or  lost  a  residence." 

And  further  on,  as  to  the  meaning  of  theterm  "residence" 
he  says  :    "It  moans  that  place  where  the  elector  makes  his 
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permanent  or  true  home,  his  principal  place  of  business, 
and  his  family  r(>sidcnce,  if  he  have  one  ;  where  he  intends 
to  remain  indefinitely,  and  without  a  present  intention  to 
depart  ;  when  he  leaves  it  he  intends  to  return  to  it,  and 
after  his  return  he  deems  himself  at  home.  It  remains 
now  to  apply  these  characteristics  of  residence  to  the  case 
in  hand." 

These  the  the  principles  of  law  that  refer  to  this  subject. 
It  is,  of  course,  impossible  for  me  to  apply  them  to  facts 
unless  said  facts  are  distinctly  and  beyond  doubt  fully 
kno\vn  or  agreed  upon.  I  regret  that  I  cannot,  for 
these  reasons,  decide  the  case  for  you  conclusively.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  favor  of  May  2,  stating  the  fol- 
lowing facts  and  ashing  my  opinion  thereon  : 

"Joseph  Bird  is  the  contractor  for  making  certain  altera- 
tions to  the  property  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Eighth 
and  Arch  streets.  In  making  the  alterations  they  will  not 
disturb  any  part  of  the  iron  work  or  masonry  ;  removing 
only  the  sash  and  putting  in  new  sash  back  to  the  line  of  the 
])resent  front  (the  former  sash '  extending  twelve  inches 
into  the  sidewalk).  The  alterations  as  the  building  are  of 
an  extensive  character  in  that  the  entire  first  floor  of  the 
l)uilding  is  remodelled.  These  alterations,  however,  with 
tlie  exception  above  mentioned,  will  l)e  confined  to  the 
Eighth  street  front." 

The  Ordinance  of  February  12,  1880,  in  relation  to  the 
width  of  Arch  street,  provides  :  "  That  the  Department 
of  Surveys  be,  and  is,  hereby  directed  to  widen  Arch  street, 
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on  the  nortli  and  south  lines  thereof,  from  Eighth  street 
to  the  River  Schuylkill,  on  the  City  plan,  so  that  hereafter 
the  width  of  Arch  street  shall  be  seventy-two  (72)  feet  from 
the  building  line,  or  thirty-six  (36)  feet  from  the  now  estab- 
lished centre  line  of  said  Arch  street  :  Provided,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  not  extend  to  any  buildings  now  erected 
on  said  Arch  street,  and  shall  extend  to  all  buildings  that 
may  hereafter  be  erected  or  altered  fronting  on  said  street, 
and  the  Department  of  Surveys  shall  prepare  a  plan  of  said 
street  s'howing  all  buildings  that  will  be  affected  by  said 
widening." 

The  terms  of  this  ordinance  require  all  buildings  to  re- 
cede that  may  hereafter  be  erected  or  altered,  fronting  on 
Arch  street.  In  the  present  case,  as  it  is  not  a  new  build- 
ing, the  question  is,  are  the  changes  or  alterations  such  as 
require  a  recession.  This  Department  has  uniformly  held 
that  the  alteration  must  be  a  substantial  one,  in  order  to 
compel  the  owner  to  recede.  If  tlie  building  is  altered 
so  as  to  bring  it  within  the  ordinance  it  is  clear  it  must  re- 
cede. The  facts  here  are  that  the  whole  front  of  the  first 
floor  on  Arch  street  and  on  Eighth  street,  to  the  second  floor 
girders,  have  been  torn  out  and  removed,  and  nothing  now 
remains  except  an  iron  column  and  the  south  and  west  walls 
supporting  the  rest  of  the  building  ;  or,  as  stated  in  your 
communication,  "  the  alterations  to  the  building  are  of 
an  extensive  character,  in  that  the  entire  first  floor  of  the 
building  is  remodelled."  The  alterations  therefore  are 
substantial. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  said  alterations  are  clearly  within 
the  terms  of  the  ordinance,  and  that  the  building  must 
recede  so  that  Arch  street  shall  be  seventy-two  feet  in 
width,  as  contemplated  by  the  ordinance.

Deae  Sik  : — Yours  of  tlie  11th  inst,  is  received,  en- 
closing copy  of  ordinance  as  follows  : 

"AK   OKDIISTAI^CE 

Eegulating  the  wage  rate  of  laborers  engaged  upon  City 
contract  work. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  hereafter  all  contrac- 
tors who  desire  to  bid  for  contracts  to  collect  and  destroy 
garbage,  clean  streets,  pave  and  re-pave  streets,  lay  gas  or 
water  mains,  build  sewers,  etc.,  shall  first  file  a  bond  or 
agreement  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  to  pay  their 
help  on  said  work  not  less  than  the  minimum  rate  of  wages 
paid  by  the  City  to  her  laborers.  All  ordinances  or  parts 
of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed."  An  "  opinion  as  to  whether  such  bill, 
if  passed  by  Councils,  would  be  legal,"  is  requested. 

Contracts  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  are  awarded  in  the 
method  prescribed  under  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
of  May  23,  1874,  as  follows  :  "All  stationery,  printing, 
paper  and  fuel  used  in  the  Councils,  and  in  other  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  government,  and  all  work  and  materials 
required  by  the  City,  shall  be  furnished,  and  the  printing 
and  all  other  kinds  of  work  to  be  done  for  the  City,  shall 
be  performed  under  contract  to  be  given  to  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance." 

The  Sixth  Section  of  Article  IV,  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
of  May  23,  1889,  applying  to  cities  of  the  third  class  is,  as 
you  will  perceive,  almost  identical  in  form  with  the  sec- 
tion of  the  Act  of  1874  above  quoted  :  "All  stationery, 
paper  and  fuel  used  in  the  Councils,  and  in  other  Depart- 


ments  of  tlie  City  government,  and  all  work  and  materials 
reqnired  by  the  City  shall  be  furnished,  and  the  printing, 
advertising  and  all  other  kinds  of  work  to  be  done  for  the 
City,  except  ordinary  repairs  of  highways,  shall  be  per- 
formed nnder  contract  to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  nnder  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance." 

The  City  of  Reading  is  a  city  of  the  third  class.  The 
Commissioners  of  the  "Water  Department  of  that  city  un- 
der authority  of  Councils  jDrepared  plans  and  specifications, 
and  invited  proposals  for  the  construction  of  an  inlet,  and 
in  "said  specifications  stipulated  that  the  person  to  whom 
the  contract  should  be  awarded  should  not  employ  any 
laborer,  artisan,  or  mechanic  upon  the  said  work  who  was 
not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  said  con- 
tractor should  not  pay  less  for  labor  on  said  work  than  $1.50 
per  day  for  every  person  employed."  A  contract  for  said 
work  was  awarded  to  a  certain  bidder  on  the  basis 
of  the  said  specifications,  and  an  injunction  was  thereupon 
apj)lied  for  and  granted  to  restrain  said  Commissioners,  as 
well  as  the  said  city,  from  executing  said  contract  with 
said  bidder  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Berks 
County,  on  the  ground  that  such  an  award  would  l)e  un- 
lawful and  void,  which  judgment  was  affirmed  on  March 
18,  1805,  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  point  in  the  latter  case,  you  see,  is  exactly  analo- 
gous to  that  in  the  one  submitted  by  you  to  me.     I  there- 
fore say  to  you  that  such  an  ordinance  Avill  be  illegal.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  communication  of  the 
18th  inst.,  respecting  safety  guards  upon  passenger  ele- 
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vators,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May 
80,  1895,  is  clear  and  explicit  in  its  provisions.  The  lan- 
guage is,  "That  all  elevators  that  are  now  in  nse,  or  that 
"may  hereafter  be  constrncted  in  this  State  for  the  car- 
"riage  of  passenr/ers,  are  reqnired  to  have  placed  thereon 
"or  attached  thereto,  sncli  automatic  locking  device,  elec- 
"trical  or  mechanical  as  will  hold  immovable  and  secure 
"the  carriage  used  in  such  elevator  while  any  gate,  door 
"or  doors  at  the  landing  that  is  used  for  entrance  thereto 
"or  exit  therefrom  is  or  are  open  and  unsecured." 

Messrs.  Hughes  &  ]\Iuller  inquire  whether  this  Act  ap- 
plies to  an  elevator  used  by  them  from  the  first  to  the  se- 
cond floor  of  their  store  for  the  exclusive  use  of  their  em- 
ployees. 

My  opinion  is,  that  the  said  Act  unquestionably  applies 
to  such  an  elevator.  Employees  are  passengers  quite  as 
much  as  any  customer.  The  Act  contemplates  the  pro- 
tection of  the  lives  and  limbs  of  persons,  and  the  term  "pas- 
senger" means  any  person  or  persons  using  the  same,  as 
distinguished  from  the  term  "freight." 

If  an  elevator  is  constructed  for  the  carriage  of  em- 
ployees, it  is  a  passenger  elevator,  and  not  a  freight  elevator. 
Tlie  Act  is  not  restricted  in  its  application  to  any  class  of 
persons  ;  it  is  broad  and  extensive  and  its  requirements 
must  be  observed  whenever  persons  are  carried  from  one 
story  to  another.

Deak  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  18tli  inst.,  stating  that 
"adjoining  the  public  scliool   house,   northeast  corner  of 
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Twelfth  and  Locust  streets,  on  tlie  north,  AVilliam  R. 
Dougherty  is  about  to  erect  a  five-story  building.  He  pro- 
poses to  remove  the  north  wall  of  the  school  property  in 
order  to  get  a  sufiiciently  heavy  wall  for  his  work ;  that  the 
erection  of  this  wall  will  very  seriously  interfere  with  the 
light  and  air  of  the  school  house,"  and  asking  if  anything 
can  be  done  to  prevent  the  erection  of  this  wall. 

I  assume  from  this,  that  the  old  wall  being  insufficient 
for  the  purposes  of  the  new  building  about  to  be  erected 
by  Mr.  Dougherty,  he  is  erecting  a  new  party  wall  in  ac- 
■cordance  with  law  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Building 
Inspectors.  If  this  is  so,  nothing  can  be  done  in  law  to  pre- 
vent the  erection  of  the  wall,  as  a  private  owner  has  a  per- 
fect right  to  improve  his  own  land  as  he  sees  fit.  If,  how- 
ever, there  should  be  any  encroachment  upon  the  property 
•of  the  City,  that  can  be  stopped  immediately.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — A  c©py  of  the  Joint  Resolution  of  Coun- 
cils, of  May  7,  1896,  in  reference  to  the  pollution  of  the 
City's  water  supply,  was  received  by  me  on  the  lltli  inst. 
Prior  to  its  receipt,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Water,  I  had  an  investigation  made  mth  a 
view  of  ascertaining,  if  possible,  the  cause  from  time  to 
time  of  the  discoloration  thereof.  As  a  result  of  such  in- 
vestigation I  herewith  submit  to  your  Honorable  Bodies 
the  following  facts: 

1.  In  operating  collieries  in  certain  counties  of  the  State, 
vast  quantities  of  coal  dust,  commonly  known  as  "culm 
banks,"  are  deposited  in  and  about  the  mines  and  lands  ad- 
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jaoent  thereto.  I'liis  deposit  is  subsequently  carried  by 
rains  into  the  creeks  or  other  water-courses  tributary  to  the 
Schuylkill,  and  through  these  into  that  river. 

2.  There  have  been  established  within  five  or  six  years, 
in  the  vicinity  of  certain  coal  mines,  a  number  of  mechani- 
cal contrivances  called  "washeries,"  for  the  purpose,  it 
seems,  of  rendering  the  products  of  the  mines  merchantable 
which  theretofore  had  been  considered  as  waste  material. 
By  these  contrivances  the  coal  is  washed  by  water,  and  pass- 
ing through  a  number  of  screens,  the  dirt,  dust  and  water 
therefrom  is  carried  by  means  of  troughs  into  near-by 
streams,  and  from  thence  also  into  the  Schuylkill  River. 

3.  In  consequence  of  this  coal  dust  going  into  the  river, 
it  settles  and  accumulates  in  the  several  locks,  pools  and 
dams,  and  when  the  latter  are  stirred  up  by  floods  result- 
ing from  heavy  rains,  it  is  carried  down  the  stream. 

4.  The  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Coal  &  Iron  Company, 
lessees  of  the  Schuylkill  i^Tavigation  Company,  in  order 
to  facilitate  navigation,  dredge,  whenever  needful,  the 
channel  of  the  river,  and  the  dirt  thus  excavated  is  carried 
by  scows  to  a  point  removed  from  the  channel  and  dumped 
into  the  river. 

The  principles  of  law  applicable  hereto  are  that,  while  a 
coal  operator  or  miner  has  the  right  to  deposit  the  refuse  of 
mines  upon  his  own  land,  yet  he  can  only  do  so  in  such 
manner  that  there  shall  be  no  injury  resulting  therefrom 
to  the  rights  of  others.  If  the  disposition  of  such  dirt 
or  refuse  necessarily  results  in  injury,  such  operator  is 
liable  in  damages,  and  he  may  also  be  restrained  from  fur- 
ther continuing  it.  Thus,  for  illustration,  if  dirt  is  placed 
on  ground  so  contiguous  to  a  stream  that  by  ordinary  rain- 
storms such  dirt  is  necessarily  washed  into  the  river,  the 
person  so  depositing  it  is  liable  if  injury  ensues.  If,  how- 
ever, the  dirt  can  only  reach  the  river  in  consequence  of  an 
unusually  heavy  storm,  this  fact  might  relieve  such  per- 
son from  liability. 

The  conclusion,  therefore,  follows  that  if  an  operator 
cannot  place  refuse  matter  upon  his  land  in  such  a  situa- 
tion where,  by  an  ordinary  storm,  it  may  be  earned  into 
streams  contiguous  thereto,  so  as  to  cause  injury,  much  less 
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can  lie  construct  an  apparatus  for  the  express  purpose  o£ 
conveying  such  dirt  directly  from  his  premises  into  the 
river,  as  is  now  being  done,  as  above  stated,  by  a  number  of 
coal  operators  on  the  Schuylkill  and  its  tributaries. 

In  answer  to  your  Resolution  as  to  "what  are  the  proper 
legal  steps  to  be  taken  to  protect  the  City's  water  supply 
against  these  violations  of  the  law,"  my  answer  is  that  there 
should  be  a  bill  in  equity  filed  to  restrain  the  unlawful 
placing  of  dirt  either  in  the  said  river,  or  in  such  a  situation 
that  it  can  be  washed  into  the  same.

In  re  Final  Payment — Reiyalrs  to  CoJiochsink  Sewer. 

Thomas  M.  Thompson,  Esq., 

Director  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  4th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  final  payment  to  Joseph  McParland  for  the  construc- 
tion of  Cohocksink  Sewer,  received.  In  it  you  allege  that 
there  is  still  due  Mr.  McParland  for  this  work  $5278.36, 
and  that  your  department  has  delayed  drawing  a  warrant 
therefor  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  number  of  claims  have 
been  filed  with  your  department  against  the  said  contrac- 
tor for  labor  and  materials  furnished  in  the  completion  of 
the  said  work. 

I  assume  that  in  the  contract  made  with  Joseph  McPar- 
land there  is  no  provision  whereby  the  contractor  has 
agreed  to  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  full  compen- 
sation has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  materials 
used  in  the  work. 

Section  168  of  the  specifications,  as  quoted  in  the  com- 
munication of  the  Chief  Engineer  to  yourself  under  date 
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of  April  2i),  lSi)G,  does  not  include  claims  due  by  the  con- 
tractor for  labor  or  materials  as  above  described,  but  refers 
only  to  suits  or  actions  aiiainst  tlie  City  of  Philadelphia 
by  such  contractor  himself. 

I  have  communicated  with  you  in  reference  to  the  con- 
tract of  C.  P.  Grim  6z  Company,  and  as  you  state  that 
that  case  is  similar  to  the  present  one,  my  opinion  as  therein 
given  will  be  your  guide  in  tliis. 

I  understand  that  there  is  a 'suit  against  the  City  for 
damages  caused  by  the  unlawful  act  or  the  negligence  of 
Joseph  ]\lcParland  in  the  construction  of  the  C^ohocksink 
Sewer.  The  amount  involved  is  less  than  $500.  I  would 
suggest  that  you  in  the  usual  way  see  that  the  City  is  pro- 
tected against  this  claim.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  in  reference  to  the  dra^ving  of 
a  warrant  for  the  balance  due  C.  P.  Grim  &  Company, 
contractors  for  the  construction  of  the  Subway  sewer,  re- 
ceived. 

It  appears  there  have  been  filed  with  your  department 
fourteen  claims  against  C.  P.  Grim  &  Company,  for  mate- 
rials and  labor  furnished  them  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  sewer,  amounting  to  $17,396.92,  and 
that  the  said  contractors  also  owe  the  Bureaus  of  Highways 
and  AVater,  $160.20. 

Tf  the  contractors  did  not  agree  that  they  would  furnish 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  payment  for  all  labor  done  and 
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material  fiiniislied  in  connection  with  the  constrnction  of 
the  said  sewer,  as  is  reqnired  under  ordinances  in  reference 
to  main  sewers,  then  the  City  has  no  right  to  refuse  pay- 
ment to  the  said  contractors  because  of  unpaid  claims  ex- 
isting against  them  for  labor  done  or  materials  furnished 
under  their  contract.  If,  however,  the  contractors  agreed 
to  furnish  such  evidence,  they  will  be  bound  to  comply 
therewith. 

The  liability  of  contractors  as  to  this  Subway  sewer  is 
not  affected  by  the  fact  that  ordinances  authorizing  the 
construction  of  main  sewers  contain  a  provision,  as  follows : 
"  The  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  give  one  month's 
notice  of  the  date  of  final  payment  and  satisfactory  evi- 
dence shall  be  furnished  that  full  compensation  has  been 
made  for  labor  done  and  material  furnished  previous  to 
drawing  warrants  for  final  payment." 

This  kind  of  provision  is  not  inserted  in  general  ordi- 
nances relating  to  contracts  for  sewers,  and  would  not  there- 
fore be  considered  as  part  of  this  contract,  as  has  been  de- 
cided in  the  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Jewell,  135  Pa.  St., 
329. 

Where  there  is  a  general  ordinance  requiring  all  con- 
tracts with  the  City  to  contain  certain  stipulations,  such 
stijDulations  are  considered  to  be  in  every  contract  subse- 
quently made,  although  in  point  of  fact  they  may  not  be 
therein  set  forth.  Furthermore,  in  the  case  under  con- 
sideration, the  contract  as  drawn  with  C.  P.  Grim  &  Com- 
pany was  approved  by  ordinance.  Only  in  cases  where 
the  contractor  has  agreed  to  produce  evidence  that  full 
compensation  has  been  made  for  labor  done  and  materials 
furnished,  may  final  payment  be  refused  until  such  evi- 
dence has  been  produced. 

As  to  the  deduction  of  $50  per  day,  as  liquidated  dam- 
ages, that  is  a  matter  within  your  discretion.  If  you  make 
settlement  with  C.  P.  Grim  &  Company,  it  would  be  well 
to  include  therein  a  release  of  all  claims  for  damages  which 
C  P.  Grim  &  Company  may  consider  they  have  against 
the  City,  so  that  they  may  be  precluded  from  bringing  suit 
hereafter.  This  is  also  a  matter,  however,  within  your  dis- 
cretion, and  as  to  which  you  can  safely  rely  upon  your  own 
judgment. 
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Mr.  Fill,  one  of  tlie  assistants  in  tliis  office,  wrote  yon^ 
I  understand,  in  reference  to  a  claim  for  damages  against 
the  City  arising  ont  of  the  construction  of  this  sewer  by 
C.  P.  Grim  &  Company.  I  would  suggest  that  you  see 
that  the  City  is  protected  in  the  usual  manner  against  the 
claims  for  damages.

Dear  Sir: — Your  commuincation  in  reference  to  a  per- 
mit to  introduce  water  into  a  building  on  Lawrence  street, 
south  of  Sedgley  avenue,  received. 

It  appears  that  the  property  referred  to  fronts  on  Law- 
rence street;  that  this  street  is  dedicated  but  not  marked 
on  the  City  plan;  that  it  runs  to  a  dead  end,  and  will,  in 
all  probability,  as  you  estimate,  never  be  placed  on  the  City 
plan.  That  the  owner  of  a  propert}^  desiring  to  have  water 
introduced  into  his  premises  will  be  required  to  lay,  at  his 
own  expense,  the  necessary  pipe  along  the  street,  and  that 
he  has  requested  your  Department  to  grant  him  a  permit 
for  that  purpose.  You  state  that  there  is  very  little  likeli- 
hood of  the  City  ever  laying  water  pipe  on  this  street.  The 
Chief  of  the  Water  Bureau,  referring  to  the  ordinance  of 
January  29,  1855,  Section  2,  claims  that  he  lias  no  au- 
thority to  issue  a  permit  on  Lawrence  street  without  the 
payment  of  the  pipe  frontage,  and  that  the  position  of  his 
Bureau  is  supported  by  the  resolution  of  Councils'  Commit- 
tee on  "Water,  under  date  of  July  24,  1855. 

Section  2,  of  the  ordinance  of  1855,  undoubtedly  refers 
to  the  granting  of  a  permit  to  property  upon  a  street  in 
which  water  pipe  has  been  laid,  and  directs  that  unless  a 
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receipt,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  payment  for 
tlie  pipe  be  exhibited,  no  permit  be  granted  for  the  use 
of  the  water. 

It  may  be  possible,  as  Mr.  Graff  states  it,  that  as  a  matter 
of  cantion  it  was  desirable  for  the  Department,  before 
granting  a  permit  to  introduce  water,  to  require  the  pay- 
ment of  the  frontage  charges,  even  though  no  pipe  had 
been  laid  upon  the-  street.  In  granting  such  a  permit  to 
use  the  water,  connection  would  be  made  with  the  pipe  on 
some  street,  possibly  across  private  property,  as  was  a  very 
common  custom  some  j'ears  ago  in  certain  building  opera- 
tions, and  in  order  to  prevent  a  property  owner  from  resist- 
ing jDayment  for  water  pipe  subsequently  laid  upon  the 
street  on  which  the  property  fronted,  the  Water  Depart- 
ment may  have  insisted  upon  the  payment  of  the  frontage 
charges  before  granting  the  permit.  There  is  nothing  in 
the  ordinance  of  January  29,  1855,  however,  which  refers 
to  such  a  case. 

William  Nelson  West,  Esq.,  City  Solicitor,  in  speaking 
of  this  ordinance  of  January  29,  1855,  in  an  opinion  dated 
March  20,  18S2,  says:  ^'  The  ordinance  of  January  29, 
1855,  above  referred  to,  w^as  drawn  to  compel  a  lot  owner 
to  pay  for  city  pipe  laid  in  front  of  his  property  before  he 
shall  have  the  use  of  the  water,  and  this  is  the  purpose  of 
the  second  section  thereof." 

In  the  case  referred  to  by  you,  inasmuch  as  there  is  very 
little  likelihood,  as  you  state  it,  of  the  City  ever  laying 
water  pipe  on  Lawrence  street,  I  think  you  have  the  right 
to  grant  a  permit  to  the  owner,  he  paying  the  expenses  of 
laying  the  pipe. 

I  would  suggest  as  a  matter  of  precaution,  however,  that 
it  would  be  well  to  have  it  understood  with  the  owner,  that 
the  granting  of  this  permit  to  introduce  water  will  in  no 
wise  relieve  him  from  any  future  liability  for  water  pipe 
which  the  City  may  hereafter  lay  on  Lawrence  street.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  enclosing  a 
resolntion  of  the  Board  of  Ilio-liway  Supervisors  directing 
the  President  of  the  Board  to  obtain  an  opinion  from  the 
City  Solicitor  as  to  the  right  of  any  property  owner  or 
tenant  to  erect  a  canvas  covered  awning,  or  any  other  awn- 
ing, without  first  complying  with  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  the  ordinance  of  June  15,  1894,  by  obtaining  a  permit 
from  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors. 

In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows:  The  Act  of  April  15, 
1828,  (P.  L.  626),  conferred  on  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the  power  to  regulate 
by  ordinance,  from  time  to  time,  and  establish  such  and  so 
many  rules  and  regulations  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient 
for  the  better  regulation  of  porches,  porticos,  benches,  door- 
steps, railings,  bulks  (jr  jut-windows,  areas,  cellar  doors  and 
cellar  windows,  signs,  sign  posts,  boards,  poles,  frames,  awn- 
ings, awning  posts,  or  other  devices  or  projections  over, 
under,  into,  or  otherwise  occupjdng  the  sidewalk  or  other 
portion  of  any  of  the  streets,  lanes,  or  alleys. 

The  Legislature  having  in  express  terms  conferred  upon 
Councils  the  power  to  regulate  the  whole  matter  of  pro- 
jections across  sidewalks,  that  body  has  declared  certain 
things  to  be  public  nuisances,  and  by  the  ordinance  of  De- 
cember 31,  1855,  Sections  3  and  5,  it  is  provided  that  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  or  renew  on  any  footway  or 
2:>avement,  any  post,  other  than  iron,  for  the  support  or 
suspension  of  awnings,  or  to  attach  any  rails  to  awning- 
posts  that  shall  be  less  than  seven  feet  six  inches  clear  from 
the  pavement:  Provided,  That  nothing  therein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  erection  or  maintenance 
of  any  permanent  sheds  across  the  sidewalk. 

By  the  ordinance  of  September  23,  1804,  Sections  3  and 
6,  it  is  declared  a  nuisance  to  place,  keep  or  maintain  any 
iiwnino-  which  shall  not  extend  to  the  lino  of  the  curb- 
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stone;  to  erect  or  renew  on  any  footway  any  awning  post 
other  than  iron,  or  to  attach  any  rails  thereto  less  than 
seven  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  above  such  footway,  or 
below  the  level  of  any  public  light,  from  sunset  to  suni-ise. 

The  ordinance  of  June  15,  1894,  provides,  "  that  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  erect  and 
construct,  or  have  constructed  and  erected  and  maintained, 
iron  awnings  without  wings,  over  the  sidewalks  of  their 
premises;  but  said  awnings  to  be  not  less  than  eight  feet 
six  inches  in  the  clear  head  room;  no  signs  to  be  displayed 
thereon,  except  the  names  of  the  owners  or  tenants  of  the 
premises  to  Avhich  said  awning  is  attached,  and  the  nature 
of  the  business  conducted  therein;  all  the  said  awnings  to 
be  supported  by  wrought  iron  stretchers  and  posts:  Pro- 
vided, That  no  such  awning  shall  be  erected  nor  constructed 
without  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors." 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  Councils  gave  the  right  to  erect 
awnings,  that  were  not  permanent  sheds,  over  the  footways 
of  the  City  :  Provided,  'No  post  other  than  iron  for  the 
support  or  suspension  of  awnings,  was  erected  or  renewed, 
or  that  the  awning  rails  were  not  less  than  seven  feet  six 
inches  in  the  clear  from  the  pavement. 

By  the  ordinance  of  1864,  the  right  to  erect  awnings 
was  still  recognized,  but  they  were  declared  a  nuisance  un- 
less they  extended  to  the  curbstone. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  ordinance  of 
June  15,  1894,  does  not  require  permits  by  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors  to  be  taken  out  before  a  canvas  cov- 
ered awning  can  be  erected,  inasmuch  as  the  said  ordinance 
only  refers  to  iron  awnings,  which  are  to  be  used  as  perma- 
nent sheds  and  which  were  theretofore  prohibited  by  the 
ordinance  of  December,  1855.  The  evident  intent  of 
Councils  by  the  ordinance  of  June  15,  1894,  being,  that 
while  such  iron  awnings  were  to  be  permitted,  yet  their 
erection  was  to  be  solely  under  the  supervision  of  the  said 
Board.

Deak  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  14tli  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  right  of  the  City  to  accept  an  obhgation  from  the 
Pennsylvania  Raih-oad  Company  to  constrnct  a  bridge  on 
the  Hne  of  Rha^^^l  street,  instead  of  tlie  bridge  formerly 
contemplated  on  the  line  of  Holmesbnrg  avenue,  received. 

It  appears  from  the  commuincation  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys,  that  in  accordance  ^vith  ordinance  ap- 
proved March  29,  1887,  there  was  a  revision  of  the  lines- 
and  grades  of  the  City  plan  along  the  line  of  the  Philadel- 
phia &  Trenton  Railroad,  from  Tacony  street  to  Penny- 
pack  creek,  in  the  Twenty-third  Ward;  that  this  revision 
provided  that  Delaware  avenue,  or  Rhawn  street,  should 
be  stricken  from  the  City  plan,  and  that  there  should  be 
sixteen  overhead  or  underhead  crossings,  between  said 
streets,  as  indicated  on  said  revised  plan ;  that  thereupon,  in 
accordance  with  this  ordinance,  the  said  railroad  company 
filed  an  agreement  that  at  their  own  cost  and  expense  they 
would  change  the  elevation  of  the  railroad  at  the  points 
indicated  on  said  revised  plan,  including  also  an  under- 
grade crossing  provided  for  at  ITolmesburg  avenue.  Sub- 
sequently, by  ordinance  of  January  30,  1896,  Councils 
directed  that  Rhawn  street,  or  Delaware  avenue,  should 
be  replaced  on  the  City  plan.  This  restored  the  old  street 
which  the  Board  of  Surveyors  had  stricken  off  in  the  revi- 
sion, under  the  said  ordinance  of  1887.  The  ordinance 
of  1896  provided  that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  should 
agTee  to  build  a  bridge  where  the  Philadelphia  &  Trenton 
Railroad  crossed  said  Rhawn  street.  The  railroad  com- 
pany is  now  willing  under  the  previous  agreement,  I  under- 
stand, to  build  the  bridge  on  Delaware  avenue,  or  Rhawn 
street,  in  place  of  the  bridge  on  Holmesburg  avenue. 
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You  request  uiy  opinion  as  to  \\\o  right  of  the  City  to 
accept  such  an  obligation  of  tlie  raih-oad  company  for  tlie 
construction  of  an  undergrade  bridge  on  the  line  of  Rhawn 
street  as  a  substitute  for  the  said  bridge  on  Ilolniesburg 
avenue. 

The  agreement  filed  by  the  railroad  company  under  the 
•rdinance  of  March  29,  1887,  obligated  the  said  company 
to  construct  a  bridge  on  Holmesburg  avenue  only,  and  the 
plan  as  revised  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors  was  contirmecl 
upon  the  filing  of  that  agreement. 

I  am  compelled,  therefore,  to  advise  you  that  there  is 
no  authority  in  your  department  to  change  the  agreement 
so  as  to  permit  the  railroad  company  to  substitute  a  bridge 
at  Delaware  avenue,  or  Rhawn  street,  in  lieu  of  one  at 
Holmesburg  avenue.  Councils  alone  can  authorize  the 
substitution  of  the  bridge  at  Rhawn  street,  or  Delaware 
avenue,  for  that  at  Holmesburg  avenue.  If  an  ordinance 
should  be  passed  which  relieved  the  railroad  company  from 
the  construction  of  an  undergrade  crossing  on  Holmesburg 
avenue,  the  said  company  could  thereupon  file  an  agree- 
ment under  the  ordinance  of  January  30,  1896,  for  the 
construction  of  an  undergrade  crossing  on  Delaware  ave- 
nue. An  Ordinance  of  Councils  only  can  authorize  you 
to  make  any  change  in  the  agreement.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  3d  inst.,  in  reference  to 
the  application  of  the  Philadelphia  Traction  Company,  les- 
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see  of  the  Seventcentli  and  A^ineteenth  Streets  Passenger 
[Railway  Company  to  the  Board  of  Surveyors  for  approval 
of  a  plan  for  a  curved  track  at  !N^ineteenth  and  Market 
streets,  received. 

You  state  that  the  said  Company  claim  that  the  said 
curved  track  is  a  completion  of  their  circuit  under  the 
powers  granted  by  the  Act  of  April  13,  1868  (P.  L.  978). 

You  furtlier  state  that  the  said  Company  already  have  a 
circuit  connection  as  required  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation, 
and  you  desire  my  oj)inion  as  to  the  duty  of  the  Board  to 
authorize  additional  connections  under  such  claim. 

The  Act  of  1868,  Section  1,  authorizes  the  extension  of 
the  tracks  of  the  Seventeenth  and  Nineteenth  Streets  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  north  and  south  of  Master  and 
Caii>enter  streets  respectively,  with  j)ower  to  complete  their 
circuit  on  any  street  running  east  and  west  that  may  be 
opened. 

The  circuit  referred  to  in  the  said  Act,  meant  a  circuit 
north  and  south  of  j\Iaster  and  Car[)enter  streets,  respec- 
tively. It  was  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  the  extension 
north  and  south,  of  the  tracks  of  the  company. 

The  Board  of  Surveyors  are  justified  in  refusing  to  ap- 
prove of  a  plan  for  a  railway,  unless  prima  facie  authority 
is  shown  to  construct  the  track.  The  Act  of  1868  does  not 
appear  to  confer  authority  to  make  the  connection  contem- 
plated, at  the  northeast  comer  of  Nineteenth  and  Market 
streets.  Under  the  Act  of  May  15,  1895  (P.  L.  65),  such 
connection  could  probably  be  made,  but  the  consent  of 
Councils  must  first  be  obtained.

Gentlemen  : — Your  favor  of  tlie  1st  iiist.,  inquiring 
whether,  under  Section  4  of  the  Act  of  May  16,  1895,  you 
shall  make  return  of  list  of  children  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  thirteen  years,  furnished  to  you  by  the  assessors, 
to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Sectional  School  Boards,  or  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  received. 

The  said  section  of  the  said  Act,  after  requiring  the 
assessors  to  return  to  the  County  Commissioners  an  enu- 
meration of  all  children,  as  aforesaid,  provides  that  the 
duty  of  the  County  Commissioners  thereupon,  shall  be  "  to 
certify  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  proper  school  dis- 
trict." 

By  the  Act  of  March  3,  1818,  the  City  and  County  of 
Philadelphia  was  created  and  denominated  "  The  Pirst 
School  District  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,"  and  by  said 
Act  there  was  also  established  in  the  said  City  and  County 
of  Philadelphia,  a  body  known  as  "  The  Controllers  of  the 
Public  Schools,"  as  well  as  various  Sectional  School  Boards. 
By  the  Act  of  March  15,  1870,  the  name  of  ''  School  Con- 
trollers "  was  changed  to  that  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  words  "  school  district "  as  applied  to  Philadeplhia, 
includes  the  entire  county,  and  the  term  "  district  "  is  used 
to  designate  the  whole  city  and  county  as  distinguished 
from  the  Sectional  School  Boards,  which  apply  only  to 
sub-division  usually  coterminous  with  the  different  wards. 
Under  the  Act  of  May  8,  1854  (P.  L.  617),  in  many  of 
the  counties  of  the  State  there  exists  a  number  of  school 
districts,  usually  co-extensive  with  townships,  boroughs  or 
cities  therein. 

It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  when  the  Act  of  1895  refers 
to    "  school    district,"    the    words    should    be    construed 
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as  applicable  to  tlie  City  and  County  of  Pliilaclelpliia,  in 
the  same  sense  in  which  they  were  used  by  the  Legislature 
in  creating-  it  such,  in  the  Act  of  March  3,  1818. 

I  therefore  advise  that  you  are  required  to  make  your 
return  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education.

Dear  Sir  :• — Your  communication  of  the  8tli  instant, 
requesting  certain  data  relative  to  the  rights  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill ISTavigation  Comj^any  and  its  lessee,  in  and  to  the 
Schuylkill  river,  together  with  my  opinion  upon  several 
points  in  reference  thereto,  was  duly  received. 

For  convenience  of  reply,  I  have  divided  your  nine  ques- 
tions into  two  classes, — one  class  including  those  request- 
ing copies  of  certain  documents  and  papers,  together  with 
information,  and  another  asking  for  an  opinion  as  to  the 
legal  propositions  involved. 

This  classification  requires  an  abandonment  of  the  num- 
erical order  in  which  they  were  submitted,  so  that  the  an- 
swers thereto  may  be  in  form  more  methodical  and  more 
easily  apprehended. 

The  first  class  above  mentioned  includes  your  first, 
fourth,  fifth,  eighth,  and  ninth  questions. 

To  your  first  question  requesting  a  "copy  of  the  charter 
of  original  rights  granted  to  what  is  known  as  the  Schuyl- 
kill Navigation  Company,"  I  reply  that  "the  charter  of  the 
original  rights  granted"  said  Company  is  to  be  found  in  the 
Act  of  Assembly  of  March  8,  1815,  page  257, — a  copy 
whereof  is  hereto  attached,  marked  "Exhibit  A." 
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To  your  fourth  question  requesting  "the  opinion  of 
Judge  Thayer  in  the  case  of  CJallagher  against  the  City," 
I  reply  that  a  copy  thereof  is  hereto  attached,  Marked  "Ex- 
hibit 13." 

To  your  fifth  question  requesting  "the  opinion  or  opin- 
ions that  have  been  handed  down  by  either  the  Lower  or 
Supreme  Court  touching  the  City's  right  to  use  the  water 
of  the  Schuylkill,"  I  reply  that  a  copy  of  the  opinion  of  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia 
vs.  Commissionei-s  of  the  District  of  Spring  Garden,  7  Ban\ 
Reports,  page  348,  is  hereto  attached,  marked  "  Exhibit 
C,"  together  with  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the 
ease  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Collins,  68  Pa.  St.  Re- 
ports, page  106,  marked  "Exhibit  D,"  and  also  the  opinion 
of  the  same  Court  in  the  case  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
vs.  Gilmartin,  71  Pa.  St.  Reports,  page  1-10,  marked  "Ex- 
hibit E." 

To  your  eighth  question  requesting  information  as  to 
"  the  amount  of  stock  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Com- 
pany and  how  much  was  paid  in,"  and  also  as  to  "the 
amount  of  business  done  by  the  Schuylkill  Navigation 
Company  in  the  first  two  or  three  years  after  the  granting 
of  its  charter,  and  the  amount  of  business  done  in  the  last 
two  or  three  years,"  I  reply  that  copies  of  statements  sub- 
mitted by  the  said  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  to  the 
Legislature  for  the  years  1817,  1818,  and  1819,  (being  the 
first  three  reports  made  after  the  granting  of  its  charter) 
are  hereto  attached  marked  respectively  "Exhibit  F,  G,  & 
H,"  together  with  abstracts  from  reports  of  the  said  Com- 
pany and  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  Company, 
lessee,  as  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  Internal 
Affairs,  for  the  years  1893,  1894,  and  1895,  (being  the 
last  three  years  in  question),  marked  respectivelv  "  Ex- 
hibits I,  J,\t  K." 

To  your  ninth  question  referring  to  the  lease  to  the  Phila- 
deljdiia  tV  Reading  Railroad  Company  by  the  said  Schuyl- 
kill Xavigation  Company  of  its  franchises,  also  date  of  pos- 
session— the  consideration — the  amount  of  "business  done 
by  the  said  Xavigation  Company  a  year  or  two  jirevious 
to  the  sale  to  the  Philadelphia  A:  Reading  Railroad  Com-

panj,  and  the  amount  of  business  done  a  year  or  two  after 
the  sale,"  I  reply,  that  I  have  hereto  attached  a  copy  of  the 
lease  of  the  Schuylkill  ISTavigation  Company  to  the  Phila- 
delphia &  Reading-  Railroad  Company,  marked  "Exhibit 
L.""  Also  copies  of  abstracts  from  reports  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Auditor  General  of  this  State  by  the  said  Naviga- 
tion Company  and  the  said  R  laoriadC  .mor.'zaenEpolice 
tion  Company  and  the  said  Railroad  Company  as  lessee, 
for  the  years  1869,  ISYO,  and  1871,  marked  respectively 
"Exhibits  M,  'N,  &  O."  There  are  also  attached  hereto 
^'copies  of  agreements  between  the  Schuylkill  I^avigation 
Company  and  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of  Phila- 
delphia," dated  June  3,  1819,  July  20,  1820,  and  June  14, 
1824,  which  cover  the  several  points  asked  about  in  your 
question,  and  which  are  marked  respectively  "  Exhibits  P, 
Q,  &  R." 

The  second  class  of  questions,  according  to  the  division 
above  made,  includes  those  numbered  by  you  second,  third, 
seventh,  and  sixth. 

To  your  second  question  of  this  class  in  form  as  follows  : 
'''Has  the/  Schuylkill  ISTavigation  Company,  or  the  present 
holders  of  their  charter,  the  right  to  impound  the  waters 
of  the  upper  Schuylkill?  "  I  reply  that  if  your  inquiry  is 
to  ascertain  whether  the  said  Company  has  the  right  to  im- 
pound the  waters  of  the  river  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
its  navigable  facilities  to  a  reasonable  extent,  my  answer  is 
that  the  Company  has  such  right.  If,  however,  your  in- 
quiry is  to  ascertain  whether  the  Company  may  at  its  plea- 
sure impound  the  waters  of  the  river  for  purposes  other 
than  navigation  my  answer  is  that  it  has  no  such  right. 
Even  the  right  to  impound  the  waters  for  the  purposes  of 
navigation  is  to  a  certain  extent  qualified,  as  will  be  noticed 
more  fully  in  answer  to  your  third  question. 

By  the  Act  of  March  8,  1815  (6  Smith's  Laws,  page 
257),  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  Governor  to  in- 
corporate a  company  to  make  a  lock  navigation  on  the  river 
Schuylkill,"  the  Schuylkill  jSTavigation  Company  was 
vested  with  the  power  as  stated  in  the  ninth  section  thereof 
^'  to  enter  upon  the  said  river  Schuylkill  to  open,  enlarge  or 
deepen  the  same  in  any  part  or  place  thereof,  which  shall 
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appear  to  them  most  coiiveuient  for  opening,  clianging, 
making  a  new  or  improving  the  channel,  and  also  to  cut, 
break  and  remove  and  take  away  all  trees,  rocks,  stones, 
earth,  gravel,  sand,  or  other  material,  or  any  obstruction 
or  impediment  whatsoever  within  the  said  river,  or  to  use 
all  such  timber,  rocks,  stones,  gravel,  earth,  or  other  mater- 
ial, in  the  construction  of  their  necessary  works,  and  to 
form,  make,  erect  and  set  up  any  dams,  locks,  or  any  other 
device  whatsoever,  which  they  shall  think  most  fit  and 
convenient  to  make  a  complete  slack  water  navigation  from 
one  end  thereof  to  the  other,  so  as  to  admit  a  safe  and  easy 
passage  for  loaded  boats,  arks  and  other  vessels  up  as  well 
as  down  said  river,  or  by  means  of  such  collateral  sluices 
and  locks  as  they  may  devise  for  the  purpose." 

As  will  be  seen,  by  this  Act,  in  order  to  increase  the  navi- 
gable facilities  of  the  river,  the  Legislature  vested  in  the 
said  Company  the  power  to  construct  dams,  locks,  etc. 
The  erection  of  locks  and  dams  so  as  to  create  "a  complete 
slack  water  na'\dgation  from  one  end  to  the  other  so  as  to 
admit  of  a  safe  and  easy  passage  for  boats,"  etc.,  was,  of 
course,  for  the  purpose  of  impounding  water  in  order  there- 
by to  increase  the  navigability  of  the  said  river.  This 
right  to  impound  the  water,  however,  is  not  without  quali- 
fication, as  above  suggested,  and  this  consideration  leads 
to  the  answer  of  your  third  question. 

To  this  question,  in  form,  as  follows  :  "Have  they  the 
right  in  the  summer  season,"  (or  you  might  have  said  at  any 
time)  "when  there  is  but  little  water  in  the  Schuylkill,  to 
shut  off  the  entire  flow,"  I  reply  that  the  answer  thereto 
involves  a  consideration  of  the  fundamental  rights  to  the 
water  of  the  said  river  as  between  the  City  and  the  Navi- 
gation Company  or  its  lessee,  as  well  as  a  consideration  of 
the  nses  to  which  the  water  of  a  navigable  river  may  be 
applied,  and  the  relative  order  in  which  the  rights  thereto 
are  to  be  sustained. 

It  may  be  stated  that  the  law  is  well  settled,  that  the 
waters  of  a  navigable  river  are  applicable  to  the  wants  and 
necessities  of  man  in  order  of  priority,  as  follows  : 

First.  The  reasonable  use  of  the  same  for  purely  domes- 
tic or  natural  purposes,  that  is,  for  purposes  such  as  are  ab- 
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solutely  necessary,  as  the  thirst  of  mankind,  of  cattle,  and 
for  household  purposes.  These  are  called  natural  wants. 
The  use  of  water  simply  for  compfort,  convenience  or  com- 
mercial prosperity  in  contradistinction  to  these,  is  deemed 
by  law,  artificial  and  want,  and  such  is  always  subservient 
to  the  natural  wants. 

Second.     For  purposes  of  navigation. 

Third.  For  manufacturing,  commercial,  and  business 
purposes. 

From  this  follows  the  conclusion  that  the  City  has  the 
right  to  consume  all  the  water  of  the  river,  if  necessary, 
for  purely  domestic  or  natural  purposes,  without  interfer- 
ence upon  the  part  of  the  Schuylkill  ^Navigation  Company 
or  its  lessee. 

Next  in  order  of  legal  priority  follows  the  right  of  all 
persons  of  the  State  to  traverse  freely  the  highways  there- 
of, whether  by  land  or  water,  save  only  in  so  far  as  navi- 
gation of  the  latter  may  be  restricted  in  consequence  of  the 
water  having  been  taken  therefrom  for  the  said  domestic 
purposes,  and  as  to  which,  as  above  stated,  the  City  lia!s  ab- 
solutely the  right  to  take  the  whole  thereof,  if  the  same 
be  needed  to  satisfy  the  demand  for  such  natural  or  domestic 
jmrposes.  The  said  Company  cannot  legally  impound  the 
waters  thereof  in  any  way,  so  as  thereby  to  deprive  the  said 
City  of  this  right. 

To  your  seventh  question  as  follows  :  '^Are  there  any 
other  corporations  or  j)ersons,  other  than  the  Schuylkill 
^NTavigation  Company,  that  have  the  right  to  navigate  that 
river  ;  and  if  so,  what  position  would  the  City  occupy 
towards  such  corporations  or  persons  after  they  have  pur- 
chased the  rights  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  f 
My  reply  is  that,  as  before  stated,  all  persons  have  the  right 
to  navigate  the  Schuylkill  river,  and  as  an  incident  thereto, 
they  have  the  right  to  enjoy  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  the  slack  water  navigation  created  by  works  of  the 
Company,  upon  paying  the  tolls  or  charges  fixed  by  the 
Act  of  Incorporation,  and  the  supplements  thereto.  The 
Company  has  no  right  to  infringe  or  destroy  the  privilege 
of  any  person  to  navigate  the  said  river,  and  therefore  can 
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convey  no  such,  l-ight  to  the  City.  The  Company  is  author- 
ized to  construct  dams  and  locks  for  the  purpose  of  creating 
a  slack  water  navigation,  and  consequent  to  such  right,  is 
vested  with  the  privilege  to  use  the  water  power  created 
by  its  works  ''or  sell  in  fee  simple,  lease  or  rent,  for  one  or 
more  years  the  said  water  power  :  Provided,  That  it  be 
so  done  that  it  shall  not  at  any  time  impede  or  interrupt 
navigation."  (See  Section  15,  Act  of  March  8,  1815,  6 
Smith's  Laws,  page  257.) 

By  this  Act,  however,  the  said  ^Navigation  Company  ac- 
quired no  title  whatever  to  the  body  of  the  water  itself,  but 
only  to  certain  legally  delined  uses  thereof,  which  said  uses 
are,  as  has  been  said,  wholly  subordinate  and  secondary 
to  the  other  and  more  necessary  uses  above  referred  to,  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the 
case  of  ]\rayor,  &c.  i:s.  Commissioners  of  Spring  Garden, 
reported  in  7  Barr,  page  348,  a  copy  whereof  is  annexed,, 
marked  "Exhibit  C." 

We  now  come  to  the  sixth  question,  which  is  as  follows  : 
"Under  the  original  rights  granted  to  the  Schuylkill  Navi- 
gation Company,  is  there  anything  which  limits  or  pre- 
scribes the  draft  of  the  boats  used  in  their  traffic  ;  and  if 
not,  is  there  anything  to  prevent  them  from  putting  on 
boats  of  such  size  as  to  require  all  the  water  in  the  Schuyl- 
kill to  float  the  same  ?" 

By  Section  9,  Act  of  1815,  P.  L.  257,  as  stated  above, 
the  Company  was  authorized  to  "make,  erect  and  set  up 
any  dams,  locks  or  any  other  de\dce  whatsoever,  which 
they  shall  think  most  fit  and  convenient  to  make  a  complete 
slack  water  navigation  from  one  end  thereof  to  the  other, 
so  as  to  admit  a  safe  and  easy  passage  for  loaded  boats,  arks 
and  other  vessels  up  as  well  as  down  said  river,  or  by  means 
of  such  collateral  sluices  and  locks  as  they  may  debase  for 
the  purpose." 

This  section,  you  will  see,  vested  the  Company  %vith  un- 
specified power  as  to  the  size,  character,  and  dimensions 
of  its  boats.  The  Courts,  however,  would  doubtless  inter- 
vene to  prevent  it  from  creating  a  depth  of  water  in  excess 
of  that  actually  required  for  the  transaction  of  business 
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on  the  river,  especially  if  such  action  resulted  in  injury  to 
others. 

In  answering  this  question,  I  may  say  further,  that  while 
the  size  of  boats  is  left  by  the  said  Act  unspecified  yet  the 
City  will  contend  that  under  the  agreements  between  the 
City  and  the  said  Navigation  Company,  the  maximum 
draft  of  boats  to  be  used  by  the  said  I^avigation  Company 
is  thereby  restricted  to  that  which  was  in  use  at  the  time 
they  were  entered  into. 

While  I  have  endeavored  to  condense  this  opinion  as 
much  as  is  compatible  with  clearness,  yet  the  exhibits  ne- 
cessarily required  to  be  attached  hereto,  may  make  it  ap- 
pear somewhat  voluminous. 

In  hope  that  I  have  fully  covered  the  purport  of  your

EXHIBIT    "A." 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Governor  to  incorporate  a  com- 
pany to  make  a  lock  navigation  on  the  river  Schuylkill. 

Section  1.  (Commissioners  appointed  to  procure  books 
and  receive  subscriptions.  Form  of  subscription.  Price 
of  shares  fifty  dollars.  ISTotice  to  be  given  of  the  times 
and  places  of  opening  books.  Commissioners  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time  and  transfer  the  books  from  place  to 
place.  Books  to  be  closed  when  ten  thousand  shares  are 
subscribed.  Five  dollars  a  share  to  be  paid  on  subscribing. 
2.  When  2,000  shares  subscribed  by  100  persons,  commis- 
sioners to  certify  it  to  the  governor  who  to  incorporate  by 
the  name  of  "  The  President,  Managers  and  Company  of 
the  Schuylkill  jN^avigation  Company."  Usual  corporate 
privileges  given.  3.  Proceedings  to  organize  the  company. 
A  president,  twelve  managers,  treasurer  and  secretary  to 
be  chosen  by  ballot.  Company  may  make  by-laws,  etc., 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of 
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this  State.  4.  Arimial  meeting  for  electing  officers  and 
transacting  business  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January.  No  person  to  have  more  than  ten  votes.  5. 
Five  managers  to  be  a  quorum  with  power  to  appoint 
agents,  workmen,  etc.,  and  frx  their  wages,  and  perform 
the  other  duties  entrusted  to  them.  6.  Certificates  of 
stock  to  be  issued  and  be  transferable.  7.  Penalty  for 
non-payment  of  instalments.  No  stockholder  who  is  in 
arrears,  entitled  to  vote.) 

Sect.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  the  said  president,  managers  and  company 
shall,  in  making  their  improvements,  divide  the  river  into 
two  sections,  the  first  whereof  shall  extend  from  Lancaster 
Schuylkill  bridge  to  the  borough  of  Reading,  and  the  sec- 
ond from  the  borough  of  Reading  to  the  mouth  of  Mill 
creek;  and  shall  commence  their  improvements  of  the 
first  section  at  or  near  to  the  lower  falls,  in  the  County  of 
Philadelphia,  and  at  the  same  time  shall  commence  their 
improvements  of  the  second  section,  at  or  near  to  the 
borough  of  Reading,  and  shall  proceed  upward  in  each 
section  with  the  improvements,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
the  said  president,  managers  and  company  to  demand,  take 
or  receive  toll  from  any  person  for  the  passage  of  any 
boat  or  other  craft  through  a  lock  or  locks,  in  the  first 
section,  until  a  lock  or  locks  be  completed  within  the  second 
section,  and  so  to  progress  with  similar  improvements  in 
each  section,  until  both  are  finished:  Provided  alioays, 
That  before  the  said  improvements  be  commenced  or  un- 
dertaken, all  the  monies  arising  at  all  times  from  the  sale, 
lease  or  rent  of  the  water  power  on  either  of  said  sections, 
and  all  monies  arising  from  the  subscription  of  the  stock 
of  said  company,  shall  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  may 
be  called  in,  immediately  after  the  same  is  received  be 
equally  divided  by  the  said  president  and  managers,  and 
the  one-half  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  them,  within  twenty 
days  after  each  division,  into  the  Farmers'  Bank  of  Read- 
ing, to  be  applied  to  the  completing  of  the  improvements 
of  the  said  river,  from  the  borough  of  Reading  up  to  the 
mouth  of  Mill  creek,  in  the  County  of  Schuylkill  aforesaid, 
and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever,  and  to  be  subject  only 
to  the  draft  or  orders  of  such  managers  as  may  have  the 
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directions  of  the  improvements  of  tliat  section  of  the  river, 
from  the  said  borough  of  Reading  to  the  mouth  of  Mill 
creek,  and  the  other  half  of  said  monies  to  be  appropriated 
and  applied  to  the  completing  of  the  improvements  from 
the  Lancaster  Schuylkill  bridge  to  the  borough  of  Reading. 

Sect.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said 
president,  managers,  and  company,  their  superintendents, 
surveyors,  engineers,  artists  and  workmen  to  enter  upon  the 
said  river  Schuylkill,  to  open,  enlarge  or  deepen  the  same 
in  any  part  or  place  thereof,  which  shall  appear  to  them, 
most  convenient  for  opening,  changing,  making  a  new  or 
improving  the  channel,  and  also  to  cut,  break  and  remove 
and  take  away  all  trees,  rocks,  stones,  earth,  gravel,  sand, 
or  other  material,  or  any  obstruction  or  impediment  what- 
soever within  the  river,  or  to  use  all  such  timber,  rocks, 
stones,  gravel,  earth  or  other  material,  in  the  construction 
of  their  necessary  works,  and  to  form,  make,  erect  and  set 
up  any  dams,  locks  or  any  other  device  whatsoever,  which 
they  shall  think  most  fit  and  convenient  to  make  a  com- 
plete slack  water  navigation  from  one  end  thereof  to  the 
other,  so  as  to  admit  a  safe  and  easy  passage  for  loaded 
boats,  arks  and  other  vessels  up  as  well  as  down  said  river, 
or  by  means  of  such  collateral  sluices  and  locks  as  they 
may  devise  for  the  purpose. 

Sect.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  injured 
by  means  of  any  dam  or  dams  being  erected  as  hereinafter 
mentioned,  or  the  land  of  any  person  inundated  by  the 
swelling  of  the  water,  on  consequence  of  the  erecting  of 
any  dam  or  clams,  or  any  mill  or  other  water  works  injured 
by  swelling  the  water  into  the  tail  race  of  any  mill  or 
other  ^\'ater  works,  which  may  have  been  erected  in  said 
river,  or  any  stream  of  w^ater  emptying  into  the  same;  and 
if  the  president,  managers  and  company  cannot  agree  with 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof  on  the  compensation  to  be 
paid  for  such  injury,  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had 
as  provided  in  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act;  the  persons 
valuing  the  damages  being  first  sworn  or  afiirmed,  or  the 
jury,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  take  into  consideration  the 
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advantages  which  may  be  derived  to  such  owner  or  owners 
by  the  navigation  aforesaid. 

Sect,  11,  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  the  said  jDresident,  managers  and  company 
shall  have  power  and  authority,  by  themselves  or  their  su- 
perintendents, engineers,  artists  and  workmen,  to  enter  in 
and  upon  and  occupy  for  the  purpose,  all  land  which  shall 
bo  necessary  and  suitable  for  erecting  of  a  lock,  sluice  or 
canal,  doing  as  little  damage  as  possible,  and  then  to  dig, 
construct,  make  and  erect  such  lock,  sluice  or  canal,  satis- 
fying the  owner  or  owners  thereof;  but  if  the  parties  can- 
not agree  upon  the  compensation  to  be  made  to  such  owner 
or  owners,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  parties  to 
appoint  six  suitable  and  judicious  persons,  who  shall  under 
oath  or  affirmation,  and  who  shall  reside  within  the  proper 
county  where  the  land  lies,  or  if  they  cannot  agree  on  such 
persons,  then  either  of  the  parties  may  apply  to  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  the  proper  county  where  the  land  lies, 
and  said  court  shall  award  a  venire  directed  to  the  sheriff, 
to  summon  a  jury  of  disinterested  men,  in  order  to  ascertain 
and  report  to  said  court  what  damages,  if  any,  have  been 
sustained  by  the  owner  or  oAvners  of  said  ground,  by  rea- 
son of  such  lock,  canal  or  sluice  passing  through  his,  her 
or  their  land;  which  report,  being  confinned  by  tlie  court, 
judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon  and  execution  may  issue 
in  case  of  non-payment  for  the  sum  awarded,  with  reason- 
able costs,  to  be  assessed  by  the  court;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  ]\xyj  or  the  six  appraisers,  as  the  case  may  be, 
in  valuing  any  land,  to  take  into  consideration  the  advan- 
tage derived  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  premises,  from 
the  said  navigation  passing  through  the  same:  Provided, 
That  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  within  thirty 
days  after  such  report  may  have  been  filed  in  the  prothono- 
tary's  office  of  the  proper  county,  in  the  same  manner  as 
appeals  are  allowed  in  other  cases:  And  provided  also.  That 
if  any  person  owning  land  or  any  other  property  which  shall 
be  affected  by  this  act,  be  feninie  eovert,  under  age,  non 
compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the  State,  then  and  in  either  of  the 
cases,  the  president,  managers,  and  company  shall,  within 
one  year  thereafter,  represent  the  same  to  a  neighboring 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of 
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the  county,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  shall  proceed  thereon 
in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  effect  as  in  directed  by 
this  act  in  similar  cases. 

Sect.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  the  president  and  managers,  by  and  with 
their  superintendents,  engineers,  artists,  workmen  and  la- 
bourers, with  their  tools,  instruments,  carts,  wagons,  and 
other  carriages  and  beasts  of  draft  or  burden,  may  enter 
upon  the  lands  contiguous  and  near  to  the  said  river,  giv- 
ing notice  to  the  owners  or  occupiers  thereof,  and  from 
thence  to  take  and  carry  away  any  stone,  gravel,  sand  or 
earth,  doing  as  little  damage  thereto  as  possible,  and  re- 
pairing any  breaches  they  make  in  the  inclosure  thereof, 
and  making  amends  for  any  damages  that  may  be  done 
thereon,  and  paying  for  the  materials  taken  away;  the 
amount  whereof,  if  the  parties  do  not  agree,  shall  be  as- 
sessed and  valued  by  any  three  disinterested  freeholders 
residing  in  the  neighborhood,  under  oath  or  affirmation 
to  be  appointed  by  consent  of  the  parties,  or  if  they  cannot 
agree,  by  any  disinterested  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
proper  county,  allowing  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  as  in  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act. 

Sect.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  cause 
the  guard  walls,  locks,  gates  and  canals  to  l)e  erected  and 
made  at  each  respective  situation,  before  the  dam  intended 
for  such  situation,  and  to  which  the  same  are  appurtenant, 
shall  be  extended  to  more  than  one-third  across  the  river. 

Sect.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  whenever  the  said  canal  shall  cross  any  pub- 
lic or  private  laid  out  road  or  highway,  or  shall  divide  the 
grounds  of  any  person  or  persons  into  two  parts,  so  as  to 
require  a  ford  or  bridge  to  cross  the  same,  the  jury  who 
shall  enquire  of  the  damages  to  be  sustained  in  manner 
directed  by  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act,  shall  find  and 
ascertain  whether  a  passage  across  the  same  shall  be  ad- 
mitted or  maintained  by  a  ford  or  bridge,  and  on  such  find- 
ing, the  said  president,  managers  and  company  shall  cause 
a  ford  to  be  rendered  practicable,  or  a  bridge  fit  for  the 
passage  of  carts  and  wagons  to  be  built,  and  forever  here- 
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after  maintained  and  kept  in  repair,  at  all  and  every  places 
so  ascertained  by  the  said  jury,  at  the  cost  and  charges 
of  the  said  company;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  any  person  from  erecting  and  keeping  in  repair 
any  foot  or  other  bridge  across  the  said  canal,  at  his  own 
expense,  when  the  same  shall  pass  through  his  ground: 
Provided,  The  same  shall  be  of  such  height  above  the 
water,  as  shall  be  usual  in  bridges  erected  by  the  company : 
And  provided  also,  That  such  foot  or  other  bridges,  so  to 
be  erected  by  the  owners  of  such  land,  shall  not  interfere 
with  any  of  the  locks,  buildings  or  other  works  of  the 
company. 

Sect.  15,  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  the  said  president,  managers  and  company, 
shall  have  the  privilege,  and  be  entitled  to  use  the  water 
power  from  the  said  river,  sluices  or  canals,  to  propel  such 
machinery  as  they  may  think  proj)er  to  erect  on  the  land 
which  they  may  previously  have  purchased  from  the  owner 
or  owners,  or  may  sell  in  fee  simple,  lease  or  rent  for  one  or 
more  years,  the  said  water  power,  to  any  person  or  persons, 
to  be  used  in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms  as  they  may 
think  proper  :  Provided,  It  be  so  done  that  it  shall  not  at 
any  time  impede  or  interrupt  the  navigation  ;  and  shall 
apply  the  monies  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  water  power 
to  the  improvement  of  the  naAdgatiou,  or  repairing  of  any 
damages  that  the  dams  or  locks  may  have  sustained. 

Sect.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid.  That  as  soon  as  the  said  president,  managers  and 
company  shall  have  perfected  one  lock  on  each  section  of 
the  said  river,  and  so  from  time  to  time  as  they  shall  perfect 
one  additional  lock  on  each  section  of  the  said  river  they 
shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Governor,  who  shall  there- 
upon nominate  and  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  to 
view  and  examine  that  part  said  to  be  completed,  and  re- 
port to  him  in  writing,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  whether 
the  said  navigation  is  so  far  executed  in  a  masterly  work- 
manlike manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  this  Act,  and  if,  at  any  time,  their  report  shall  be  in 
the  affirmative,  then  the  Governor  shall,  by  license  under 
his  hand  and  the  less  seal  of  this  Commonwealth,  permit 
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the  said  president,  managers,  and  company,  or  such  person 
or  persons  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  as  toll 
collectors,  or  their  deputies,  to  demand  and  receive  of  and 
from  the  persons  having  the  charge  of  any  boat,  ark,  or 
other  vessel  passing  through  any  lock  erected  on  said  river 
or  canal,  twelve-and-a-half  cents  at  each  lock  below  the 
borough  of  Reading,  and  eight  cents  above  that  borough, 
upon  each  and  every  ton  of  the  ascertained  burden  of  such 
vessel  :  Provided,  That  if  at  the  expiration  of  two  years 
after  the  said  work  shall  be  completed,  the  tolls,  together 
with  the  interest  of  the  surplus  of  any  money  arising  from 
the  sale  of  water  power  or  the  rents  and  profits  thereof, 
should  enable  the  company,  after  paying  all  repairs  and 
other  necessary  expenses,  to  divide  more  than  nine  per  cen- 
tum per  annum  on  the  capital  stock  expended,  then  and  in 
such  case  the  tolls  shall  be  so  reduced  that  the  dividend 
shall  not  exceed  nine  j)er  cent,  and  shall  so  continue  for  five 
years  ;  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  that  time,  shall  exceed 
fifteen  per  cent,  they  shall  be  so  reduced  as  not  to  exceed 
fifteen  per  cent,  and  shall  at  that  period  be  so  regulated 
from  time  to  time  as  not  to  exceed  fifteen  per  cent,  per  an- 
num ;  and  if  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  two  years 
from  the  completion  of  the  said  work,  the  net  profits  afore- 
said, shall  not  amount  to  nine  per  cent,  upon  the  money 
expended,  it  shall  be  lawfid  to  raise  the  said  tolls  so  as  to 
divide  nine  per  cent. 

Sect.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  in  order  to  ascertain  the  size  of  arks,  and  the 
tonnage  of  boats  using  and  passing  the  said  canal  and  lock 
navigation  and  to  prevent  disputes  between  the  supercar- 
goes and  collectors  of  tolls  concerning  the  same,  upon  the 
request  of  the  owner,  skipper,  or  supercargo  of  such  boat 
or  ark,  or  of  the  collector  of  the  said  tolls  at  any  lock  upon 
the  said  canal  and  navigation,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  each  of  them  to  choose  one  skillful  person  to  measure 
and  ascertain  the  size  of  said  arks,  and  the  tonnage  the  said 
boat  is  capable  of  carrying,  and  to  mark  the  said  tonnage 
so  ascertained,  in  figures,  upon  the  head  and  stern  of  the 
said  boat,  in  colors  mixed  with  oil  or  other  durable  matter, 
and  that  the  said  vessel,  so  measured  and  marked,  shall 
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be  permitted  to  pass  through  the  said  caiial  and  locks  for 
the  price  per  ton  to  which  the  n^^mbel•  of  tons  as  marked 
on  her  shall  amount  to,  agreeably  to  the  rates  fixed  in  the 
manner  aforesaid  ;  and  if  the  owner,  skipper  or  supercargo 
of  any  ark  or  boat,  shall  decline  choosing  a  person  resident 
within  two  miles  of  the  place  where  the  said  toll  is  paya- 
ble, to  ascertain  the  tonnage  thereof,  then  the  amount  of 
such  tonnage  shall  be  fixed  and  ascertained  by  the  person 
appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  president  and  managei-s, 
or  chosen  by  the  said  collector  of  tolls  for  the  said  company, 
and  the  toll  shall  be  paid  according  to  such  measviremeut, 
before  any  such  boat  or  ark  shall  be  permitted  to  pass  the 
place  where  such  toll  is  made  payable  by  the  said  president 
and  managers  :  Provided,  That  the  dams  or  other  devices 
shall  be  so  constructed  that  at  least  thirty  feet  in  width 
in  the  main  channel  shall  be  twelve  inches  lower  than  any 
other  part  of  such  dam,  so  as  to  contract  the  water  passing 
the  river  within  that  space,  and  the  same  shall  be  made 
with  an  even  surface,  and  with  a  slope  to  extend  down  the 
river  four  feet  for  every  foot  the  dam  or  dams  shall  be 
built  in  height  :  Provided,  That  the  dams  shall  be  at  least 
fifteen  feet  in  width,  (so  as  to  admit  a  safe  passage  for 
wagons  and  other  carriages  over  the  same,  and  the  same 
shall  be  kept  in  repair  at  the  proper  costs  and  charges  of 
the  president,  managers,  and  company  as  a  fording  place 
for  all  persons  desirous  of  passing  over  the  same)  and  the 
locks  directed  to  be  made,  shall  be  at  least  twenty  feet  (al- 
tered to  seventeen,  ch.  4158)  wide  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  (altered  to  eighty,  ch.  4158)  long  ;  and  at  all 
dams  where  there  is  not  made  a  slope  convenient  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  of  timber,  boards  and  scantling  as  aforesaid, 
such  rafts  of  timber,  boards  and  scantling,  if  they  do  not 
carry  some  article  of  merchandise,  shall  be  permitted  to 
pass  the  locks  free  from  toll. 

Sect.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid.  That  the  said  company  shall  not  have  power  to 
issue  any  note  or  notes  in  the  nature  of  bank  notes,  to  be 
indorsers  on  any  note  or  notes  in  their  corporate  capacity, 
or  to  make  discounts  or  receive  deposits  after  the  manner 
of  any  bank  or  banks,  and  in  case  the  said  company  should, 
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at  any  time  hereafter,  act  contrary  to  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  this  section,  their  chartered  privileges  shall  be 
null  and  void. 

Sect.  19.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  master  or  com- 
mander of  any  boat,  ark  or  other  vessel  navigating  the  said 
river,  when  they  shall  arrive  within  one-fourth  of  a  mile 
from  any  lock  so  erected,  under  the  penalty  of  two  dollars 
to  blow  a  trumpet  or  horn,  whereupon  the  keeper  of  such 
lock  shall  attend  for  the  purpose  of  opening  the  gate  or 
sluice,  to  let  the  said  boat,  ark  or  other  vessel  pass,  without 
unnecessary  delay  and  in  safety  ;  and  if  any  boat,  ark  or 
other  vessel  shall  be  prevented  from  passing  up  or  down 
any  of  the  said  locks  or  sluices,  by  reason  of  the  lock  not 
being  raised,  for  more  than  thirty  minutes,  the  president, 
managers  and  company  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county,  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  person  so  hindered,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for 
every  thirty  minutes  beyond  the  said  time  that  he  shall 
be  so  prevented,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  any  longer 
or  shorter  time  ;  and  the  service  of  any  civil  process  upon 
the  toll  gatherer  in  the  proper  county,  and  next  to  the  place 
where  the  offence  shall  have  been  committed,  shall  be  held 
as  good  and  available  in  law  as  if  served  upon  the  president 
and  managers  of  said  company. 

Sect.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid.  That  if  the  president,  managers  and  company 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  keep  in  good  order  or  repair,  any 
dam,  lock  or  sluice  of  their  own  construction,  or  shall  ne- 
glect to  remove  any  obstacle  which  ma}^  occur,  so  that 
boats,  arks,  rafts,  or  other  vessels,  may  at  all  times  safely 
navigate  the  said  river,  the  president,  managers  and  com- 
pany shall,  for  every  such  offence,  pay  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  debts 
of  equal  amount  are  by  law  made  recoverable,  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county  where  the  offence 
shall  be  committed,  one  half  to  the  use  of  the  informer, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  township 
or  county  where  the  neglect  may  occur. 

Sect.  21.  And  be  it  further  enacted  bv  the  authority 
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aforesaid,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and 
knowingly,  do  any  act  or  thing  whereby  the  navigation  shall 
be  hupeded,  or  any  dam,  lock,  gate,  canal,  engine,  machine, 
or  device  thereunto  belonging,  or  any  machinery  or  prop- 
erty of  the  company  shall  be  injured  or  damaged,  he,  she, 
■or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  com- 
pany, double  the  damages  by  them  sustained,  together  with 
costs,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  or  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sect.  22.  (Accounts  of  receipts  and  expenditures  to  be 
submitted  to  the  stockholders  at  their  aimual  meetings. 
JSTumber  of  shares  may  be  increased  if  necessary.  23.  Ac- 
counts of  tolls,  &c.  to  be  kept  and  dividends  of  the  clear 
profits  declared  on  the  first  Mondays  of  January  and  July. 
Abstract  of  accounts  to  be  laid  annually  before  the  Legisla- 
ture. 24.  Rights  of  other  companies  (see  vol.  5,  p.  266, 
and  acts  there  referred  to)  not  to  be  impaired  by  this  act. 
25.  Work  to  be  commenced  in  three  and  finished  in  fifteen 
years  ;  if  not,  rights,  etc.,  to  revert  to  Commonwealth. 
Rights  of  individuals,  holding  under  company  not  to  be 
affected  by  forfeiture  of  the  charter.  Individuals  in  such 
cases,  required  to  keep  dams,  etc.,  in  repair.  26.  Rights 
hereby  granted  to  be  forfeited  if  abused.  (Company  not 
authorized  to  purchase  land  containing  coal,  ch.   4930.)

CHARGE    or    THE    COURT. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Juky  : — This  is  a  very  small  case 
when  considered  in  respect  to  the  amount  in  controversy, 
which  is  only  about  $100.  The  plaintiff's  claim,  I  believe, 
is  for  the  detention  of  his  boat  for  eight  days,  which  is  made 
up  of  several  items.  He  claims  eight  dollars  a  day  for  the 
detention  of  his  boat  and  a  dollar  a  day  for  feeding  his 
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mules,  and  three  dollars  a  day  for  the  maintenance  of  three 
boatmen  during  these  eight  days  of  detention,  which  would 
amount  altogether  to  twelve  dollars  a  day  for  eight  days, 
which  would  make  ninety-six  dollars.  That  is  about  the 
extent  of  the  plaintiff's  claim,  beyond  which  you  would 
hardly  go  in  allowing  damages  in  this  case.  So  that  you 
see  it  is  a  very  small  case  as  regards  the  amoimt  involved, 
but  in  its  principles,  it  is  a  great  case  and  one  which  has  in 
former  times  engaged  the  attention  and  the  skill  of  some  of 
the  most  able  lawyers  in  this  city.  Two  cases  similar  in  all 
their  essential  features  to  this  were  tried  and  argued  fully, 
about  twenty-five  years  ago,  in  the  District  Court  of  this 
City  and  determined  there,  and  after  being  tried,  argued 
and  determined  there,  were  both  taken  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Pennsylvania,  and  affirmed,  the  principles  upon 
which  this  whole  controversy  turns  and  upon  which  this 
case  is  now  to  be  decided  being  then  solemnly  and  finally 
adjudicated  by  the  Supreme  Com't  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
being  then  so  clearly  announced  that  it  is  impossible  to  mis- 
take them  ;  so  that  all  we  have  to  do  in  this  case  is  to  take 
for  our  chart  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Penn- 
sylvania in  those  two  cases,  which,  in  all  their  essential 
features  were  exactly  like  this  case,  and  apply  the  princi- 
ples of  law  which  that  Court  laid  down  to  this  case.  The 
two  cases  to  which  I  refer  are  the  City  of  Philadelphia  vs. 
Collins,  68  Pa.  S.  R.,  106,  and  tlie  City  of  Philadelphia 
vs.  Gilmartin,  Yl  P.  S.  E.,  140.  Adjudications  of  the 
Supreme  Court  are  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  as  much 
as  any  Act  of  Assembly.  There  is  no  higher  law  in  the 
Common wealtli  than  the  adjudications  of  the  Court  of  last 
resort  of  this  State.  Of  course,  everybody  is  bound  by 
them,  and  we  are  bound  to  apply  the  law  which  was  laid 
down  by  that  Court  to  all  cases  in  which  the  law  so  laid 
down  is  applicable.  That  is  our  simple  duty  in  this  case. 
Therefore,  this  renders  it  necessary  for  me  to  do  little  in 
this  case  except  to  distinctly  define  to  you  what  was  decided 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  in  this  class  of  cases 
and  to  ask  you  to  apply  in  good  faith  the  law  laid  down 
by  the  highest  tribunal  of  the  State  to  the  facts  which  are 
before  you  in  the  present  case. 
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The  decisions  to  which  I  have  referred  may  be  reduced 
to  ttiree  general  propositions  which  were  decided  upon 
solenin  argument  by  the  Court.  The  first  is  that  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  has  the  right  by  law  and  under  the  several 
Acts  of  Assembly  and  agreements,  which  are  in  evidence 
in  this  case,  to  take  any  amount  of  water  from  the  river 
Schuylkill  for  drinking  and  other  domestic  uses.  This 
use  of  the  water  by  the  citizens  for  domestic  purposes  can- 
not be  restrained  or  impaired  by  legislation,  by  grant  or  by 
actions  for  damages,  for  the  right  to  this  use  of  the  water 
is  derived  from  the  law  of  nature  and  founded  upon  the  law 
of  paramount  necessity.  That  is  the  first  proposition  de- 
termined by  the  Supreme  Court,  to  wit,  that  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  can  use  the  water  of  the  Schuylkill  river  to 
any  extent  for  strictly  domestic  purposes  without  being 
answerable  to  anybody  for  so  doing. 

The  distinction  between  manufacturing  purposes  and 
domestic  purposes  is  a  very  clear  one  indeed,  and  nothing 
can  be  plainer  than  the  fact  that  manufacturing  uses  do  not 
become  domestic  uses  because  the  product  of  the  manu- 
facture is  used  for  domestic  purposes.  That  is,  a  manu- 
facturing use — for  instance,  the  manufacture  of  beer — 
does  not  become  a  domestic  use  of  the  water  because  the 
beer  when  made  is  drunk  by  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia. 
Such -a  use  is  a  manufacturing  use  and  not  a  domestic  use. 
A  domestic  use  means  that  use  of  the  water  which  is  made 
by  the  citizens  in  the  ordinary  conduct  and  for  the  ordi- 
nary purposes  of  domestic  life.  Although  the  product  of 
manufacturing  establishments  might  be  used  for  domestic 
purposes,  they  are,  nevertheless  uses  for  manufacture  and 
not  uses  for  domestic  purposes.  I  am  bound  to  say,  there- 
fore, that  I  regard  the  argument  made  by  the  City's  counsel 
upon  that  point  as  altogether  fallacious  and  unsound. 

The  second  proposition  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court 
was  this  :  Outside  of  the  right  of  the  City  to  use  the  water 
for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes,  the  rights  of  the  pub- 
lic for  navigation  are  superior  to  those  of  the  City  under 
the  Acts  of  Assembly  and  her  contracts  with  the  Schuyl- 
kill Navigation  Company.  T  will  repeat  ;  outside  of  and 
beyond  this  right  of  the  City  to  use  the  water  for  drinking 
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and  domestic  purposes,  the  rights  of  the  public  for  the  navi- 
gation of  the  stream  are  superior  to  those  of  the  City  under 
the  Acts  of  Assembly  and  her  contracts  with  the  Schuyl- 
kill l^avigation  Company.  That  is  to  say,  in  other  words, 
that  the  City  has  no  right  to  destroy  or  impair  the  naviga- 
tion by  any  use  of  the  water  which  is  not  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes,  and  if  they  do  that,  they  are  responsible 
to  those  whom  they  injure.  That  is  the  second  point  de- 
cided by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  third  proposition  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court 
was  this  :  The  right  of  the  City  to  draw  water  from  the 
river  for  manufacturing  purposes  is  subordinate  to  the 
right  of  navigation,  that  is,  lower,  and  if  by  any  such  use 
of  the  water  she  reduces  the  volume  of  the  stream  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  obstruct  and  delay  or  stop  the  navigation 
of  the  river  by  boats  of  the  usual  draught  which  have  been 
accustomed  to  navigate  the  stream,  the  City  is  respon- 
sible in  damages  to  the  extent  of  the  actual,  immediate, 
and  direct  loss  suffered  in  consequence,  by  the  owners  of 
boats  who  have  been  injured  in  this  manner  by  the  act  of 
the  City. 

These  three  propositions  of  law,  which  I  have  taken  some 
pains  to  impress  upon  you  as  clearly  as  I  can,  which  were 
determined  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  in  the 
two  cases  to  which  I  have  referred,  contain  all  the  rules  of 
law  which  are  necessary  for  the  proper  determination  of 
this  case.  It  is  altogether  unnecessary  therefore,  for  me 
to  make  any  further  answer  to  the  points  presented  by  the 
ingenious  counsel  for  the  defendant,  for  the  whole  law 
upon  the  subject  applicable  to  the  case  is  contained  in  these 
clear  propositions  of  law  laid  down  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

I  decline,  therefore,  to  add  anything  further  to  these 
instructions,  except  to  say  in  answer  to  the  defendant's 
seventh  point,  that  the  detention  of  other  boats  has  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  the  case,  except  in  considering  the 
question  whether  the  detention  of  the  other  boats  caused 
the  plaintiff's  detention,  and  whether  the  detention  in  both 
cases  was  caused  by  an  unlawful  use  of  the  water  made  by 
the  City.  Tf  the  jury  find  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  the 
damages  are,  therefore,  to  be  strictly  confined  to  the  losses 
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directly  suffered  by  the  plaintiff  in  consequence  of  the  act 
of  the  City. 

The  plaintifl''s  counsel  now  states  that  his  claim  is  for 
twelve  days  detention  instead  of  eight.  If  there  were 
really  twelve  days  detention,  and  you  should  find  a  verdict 
for  the  plaintiff,  of  course,  you  would  allow  for  the  twelve 
days.     You  will  say  how  the  fact  is  upon  the  evidence.

GPINIOlSr   OF   THE    COURT. 

Notwithstanding  the  range  which  the  argument  has 
taken,  the  ground  of  this  controversy  lies  in  a  narrow  space. 
Tnste:id  of  depondiug  on  general  or  constitutional  law,  the 
question  bofore  us  depends  on  the  interpretation  of  a  short 
and  isolated  section  of  a  statute  ;  but  the  quotations  from 
the  civilians  and  from  Lord  Hale,  bear  strongly  upon  it. 
Tley  -stablish  that  the  use  of  water,  flowing  in  its  natural 
channel,  like  the  use  of  heat,  light,  or  air,  has  been  held  by 
every  civilized  nation,  from  the  earliest  times,  to  be  com- 
mon by  the  law  of  nature,  and  not  merely  public,  like  the 
use  of  a  river  oi-  a  port,  which  is  subject  to  municipal  re- 
gulation by  the  law  of  the  place.  They  establish,  also,  that 
the  domestic  uses  of  water  are  its  natural  and  primary  ones. 
Air  is  not  more  indispensable  to  the  support  of  animal  or 
vegetable  life.  Water  is  borne  by  the  air,  in  the  form  of 
vapor,  to  the  remotest  regions  of  the  earth,  for  the  free 
use  and  common  refreshment  of  mankind  ;  and  to  inter- 
dict the  use  of  the  one  within  any  particular  locality  would 
be  as  monstrous  and  subversive  of  the  scheme  of  animal  ex- 
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istence,  as  it  would  be  to  interdict  the  use  of  the  other.  It 
is  only  when  it  has  been  received  on  the  surface  of  the 
earth,  not  while  it  is  falling  from  the  clouds,  that  it  can 
be  made  to  minister  to  the  ordinary  wants  of  life  ;  and  if 
it  be  common  at  first,  it  must  continue  to  be  so  while  it  is 
returning,  by  its  natural  channels,  to  the  ocean.  l^To  one, 
therefore,  can  have  an  exclusive  right  to  the  aggregated 
drops  that  compose  the  masses  thus  flowing  without  contra- 
vening one  of  the  most  peremptory  laws  of  nature.  Water 
may  be  exclusively  appropriated  by  being  separated  from 
the  mass  of  the  stream,  and  confined  m  tanks  or  trunks  ; 
but  then  it  would  have  ceased  to  be  aqua  pro  flu  ens.  It 
does  not  cease  to  be  so,  however,  by  being  merely  impeded 
in  its  natural  channel  by  a  dam.  That  a  law  of  nature 
may  be  displaced  by  even  legislative  might,  has  been  stoutly 
denied  by  high  authority,  though  perhaps  without  conclu- 
sive effect  where  the  question  is  one  of  power  and  not  of 
right  ;  but  where  a  Court  has  to  deal  with  a  question  of 
construction  and  not  of  power,  the  protection  of  such  a  right 
from  violation  by  superior  force,  must  always  turn  the 
scale.  ISTothing  but  the  most  clear  and  imperative  expres- 
sion of  the  Legislative  will  could  prevent  it.  What  we 
have  to  do,  then,  is  to  see  whether  the  Legislature  has  in- 
disputably debarred  all  mankind  from  drawing  water  from 
the  Schuylkill  river,  except  by  permission  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill Navigation  Company,  or  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  its 
alienee. 

The  City  claims,  not  immediately  by  grant  from  the 
Commonwealth,  but  by  conveyance  from  the  company, 
which  can  pass  no  more  than  the  company  had  power  to 
give.  The  fifteenth  section  of  the  act  of  incorporation 
provides,  "that  the  said  president,  managers  and  company, 
shall  have  the  privilege,  and  be  entitled  to  use,  the  water 
power  from  the  said  river,  sluices,  or  canals,  to  propel  such 
machinery  as  they  may  think  proper  to  erect  on  the  land, 
which  they  may  previously  have  purchased  from  the  owner 
or  owners  ;  or  may  sell  in  fee-simple,  lease,  or  rent,  for  one 
or  more  years,  the  said  water  power,  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons, to  be  used  in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms  as  they 
may  think  proper,"  with  condition  that  the  consequences 
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of  the  grant  shall  not  at  any  time  impede  the  navigation. 
Nothing  contained  in  any  subsequent  enactment  touches 
the  subject  of  water  power,  except  a  proviso  subjoined  to 
the  twenty-fifth  section  of  the  same  act,  which  declares 
"that  in  case  of  forfeiture  by  the  company,  the  owners  of 
water-power  created  by  any  dam  erected  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  shall  be  obliged  to  keep  in  perfect  repair  and  good  con- 
dition, any  dams,  slopes,  or  locks,  connected  with  such 
water-power,  under  and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  and 
penalties  as  the  company  originally  were  ;  and  shall  have 
a  right  to  charge  and  receive  the  same  tolls  as  the  company 
are  authorized  to  receive  by  this  act,  and  in  case  the  owner 
or  o^vners  of  such  water-power  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
keep  such  dams,  slopes  or  locks,  as  aforesaid,  in  good  repair, 
fit  for  the  passage  of  boats,  arks,  and  rafts,  as  the  case  may 
be,  the  Legislature  may  resume  all  the  rights,  privileges, 
liberties,  and  franchises  gTanted  by  tliis  Act."  I  have 
extracted  the  proviso  entire,  not  only  to  present  all  the  leg- 
islation on  the  subject  to  the  eye  at  once,  but  to  show  that 
the  question  before  us  depends  exclusively  on  the  fifteenth 
section. 

Now,  a  grant  of  water-power  is  not  a  grant  of  the  water 
for  anything  else  than  the  propulsion  of  machinery  ;  and 
it  consequently  does  not  exclude  the  use  of  it  by  any  one 
else,  in  a  way  which  does  not  injure  or  decrease  the  power. 
It  is  not  a  grant  of  property  in  the  corpus  of  the  water  as 
a  chattel  ;  and  this  does  not  seem  to  have  been  doubted 
by  the  Judge  who  decided  the  cause  below.  A  right  may 
doubtless  be  granted,  if  a  grant  were  necessary,  to  intercept 
running  water,  and  confine  it  in  resorvoirs  for  separate  use  ; 
but  the  grant  of  such  a  right  would  not  be  the  grant  of  a 
water-power.  No  two  things  can  be  more  distinct  and  dis- 
similar. The  respondents,  therefore,  would  not  be  an- 
swerable in  equity  for  taking  the  free  and  running  water 
of  the  river,  or  for  anything  less  than  a  nuisance  to  the 
complainants  by  decreasing  the  volume  and  force  of  the 
current  ;  for  on  no  other  ground  could  the  extraordinary 
jurisdiction  of  a  chancellor,  which  in  eases  of  nuisance  is 
only  the  handmaid  and  protectress  of  the  legal  title,  be  in- 
voked to  restrain  the  diverting  of  a  water-course,  The 
authorities  to  the  point  are  collected  in  Eden  on  Injuno 
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tions,  c.  11,  p.  157,  in  which  it  is  shown  that,  though  it  is 
the  practice  to  enjoin  in  clear  cases  of  nuisance,  without 
a  trial  to  establish  the  right  at  law,  yet  the  Courts  of 
Equity  are  exceedingly  unwilling  to  do  so  ;  and  my  first 
impression  was  that  the  injunction  ought  to  have  been  re- 
fused on  that  ground.  But  gi-anting  for  the  occasion  that 
the  bill,  answer,  and  proofs,  establish  the  existence  of  an 
actual  nuisance,  yet,  as  injunctions,  without  exception,  are 
discretionary  and  grantable  on  the  circumstances  of  the 
particular  case,  I  am  far  from  clear  that  it  would  not  be  our 
duty  to  leave  the  complainants  to  their  remedy  at  law,  until 
they  could  make  out  a  case  of  substantial  and  appreciable 
injury  to  a  part  of  their  water-power,  which  they  otherwise 
would  have  put  in  use  ;  and  no  such  injury  is  made  out  by 
the  proofs.  The  estimates  are  that  about  two  millions  of 
gallons  are  daily  taken  by  the  respondents  from  the  pool, 
while  from  one  hundred  and  hity  to  five  hundred  millions 
are  suffered,  in  the  same  time,  to  tumble  over  the  dam. 
Whatever,  therefore,  may  be  the  growth  of  the  districts 
and  their  wants,  it  is  pretty  certain  that  the  complainants 
will  be  free  from  actual  damage  from  the  respondents' 
works  in  all  time  to  come.  The  number  of  the  population 
at  present  is  computed  to  be  one  hundred  thousand  ;  and 
should  it  in  time  be  equal  to  the  population  of  London  and 
its  en^drons — a  thing  that  is  barely  within  the  bounds  of 
jDossibility — the  daily  consumption,  according  to  the  pre- 
sent ratio,  would  be  no  more  than  forty  millinos  of  gallons  ; 
leaving  an  immense  surplus,  which  the  complainants  do 
not,  and  probably  never  can,  use  ;  but  should  the  case  turn 
out  in  process  of  time  to  be  otherwise,  it  would  be  time 
enough  to  apply  the  strong  arm  of  a  chancellor  to  it.  But 
according  to  Pastorius  vs.  Fisher,  I.  Rawle,  27,  a  plaintiff 
is  entitled  to  nominal  damages  from  one  who  floods  his  land 
without  actual  damage,  because  every  invasion  of  a  right 
is,  in  contemplation  of  law,  a  constructive  damage,  calling 
for  compensation  in  proportion  to  its  importance.  We 
must  not  forget,  however,  that  an  action  is  of  right,  and 
that  an  injunction  is  of  grace.  Viewing  the  case  as  if  the 
complainants  had  established  their  right  by  a  verdict  at 
law,  it  would  not  follow  that  a  subsequent  jury,  performing 
the  office  of  a  chancellor  under  our  mixed  system,  as  ne- 
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cessity  lias  sometimes  compelled  them  to  do,  would  be 
bound  on  the  principle  of  Clyde  vs.  Clyde,  1  Yeates,  92, 
to  coerce  the  respondents,  by  means  of  vindicatory  dam- 
ages, to  abate  their  works  ;  and  if  a  jury  would  not  do  so, 
a  chancellor  would  not  enjoin  them.  It  is  true  that  in  an 
action  to  compensate  a  benefit  the  value  of  it  to  the  receiver 
is  the  measure  of  the  damages  ;  but  when  the  action  is  for 
•a  wrong,  the  measure  is  compensation  to  the  extent  of  the 
loss.  But  no  speculative  benefit  or  loss  is  a  subject  of 
compensation  ;  and  even  if  it  were,  yet  where  damages 
will  compensate  either  the  benefit  derived,  or  the  loss  suf- 
fered, from  a  nuisance,  equity  will  not  interfere.  Here 
the  complainants  might  recover  full  compensation,  by  a 
verdict  for  the  one  or  the  other,  inasmuch  as  the  works 
above  do  not  practically  interfere  with  their  comfort  or 
convenience.  We  must  admit  that  a  man  who  has  paid  for 
a  water-power  is  not  bound  to  use  the  whole,  or  any  part 
of  it,  but  that  he  may  choose  to  let  the  water  escape,  as  the 
complainants  did,  without  giving  any  one  a  right  to  inter- 
fere with  it  ;  but  would  not  non-user  be  a  matter  to  go 
to  a  jury,  in  mitigation  of  damages  ?  Except  to  establish 
the  right,  a  jury  is  not  at  liberty  to  go  beyond  the  actual 
loss  ;  and  this  principle  is  peculiarly  applicable  to  the 
course  of  a  chancellor.  I  have  found  no  case  in  point  for 
diverting  water-courses  ;  Itut  conclusive  analogies  may  be 
drawn  from  cases  of  nuisance,  by  stopping  ancient  lights. 
In  the  Attorney-General  vs.  Mchol,  16  Ves.  338, it  was  held 
that  equity  "will  not  interfere  where  the  injury  can  be  com- 
pensated by  damages;  but  that  it  will  restrain  an  injury  which 
would  probably  drive  the  complainants  from  the  premises. 
No  fear  of  that,  from  any  injury  done  to  the  complainants 
before  us.  Lord  Eldon  said  that  the  foundation  of  equita- 
ble jurisdiction  to  interfere  by  injunction  in  cases  of  nui- 
sance, is  that  head  of  mischief  alluded  to  by  Lord  Hard- 
wicke,  in  the  Fishmongers  Company  vs.  The  East  India 
Company,  1  Dickens,  164,  as  that  sort  of  material  injury 
to  the  comfort  of  the  existence  of  those  who  dwell  in  the 
neighboring  house  ;  that  the  diminution  of  the  value  of  the 
premises,  is  not  a  ground  to  interfere  ;  and  that  equity 
\vi\\  not  interfere  upon  every  degree  of  darkening  ancient 
lights.      And  in  the  kindred  case  of  Lord  Ripon  vs.  Ho- 
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bart,  3  My  In.  &  K.  169,  Lord  Brougham  refused  an  in- 
junction to  prevent  a  contingent  nuisance,  saying  that  "if 
the  thing  sought  to  be  prohibited  is  in  itself  a  nuisance, 
the  court  will  interfere  to  stay  irreparable  mischief,  without 
waiting  for  the  result  of  a  trial  ;  and  will,  according  to  cir- 
cumstances, direct  an  issue  or  allow  an  action  ;  or,  if  need 
be,  expedite  the  proceedings,  the  injunction  being  in  th.e 
mean  time  continued.  But  where  the  thing  sought  to  be 
restrained  is  not  unavoidably  in  itself  noxious,  but  some- 
thing which  may,  according  to  circumstances  prove  so,  the 
court  will  interefere."  So  in  Wynstanley  vs.J^ee,  2  Swaiist., 
333,  Sir  Thomas  Plumer  refused  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  erection  of  a  building  which  darkened  ancient  lights, 
because  it  did  not  api^ear  that  it  would  materially  inter- 
fere with  the  comfort  of  the  plaintiff.  I  do  not,  however, 
insist  on  this  aspect  of  the  case,  because  it  is  not  one  in 
which  it  was  viewed  at  th.e  argument,  or  one  which,  has  at- 
tracted the  attention  or  elicited  the  opinion  of  my  brethren; 
and  emphatically  because  there  is  another  ground  on  which 
we  all  agree  that  the  decision  may  be  securely  rested. 

The  preceding  remarks  have  been  hazarded  on  the  foot 
of  a  momentary  concession  that  the  respondents'  works  are 
a  nuisance  in  contemplation  of  law  ;  but  are  they  so  ? 
The  affirmative  must  be  rested  on  an  assumption  that  any 
abstraction  of  the  water  for  domestic  purposes  is  a  technical 
injury  to  the  complainants'  water-power  ;  and  this,  whether 
it  were  drawn  from  the  pool  or  from  the  stream  above  ; 
for  the  volume  of  the  water  would  be  equally  lessened  by 
it  in  either  case.  According  to  the  argument,  it  would  be 
an  infringement  of  the  company's  right,  to  draw  water 
from  the  river  even  above  the  charter-ground.  But  is  it 
possible  to  think,  that  in  granting  the  company  authority 
to  use  or  sell  the  power  of  the  surplus  water,  the  Legislature 
intended  to  appropriate  the  whole  stream,  for  every  pur- 
pose, to  its  exclusive  use,  and  to  debar  the  inhabitants  of  the 
contiguous  ^^llages  and  farms  from  using  any  part  of  it 
for  drinking,  cooking,  washing,  or  any  other  domestic  pur- 
pose ?  It  would  be  monstrous  to  suppose  it.  The  very 
extravagance  of  the  pretension  is  an  irresistible  argument 
against  it.  The  intent  of  the  Legislature  was  to  give  the 
company  a  monopoly  of  the  power  incidentally  created  by  it 
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works,  and  to  give  it  no  more  ;  for  the  words  of  the  sec- 
tion go  no  further.  The  water  in  its  pools  was  not  to  bo 
drawn  from  them  for  application  to  machinery  elsewhere 
without  its  consent  ;  for  that  is  the  extent  of  the  enact- 
ment, and  it  contains  no  express  or  implied  prohibition  of 
any  other  use  of  it.  The  river  above  the  charter-ground 
was  left  subject  to  the  common  law,  which  allows  every 
riparian  owner  to  divert  the  stream  for  purposes  of  irriga- 
tion or  power,  subject  only  to  return  the  residue  of  it  to  its 
natural  channel  on  his  own  ground  ;  yet  even  he  would 
be  liable,  on  the  principle  of  the  argument,  for  the  least 
imaginable  diminution  or  consumption  of  it.  Even  within 
the  extent  of  the  charter-ground,  there  was  to  be  no  sacri- 
fice of  natural  and  inherent  rights  to  the  merely  collateral 
creation  of  water-power,  which  was  not  the  object  for  which 
the  company  was  incorporated,  but  merely  auxiliary  to  it. 
The  Legislature  would  not  have  ventured  to  abridge  a  right 
so  sacred  to  accomplish  a  subordinate  purpose,  however 
meritorious  ;  and  had  the  interpretation  attempted  been 
propounded  to  it  as  necessar}^  and  inevitable,  the  bill  would 
certainly  have  been  rejected.  What,  then,  have  the  re- 
spondents done  ?  The  inhabitants  of  the  districts  might 
have  lawfully  dipped  from  the  margin  of  the  pool,  water 
enough  for  their  several  necessities  ;  but  instead  of  draw- 
ing it  by  hand  or  by  horses,  they  have  combined  their  funds 
to  produce  a  cheaper  and  a  better  transportation.  True, 
they  have  laid  pipes  in  the  pool,  as  they  might  have  laid 
them  in  the  l^ed  of  the  river,  had  not  the  dam  been  erected  ; 
but  what  has  that  to  do  with  the  supposed  production  of  an 
injury  to  the  complainants  by  decreasing  the  volume  and 
power  of  the  stream  ?  Certainly  no  more  than  the  trans- 
portation of  the  water,  when  separated  from  the  mass,  has 
to  do  "with  it.  Unless  the  complainants  have  a  specific 
property  in  the  water  itself — and  all  the  writers  on  natural 
or  conventional  law  agree  that  they  have  not — they  have 
no  equity.  To  state  their  case  is  to  decide  it.  We  are 
therefore  compelled  to  differ  from  the  opinion  expressed 
by  our  late  brother  Kennedy,  and  to  reverse  his  decree.

OPINION  OF  THE  COURT. 

We  have  given  tliis  case,  and  the  manner  of  its  trial, 
much  consideration;  and,  although  the  remark  seems  like 
anticipating  a  result,  we  regard  the  case  as  having  been 
carefully,  considerately  and  well  tried  by  the  learned  Judge 
below.  It  was  the  case  of  a  canal  boatman,  with  a  boat- 
load of  coal,  passing  over  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Com- 
pany's works  from  Port  Carbon,  Schuylkill  County,  and 
destined  for  New  York,  but  prevented  from  passing  out 
of  their  works  after  arriving  at  Manayunk,  on  the  10th  of 
August,  1869,  by  reason  of  the  insufficiency  of  water  at 
Eairmount  dam  to  pass  the  boats  ahead  of  him  over  the 
pool  and  out  of  the  outlet  locks.  He  was  detained  in  the 
canal  at  Manayunk  and  in  the  pool  from  the  10th  day  of 
August  until  the  7th  day  of  September  ensuing,  with  his 
boat,  hands  and  team,  a  period  of  twenty-eight  days,  for 
which  detention  he  sued  the  city,  and  recovered  in  this  case 
the  sum  of  $275  damages.  The  great  question  of  the  case 
was  and  is  how  did  the  city  become  liable  for  these  damages 
to  the  plaintiff,  resulting  from  a  scarcity  of  water  in  the 
navigation  company's  works  ?  To  answer  this,  takes  us 
back  a  step  to  ascertain  the  relations  of  the  navigation  com- 
pany and  the  city  to  each  other,  and  to  the  public. 

The  company  was  incorporated  by  Act  of  Assembly  of 
8th  March,  1815,  with  power  to  construct  a  slack- water 
navigation  in  the  river  Schuylkill,  from  a  point  in  the 
Schuylkill  County  to  Philadelphia,  including  Fairmount 
dam.  This,  of  course,  was  to  be  accomplished  by  the  erec- 
tion of  dams  and  locks;  and  the  water  power  created  by 
the  dams  to  be  erected,  was  to  belong  to  the  company,  to 
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use,  lease  or  sell:  "Provided,  That  it  be  so  done  that  it 
shall  not  at  any  time  impede  or  interrupt  the  navigation." 
The  stream  had  long  previously  been  declared  a  public 
highway;  and,  as  it  was  the  policy  of  the  Legislature — as 
it  has  ever  been — to  require  all  conceded  individual  rights 
in  navigable  streams  to  be  subordinate  to  the  public  rights 
in  such  streams,  this  proviso  was  inserted.  Decisions  under 
the  Act  of  1803,  called  "  The  Mid-dam  Act,"  are  illustra- 
tive of  this  policy:  Susq.  Canal  Co.  vs.  Wright,  9  W.  &  S., 
9;  jSTew  York  and  Erie  Eailroad  Co.  vs.  Young,  9  Casey, 
1Y5. 

Under  this  limitation  in  the  charter,  it  is  apparent  the 
company  could  make  no  grant  of  water-power,  to  any  per- 
son or  corporation,  which  would  impede  or  interrupt  the 
navigation  of  the  works  to  be  constructed  by  them.  This 
was  a  fundamental  condition  of  the  grant  by  the  State, 
and  an  implied  prohibition  of  any  such  thing.  In  June, 
1819,  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  entered  into  a  contract  by  which  the  former 
acquired  a  right  to  increase  the  supply  of  water  for  the 
use  of  the  city  from  the  Schuylkill  river.  The  city  en- 
gaged to  erect  a  dam  across  the  river  near  Fairmount,  and 
to  have  all  the  water  at  said  dam  which  the  company  should 
not  need  for  na^dgation  purposes,  the  company  reserving, 
pursuant  to  the  limitation  in  its  charter,  just  noticed,  the 
water  required  for  navigation,  and  the  right  to  draw  from 
the  dam  as  much  as  it  might  deem  necessary  for  passing 
boats  and  other  craft  into  and  out  of  the  pool  of  the  dam 
through  the  locks.  Then  follows  a  pro^aso  in  the  grant 
to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens,  "  That  they  shall  not 
grant  at  any  time,  reduce  the  same,  or  keep  the  same  re- 
duced, below  the  level  of  the  surface  or  top  of  said  dam, 
it  being  the  design  and  meaning  of  the  parties,  that  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  shall  only  have  such  use  of 
the  water  as,  -with  the  use  thereof  by  the  said  president 
and  managers  and  company,  mil  not  reduce  it  below  the 
said  surface  or  top  of  the  dam,  or  keep  it  so  reduced." 

It  was  the  theory  of  the  plaintiff's  case,  that  the  city 
did,  in  violation  of  the  prohibition  in  the  charter  of  the 
navigation  company,  and  of  the  terms  of  its  own  contract. 
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draw  from  the  dam  at  Fairmount,  water  that  was  needed 
for  navigation,  at  the  time  he  was  stopped;  reducing  it 
below  the  top  of  the  dam,  and  thus  impeding  and  obstruct- 
ing him  in  the  navigation  of  that  highway,  and  that  this 
occasioned  the  special  damages  claimed  by  him  in  this  suit. 

The  question  whether  the  facts  proved  were  as  assumed 
was  a  question  for  the  jury,  and  was  in  various  modes  ex- 
plicity  submitted  to  them  by  the  learned  Judge  below. 
The  law  of  the  case,  so  far  as  it  holds  that  where  a  public 
nuisance  results  in  a  private  injury  it  is  the  subject  of  an 
action  by  the  injured  party  against  the  wrongdoer,  is  un- 
doubted, and  was  properly  so  administered  on  the  trial. 
The  following  references  clearly  established  this:  !N^echling 
vs.  Kittanning  Bridge  Co.,  1  Grant,  416;  Buck  Mountain 
Coal  Co.  vs.  Lehigh  Coal  and  Nav.  Co.,  14  Wright,  91; 
Hilliard  on  Torts,  Vol.  2,  p.  72;  Rose  vs.  Miles,  4  M.  & 
S.,  101;  Greasly  vs.  Codling,  2  Bing.,  263;  Rex  vs.  Traf- 
ford,  1  B.  &  Ad.,  874;  State  of  Pennsylvania  vs.  Wheeling 
Bridge  Co.,  13  Howard,  518. 

Innumerable  authorities  might  be  cited  to  the  same 
effect.  The  jury  found  the  fact  against  the  defendant, 
namely,  that  the  city  had  drawn  water  from  the  dam  to 
an  extent  beyond  its  contract,  allowance  and  obligation, 
and  that  this  was  prejudicial  to  the  navigation,  and  im- 
peded the  plaintiff  lawfully  navigating  it. 

Was  it  proper  to  submit  these  question  to  the  jury  ? 
Beyond  a  doubt,  it  was;  otherwise  the  plaintiff's  right  to 
show  his  injury,  and  that  it  was  by  the  act  of  the  city, 
would  be  defeated.  If  the  city  could  be  made  liable 'at 
all  for  the  injury,  the  plaintiff  had  a  right  to  show  wherein 
she  was  wrong.  It  was  very  clearly  proved  that  for  the 
purpose  of  water-power  she  used  about  thirteen  and  a  half 
times  more  water  than  for  the  use  of  her  reservoir  and  that 
the  water  thus  consumed  was  eight  and  a  half  times — and 
probably  eleven  times — as  much  as  would  have  sufficed 
to  pass  forty  boats  a  day  through  Fairmount  locks.  This 
was  not  contradicted,  as  the  city  gave  no  evidence  what- 
ever; and  this,  with  other  testimony  supporting  it,  was 
undoubtedly  believed  by  the  jury.  No  water  necessary  for 
navigation  was  allowed  by  law  to  be  drawn  by  the  com- 
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pany,  or  authorized  by  it  to  be  drawn.  As  the  city  did 
draw,  how  is  she  to  escape  liability,  if  injury  resulted  on 
account  thereof  to  a  passer  on  the  highway  ?  She  violated 
the  law  of  the  highway  by  doing  so,  and  we  cannot  see  how 
she  can  escape  the  consequence.  It  was  claimed  that  it 
was  on  the  company  the  liability  to  the  plaintiff  ought 
to  rest.  But  the  answer  to  that  argument  was  truly  as 
stated  by  the  learned  Judge.  It  is  not  for  the  city  to  say 
that  she  had  a  co-wrongdoer.  Torts  are  not  necessarily 
joint;  they  are  joint  and  several.  One  may  be  answerable 
for  all  the  wrong  done  by  himself  and  his  co-tortfeasor. 
The  injury  cannot  be  apportioned.  The  city  could  not 
plead  ignorance  of  the  provision  in  the  company's  charter, 
that  water  for  water-power  did  not  exist  when  it  was 
wanted  for  navigation;  or  her  own  contract  to  the  same 
effect,  inserted  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  navigation. 
If  she  took  it  when  it  was  so  wanted,  she  violated  a  regu- 
lation of  public  law,  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  the  public, 
and  is  amenable,  notwithstanding  another  may  have  co- 
operated in  doing  the  act  and  might  also  be  made  an- 
swerable. 

It  wan  conceded  on  the  trial,  that  upon  taking  water  for 
the  citizens  of  the  city  for  domestic  purposes,  no  restriction 
could  be  placed  by  legislation  or  grant,  and  none  was 
placed.  If  it  could  have  been  shown  that  it  was  this  sup- 
ply for  domestic  purposes  only,  which  occasioned  the  in- 
sufficiency for  navigation,  then  the  law  of  a  paramount 
necessity  w^ould  have  existed,  and  have  brought  into  play 
the  doctrine  of  riparian  rights,  and  justified  the  taking. 
But  this  did  not  appear,  and  was  not  the  fact.  ISTor  was 
it  denied  that  if  the  drouth  had  been  so  severe  as  to  have 
been  incapable  of  mitigation  by  the  use  of  any  means  to 
keep  the  navigation  open,  the  defendant  would  not  have 
been  liable.  The  case  would  then  have  been  within  the 
maxim  Actus  Dei  nemmi  facit  injuriam.  But  this  was 
found  against  the  defendant,  and  left  her  without  justifi- 
cation and  consequent  defence.  The  law  as  to  this  was 
properly  administered. 

I  scarcely  feel  that  I  need  notice  especially  the  answer 
of  the  Court  to  the  defendant's  fourth  point,  now  insisted 
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on  as  error.  The  point  was  to  the  effect,  that  if  the 
jury  believed  that  the  defendant  did  draw  the  water  below 
the  comb  of  the  dam  at  Fairmount,  and  yet  find  that  the 
plaintiff's  boat  could  not  have  navigated  the  pool,  the  act 
of  the  city  did  not  damage  the  plaintiff,  and  he  cannot 
recover.  The  answer  to  the  point  was  simply  this,  that 
an  affirmation  of  the  point  in  its  terms  must  be  declined  ; 
but  that  whether  the  law  was  as  stated,  would  depend  on 
whether  the  use  by  the  city  impeded  or  interrupted  the 
navigation.  That  covered  the  ground  of  the  question.  If 
there  was  testimony  to  raise  a  point  of  this  kind,  it  was 
testimony  of  which  the  jury  could  make  the  application, 
and  it  was  properly  for  them  to  do  so,  and  also  to  say 
under  the  charge,  whether  in  such  a  category — viz.,  the 
inability  to  navigate  the  pool — the  party  was  injured  or 
not.  If  not  injured,  it  would  follow  he  could  not  recover. 
And  then,  again,  it  would  depend  upon  the  time,  whether 
the  point  ought  to  have  been  answered  as  put.  If  after 
the  city  has  virtually  taken  charge  of  the  locks,  and  asserted 
by  its  officers  a  determination  to  control  the  water  at  Fair- 
mount,  it  would  have  been  an  idle  thing  to  have  navi- 
gated the  pool  if  he  could  not  get  out  of  the  locks. 

We  think  the  point  was  sufficiently  answered  for  the 
justice  of  the  case  and  demands  of  the  law. 

We  shall  now  notice  the  assignments  of  error  on  the 
bills  of  exception  by  the  city  to  the  admissibility  of  certain 
items  of  evidence  offered  by  the  plaintiff,  and  received  by 
the  Coiu't.  They  consist  of  communications,  declarations  and 
doings  of  the  city  officials,  such  as  Mayor,  City  Councils, 
and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Works,  in  regard  to  the 
subject-matter  involved  in  the  suit,  in  connection  mth  the 
officers  of  the  Schuylkill  JSTavigation  Company  on  the  same 
subject. 

It  is  difficult  to  find  a  good  reason  for  rejecting  the  acts 
and  declarations  of  a  party  to  a  cause,  or  a  duly  constituted 
agent,  in  the  transactions  out  of  which  it  grows,  if  relevant 
for  any  purpose.  The  communication  of  the  Mayor  to 
the  Councils  of  23d  August,  1869,  was  important  as  part 
of  the  res  gestae,  in  the  transaction  of  the  Mayor,  in  vir- 
tually taking  the  control  of  the  dam  and  Avater  for  the  city. 
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He  was  the  executive  officer  of  the  city,  its  official  head; 
and  when  he  spoke  in  regard  to  the  condition,  wants  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  city  respecting  a  competent  supply  of 
water,  it  certainly  was  e\'idence  against  the  city,  and  es- 
pecially as  it  was  acquiesced  in  by  her.  That  it  was  not 
so  acquiesced  in,  was  not  shown  by  the  defendant.  And 
when  the  Councils  acted,  in  view  of  the  admitted  loss  to 
the  company,  or  loss  to  the  boatmen,  by  appropriating 
$25,000  to  it,  for  and  on  account,  it  must  be  supposed,  of 
the  infringement  of  its  rights  and  losses  consequent  there- 
on, it  was  evidence  of  admission  by  the  legislative  branch 
of  the  city  government  of  liability,  to  some  extent  at  least, 
on  account  of  the  matter  which  brought  the  injury  to  the 
plaintiff.  It  does  not  stand  on  the  footing  of  a  compro- 
mise.    There  was  no  error,  we  think,  in  this. 

So  the  correspondence  and  declarations  of  Mr.  Graeff, 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Works,  must  be  regarded  as 
made  by  the  city.  They  directly  related  to  the  very  matter 
of  the  taking  the  water  beyond  what  was  granted  to  the 
city,  or  allowed  to  be  granted  by  the  company.  They 
served  to  show  the  foundation  of  the  action  of  the  city  in 
taking  the  water,  and  the  supposed  necessity  for  the  action 
by  the  city  officers.  The  city  can  only  speak  by  the  mouths 
of  its  agents,  and  Mr.  Graeff  was  one  of  them — and  an  im- 
portant one— in  the  matter  of  water.  It  was  not  possible 
to  exclude  her  acts  and  declarations.  That  they  were  not 
made  to  the  plaintiff,  was  of  no  consequence.  If  made  to 
those  whose  acts  injured  the  plaintiff,  and  were  acted  on 
by  them,  they  were  their  own  acts  by  adoption.  They 
were  never  repudiated  by  the  city — at  least  there  is  no 
evidence  that  they  were  ever  disavowed. 

It  was  a  matter  proved,  and  not  contradicted,  that  if  the 
water  used  for  propelling  her  water-wheels  by  the  city, 
and  permitted  to  escape  through  them  below  the  dam,  had 
not  been  so  used,  there  would  have  been  water  enough  for 
the  reservoir  and  navigation  both.  It  was  no  answer  to 
the  plaintiff's  claim,  that  the  city  had  no  other  machinery 
but  water-wheels  by  which  to  force  the  water  into  the  reser- 
voir. The  answer  to  this  is,  that  she  ought  to  have  had 
machinery  which  would  have  saved  this  water,  seeing  that 
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she  must  have  known  that  water  for  propulsion  was  pro- 
hibited whenever  navigation  might  be  effected  by  its  use 
for  such  a  purpose.  No  one  can  allege  a  neglect  as  an 
excuse  for  an  injury,  any  more  than  can  a  man  his  own 
turpitude  for  a  failure  to  perform  a  duty.  This  view  was 
presented  to  the  jury  in  the  charge  of  the  learned  Judge, 
and  necessarily  became  the  subject  of  consideration  by  the 
jury  in  ascertaining  the  rights  of  the  plaintiff,  and  of  the 
city  to  respond  in  damages. 

Of  necessity,  the  letters  of  the  company,  in  answer  to 
the  water  department,  were  admissible.  Undoubtedly 
they  might  be  given  in  evidence  by  the  plaintiff,  although 
the  company  was  not  sued.  The  result  was  brought  about 
by  the  acts  of  the  city  and  company  together.  Acting 
together,  the  acts  and  admissions  of  both  were  evidence  for 
the  injured  party.  The  whole  scope  of  the  testimony 
shows  that  they  acted  together  in  relation  to  the  detention 
of  the  water;  as  between  themselves  it  must  be  a  question 
of  whose  was  the  fault.  Is'ot  so  as  to  the  plaintiff.  The 
whole  series  of  acts  and  declarations  culminating  in  the 
detention  of  the  water  at  Fairmount,  so  as  to  prevent  plain- 
tiff from  getting  through  with  his  boat,  were  res  gestae^ 
and  proper  to  be  given  in  evidence. 

On  the  same  principle  was  the  admission  in  evidence 
of  the  Mayor's  declaration — that  he  would  resist  with  the 
whole  police  force  of  the  city  any  attempt  by  any  party 
to  close  the  head-gates  of  the  water  works.  He  was  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  city,  and  as  such  made  the 
announcement.  The  company  had  a  right  to  close  the 
gates  if  the  naAdgation  required  the  water.  The  company 
was  authorized  to  believe  the  threat  sincere,  and  was  not 
bound  to  test  it,  vi  aperta,  and  take  up  the  gage  and  try 
the  arbitrament  of  force.  He  had  a  force,  to  which  he 
referred,  sufficient  for  the  carrying  into  effect  the  intention 
avowed.  It  was,  no  doubt,  under  the  state  of  alarm  in  the 
city  about  a  water  famine,  and  the  appearance  of  things, 
seriously  meant,  and  doubtless  well  intended.  But,  how- 
ever, as  we  have  already  shown  and  will  further  show, 
there  was  no  actual  necessity  for  the  detention  of  the  water. 
Thirteen  and  a  half  gallons  were  required  to  save  one  for 
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the  city.  This  went  for  propelling  power.  Mr.  Traut- 
wine,  a  civil  engineer,  estimated,  and  so  testified,  that  the 
average  consumption  for  "  water-power "  alone  at  the 
wheels  of  the  works,  was  at  the  lowest  calculation,  eight 
and  a  half — and  perhaps  eleven  times  sufficient  for  the 
passage  of  forty  boats  daily,  at  Fairmount.  Water-power 
was  forbidden  when  navigation  required  it.  But  more 
than  this,  we  regard  it  as  demonstrable,  by  the  uncontro- 
verted  fact,  that  a  resumption  of  navigation  took  place  in 
the  Schuylkill  on  the  Tth  of  September,  1869,  without  any 
accession  to  the  volume  of  water  in  the  river  from  rains, 
between  the  date  of  closing  navigation,  and  that  date,  a 
period  of  twenty-eight  days.  It  must  therefore,  have  been 
the  act  of  the  city  and  the  company,  or  one  of  them,  that 
produced  the  result,  and  not  an  act  of  Providence  as  con- 
tended for.  The  jury  having  found,  upon  competent  evi- 
dence, that  the  plaintiff  was  injured  by  being  delayed  for 
want  of  water  in  na^dgating  his  boat,  and  that  the  city 
was  at  least  a  party  to  this  result,  and  was  in  law  vsdthout 
justifying  causes  to  sustain  her,  a  recovery  against  her 
seems  to  have  been  a  necessary  consequence  of  her  position 
and  acts  under  the  proof. 

We  have  thus  noticed,  in  a  general  way,  we  think,  every 
controverted  position  in  the  charge  and  ruling  of  the 
learned  Judge  as  to  evidence,  and,  finding  no  error  in 
either,  the  judgment  must  be  affirmed.  We  regard  it  as 
a  hard  case,  but  we  cannot  alter  the  law  to  relieve  the 
hardship;  nor  have  we  any  control  over  the  facts  when 
properly  admitted  in  evidence;  they  were  for  the  jury. 

Judgment  affirmed.

OPINIOIT   OF   THE    COURT. 

In  tlie  Court  below  the  plaintiff  claimed  damages  arising 
from  a  diversion  of  the  water  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  to  sup- 
ply the  City  water-works  at  Fairmount,  The  navigation 
was  impeded,  and  his  boat  was  detained  in  her  voyage  from 
the  9th  of  August  until  the  8th  of  September,  1869.  The 
season  was  one  of  unexampled  drought,  and  several  inter- 
esting questions  arose  in  the  trial.  These  had  been  de- 
cided in  a  former  case:  The  City  vs.  Collins,  18  P.  F., 
Smith,  106,  in  an  opinion  delivered  by  the  Chief  Justice. 
It  is  now  alleged  that  that  case  was  not  fully  argued  ;  in- 
deed it  is  said  by  the  counsel  that  the  question  of  the  lia- 
bility of  the  City  for  the  acts  of  her  officers,  was  not  appre- 
hended by  themselves,  in  all  its  bearings,  and  we  are  asked, 
therefore,  to  review  this  and  several  other  points  in  the 
case.  The  City  vs.  Collins  was  ably  argued  and  well  con- 
sidered, yet,  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  counsel,  and 
in  view  of  the  important  consequences  to  the  City,  we  have 
re-examined  the  following  questions,  viz  : 

The  extent  of  the  alleged  grant  to  the  City,  contained  in 
the  proviso  to  the  Act  of  1807. 

The  extent  of  the  rights  of  the  City  under  the  contracts 
with  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company. 

The  liabilities  of  the  City  for  the  acts  of  its  agents  and 
officers. 

The  influence  of  the  unexampled  drought  upon  the 
rights  and  duties  of  the  parties. 

We  cannot  see  in  the  reservation  in  the  proviso  to  the 
Act  of  1807,  of  the  right  to  erect  works  or  machinery  for 
the  purpose  of  conducting  the  waters  of  the  river  to  the 
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City,  any  grant  of  these  waters  prejudicial  to  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  stream.  That  Act  granted  to  Robert  Kennedy 
a  private  right  only  to  construct  a  race  and  lead  off  so  much 
water  as  should  be  necessary  for  his  mills,  subject  to  the 
condition  that  lie  should  not  obstruct  the  navigation  of  the 
river,  or  prevent  the  fish  from  passing  up.  The  proviso 
in  favor  of  the  City  was  an  exception  merely  to  this  pri- 
vate grant,  and  while  it  was  a  root  from  which  rights  might 
spring,  it  defined  none,  and  pledged  the  State  to  no  extent 
of  enjoyment  of  the  water  by  the  City,  which  would  inter- 
rupt or  impair  the  navigation.  A  contrary  interpretation 
has  been  given  to  the  pro^dso  by  all  the  parties — the  State, 
the  Navigation  Company,  and  the  City,  by  legislation  and 
by  contracts  acted  upon  and  recognized  for  half  a  century. 
By  the  Act  of  8th  of  March,  1815,  incorporating  the 
Schuylkill  j^J^avigation  Company,  to  make  a  slack-water 
navigation  by  means  of  dams,  locks,  and  other  devices,  the 
stream  was  devoted  to  this  purpose.  The  15th  section  con- 
ferred upon  the  company  the  right  to  use  the  water-power 
of  the  river,  sluices  ,and  canals,  to  propel  machinery,  or  to 
sell  in  fee  simple  or  lease  the  water-power  to  others  ;  but 
with  the  proviso  that  it  should  be  so  done,  that  it  should 
not  at  any  time  impede  or  interrupt  navigation.  This  law 
is  directly  at  variance  with  the  right  now  claimed  for  the 
City  to  impair  the  navigation  ;  and  so  the  City  and  the 
company  understood  it. 

This  brings  us  to  consider  the  extent  of  the  rights  of  the 
City  under  her  contracts  \vith  the  company.  The  first 
agTeement  is  dated  June  3,  1819.  It  recites  the  claim  of 
title  by  the  City  to  the  grant  of  the  private  right  to  Robert 
Kennedy,  through  certain  mesne  conveyances,  and  settles 
and  adjusts  the  mutual  interests  of  the  company  and  the 
City  in  the  waters  of  the  stream.  The  company  stipulated 
for  its  right  at  all  times  to  draw  off  as  much  water  as  they 
should  deem  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  navigation 
and  the  City  bound  herself  not  to  reduce  the  water  below 
the  top  of  the  dam  at  Fairmount  ;  and  not  to  sell,  lease, 
dispose  of  any  water-power,  or  to  use  it  for  manufacturing 
purposes  except  a  certain  limited  use  to  be  made  by  the 
City.  The  City  reserved  any  rights  she  had  under  the 
Act  of  1807  ;  but  it  is  obvious  this  was  a  mere  precau- 
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tioii,  and  did  not  enlarge  the  rights  of  the  City  which  were 
expressly  defined  by  the  agreement.  It  limited  the  extent 
of  her  use  of  the  water  and  water-power  in  the  most  pre- 
cise terms.  The  vagne  and  undefined  right  contained  in 
the  proviso  thus  became  clearly  fixed  and  ascertained  by 
the  agreement.  The  express  terms  of  the  contract  cannot 
be  set  aside  by  such  an  undefined  reservation. 

Then  came  the  agreement  of  July  20,  1820,  enabling 
the  City  to  add  eighteen  inches  to  the  height  of  the  dam  ; 
but  otherwise  confirming  the  agreement  of  1819.  This 
was  followed  by  the  agreement  of  June  14,  1824,  granting 
to  the  City  the  whole  water-power  of  the  river  produced 
by  the  Fairmount  dam,  and  the  use  of  the  whole  water  of 
the  river  there,  that  should  remain  after  drawing  off  what 
should  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  na^dgation  of  the 
river.  To  prevent  misconstruction,  this  new  concession 
is  followed  by  the  express  declaration  of  the  true  intent  of 
the  parties,  that  the  City  should  have  such  use  only,  of  the 
Avater,  as  with  the  use  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  navigation 
would  not  reduce  it  below  the  surface  of  the  dam,  or  keep 
it  so  reduced.  To  enforce  and  protect  the  right  of  the 
navigation,  it  was  agreed  that  should  it  at  any  time  happen 
that  the  water  should  be  drawn  off  below  the  top  of  the  sur- 
face of  the  dam,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  JSTavigation 
Company  to  fasten  up  the  gates  or  openings  used  by  the 
City  to  draw  off  the  water,  and  to  keep  them  fastened  until 
the  water  should  be  raised  as  high  as  the  top  or  surface  of 
the  dam. 

The  Schuylkill  river  was  recognized  by  "William  Penn 
as  a  na\agable  stream:  Proud's  History  of  Pennsylvania, 
252.  It  has  been  classed  as  navigable  along  with  the 
Ohio,  Monongahela,  Allegheny,  Susquehanna,  Lehigh,  and 
Delaware,  and  many  laws  have  been  passed  recognizing 
it  as  such:  Shrunk  vs.  'Nay.  Co.,  14  S.  &  K.,  79,  80,  81  ; 
McKeen  vs.  Delaware  Div.  Canal  Co.,  13  Wright,  433. 
In  view  of  the  navigable  character  of  this,  stream,  and  of 
the  policy  of  this  State  to  improve  and  preserve  the  navi- 
gation of  all  her  navigable  rivers,  and  in  view  of  the  Acts 
of  the  State,  and  the  contracts  of  the  I^avigation  Company 
and  the  City  in  regard  to  this  very  stream,  it  is  impossible 
doubt  the  superior  right  of  the  public  to  the  use  of  the 
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Soluiylkill  for  navigation,  and  the  consequent  snbordina- 
tion  of  the  rights  of  the  City  thereto. 

We  eome  now  to  the  question  of  the  liability  of  the  City 
for  the  acts  of  her  agents  and  ofHcers  in  relation  to  the  nse 
of  the  water  of  the  Schnylkill.  This  inquiry  bears  upon 
the  case  in  two  aspects,  viz.,  the  competency  of  the  evidence 
in  the  bills  of  exception,  and  the  right  of  the  plaintiff  to 
maintain  his  action.  The  agreements  heretofore  consid- 
ered, and  the  other  evidence  in  the  cause,  exhibit  the  City 
as  the  proprietor  of  a  vast  water-power,  and  its  appropriate 
machinery,  and  of  lands,  buildings,  reservoirs,  and  an 
exteiisive  system  of  pipes,  by  which  she  distributes  the 
water  to  nearly  a  million  of  people.  She  sends  it  not  only 
to  private  dwellings,  but  to  public  buildings,  mills,  manu- 
factories, fountains,  and  to  other  uses.  She  is  a  vender  of 
water,  and  sells  it  for  use  in  the  arts,  employments  and 
pleasures  of  the  people,  deriving  large  revenues  from  the 
sales.  In  carrying  on  this  vast  business  and  trade  in  water 
she  stands  in  the  relation  of  an  owner  of  private  property, 
and  employs  many  agents,  performing  functions  of  ser- 
vants, who  are  accountable  to  and  report  to  the  munici- 
pality, are  governed  by  its  regulations,  and  are  supervised 
and  controlled  by  the  Councils,  committees  and  officers 
of  the  corporation.  Thus  a  mere  statement  of  the  facts 
discloses  the  relation  of  principal  and  agent  in  reference 
to  the  City  water  works,  and  not  that  of  ordinanry  corpora- 
tion officers  performing  merely  municipal  functions.  The 
principle  of  the  two  cases  relied  on  so  much  by  the  counsel 
of  the  City  does  not  apply.  Mitchell  vs.  City  of  Rockland, 
52  Maine  Reports,  118,  was  a  case  where  the  health  officers 
took  possession  of  a  vessel  and  used  it  with  the  consent  of 
the  owner  as  a  hospital  for  a  small-pox  patient,  and  after- 
wards sent  a  person  to  fumigate  and  purify  it,  who  acci- 
dentally caused  a  fire,  by  which  the  vessel  was  injured. 
The  City  was  held  not  to  be  liable  for  the  injury  because 
the  health  officers  had  no  authority  to  take  possession,  and 
acted  beyond  their  powers,  and  the  City  had  no  special 
property  in  the  vessel.  Russell  vs.  the  Mayor  of  New 
York,  2  Denio,  461,  was  an  action  to  recover  compensation 
for  personal  property  destroyed  by  blowing  up  of  a  building 
to  arrest  a  fire,  upon  the  order  of  the  Mayor  and  two  Al- 
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derman  acting  under  a  statute.  The  duty  being  imposed 
by  statute  on  the  officers  and  not  the  City,  and  not  by  any 
City  regulation,  it  was  held  that  the  City  was  not  liable 
to  respond  in  damages.  There  was  a  question  of  neces- 
sity also  discussed  in  that  case,  which  does  not  bear  upon 
the  aspect  of  this  case  now  under  consideration.  I  shall 
come  to  that  presently  But  in  regard  to  municipal  af- 
fairs the  liability  of  the  City  is  not  so  restricted  as  has  been 
argued  from  the  cases  just  cited.  In  performing  munici- 
pal functions  only,  the  corporation  must  act  through  offi- 
cers, for  whose  negligence  and  irregularities  it  must  be 
held  liable.  A  municipal  corporation  is  nothing  more  than 
an  aggregation  of  persons,  and  it  cannot  be  that  liability 
is  wholly  lost  in  the  number.  Men,  whether  as  individuals 
or  communities,  have  duties  to  perform  which  lie  at  the 
foundation  of  responsibility.  There  are  many  decisions  in 
this  State  which  vindicate  this  just  principle,  to  some  of 
which  I  may  refer.  Tor  instance,  an  incorporated  district, 
authorized  to  pave  and  grade  a  public  street,  was  held  lia- 
ble for  an  injury  to  a  private  right  of  way  caused  by  the 
diversion  of  the  water  from  the  street  upon  the  private 
way,  on  the  ground  that  it  had  the  power  and  was  bound 
to  make  a  proper  provision  for  carrying  oft"  the  water  from 
the  street:  Commissioners  of  Kensington  vs.  Wood,  10 
BaiT,  93.  So  a  City  having  charge  of  a  public  wharf  for 
landing  boats  and  receiving  wharfage  for  it,  was  held  liable 
for  an  injury  to  a  steamboat  caused  by  the  neglect  of  her 
officers  to  remove  a  pile  of  iron  lying  there,  within  the 
period  prescribed  by  ordinance  for  the  removal;  Pittsburg 
vs.  Grier,  10  Harris,  55.  The  City  of  Erie  also  was  held 
liable  for  the  negligence  of  its  officers  in  permitting  a  street 
to  be  used,  without  a  warning  of  its  imperfect  condition 
caused  by  the  loss  of  a  bridge  carried  off  by  a  flood;  and  a 
limitation  in  its  charter  of  the  percentage  of  tax  to  be  levied 
in  any  one  year  was  held  to  be  no  defence  on  the  ground 
of  a  want  of  means  to  repair;  Erie  vs.  Schwingle,  10  Har- 
ris, 384.  In  full  accord  is  Humphreys  vs.  Armstrong  Co., 
6  P.  F.  Smith,  204,  in  which  the  County  was  made  respon- 
sible for  the  acts  and  omissions  of  the  Commissioners  in 
relation  to  an  unsafe  bridge  which  fell  with  the  plaintiff's 
wagon  and  team.     The  bridge  being  on  the  line  of  two 
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counties  and  maintained  by  both,  it  was  afterwards  held 
that  Annstrong-  conld  recover  contribution  from  Clarion 
county,  notwithstanding  this  case  was  one  of  negligence  ; 
16  P.  F.  Smith,  218.  A  stronger  case  is  Allegheny  City 
vs.  McClurkan,  2  Harris,  81,  in  which  the  City  was  held 
liable  for  the  unauthorized  contracts  of  its  officers,  entered 
into  publicly  so  as  to  be  within  the  knowledge  of  the  citi- 
zens generally.  The  City  was  made  to  pay  the  issue  of 
small  notes  or  scrip  issued  by  the  Councils,  though  con- 
trai-y  to  the  Act  of  12th  April,  1828,  forbidding  the  cir- 
culation of  such  notes.  There  were  two  questions  in  the 
case,  the  authority  of  the  Councils  to  issue  the  scrip  and 
bind  the  City,  and  the  invalidity  of  the  notes  on  the  ground 
of  their  illegality.  In  the  former,  the  City  was  decided 
to  be  bound  on  the  principle  of  ratification,  on  account  of 
the  public  character  of  the  act  of  Councils,  and  the  bene- 
fit accruing  to  the  City.  In  the  latter,  the  validity  was 
sustained  under  the  terms  of  the  third  section,  declaring 
that  the  notes  shall  not  be  void  by  reason  of  the  prohibition. 
In  the  same  volume,  p.  177,  the  case  of  The  Commonwealth 
vs.  Pittsburg  decides  that  municipal  corporations  may  per- 
form portions  of  their  business  through  committees.  See 
also  Painter  cs.  Pittsburg,  10  Wrig^ht,  213.  When  a 
municipal  corporation  transact  business  as  a  vender  and 
distributor  of  water,  the  relation  of  her  employees  is  that 
of  servants  to  her,  and  the  maxim  respondent  superior  ap- 
plies to  their  acts  and  negligence  in  conducting  this  busi- 
ness. Surely  it  cannot  stand  in  a  higher  relation  to  the 
business  than  the  State  herself  when  she  forms  business 
connections,  and  for  the  time  being  layse  down  her  sover- 
eignty. Wheeling  Bridge  case,  13  Howard  560;  Turn- 
pike Company  vs.  AVallace,  8  Watts,  316.  The  facts  of 
the  case,  as  clearly  ascertained,  the  weight  of  authority, 
and  the  demands  of  justice,  make  it  evident  that  the  rela- 
tion of  the  City  to  the  Pairmount  waterworks  renders  her 
liable  for  the  acts  of  her  servants  and  employees  in  dramng 
off  the  water  contrary  to  her  duty  to  the  State,  and  her 
contracts  with  the  Navigation  Company.  The  acts  and 
declarations  of  her  agents  and  officers  in  the  course  of  their 
several  employments,  and  duty  of  supervision  and  control, 
were  parts  of  the  res  gestae,  and  were  evidence  to  the  ex- 
tent set  forth  in  the  bills  of  exception. 
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It  now  remains  to  consider  the  influence  of  an  extraor- 
dinary drought  upon  the  case.  It  is  a  clearly  proved  fact, 
and  one  fully  established  by  the  verdict,  that  the  chief  en- 
gineer of  the  waterworks  and  his  subordinates  drew  off  the 
water  of  the  pool,  to  supply  the  reservoirs  of  the  City,  be- 
low the  top  level  of  the  dam,  and  kept  it  drawn  off  so  far 
below,  that,  from  the  9th  of  August  till  the  7th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1869,  the  navigation  of  the  pool  was  wholly  impeded 
to  the  class  of  boats  usually  navigating  the  Schuylkill  pre- 
vious to  that  time.  I'he  plaintift''s  boat  was  of  this  class 
and  drew,  perhaps,  half  an  inch  less.  Was  this  alleged 
wrong  justified  by  an  overruling  necessity  ?  Let  it  be 
conceded  that  an  extraordinary  drought,  following  the 
order  of  nature,  is  an  act  of  God,  the  author  of  the  laws 
of  this  order,  and  that  in  consequence  some  one  must  suffer 
^vithout  redress,  upon  the  maxim  Actus  Dei  nom'mi  facit 
injuriani;  and  let  it  be  admitted,  that,  for  the  necessary 
use  of  man  and  his  dependent  creatiu'es,  the  right  to  this 
element,  as  indispensable  to  life  and  health,  is  superior  to 
the  right  of  the  navigator;  yet  the  inquiry  remains,  was 
there  such  a  necessity  in  this  instance,  to  take  from  the 
navigator  his  superior  right  to  use  the  stream. 

The  injury,  as  sho^vn  by  the  evidence  and  established 
by  the  verdict,  arose  from  use  of  the  Schuylkill  by  the 
City  for  water-power,  and  not  merely  for  consumption. 
For  every  gallon  of  water  suppUed  to  the  reservoirs  thir- 
teen and  half  gallons  were  expended  through  the  turbine 
wheels,  for  driving  and  lifting  power  ;  and  when  common 
water-wheels  were  used,  the  expenditure  was  twenty-seven 
gallons  for  power  to  every  gallon  pumped  into  the  reser- 
voirs for  consumption.  It  is  also  in  evidence,  and  an 
undoubted  fact,  that  from  time  to  time  and  for  years  the 
Councils  of  the  City  have  been  warned  by  the  Chief  En- 
gineer, in  his  reports,  to  take  steps  to  protect  the  City  in 
time  of  drought,  by  the  use  of  steam-power,  so  as  to  econo- 
mize the  water  of  the  Schuylkill  for  city  use.  This  had 
not  been  effectually  done,  though  steps  had  been  taken 
in  that  direction,  and  in  consequence  of  this  negligence, 
the  city  has  continued  to  use  the  water  for  power  beyond 
the  necessity  of  consimiption,  thus  violating  her  duty  in 
regard  to  the  navigation  by  drawing  unnecessarily  upon  the 
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stream.  The  injury  to  the  uavigator  is  therefore  tke  re- 
sult of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  city,  concurring,  if 
you  choose,  with  the  providential  act.  But,  in  deciding 
upon  the  question  of  illegality  in  drawing  off  the  water 
from  the  navigation,  we  are  carried  beyond  its  use  for 
power,  to  inquire  into  the  chai*acter  of  the  consumption 
claimed  as  an  overruling'  necessity. 

We  have  already  seen  that  the  city  is  a  large  vender 
of  water,  from  which  she  is  deriving  revenue,  for  all  pm*- 
poses  of  the  arts,  manufacturing,  business  and  pleasure. 
These  uses  are  not  domestic,  that  is  such  as  are  for  the 
preservation  of  the  life  and  health  of  the  population  and 
their  creatures,  but  are  simply  utilitarian  or  business  uses, 
and  far  exceed  those  needed  for  domestic  purposes.  And 
even  to  those  termed  domestic,  a  distinction  must  be  noted 
between  the  use  proper  and  that  which  is  lavishly  expended 
in  pavement  washing,  baths,  etc.  It  is  perfectly  obvious, 
therefore,  that  the  city  drew  off  water  not  only  for  driving 
and  lifting  power,  but  for  a  consumption  far  beyond  any  im- 
perious necessity,  and  for  purposes  wholly  subordinate  to 
the  right  of  navigation.  She  chooses  to  prefer  the  pecu- 
niary interest  of  her  citizens,  and  doing  an  injury  thereby, 
she  must  make  compensation  to  the  injured  parties.  I 
mean  not  by  these  remarks  to  draw  any  comparison  be- 
tween the  importance  of  the  use  of  the  water  for  the  great 
purposes  of  industry,  wealth  and  cleanliness  of  a  city  so 
populous  as  Philadelphia,  and  the  use  of  it  for  navigation 
during  a  few  days  of  drought.  The  question  for  us  is  that 
legal  right,  not  comparative  weight.  Such  important  in- 
terests as  those  of  the  city  are  likely  to  lead  to  the  substitu- 
tion of  might  for  right,  yet  they  are  not  of  that  imperious 
necessity  which  justifies  might,  and  changes  wrong  into 
right.  Administrators  of  the  law,  we  cannot  bend  or  break 
the  law  before  a  large  interest,  more  than  we  can  before 
one  that  is  small.  The  doctrine  of  imperious  necessity  is 
not  in  tJhis  case. 

The  influence  of  the  drought  bears  upon  another  ques- 
tion raised  in  the  defendant's  sixteenth  point,  requiring  the 
court  to  charge  that  though  the  city  had  no  right  to  reduce 
the  wat.er  below  thee  omb  of  the  dam,  yet,  if  plaintiff's  boat 
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could  not  have  navigated  Fairmount  pool  without  a  breast 
of  water,  flowing  over  the  dam,  then  the  act  of  the  city 
did  no  damage  to  the  plaintiff,  and  he  could  not  recover. 
The  boat  of  the  plaintiff  was  of  the  ordinary  class,  capable 
of  navigating  the  pools  in  ordinary  low  water.  The  Court, 
therefore,  properly  answered  the  point  by  saying  that, 
whether  the  city  was  justified  in  drawing  off  the  water  to 
the  extent  of  reducing  it  to  the  level  of  the  surface  of 
the  dam  depends  upon  this,  viz  :  whether  such  a  use  of  it 
impeded  or  interrupted  navigation  ;  and  this  was  submitted 
as  a  question  of  fact  for  the  jui*y,  whose  finding  establishes 
that  the  drawing  off  the  water  at  the  time  of  the  drought 
did  impede  the  navigation.  The  reason  given  by  Judge 
Thayer  is  conclusive,  that  the  15th  section  of  the  charter 
the  company  could  not  sell  or  grant  any  water-power  which 
would  have  the  effect  of  impeding  or  interrupting  the 
navigation.  The  contract  of  1824,  gi-anting  the  whole 
water-power  down  to  the  top  level  of  the  dam  was,  there- 
fore, subject  to  a  provision,  which  the  law  imports  into, 
that  contract,  to  wit,  that  thereby  the  navigation  should 
not  be  impaired.  The  correctness  of  the  verdict  finds 
support  in  the  fact  that,  when  the  city  ceased  to  draw  off 
the  water  and  the  water  rose,  on  the  7th  of  September, 
and  aftenvards,  the  navigation  was  resumed,  though  the 
drought  continued,  and  the  city  herself  was  benefited  by 
the  increased  power  thus  gained. 

When  the  current  of  the  stream  ceases  to  flow,  except 
in  a  thin  thread,  by  reason  of  the  drought,  the  water  in 
the  pool  aproaches  closely  to  a  horizontal  plane,  and  losses 
the  height  at  the  head  of  the  pool  caused  by  the  ordinary 
current  when  flowing,  A  current  descending  upon  an 
inclined  plane  to  the  dam  gives  an  increased  height  of 
water  at  the  head  of  the  pool.  If  the  pool  were  three 
miles  long  and  the  average  fall  of  an  ordinary  current 
were  two  inches  to  the  mile,  the  height  of  the  water  at  the 
head  of  the  inclined  plane  would  be  six  inches  above  the 
horizontal  level.  A  loss  of  this  height  at  the  ead  of  the 
pool  by  reason  of  extraordinary  drought  woiTld  stop  navi- 
gation to  those  boats  which  before  had  drawn  the  full 
depth  of  the  pool.  It  is  evident  therefore,  that  in  such 
a  season  of  drought,  the  top  level  of  the  dam  does  not 
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measure  the  right  of  the  navigator  under  the  law  of  the 
State  entitles  him,  therefore,  to  have  all  the  diminished 
flow  of  the  stream  drawn  away  by  the  city,  to  be  restored 
to  him,  instead  of  its  being  retained  by  her.  If  there  be 
water  left  to  float  his  boat  he  is  entitled  to  it  ;  and  that 
there  was  is  established  by  the  restoration  of  the  stream, 
on  and  after  the  7th  of  September,  when  heads  of  water 
were  permitted  to  accumulate. 

All  other  questions  not  noticed,  are  considered  as  rules 
by  the  former  decision  ;  and  finding  no  error  in  the  record, 
the  judgment  is  afiirmed.

This  Indenture,  Made  this  twelfth  day  of  July,  A.  D.

AGEEEMENT  OF  JU^^E  3,  1819. 

Articles  of  Agreement,  ]\Iade,  concluded  and  agTced 
upon  this  third  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  nineteen,  between  the  Presi- 
dent, ]\Ianagers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill  Xa^aga- 
tion  Company,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  ]\Iayor,  xVldennen 
and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  of  the  other  part. 

Whereas,  Robert  Kenned}^,  of  Penn  To^^mship,  in  the 
County  of  Philadelphia,  inn-keeper,  being  seized  in  fee  in 
a  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground  and  site  for  mills,  situate 
on  the  northeast  side  of  the  Falls  of  Schuylkill,  in  the 
Township  of  Penn,  was,  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  passed  on  the 
ninth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven, 
authorized  to  dig,  continue,  support  and  keep  in  repair  a 
mill-race  on  and  continuous  to  the  said  tract  of  land,  to 
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•extend  a  certain  distance  into  tlie  river  Sclinylkill,  and 
to  keep  the  same  in  good  repair  forever,  and  to  lead  oft" 
thereby  on  his  own  land  so  much  of  the  water  of  the  said

■502,  etc.,  granted,  conveyed  and  assigned  to  Joseph  Gil- 
lingham,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  together  with  the  lands  and 
premises  in  the  said  Indenture  mentioned,  one-sixteenth 
part  of  the  whole  of  the  water  of  said  river,  without  any 
deduction,  with  liberty  to  draw  the  same  through  the  canal 
or  race  out  through  the  long  locks  at  the  said  Falls,  for 
a  nail  factory  therein  conveyed,  or  any  other  water  works 
which  he,  the  said  Joseph  Gillingham,  his  heirs  and  as- 
signs, might  erect  on  the  said  premises,  with  the  pri^-i- 
leges  and  restrictions  therein  mentioned,  and  also  one  full 
equal  undi^^ded  moiety  or  half  part  of  and  in  the  right

the  said  ISTavigation  Company,  and  the  supplement  thereto, 
and  to  be  so  formed  as  to  be  level  on  the  top  from  one 
abutment  to  the  other,  and  so  constructed  as  to  raise  the 
water  of  the  said  river,  as  high  as  the  said  Josiah  White 
might  of  right  do  under  the  said  recited  Article  of  Agree- 
ment between  the  said  Navigation  Company  and  the  said 
Josiah  White. 

It  is  hereby  mutually  understood  and  agreed  between 
the  said  parties  that  the  said  President,  Managers  and  Com- 
pany of  the  Schuylkill  ^Navigation  Company  shall  and  may 
at  all  times  draw  oif  from  the  said  dam,  as  much  water 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  na\d- 
gation,  and  that  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens 
shall  and  may  enjoy  all  the  remainder  of  the  water  of 
the  said  river  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  : 
Provided,  They  no  not  at  any  time  reduce  the  same  or 
keep  the  same  reduced  below  the  level  of  the  surface  or 
top  of  the  said  dam.  It  being  the  design  and  meaning  of 
the  parties  that  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens 
shall  only  have  such  use  of  the  water  as  with  the  use 
thereof  by  the  said  President,  Managers  and  Company 
will  not  reduce  it  below  the  said  surface  or  top  of  the  dam 
or  keep  it  so  reduced,  and  the  said  dam  is  to  be  kept  up  and 
in  good  and  sufficient  repair  at  all  times  and  forever  by 
the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Pliiladelphia, 
and  their  successors,  at  their  own  proper  expense  and 
charges. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  between  the  said  parties  that 
a  tail-race  or  canal,  to  accommodate  the  navigation  of  the 
said  river  at  the  said  dam,  is  to  be  completed  and  finished 
in  good  order  by  the  said  jNfayor,  Aldennen  and  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  and  their  successors,  and  as  soon  as  fin- 
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ished,  delivered  and  secured  to  the  said  ISTavigation  Com- 
pany, and  their  successors  forever,  and  the  said  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, shall  build  one  good  and  sufficient  guard  lock  and 
two  chamber  locks,  each  to  be  eighty  feet  long  and  seven- 
teen feet  wide  as  required  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation  of 
the  said  JSTavigation  Company.  The  said  locks  to  be  so 
•deep  as  to  admit  the  water  of  the  said  river  at  the  lowest 
time  of  the  said  wate,  to  a  depth  of  three  feet  on  the 
ribond  of  the  gateways  of  the  said  lock  or  locks,  so  as 
to  make  a  safe  and  convenient  passage  for  boats  and  other 
things  which  may  pass  through  them. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  locks  so  to  be  built 
shall  be  well  founded  and  faced  with  hewn  or  well-dressed 
stone,  coming  into  contact  with  each  other  nowhere  less 
than  six  inches  and  running  into  the  body  of  the  wall  so 
as  to  be  perfectly  secure,  and  the  Avails  of  the  said  locks 
shall  average  seven  feet  in  thickness,  and  of  a  height  suffi- 
cient for  the  purposes  of  the  said  locks,  and  the  abutments 
and  walls  of  the  guard  locks  are  to  be  so  constructed  as 
to  be  at  least  seven  feet  in  height  above  the  said  dam,  and 
all  the  materials  of  which  said  locks  shall  be  formed,  those 
of  wood  as  well  as  stone,  shall  be  of  the  best  quality  and 
kind,  the  stones  of  the  walls  to  be  well  cemented  together. 

And  it  is  hereby  agreed  that  a  tail-race  or  canal,  ex- 
tending from  the  said  locks  to  the  main  channel  of  the  said 
river,  shall  be  formed  and  completed  on  a  safe  and  conve- 
nient route  to  be  approved  by  the  said  ISTavigation  Com- 
pany, and  the  said  tail-race  or  canal  shall  be  thirty  feet 
wide  at  the  bottom  at  the  least  and  three  feet  in  depth 
below  the  low  water  of  the  said  river,  so  that  boats  may 
at  all  times  safely  pass  the  same. 

And  the  said  parties  hereby  further  agree  that  the  said 
!N^avigation  Company  shall  have  the  right  by  themselves 
or  their  agents,  to  inspect  the  building  of  the  said  locks 
and  other  works  as  they  shall  progress,  which  said  locks 
and  canals  shall  be  completed  to  the  full  satisfaction  of 
the  said  ISTavigation  Company. 

And  the  said  jDarties  hereby  further  agree  that  in  case 
the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia 
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shall  (Ictonniiie  on  placing  the  said  canal  and  locks  on 
the  cast  side  of  the  said  river,  that  they  shall  make  for  and 
secure  to  the  said  is'avigation  Company,  on  sncli  ronte  as 
the  said  ISTavigation  Company  shall  approve  a  separate 
canal  from  the  said  dam  to  enter  the  river  Schuylkill  below 
the  water  wheels  of  the  City  Corporation,  not  less  than 
thirty  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  which  shall  in  its  whole 
length  and  breadth  be  at  least  three  feet  below  the  level 
of  the  top  of  the  dam,  and  the  said  canal  shall  be  placed 
so  far  within  the  banks  as  at  all  times  to  secure  a  safe 
and  convenient  entrance  into  and  outlet  therefrom,  and 
the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia 
shall  build  a  good  substantial  guard  wall  between  the  out- 
let of  said  locks  and  the  tail-race  of  the  water  wheels  or  mill 
power,  and  of  a  sufficient  extent  into  the  river  so  that  the 
boats  may  lay  \vith  safety  at  the  entrance  of  the  said  locks, 
and  all  boats  which  shall  or  may  pass  the  said  guard  locks 
but  not  through  the  two  lower  locks,  shall  pay  to  the  said 
jSTavigation  Company  as  much  toll  as  they  may  now  legally 
demand  from  the  boats  passing  one  lock  (except  such  boats 
as  may  be  employed  by  the  said  ^layor.  Aldermen  and 
Citizens  of  Philadelphia  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  city, 
which  shall  not  pay  any  toll). 

And  it  is  further  agreed  between  the  said  parties  that 
in  case  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia, 
and  their  successors,  shall  at  any  time  hereafter,  make  and 
construct  a  canal  along  or  near  to  the  route  of  the  present 
canal  at  Morrisville,  to  communicate  with  the  Schuylkill 
to  the  northward  of  Pairmount,  or  in  case  any  other  per- 
sons, bodies,  politic  or  coi*porate,  shall  make  and  constiiict 
such  canal,  then  and  in  such  case,  the  said  jSTavigation 
Com]3any  shall  not  demand  or  require  the  tolls  on  canal 
and  locks  or  any  part  of  them  to  be  paid  to  them,  and 
such  tolls  shall  and  may  be  receivable  by  those  entitled 
to  them,  but  in  case  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia  shall  make  a  canal  miming  between  Quarry 
Hill,  at  Fainnount,  to  the  i-iver  Schuylkill,  they  shall  be 
at  liberty  to  demand  and  receive  all  of  the  tolls  receivable 
on  the  said  canal,  except  so  much  as  may  be  equal  to 
the  tolls  which  the  Navigation  Company  now  may  legally 
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take  at  any  one  of  theii*  locks,  which  said  toll  shall  be 
paid  to  the  said  JSTa-vdgation  Company,  except  on  boats 
employed  on  the  said  canal  for  the  use  of  the  said  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  which  shall  not 
pay  any  toll. 

And  it  is  expressly  agreed  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  in  any  manner  be  understood  to  authorize  any  inter- 
ference with  the  canal  and  locks  herein  and  hereby  stipu- 
lated to  be  constructed  and  delivered  to  the  said  President, 
Managers  and  Company,  nor  to  impair  or  lessen  the  obli- 
gation of  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  to  main- 
tain support  and  keep  the  said  dam  in  repair,  nor  to  affect 
or  impair  the  exclusive  authority  and  control  over  the 
said  canal  and  locks,  and  the  exclusive  possession  and 
ownership  thereof  by  the  said  President,  Managers  and 
Company. 

And  the  said  parties  hereby  further  covenant  and  agree 
that  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia, 
and  their  successors,  shall  not  sell,  lease  or  dispose  of  any 
water  powers  of  the  said  river  Schuylkill,  nor  use  the 
said  water  powers  for  manufacturing  purjDoses,  except  only 
for  boring  pipes,  pumps  and  such  other  matters  and  tilings, 
as  may  be  useful  to  and  connected  with  the  Siiid  public 
works  of  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

And  Whereas,  The  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  ha-^dng  become  possessed  of  the  whole  of 
the  water  power  at  the  Falls  of  the  said  river,  by  the  before 
recited  conveyance  from  the  said  Josiah  White  and  Joseph 
Gillingham  ;  It  is  covenanted  and  agreed,  by  and  between 
the  parties  hereto  that  the  provisions  of  the  agreement  of 
the  fourteenth  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixteen,  between  the  said  Navigation  Company  and  the 
said  Josiah  White,  imposing  particular  conditions  and  re- 
strictions on  the  said  Josiah  White,  and  his  assigns,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  dams,  locks  and  canals  at  the  said  Falls,  shall 
cease  and  become  void,  so  far  as  the  said  conditions  and  re- 
strictions may  be  rendered  unnecessarj^bythe  construction  of 
a  dam,  together  with  canals  and  locks  at  or  near  to  Fairmount, 
and  the  said  ]\rayor.  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadel- 
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i^liia  at  any  time  after  the  said  dam,  abutments,  guard  walls, 
canals  and  locks  at  or  near  Pairmount  are  completed  to 
tlie  satisfaction  of  the  said  President,  Managers  and  Com- 
pany of  tlie  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company,  may  take 
up  and  remove  the  present  materials  of  the  locks,  dams, 
gates,  etc.,  at  the  said  Falls,  except  the  guard  wall,  and 
api)ly  the  same  to  such  uses  as  they  may  see  proper,  freed 
from  any  claims  of  the  said  Navigation  Company. 

And  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  understood  and  agreed 
between  the  said  parties,  that  nothing  in  this  agreement 
contained  is  in  any  manner  to  impair  or  affect  the  rights 
belonging  to  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia  under  the  said  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  ninth 
day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven,  re- 
served to  them  therein,  or  those  since  by  them  acquired 
under  the  before  mentioned  conveyance  from  the  said 
Josiah  White  and  Josej)h  Gillingham,  but  the  same  are 
to  be  held  by  them  as  fully  and  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses as  heretofore,  except  so  far  as  they  may  be  altered, 
changed  or  modified  by  this  present  agreement.  And  said 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  for  them- 
selves and  their  successors,  do  hereby  covenant,  promise 
and  agice,  to  pay  all  penalties  and  damages  which  the  said 
Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  would  or  might  be  liable 
to  pay,  so  far  as  said  penalties  or  damages  may  be  occa- 
sioned by  the  said  dam,  canal,  and  locks  or  other  works 
to  be  e-  ected  at  or  near  Fairmount,  and  all  damages  occa- 
sioned by  Josiah  White's  dam  at  the  Falls,  to  wdiich  he 
%\ould  be  liable  by  virtue  of  the  said  articles  of  agreement, 
and  tc  pay  all  expenses  attending  suits  which  may  be 
brought  against  the  said  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company, 
by  reason  of  either  of  the  said  dams,  canals  and  locks. 
All  the  works  to  be  completely  finished  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two, 
unavoidable  accidents  excepted.  The  said  Mayor,  Alder- 
men and  Citizens  covenant  and  agree  that  they  will  pro- 
vide and  furnish  the  said  President,  ^Managers  and  Com- 
pany of  the  Scliuylkill  Navigation  Company,  sufficient 
and  suitable  ground  adjoining  the  said  locks,  whereon  to 
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erect  a  convenient  toll  lionse  with  free  access  to  and  from 
the  same,  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times  hereafter 
forever.  The  locks  and  canals  when  finished  and  gronnds 
for  the  toll  house  to  be  delivered  over  and  put  in  possession 
of  the  said  Schuylkill  E'avigation  Company,  and  to  be  and 
remain  their  property  forever.  And  the  said  Mayor,  Al- 
dermen and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  their  successors, 
do  hereby  covenant,  promise  and  agree  to  and  with  the 
said  President,  Managers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill 
Navigation  Company,  that  they  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  their  successors,  shall  and 
will  well  and  truly  do  and  perform  all  and  singular  the 
covenants,  matters  and  things  on  their  part  to  be  done 
and  performed.  And  the  President,  Managers  and  Com- 
pany of  the  Schuylkill  JSTa^ngation  Company  do  hereby 
covenant,  promise  and  agree  to  and  mth  the  said  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  that  they  and 
their  successors  shall  and  will  well  and  tnily  do  and  per- 
form all  and  singular  the  covenants,  matters  and  things 
on  their  part  to  1)6  done  and  performed.  And  that  the 
said  ]\Iayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  doing 
and  performing  at  their  own  expense  all  and  singular  the 
matters  and  things  on  their  part  to  be  done  and  per- 
formed, shall  and  may  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges,  es- 
tate and  interest  hereby  granted  and  conveyed  or  intended 
so  to  be,  without  any  let  or  molestation  of  the  said  Presi- 
dent, Managers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill  l^aviga- 
tion  Company,  and  their  successors,  or  any  claiming  under 
them.  And  for  the  true  and  faithful  performance  of  all 
and  singular  the  covenants,  articles  and  agreements  afore- 
said, the  said  parties  bind  themselves  to  each  other  firmly 
by  these  presents. 

In  ^Viincss  Whereof,  The  said  President,  Managers  and 
Company  of  the  Schuylkill  N^avigation  Company,  and  the 
said  Mayor,  Alderaien  and  Citzens  of  Philadelphia,  have 
hereimto  caused  their  common  or  public  seals  to  be  inter- 
ehangeablv  afiixed.

AGREEME]S^T  OE  JULY  20,  1820. 

Articles  of  Agreemejst,  Made,  concluded  and  agreed 
upon,  tliis  20tli  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  between  the  President, 
Managers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill  jSTa^dgation  Com- 
pany of  the  one  part,  and  the  ]\Iayor,  Aldermen  and  Citi- 
zens of  Philadelphia  of  the  other  part. 

Whereas,  The  said  President,  Managers  and  Company, 
in  and  by  certain  Articles  of  Agreement,  dated  the  four- 
teenth day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six- 
teen, made  and  entered  into  "with  a  certain  Josiali  White, 
did  grant  unto  the  said  Josiah  White,  and  his  assigns,  the 
right  inter  alia  of  erecting  a  clam  across  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill at  the  Falls  thereof,  which  said  dam  was  restricted  to 
be  of  certain  height  and  subject  to  certain  regulations  in 
the  said  agreement  expressed,  and  which  right  of  the  said 
Josiah  White  inter  alia  afterwards,  by  due  and  legal  as- 
signment and  transfer,  came  to  and  was  vested  in  the  said 
]\Iayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia. 

And  Whereas,  The  said  parties  to  these  presents  now 
and  by  certain  Articles  of  AgTcement  bearing  date  the 
third  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  nineteen,  did  enter  into  certain  covenants  and 
agreements  in  relation  to  the  erecting  a  dam  across  said 
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river  near  to  Fairmoiint,  which  said  dam  it  was  stipulated 
and  agreed  by  the  said  parties,  should  be  so  constructed 
as  to  raise  the  water  of  the  said  river  as  high  as  the 
said  Josiah  White  might  of  right  do  under  the  said  recited 
Articles  of  Agreement  between  the  said  ISTavigation  Com- 
pany and  the  said  Josiah  White. 

And  Whereas,  It  is  though  expedient  by  both  the  parties 
to  these  presents,  that  the  said  Mayci,  Aldermen  and  Citi- 
zens should  have  p'ower  and  authority  io  raise  and  elevate 
the  said  dam  eighteen  JDches  higher  than  was  originally 
permitted  to  the  said  Josiah  White  to  raise  the  dam  at 
the  said  Falls  of  the  rive.-  Schuylkill,  subject  to  all  the 
agreements,  rights  and  duties  coni aired  in  the  said  former, 
articles  between  tbe  paities  to  these  preseats,  excepting 
such  as  regard  the  height  of  the  said  dam  and  the  eleva- 
tion of  water  caused  thereby. 

JS'ow  THESE  Presents  AVitness,  That  the  said  President, 
Managers  and  Company  do  hereby,  in  consideration  of 
the  premises,  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with,  the  said 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  that  they 
the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, may  and  shall,  within  the  time  specified  in  the 
said  Articles  of  Agreement,  bearing  date  the  third  day 
of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
nineteen,  raise  the  said  dam  therein  contemplated  to  be 
built  at  Pairmount,  eighteen  inches  higher  than  was  there- 
in agreed  and  allowed,  and  shall  and  may  use,  exercise 
and  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  said  ISTavigation 
Company,  for  the  erection  of  a  dam  of  the  increased  height 
aforesaid,  as  fully  as  for  the  erection  of  the  dam  hereto- 
fore agreed  upon  by  the  said  parties  to  these  presents. 

And  it  is  hereby  mutually  agreed  by  the  said  parties, 
that  all  and  singular  the  articles,  agreements  and  stipula- 
tions, clauses,  rights  and  liabilities,  contained,  made,  re- 
served or  assumed  in  and  by  the  former  articles,  by  and 
between  the  parties  to  these  prerents,  shall  be  deemed 
and  held  to  be  in  like  manner  contained,  made,  reserved 
or  assumed  by  these  articles,  ir  reference  and  relation  to 
the  dam  of  increased  height  hereby  authorized,  and  the 
waters  raised  thereby,   as  fully  as  if  herein  particularly 
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mid  (listinetly  repeated,  saving  and  excepting  such  only 
as  may  relate  to  the  height  of  the  said  dam  and  elevation 
of  the  waters  caused  thereby  ;  it  being  the  clear  under- 
standing and  agreement  of  these  parties,  that  the  agree- 
ment heretofore  made  between  them  and  every  article, 
clause,  agreement  and  covenant  therein,  shall  continue 
and  be  applied  in  full  force,  effect  and  virtue,  with  no  other 
difference  or  change  whatever  than  such  as  is  necessarily 
created  by  the  said  permission,  grant  and  agreement  to 
increase  the  elevation  of  the  said  dam,  and  that  the  said 
former  agreement  shall  be  deemed  and  held  in  all  respects 
to  apply  in  full  force,  as  if  the  elevation  of  the  said  dam 
authorized  by  these  presents  had  been  authorized  by  the 
said  former  agreement,  and  all  the  articles,  agreements, 
stipulations,  rights  and  liabilities  therein  contained,  made, 
reserved  or  assumed  had  been  done  in  reference  to  a  dam 
of  the  elevation  hereby  permitted  or  the  said  agreement 
was  herein  fully  and  at  large  set  out,  and  all  and  singular 
the  provisions  and  clauses  thereof  expressly  made  a  part 
of  these  presents.  Provided,  always,  nevertheless,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  in  any  wise 
to  change  or  vary  the  effect  of  certain  Articles  of  Agree- 
ment, entered  into  by  the  parties  to  these  presents  bear- 
ing date  the  eleventh  day  of  February,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  but  the  relinquish- 
ment thereby  made  is  to  be  deemed  to  apply  in  full  force 
in  reference  to  the  canal  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  river 
therein  mentioned,  as  if  the  said  articles  had  been  made 
after  this  agreement  and  mth  express  reference  thereto.

Tuis   IxDEXTUKE,    ]\rade,   concluded   and   agreed    upon, 
this  fourteenth   day  of  June,   in   the  year  of  our  Lord 
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one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-four,  between  the 
President,  ]\Ianagers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill  Navi- 
gation Company  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  of  the  other  part. 

Whereas,  In  and  by  certain  Articles  of  Agreement, 
made  and  concluded  between  the  said  parties,  and  bearing 
date  the  third  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  nineteen,  the  said  President,  Managers  and  Company 
of  the  Schuylkill  JSTavigation  Company  did  grant  to  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  the  right, 
and  they  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Phila- 
delphia did  agree  to  erect  a  dam  across  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill at  Pairmount,  of  the  height  and  in  the  manner  in 
the  said  articles  set  forth,  and  that  the  said  Mayor,  Alder- 
men and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  should  have  the  use  of 
the  water  of  the  said  river  to  the  extent  in  the  said  articles 
limited  and  declared. 

And  Whereas,  In  and  by  the  same  articles  it  was 
agreed  that  the  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Citizens  of  Philadelr 
phia  should  make  and  build  a  certain  guard  lock,  chamber 
locks  and  canal  and  the  same,  together  with  sufficient  and 
suitable  ground  adjoining  the  said  locks  whereon  to  erect 
a  convenient  toll  house,  should  deliver  over  and  put  into 
possession  of  the  Schuylkill  JSTavigation  Company,  to  be 
and  remain  their  property  forever. 

And  Whereas,  In  and  by  the  same  articles  it  was  cove- 
nanted and  agreed,  that  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  their  successors,  should  not 
lease  or  dispose  of  any  water  power  of  the  said  river 
Schuylkill,  nor  use  the  water  power  in  the  said  articles 
referred  to  for  manufacturing  purposes,  except  only  for 
boring  pipes,  pumps  and  such  other  matters  and  things 
as  might  be  useful  to  and  connected  with  the  public  works 
of  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia 
therein  referred  to. 

And  Whereas,  In  and  by  certain  other  articles  of  agree- 
ment between  the  said  parties  bearing  date  the  twentieth 
day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  the 
said  President,  Managers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill 
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Xavigation  Company  did  grant  to  the  said  Mayor,  Alder- 
men and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  the  right  to  raise  the 
said  dam  at  Fairmount  eighteen  inches,  additional  height, 
and  to  use,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  powers  of 
the  said  Navigation  Company  for  the  erection  of  the  same, 
as  fully  as  for  the  dam  before  agTced  upon  by  the  said 
parties,  with  an  agreement  that  all  the  articles,  agreements 
and  stipulations,  clauses,  rights  and  liabilities  contained, 
made,  reserved  or  assumed  in  and  by  the  fonner  articles 
by  and  between  the  said  parties,  should  be  deemed  and 
held  to  be  in  like  manner  contained,  made,  reserved  or 
assumed  by  the  said  ai*ticles  now  reciting,  in  reference  and 
relative  to  the  dam  of  increased  height  thereby  authorized, 
and  the  waters  raised  thereby  as  fully  as  if  therein  par- 
ticularly and  distinctly  repeated,  saving  and  excepting  only 
such  as  might  relate  to  the  height  of  the  said  dam  and 
elevation  of  the  Avaters  to  be  caused  thereby,  as  in  and  by 
the  said  two  articles  of  agreement  remaining  of  record 
in  the  Office  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds,  etc.,  in  and  for 
the  City  and  Coimty  of  Philadelphia,  in  Deed  Book  M.  P., 
JSTo.  23,  page  2S-i,  and  in  Deed  Book  I.  AV,,  ISTo.  5,  page 
306,  reference  being  thereto  had  will  more  fully  and  at 
large  appear. 

And  Whereas,  The  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia  have  since  the  date  of  the  said  Articles  of 
Agreement  and  by  virtue  thereof,  erected  a  dam  across 
the  river  Schuylkill  at  Fairmount,  and  also  have  caused 
to  be  made  and  built  a  guard  lock,  chamber  locks  and 
canal,  and  have  put  the  same  into  possession  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill ISTavigation  Company,  together  with  sufficient  and 
suitable  ground  for  a  toll  house,  adjoining  the  said  locks. 

And  Whereas,  Said  parties  have  come  to  a  new  ar- 
rangement in  regard  to  the  water  power  of  the  said  dam 
at  Fairmount,  and  to  the  management  of  the  said  locks 
and  canal,  it  being  agreed  and  intended  that  the  said 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  for  the 
consideration  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  have  the  full, 
absolute  and  uncontrolled  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  whole 
water  and  water  power  of  the  river  Schuylkill  at  the  said 
dam  at  Fairmount,  without  any  restrictions  or  reservations 
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whatever,  saving  only  the  reservation  of  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  navigation  of 
the  said  river,  as  in  the  said  Articles  of  Agreement  first 
and  herein  recited  is  provided,  and  shall  also  have  charge 
of  the  said  locks  and  canal  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  said  President,  Managers  and  Company  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill Navigation  Company,  as  hereinafter  particularly  set 
forth. 

ISTow  THIS  Agreement  Witnesseth,  That  the  said  Presi- 
dent, ]\Ianagers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill  ]Sra^dga- 
tion  Company,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  twenty-six 
thousand  dollars  to  them  in  hand  paid  by  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  the  receipt  whereof 
is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  also  for  the  further  consid- 
eration hereinafter  mentioned,  do  hereby  covenant,  promise 
and  agree  to  and  with  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia  in  .the  manner  follomng,  that  is  to  say, 
the  said  the  President,  Managers  and  Company  of  the 
Schuylkill  JSTavigation  Company  do  hereby,  for  themselves 
and  their  successors,  covenant  and  agree  that  the  said  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  hold,  take, 
use  and  enjoy  the  whole  water  and  water  power  of  the 
river  Schuylkill  at  Fairmount,  that  shall  remain  after 
drawing  off  from  the  dam  there  erected,  so  much  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  navigation  of  the  said 
river,  canal  and  locks,  without  any  restriction  or  other 
reservation  whatever,  and  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
to  and  for  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  and  their  successors,  to  lease,  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  said  water  power,  and  to  use  the  same  and  every 
or  any  part  thereof,  for  any  and  every  purpose  whatsoever, 
without  any  let  or  hindrance  by  the  said  President,  Mana- 
gers and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill  ]^avigation  Company, 
or  their  successors,  for  or  by  reason  or  under  pretence  of 
any  restriction  contained  in  the  Articles  of  Agreement 
hereinbefore  recited,  or  either  of  them,  and  they,  the  said 
the  President,  Managers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill 
Navigation  Company  do,  by  these  presents  and  for  the 
consideration  before  mentioned,  grant,  bargain  and  sell  to 
the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and 
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their  successors,  the  whole  water  power  of  the  said  river 
produced  by  the  dam  at  Fairmount,  and  the  use  of  the 
whole  water  of  the  said  river  at  Fairmonnt  aforesaid,  that 
shall  remain  after  drawing  off  as  aforesaid  what  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  navigation  of  the  said 
river.  To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  them  and  their 
successors  forever,  to  and  for  their  own  proper  and  un- 
limited use  and  behoof  forever. 

And  they  do  hereby  remise  and  release  to  the  said  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  so  much 
•  of  any  covenant,  promise  or  agreement  on  their  part  in 
the  said  Articles  of  Agreement  before  recited  or  either  of 
them  contained,  as  shall  or  may  be  construed  to  restrain 
or  limit  the  use  of  the  said  water  or  water  power  in  any 
other  way'  or  manner  than  as  is  herein  contained  and 
set  forth.  It  being,  nevertheless,  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  parties  to  these  presents,  that  the  said  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  shall  only 
have  such  use  of  the  said  water,  as  with  the  use  thereof 
for  the  purpose  of  the  navigation  aforesaid  will  not  reduce 
it  below  the  surface  or  top  of  the  said  dam  or  keep  it 
so  reduced. 

A]S"D  Tuis  Ageee:ment  Further  Witnesseth,  That  the 
said  the  President,  Managers  and  Company  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill I^favigation  Company,  do  hereby  acknowledge  that 
the  said  locks,  canal  and  sufficient  and  suitable  grounds 
for  the  toll  house  aforesaid  have  been  delivered  over  and 
put  into  their  hands  and  possession  by  the  Mayor,  Alder- 
men and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  they  the  said  the 
President,  ^Managers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill  Navi- 
gation Company  do  hereby  covenant,  promise  and  agree 
with  the  ]\ Favor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia, 
that  the  canal  and  locks  at  Fairmonnt,  shall  not  at  any 
time  hereafter  be  a  place  for  collecting  tolls  for  boats, 
arks  or  other  thing  Avhatsoever,  that  pass  the  IcK'ks  at 
Flat  Rock,  either  in  ascending  or  descending  tlie  said  river 
shall  not  liave  any  tolls  collected  from  them  upon  such 
ascent  or  descent  at  the  said  locks  at  Fairmonnt,  but  that 
the  tolls  on  boats,  arks  and  other  things  that  pass  the 
locks  at  Fainnount,  may  be  collected  at  Flat  Rock  or  such 
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other  upon,  not  nearer  to  Fairmount  tlian  tlie  southern- 
most lock  of  the  said  Flat  Rock  canal,  and  that  whensoever 
hereafter  the  said  President,  Managers  and  Company  shall 
sell,  demise  or  dispose  of  any  water  power  at  Flat  Rock, 
or  water  power  produced  by  the  dam  or  canal  at  Flat  Rock, 
they  will  introduce  into  the  deed  or  other  instrument 
of  sale,  demise  or  disposition,  one  or  more  clause  or  clauses, 
covenant  or  covenants  on  the  part  of  the  purchaser,  lessee 
or  grantee,  whereby  he,  his  heirs,  assigns  and  successors, 
shall  be  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of  their  pos- 
session and  title,  effectually  restrained  and  protected  from 
suffering  any  dye  stuffs  or  any  noxious,  fetid  or  injurious 
articles  or  matters  whatsoever,  to  flow,  pass  or  fall  from

And  it  is  Further  Agreed,  By  and  between  the  parties 
to  these  presents,  that  they  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  shall  and  will  have  and  take 
charge  of  the  locks  and  canal  aforesaid  at  Fairmount,  and 
at  all  times  hereafter  forever,  cause  the  same  to  be  well 
and  faithfully  attended  and  kept  in  good  order  and  repair 
at  the  proper  expense  of  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and

always,  and  tlie  said  the  President,  Managers  and  Com- 
pany of  the  Schuylkill  JSTavigation  Company  do  hereby 
covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen 
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and  Citizeus  of  Pliiladelpliia,  that  the  boats,  arks,  rafts 
aiid  other  things,  the  property  of  the  said  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  or  in  their  em- 
ployment or  use  at  all  times  hereafter  forever,  shall  pass 
and  repass  in,  through  and  out  of  the  said  locks  and  canal 
at  Fairmount,  in  ascending  or  descending  the  said  river, 
without  payment  of  any  toll  or  charge  whatever.  Pro- 
vided, also,  nevertheless,  and  it  is  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  these  presents  that  the  said  the  President, 
]\Ianagers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation 
Company  shall  and  they  do  hereby  retain  the  right  of 
superintending  the  management  of  the  said  locks  and 
canal  and  the  collection  of  the  said  tolls  by  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  or  their  agents 
or  servants,  and  that  they  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  at  the  expense  of  the  said  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  to  remove  any 
obstructions  and  make  any  repairs  which  according  to  the 
true  intent  of  these  presents  of  the  said  recited  agree- 
ments, the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Phila- 
delphia are  bound  and  shall  after  reasonable  notice  neglect 
to  remove  and  make,  and  provided  further,  that  the  said 
the  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  shall, 
notwithstanding  these  presents  or  anything  contained 
therein,  be  and  continued  bound  and  obliged  to  execute 
and  perform  all  such  matters  and  things  as  are  stipulated 
by  them  to  be  done  or  performed  in  and  by  any  prior 
agreement  or  agreements  made  between  them  and  the 
said  the  President,  Managers  and  Company  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill Navigation  Company,  and  which  shall  or  still  remain 
in  any  manner  imperformed  or  incomplete  if  any  such 
there  be. 

And  it  is  also  Further  Agreed,  By  the  parties  to 
these  presents  that  should  it  at  any  time  happen  that  the 
water  should  be  drawn  off  below  the  top  or  surface  of  the 
dam,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  President,  Managers 
and  Company  to  fasten  up  the  gates  or  openings  used  by 
the  said  JNfayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia 
to  draw  off  the  water,  and  keep  the  same  fastened  until 
the  water  shall  be  raised  as  high  as  the  top  or  surface 
12 
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of  the  dam,  and  they  the  said  President,  Managers  and 
Company  of  the  Sehnylkill  Navigation  Company  do  finally 
covenant,  promise  and  agree  to  and  with  the  Mayor,  Al- 
dermen and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  to  pnt  them  forth- 
A^dth  in  possession  of  the  said  locks  and  canal  at  Fair- 
monnt,  and  of  the  toll  honse  and  ground  thereto  adjacent 
and  annexed  to  the  end  that  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  may  forthwith  enter  npon 
the  execution  of  their  covenants  in  this  behalf  as  aforesaid. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  The  President,  Managers  and 
Company  of  the  Schuylkill  ISTavigation  Company  and  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  have  caused 
their  respective  corporate  seals  to  be  hereunto  affixed  the 
day  and  year  first  above  written.

In  re  Burial  of  Soldiers. 
John  M.  Walton,  Esq., 

City  Controller. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 

in  reference  to  Avarrant  for  the  burial  of  soldiers,  under  the 

Act  of  May  12,  1885.     You  refer  to  several  bills  presented 

for  the  burial  of  soldiers,  together  with  warrants,  where 
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the  soldiers,  though  residents  of  Phikidelphiii,  died  out- 
side of  the  county  ;  one  of  them,  while  an  inmate  of 
the  jSTorristown  State  Hospital  ;  another  whik'  on  a  fishing 
excursion  to  the  Lazaretto,  and  still  another  while  tem- 
porarily idsiting  AVashington.  That  all  of  these  soldiers 
resided  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  the  time  of  their 
death,  and  were  subsequently  buried  from  their  residences 
in  this  county. 

Section  1,  of  the  Act  of  May  12,  1885,  is  as  follows  : 

^"  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Commissioners 
of  each  county  in  this  State  to  appoint  a  sufficient  number 
of  suitable  persons  in  each  to^^^lship  and  ward  in  their 
county,  other  than  those  prescribed  by  law  for  the  care 
of  paujDers  and  the  custody  of  criminals,  to  look  after  and 
cause  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  and  respectable  manner, 
in  any  cemetery  or  burial  ground  within  this  State,  other 
than  those  used  exclusively  for  the  burial  of  the  pauper 
dead,  at  an  expense  to  their  county  not  exceeding  thirty- 
five  dollars,  the  body  of  any  honorably  discharged  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  Avho  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  during  the  late  rebellion,  or  any  preceding 
war,  and  shall  hereafter  die  in  their  county,  leaving  in- 
sufficient means  to  defray  the  necessary  burial  expenses. 
And  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  hold  their  offices  as 
the  pleasure  of  the  county  commissionei'S  and  shall  serve 
without  compensation." 

You  will  notice  that  this  Act  requires  the  County  Com- 
missioners to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  take  care  of  and 
bury,  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  at  a  cost  not  exceed- 
ing thirty-five  dollars,  any  honorably  discharged  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  during  the  late  rebellion,  or  any  preceding 
war,  and  shall  hereafter  die  in  theii'  county,  leaving  in- 
sufficient means  to  defray  the  necessary  burial  expenses. 
A  literal  construction  of  this  section  would  apply  only  to 
such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  actually  died  in  the 
county,  Avitkout  sufficient  means  to  defray  his  burial  ex- 
penses. 

It  appears  from  the  Act  that  the  residence  of  the  soldier, 
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sailor  or  marine  is  of  no  importance,  but  merely  the  place 
of  liis  death,  and,  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  beuetit  of 
the  Act  he  mnst  die  in  the  county. 

Section  2  of  the  Act  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  persons 
appointed  by  the  County  Commissioners  to  take  charge 
of  the  body  and  to  attend  to  its  burial,  and  then  to  report 
to  the  County  Commissioners,  setting  forth  the  rank  and 
command  to  which  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  belonged 
at  the  time  of  his  discharge,  the  date  of  his  discharge, 
the  character  of  his  occupation  immediately  preceding  his 
death,  date  of  his  death  and  place  of  his  burial,  and  that 
he  died  without  sufficient  means  to  defray  the  necessary- 
expenses  of  bunal. 

Section  3  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  County  Commissioners 
to  draw  warrants  upon  the  County  Treasm-er  for  the  burial 
expenses,  not  exceeding  thirty-five  dollars,  and  which  war- 
rants shall  be  made  payable  to  the  persons  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act,  who  shall  have  buried  the  bodies 
for  which  warrants  shall  be  so  drawn. 

The  purpose  of  the  Act  appears  to  be  to  provide  for  the 
burial  of  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  dying  in  the  county, 
without  sufficient  funds  to  pay  for  their  burial  expenses, 
and  where  the  appointee  of  the  County  Commissioners 
takes  charge  of  the  body  and  buries  it.  This  has  evidently 
been  the  construction  put  upon  the  Act  in  other  counties, 
for  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  there  was  intro- 
duced a  bill  to  amend  the  Act  of  1885,  so  as  to  make 
the  residence  of  the  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  of  importance, 
and  the  place  of  death  unimportant.  That  is,  it  provided 
for  the  payment,  by  the  county,  of  the  burial  expenses, 
no  matter  whether  the  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  died  in  the 
county  or  not.     This  bill  did  not  pass. 

You  state,  that  your  predecessor  in  office,  has  given  a 
liberal  construction  of  the  Act,  believing  that  its  true 
intent  was  to  cover  the  expense  of  burial  of  any  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine  whose  residence  was  in  the  county,  no 
matter  where  his  death  occurred. 

In  the  cases  referred  to  l^y  you,  in  your  letter,  it  would 
be  proper  to  give  a  liberal  construction  to  the  Act.     If 
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those  deceased  soldiers  would  Lave  been  entitled  to  the 
beuefit  of  the  Act  if  they  had  died  in  the  county,  to  refuse 
it  to  them  merely  because  they  had  made  a  visit  outside 
of  the  county,  and  had  been  taken  Avith  sickness  which 
resulted  in  their  death,  would  be  a  nan-ow  view  to  take 
of  the  intent  and  piu'pose  of  the  Act. 

The  matter,  however,  is  properly  for  the  County  Com- 
missioners, and,  if  they  are  satisfied  with  the  report  made 
by  their  appointees  and  with  the  facts  submitted  to  them, 
and  thereupon  draw  warrants,  I  would  ad^dse  you,  in 
cases  similar  to  those  mentioned  by  you,  to  approve  the 
same.

Deak  Sik  : — Your  communication  requesting  my  opin- 
ion as  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  repeal 
the  privileges  granted  in  the  ordinance  approved  the 
thirtieth  day  oi"  :March,  1893,  entitled  ^An  Ordinance  per- 
mitting the  Second  and  Third  Street  Eailway  Company 
to  use  electric  motors  to  be  supjdied  from  overhead  Avires, 
and  to  erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires,'  so 
far  as  the  same  relates  to  Erankford  avenue,  from  Bridge 
street  to  Harrison  street,"  received. 

The  Ordinance  of  ]\rarch  30,  1893,  gave  permission  to 
the  Second  and  Third  Streets  Passenger  Eailway  Company 
to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars 
on  tracks  as  in  said  ordinance  designated.  It  included 
Frankford  avenue,  from  Bridge  street  to  Harrison  street. 
The  said  company,  under  the  third  section  of  the  said 
ordinance,  filed  an  agreement,  and  also  a  bond  in  the  sum 
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of  $25,000  for  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of 
all  the  terms  of  that  ordinance.  The  said  ordinance  also 
required  that  the  said  railway  shall  run  its  cars  over  its 
entire  line  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between 
the  hours  of  six  and  nine  A.  M.  and  five  and  eight  P.  M., 
etc. 

It  appears  from  the  recital  in  the  ordinance  (copy  of 
which  you  enclose  me)  that  the  said  company  have  refused 
to  run  its  cars  over  Frankford  avenue,  between  Bridge 
street  and  Plarrison  street.  This  is  undoubtedly  a  viola- 
tion of  the  conditions  of  the  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1893. 
The  railway  company  has,  however,  constructed  its  tracks 
as  required,  and  they  can  be  compelled  by  legal  proceed- 
ings, to  perform  their  agreement  under  the  ordinance,  to 
run  cars  over  Yrankford  avenue,  from  Bridge  street  to 
Harrison  street  ;  or,  the  bond  may  be  declared  forfeited 
for  the  violation  of  the  conditions  of  the  ordinance.  It 
is  more  advisable  to  proceed  in  equity  against  the  company, 
to  restrain  it  from  operating  the  road  unless  in  strict  com- 
pliance mth  the  ordinance,  or  to  enforce  the  payment  of 
the  bond  of  $25,000  in  case  of  any  default  to  perform 
their  contract, 

"Without  considering  the  legality  of  the  ordinance  to 
rej)eal  part  of  the  privileges  granted,  because  of  failure 
to  run  cars,  I  would  suggest  that  for  the  convenience  of 
the  citizens  of  Frankford,  it  would  be  better  that  the  com- 
pany should  be  compelled  to  perform  the  agreement  filed 
by  it  under  the  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1893.  This  can 
be  done,  if  Councils  will  authorize  the  City  Solicitor  either 
to  file  a  bill  in  equity  restraining  the  operation  of  the 
railway  until  the  said  company  complies  \rith  the  said  or- 
dinance by  running  cars  over  its  entire  route  at  the  re- 
quired intervals,  or  to  direct  proceedings  upon  the  bond 
of  $25,000,  because  of  a  default  in  performance  of  agree- 
ment.

Dear  Sir  : — I  note  yonr  favor  of  the  20tli  iust.,  recit- 
ing tlie  follomng  facts  :  That  in  1858,  Green  street,  be- 
tween, the  points  indicated  had  a  coniinned  plotted  width 
of  30  feet,  which  width  remained  unchanged  until  August, 
1893,  when  the  same  was  confinned  of  a  width  of  40  feet, 
by  the  Board  of  Surveyors  ;  that  on  April  8,  1885,  a 
petition  was  presented  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
for  the  appointment  of  a  jury  to  assess  damages  for  the 
opening  of  thesaid  street, which  juryawarded  $1,750, asfull 
compensation  for  the  said  opening,  said  report  being  duly 
confirmed  March  20,  1886. 

Your  inquiry  is  :  "  Did  the  action  of  the  Court  in  conr 
firming  the  road  jury's  report  open  the  street  30  feet  in 
width,  or  as  shown  hj  the  '  official  plan,'  open  it  of  the 
width  of  35  feet  If  inches  at  Paul  street,  and  36  feet 
3f  inches  at  Orchard  street  ?  " 

In  reply,  I  would  say,  that  this  will  depend  upon  the 
nature  of  the  proceeding  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
for  the  assessment  of  damages  for  the  opening.  If  the 
petition  filed  was  to  determine  the  necessity  only  for  the 
opening  of  this  street,  the  report  of  a  juiy  in  favor  of 
such  necessity,  together  with  their  award  of  damages 
therefor,  would  be  predicated  upou  the  opening  of  the 
said  street  as  then  plotted  upon  the  confinned  public  plan. 

An  ordinance  of  Councils  directing  the  opening  of  the 
street  would  not  raise  any  question  concerning  the  neces- 
sity thereof,  and  the  confinnation  of  the  report  by  the 
Court  would  apply  only  to  the  regularity  of  the  same. 
Tlie  street  having  been  plotted  of  the  width  of  30  feet 
at  the  time  of  the  proceeding  in  1885,  the  power  of  the 
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Court  of  Quarter    Sessions  or  of    Councils  to  open  tlie 
street,  must  be  limited  by  sucli  plotted  width.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  in  reference  to  tlie 
application  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  "  for  the  erec- 
tion of  terminal  poles,  as  outlets  to  reach  its  subscribers  at 
points  along  the  lines  of  its  conduits,"  received. 

It  aj^pears  that  the  Bell  Telephone  Comj)any  have,  by 
virtue  of  permits  granted  by  the  City,  removed  the  over- 
head wires  and  placed  them  underground,  but  that  they 
desire  to  erect  terminal  poles  in  order  to  make  connection 
with  their  subscribers. 

You  request  my  opinion  upon  the  following  points  : 

1.  "  Does  the  Ordinance  of  December  24,  1879,  pennit 
the  Bell  Teleph  one  Company  to  erect  poles  in  the  streets 
of  Philadelphia  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  these  tele- 
phone wires  ? " 

2.  "  Does  the  Ordinance  of  December  24,  1879,  em- 
power the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Philadelphia  to 
erect  poles  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  subscribers  to 
its  underground  system  ? " 

3.  "  If  the  said  Bell  Telephone  Company  has  the  power 
to  erect  terminal  poles  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  its 
subscribers  with  its  underground  system,  is  there  anything 
in  the  general  ordinances  regulating  the  manner  in  which 
undergTound  conduits  shall  be  constructed  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  that  prohibits  the  erection  of  such  poles  by 
any  company  ?  " 
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4,  "  If  Councils  have  grauted  siicli  permits  to  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company  as  will  permit  the  erection  of  terminal 
poles  as  aforesaid,  is  there  any  power  vested  in  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau  to  refuse  the  issuing  of  such  j)ermits  except 
for  such  cause  as  would  aj)ply  to  locality  only  ?  " 

In  view  of  the  Ordinances  of  June  13,  1882,  and  June 
21,  1882,  designed  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  and  pro- 
hibiting overhead  wires,  and  providing  a  system  for  plac- 
ing wires  underground,  the  Ordinance  of  December  24, 
1879,  refeiTed  to  by  you,  can  only  be  properly  interpreted 
in  connection  with  those  ordinances  of  1882. 

The  questions  propounded  by  you  may  therefore  be  con- 
sidered together,  involving  as  they  do  not  only  the  author- 
ity of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  under  the  Ordinance 
of  December  24,  1879,  but  also  its  obligations  under  that 
and  the  subsequent  ordinances. 

The  Ordinance  of  December  24,  1879,  (page  267)  au- 
thorized the  Bell  Telephone  Company  "  to  run  and  main- 
tain its  wires  over  and  through  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia."  This,  it  was  conceded,  gave  the  Telephone 
Company  the  right  to  erect  overhead  %\dres.  The  said 
ordinance  provided  "  That  the  said  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany shall,  before  erecting  any  wires,  as  provided  herein, 
file  in  the  Law  Department  a  ^vritten  obligation  to  comply 
with  all  the  ordinances  of  the  City  regulating  or  in  any 
manner  controlling  telegi'aph  or  telephone  companies  in 
the  Tise  of  the  streets  for  telegraph  or  telephone  purposes, 
which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted." 

The  Telephone  Company,  therefore,  by  its  o\vn  agree- 
ment bound  itself  to  comply  with  all  the  ordinances  of 
the  City  regulating  telegraph  or  telephone  companies  in 
the  use  of  the  streets.  It  was  therefore  subject  to  the 
Ordinance  of  June  13,  1882,  requiring  the  removal  of 
poles  and  wires,  and  prohibiting  their  erection. 

In  an  opinion  under  date  of  September  18,  1895,  to 
Thomas  M.  Thompson,  Esq.,  Director  of  Public  Works, 
it  was  held  that  by  virtue  of  the  authority  confeiTcd  upon 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company  by  the  Ordinance  of  1879, 
in  order  that  the  said  company  could  comply  ^^-itli  the 
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regulations  of  tlie  Ordinance  of  June  13,  1882,  tlie  Di- 
rector was  jnstified  in  granting  a  permit  to  said  company 
to  place  its  wires  underground. 

If  the  Ordinance  of  December  21,  1879,  be  considered 
separate  from  the  Ordinances  of  1882,  it  would  necessarily 
confer  upon  the  said  Telephone  Company  the  power  to 
erect  poles  in  the  streets  of  Philadelphia,  as  well  for  sup- 
porting telephone  wires  as  for  connecting  with  their  sub- 
scribers. As,  however,  the  Telephone  Company,  by  its 
obligation  filed  under  the  Ordinance  of  1879,  agreed  to 
comply  with  all  ordinances  regulating  telegTaph  or  tele- 
phone companies  in  the  use  of  the  streets,  and  as  in  obe- 
dience to  the  Ordinance  of  June  13,  1882,  it  was  per- 
mitted to  place  its  wires  underground,  it  cannot  claim 
the  right  to  both  overhead  wires  and  underground  wires. 

It  is  possible  that  under  the  authority  of  the  Ordinance 
of  1879,  the  Telephone  Company  would  have  the  right 
to  erect  terminal  poles  if  they  cannot  exercise  their  fran- 
chise without  them. 

If  Councils  by  ordinance  confer  authority  upon  the 
Telephone  Company  to  erect  teiininal  poles,  the  Electrical 
Bureau  cannot  refuse  to  issue  a  permit.  The  Electrical 
Bureau  would  have  the  right  to  determine  the  locality  of 
such  poles  and  the  method  of  their  construction.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  in  reference  to  the 
ria'ht  of  the  Citv  "  to  award  and  execute  contracts  for  work 
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ii|)()ii  the  Pennsylvania  Avenue  Subway  prior  to  the  loan 
being  placed  and  the  money  being  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury,''  received. 

You  state  that  the  ordinance  for  the  creation  of  the 
loan  was  approved  on  March  G,  1894;  tbat  tlie  ordinance 
authorizing  the  work  was  apjDroved  March  17,  189-4,  and 
the  ordinance  making  an  appropriation  was  approved  April 
4,  1894. 

The  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  requires  an  appropriation 
to  be  made  before  a  contract  can  be  entered  into.  The 
appropriation  for  this  work  on  the  Subway  was  made  by 
the  Ordinance  of  April  4,  1894.  The  authority  of  the 
City  to  borrow  the  $6,000,000  was  settled  by  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  Brooke  vs.  City.  So  that  here  you 
have  a  loan  legally  and  properly  authorized,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  that  loan  appropriated  for  this  work. 

Under  these  circumstances,  your  "  Depai*tment  would 
have  the  right  to  award  and  the  City  to  execute  contracts 
for  the  work  on  Pennsylvania  Avenue  Subway,"  equal  to 
the  amount  appropriated  by  the  said  Ordinance  of  April 
4,  1894.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  19th  instant,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  a]>plication  of  the  Chelten  Avenue  Passenger 
Kailway  Company  to  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  for  the  connec- 
tion of  their  tracks  at  Chelten  avenue  and  Wayne  street,  re- 
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ceivecl.  You  state  that  the  connection  proposed  to  be  made 
is  A^ith  another  railway  company,  and  that  the  authority 
is  claimed  under  the  Ordinance  of  May  2,  1889. 

The  ordinance  referred  to  is  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
give  consent  to  the  Chelten  Avenue  Passenger  Railway 
Company  to  construct  a  line  of  railway  as  authorized  by 
its  charter."  It  provides  for  the  construction  of  a  railway 
on  certain  streets,  with  authority  to  construct  and  use  the  ne- 
cessary curves  to  the  place  of  beginning.  There  is  nothing 
in  that  ordinance  which  authorizes  a  connection  with  any 
other  railway  company.  It  does  permit  turnouts  or  curves 
to  make  the  route  mentioned  in  the  ordinance,  but  those 
curves  are  to  connect  two  different  parts  of  the  tracks  of 
the  Chelten  Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company.

In  re  liabiUty  of  Traction  Companies  for  injury  to  un- 
derground structures. 

FEA^'K  M.  RiTER,  Esq., 

Director,  Dept.  of  Public  Safety. 

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  the  10th  instant, 
in  reference  to  the  liability  of  the  various  Traction  Com- 
panies for  the  injury  done  to  City  underground  structures 
by  the  transmission  of  their  electric  currents,  received. 
In  a  previous  communication  enclosing  a  letter  of  Mr. 
David  R.  Walker,  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  it  is 
stated  that  Mr.  C.  C.  Adams,  Superintendent  of  the  Postal 
Telegraph  Company,  lessees  of  City's  conduits  on  Market, 
Second,  and  other  streets,  complained  "  of  the  destructive 
action  to  the  lead  sheathing  of  their  cables  caused  by  elec- 
trolytic action  arising  from  escaping  currents  generated 
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by  tlie  trolley  system,"  wliicli  seriously  interfered  vnth. 
tlie  operation  of  the  company's  wires,  and  caused  the  mth- 
drawal  of  the  cables  from  the  ducts  for  repaii-s. 

The  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  claims  that  the  de- 
structive action  mentioned  by  Mr.  Adams  "  is  attributable 
entirely  to  trolley  currents  straying  from  a  source,  pro- 
vided for  them,  to  return  to  the  initial  point  of  energy, 
the  dynamo  ;  this  return  being  of  a  character  insufficient 
in  capacity  to  hold  or  contain  these  currents,  they  seek 
any  metallic  or  other  good  conducting  medium  and  utilize 
them  as  part  of  the  return."  That  the  lead  covering  of 
underground  cables,  together  with  the  gas  and  water  pipes, 
act  as  a  part  of  the  return,  and  in  this  way  injury  is  caused 
to  these  undergi'ound  constructions. 

You  desire  to  know  whether  the  various  Traction  Com- 
panies should  not  be  required  to  furnish  a  conductor  or 
conductors  sufficient  in  capacity  to  return  all  the  cui-rent 
produced  and  used  by  them  to  their  machines,  and  whether 
the  said  companies  should  not  be  liable  for  the  damage 
and  expense  caused  by  their  failure  to  provide  a  proper 
means  of  returning  their  cm'rents. 

The  Railway  Companies  were  granted  permission  by 
City  Councils  to  use  the  trolley  system  of  j)i*op^lsion. 
Independently  of  any  agreement  entered  into  by  the  said 
companies,  they  would  be  liable  for  any  damage  or  injury 
caused  by  the  use  of  the  trolley  system  which  could  be 
avoided  by  proper  method  of  construction.  The  ordi- 
nance, however,  gi-anting  them  this  privilege  provided  : 
*•  That  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as 
binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and 
ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed, 
relating  to  the  govenmient,  control  or  regulation  of  rail- 
ways or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia ;  "  and  "  that  in  the  construction  and  equipment 
of  its  road-bed,  cars,  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and 
character  of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans, 
profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every 
way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the 
Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety." 

By  agreements  filed  by  the  said  companies  they  not  only 
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bound  themselves  to  comply  with  all  laws  and  ordinances 
then  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed  relating 
to  the  government,  control,  or  regulation  of  railways,  but 
they  also  agreed  that  the  construction  and  equipment  of 
their  road  should  be  subject  at  all  times  to  the  approval 
and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and 
Public  Safety. 

Under  these  agreements,  it  is  Avithin  your  power  to  re- 
quire the  said  companies  to  provide  "  returns  sufficient  in 
size  to  carry  all  their  currents  back  to  the  macliine,"  so 
as  to  prevent  damage  or  injury  to  the  City's  underground 
structures.  The  said  companies  are  also  bound  to  comply 
with  any  ordinances  passed  regulating  the  method  of  re- 
turning the  currents.  Assuming  that  the  injury  com- 
plained of  could  have  been  readily  avoided,  the  companies 
would  be  liable  to  the  City  for  the  damage  done  or  that 
may  hereafter  be  done  to  its  underground  structures.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  Yth  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  circular  and  notice  of  the  First  Is'ational  Bank,  the 
active  depository  of  the  City  Fund  Account,  as  to  future 
endorsements  on  checks  sent^  for  deposit,  received. 

The  circular,  it  appears,  is  in  pursuance  of  the  following 
resolution  of  the  Clearing  House  Association  :  "On  and 
after  the  first  day  of  July,  1896,  members  of  this  asso- 
ciation shall  not  send  through  the  exchange  any  items 
liaving  thereon  any  qualified  or  restrictive  endorsement 
such  as  '  for  collection  '  or  '  for  account  of,'  or  words  of 
similar  import  unless  all  endorsements  thereon  are  guar- 
anteed by  the  member  of  the  association  sending  such 
item  ;  and  the  official  stamp  of  the  bank  sending  such 
13 
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item  endorsed  thereon  shall  be  constrned  as  snch  guar- 
antee." 

The  circular  further  states,  that  ''  it  will  be  necessary 
under  the  resolution  to  attach  not  only  your  stamp  of 
endorsement  to  this  bank,  but  also  your  guarantee  of  all 
prior  endorsements  thereon,  which  guarantee  will  arise 
from  affixing  your  stamp  in  the  fonn  of  '  endorsement 
guaranteed.'  " 

The  said  circular  also  advises  "  that  hereafter  only  un- 
qualified endorsements  be  received  and  sent  and  in  such 
case  your  simple  stauip  ''  Pay  to  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Philadelphia,  or  order,'  with  your  name  subscribed, 
will  be  sufficient." 

You  desire  my  opinion  whether  you  can  comply  with 
this  circular  in  view  of  the  Ordinance  of  April  9,  1892, 
which  is  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  deposits 
of  city  moneys  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  payment  of 
interest  thereon,"  and  which,  in  the  third  section,  pro- 
vides :  "  That  for  the  purpose  of  transferring  the  balance 
standing  to  the  credit  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any  portion 
thereof  from  any  of  the  city  depositories  to  the  bank  trans- 
acting the  daily  business  of  the  office,  checks  shall  be 
signed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  and  shall  be  marked  '  for 
deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  City  Treasurer  in  Bank, 

City  Fund  Account.'  " 

This,  as  you  see,  relates  only  to  the  form  of  endorsement 
to  be  used  in  "  transfemng  the  balance  standing  to  the 
credit  of  the  City  T'reasurer,  or  any  portion  thereof,  from 
any  of  the  City  depositories  to  the  bank  transacting  the 
daily  business  of  the  office,"  and  which  form  does  not,  as 
far  as  I  can  see,  in-  any  way  conflict  with  the  resolution 
of  the  Clearing  House  Association,  as  the  words  "  For 
deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  City  Treasurer  in 
Bank,  City  Fund  Account,"  merely  express  what  is  always 
implied  by  every  ordinary  deposit  of  moneys  in  a  bank. 

To  your  second  question,  as  to  the  suggestion  from  the 
said  bank  that  your  "  Department  shall  use  a  stamp  for 
endorsement  of  checks  presented  hereafter  for  deposit,  in 
the  form  of  '  Pay  to  the  order  of  the  First  jSTational  Bank,'" 
and  as  to  whether  you  have  "  a  legal  right  to  offer  city 
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funds  for  deposit  with  siicli  endorsement,"  and  also, 
"  whether  from  a  legal  standpoint  the  City's  title  to  money 
so  deposited  wonld  be  injnrionsly  affected,"  my  answer  is, 
that  you  can  only  leg-ally  affix  such  endorsement  when  qual- 
ified by  some  such  additional  words,  or  their  equivalent, 
as  "  For  deposit  to  the  account  of  the  City  Treasurer," 
or  "  For  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia," 
so  as  to  identify  the  right  and  title  of  the  City  to  such 
money. 

In  reference  to  your  third  question,  I  reply,  that  as  to 
affixing  a  stamp  in  the  form  of  "  endorsement  guaranteed," 
that  you,  as  City  Treasurer,  have  no  power  to  bind  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  by  guarantee  of  endorsement. 

The  legal  effect  which  arises  from  depositing  a  check 
so  far  as  the  prior  endoreements  are  concerned,  ought  of 
itself  in  cases  where  banks  are  dealing  with  a  municipal 
corporation  such  as  this,  be  a  sufficient  guarantee  to  them. 
If  the  Bank  insists  upon  the  form  of  endorsement  they 
have  specified,  this  might  oblige  you,  in  many  instances, 
to  instruct  the  various  Departments  of  the  City,  that  here- 
after, no  checks  would  be  accepted  in  payment  of  City 
claims,  and  such  a  rule  would  be  most  objectionable,  as 
it  w^ould  result  in  great  hardship  and  inconvenience  to  the 
public  having  business  with  said  Departments. 

The  custom  wdiich  has  prevailed  in  your  office  for  many 
years,  as  to  deposits  of  City  money,  I  cannot  advise  you 
now  to  change,  unless  such  has  been  determined  to  be 
contrary  to  law.  You  are  a  public  official,  and,  as  City 
Treasurer,  you  are  subject  to  the  ordinances  of  City  Coun- 
cils, and  can  only  deposit  the  City  money  in  such  manner 
as  Councils  direct.  The  practice  adopted  by  your  prede- 
cessors and  which  Councils  have  either  ordered  or  con- 
curred in,  should  by  you  be  continued.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  July  2,  1896,  is 
before  me  for  reply.  As  I  understand  the  purport  thereof, 
it  is  this  :  That  by  Ordinance  of  Councils,  a  certain  cor- 
poration known  as  "  The  Northern  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany," was  granted  privileges  for  electric  lighting  for  a 
certain  territory  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ;  that  subse- 
quent thereto,  a  contract  for  the  year  1896,  was  awarded 
to  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Company,  for  furnishing  arc 
lights  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  a  territory,  part  of 
which  was  covered  by  the  privileges  granted  to  the  said 
JSTorthem  Electric  Light  Company. 

AVhat  you  ask,  I  understand  to  be,  is,  that  inasmuch 
as  the  contract  of  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Company  covers 
territory  in  which  the  l^orthern  Electric  Light  Company 
has  been  granted  the  privilege  of  lighting  by  electricity, 
and  in  the  fulfillment  of  which  contract  the  former  com- 
pany will  be  ol)liged  to  operate  within  the  territory  cov- 
ered by  the  privileges  of  the  latter,  whether,  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Ordinance  of  March  20,  1868,  the  said  con- 
tract of  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Company  is  thereby 
"  null  and  void  and  of  no  effect,"  and  therefore,  whether 
you  would  be  justified  in  withholding  the  warrant  drawn 
in  its  favor.     This  ordinance  reads  as  follows  : 

"  Whenever  any  contract  for  work,  labor  or  materials 
and  repairs  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  hereafter 
be  authorized  by  Councils,  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  the 
same  that  the  parties  shall  be  skilled  and  regularly  en- 
gaged as  to  their  proper  occupation,  trade,  and  business 
in  work,  labor,  and  materials  and  repairs  required,  and  to 
be  furnished  and  l^y  the  contractor  performed  ;  and  that 
the  contractor,  in  person,  shall  superintend  his  own  work, 
labor,  and  repairs,  and  deliver  all  necessarv  materials  to 
the  City." 
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"  In  case  any  contractor  aforesaid  shall  sub-let  any  work 
or  employ  any  snb-contractor,  in  violation  of  this  ordinance, 
his  contract  shall  become  null  and  void  and  of  no  effect  ; 
and  the  department  of  the  same  shall  be  at  liberty  to  con- 
tract and  employ  others  to  do  the  same." 

My  reply  to  this  question  is,  that  if  the  contract  with 
the  said  Brush  Electric  Light  Company  includes  territory 
covered  by  the  ordinance  of  the  said  jSTorthem  Electric 
Light  Company,  this  of  itself,  would  not  justify  the  infer- 
ence of  such  a  sub-letting  as  is  precluded  by  the  said  ordi- 
nance, and,  therefore,  would  not,  in  my  opinion,  authorize 
you  in  ^vithholding  the  warrant  due  to  it. 

The  first  section  of  the  said  ordinance  requires  that  a 
condition  of  the  contracts  be  that  contractors  "  shall  be 
skilled  and  regularly  engaged  as  to  their  proper  occupa- 
tion, trade  and  business  in  work,  labor  and  materials 
required  and  to  be  furnished  and  by  the  con- 
tractor performed  ;  and  that  the  contractor,  in  person,  shall 
superintend  his  own  work,  labor  ....  and  deliver 
all  necessary  materials  to  the  City." 

If  the  said  Brush  Electric  Light  Company  has  complied 
with  these  conditions,  it  has  answered  the  requirements  of 
the  said  ordinance,  and  it  should  receive  the  warrant.

Dear  Sir  : — Bef erring  to  your  favor  of  the  IGtli  inst., 
enclosing  copy  of  agreement  received  by  yon  from  Charles 
C.  Harrison,  Provost  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
in  which  it  is  intended  to  comply  -vrith  the  conditions  and 
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provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  Councils  approved  Decem- 
ber 14,  1894,  authorizing  the  revision  of  the  lines  and 
grades  of  Plan  Xo.  269,  and  inquiring  whether  or  not  it 
is  the  opinion  of  this  Dei>artinent  that  said  agreement 
affords  sufficient  protection  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
I  would  sav. 

Section  1  of  the  ordinance  in  question,  is  as  follows  : 
"  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized 
to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets  on  Plan  ISTo.  269, 
in  the  Twenty-seventh  AVard  :  Provided,  The  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  first  file  a  satisfactory 
agreement  not  to  claim  any  damages  by  reason  of  the 
changes  authorized  by  this  ordinance." 

•  Inasmuch  as  there  exists  no  right  of  action  in  the  owners 
of  the  property  to  recover  for  the  change  of  the  lines  and 
grades  upon  the  plan  for  a  mere  paper  change,  it  is  obvious 
that  in  agreeing  not  to  claim  for  any  damages  received 
by  the  changes  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  nothing  is 
waived  by  the  covenanters,  and  'that  the  clear  intention 
of  the  ordinance  was  to  secure  a  waiver  of  all  claims  for 
damages  due  to  the  physical  opening  and  grading  of  the 
streets  on  Plan  Xo.  269,  in  accordance  with  the  revisions 
authorized  by  the  said  ordinance.  This,  however,  is  ac- 
complished by  the  agreement  which  I  enclose  marked  ap- 
proved, duly  executed  by  the  proper  authorities  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  agreement  which  you  sent  me  I  also  enclose.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  inquiry  as  to  the  effect  of  the  pro- 
viso appended  to  the  Ordinance  of  Councils  of  December 
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27,  1895,  appropriating  moneys  to  the  Board  of  Education 
for  the  expenses  of  the  year  181)15,  the  language  of  which 
is  as  follows  :  "  Provided,  There  shall  be  no  privileged 
class  of  salaries  in  the  11th  and  12th  grades  from  and 
after  the  jjassage  of  this  ordinance,  but  those  now  receiv- 
ing more  than  others  for  the  same  service  may,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  IJoard  of  Education,  continue  to  receive 
the  same  as  long  as  they  retain  their  position  in  the  same 
school,"  raises  the  question  whether  the  said  Councils  or 
the  Board  of  Education  have  the  right  to  fix  the  salaries 
of  teachers  in  public  schools,  since  by  this  proviso  the  sala- 
ries of  certain  teachers  are  made  different  from  those  named 
by  the  Board  of  Education. 

A  review  of  the  origin  of  the  said  Board  and  the  powers 
conferred  upon  it  by  various  Acts  of  Assembl}' ,  shows  the 
f(_)llo\ving  to  \)e  the  case  :  The  Board  of  Education  was 
created  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  March  3,  1818  (P.  L. 
53),  which  provides  :  "  I'liat  the  said  controllers  of  the 
public  schools  shall  determine  upon  the  number  of  school- 
houses  which  shall  be  erected  or  established  in  every  sec- 
tion under  the  jn'ovisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  limit  the 
expense  of  erecting  and  establishing  every  such  school- 
house.  They  shall  have  power  to  establish  a  model  school, 
in  order  to  qualify  teachers  for  the  sectional  schools,  or 
for  schools  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  They  shall  also 
have  power  to  i:>rovide  such  suitable  books  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  pupils  belonging  to  the 
different  schools  mtliin  the  first  district.  They  shall  have 
the  general  superintendence  over  all  the  schools  established 
under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act  in  the  said  district,  and 
may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  govern- 
ment and  for  the  general  regulations  of  the  district,  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  for  caiiying  this  act  into  com- 
]ilote  effect  :  Provided,  That  such  rules  or  regulations 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  this  act,  or  with  the  consti- 
tution or  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  United 
States,''  and  nndvcs  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia 
a  district,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act,  denominated  "  The 
First  School  District  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.'' 

By  the  Act  of  April  16,  1845  (P.  L.  502),  the  Boai-d 
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of  School  Controllers  of  Philadelphia  was  made  a  corpo- 
ration and  given  the  powers  a2:)pertaining  to  corporations 
under  the  then  existing  laws.  The  provisions  which  I 
have  just  quoted,  by  the  express  words  of  the  Act  of  June 
1,  1885,  were  left  undisturbed,  and  by  the  same  Act  it 
was  declared  that  the  Board  of  Education  should  now 
remain  as  established  by  law. 

These  powers  have  received  judicial  construction  in  the 
case  of  Johnson  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  47  Pa.  St.,  382^ 
where  Mr.  Justice  Woodward  says  :  "  Prom  an  examina- 
tion of  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  to  which  our  attention  has 
been  directed  in  this  case,  it  is  ap23arent  that  everything 
pertaining  to  the  public  schools,  within  the  City  and 
County  of  Philadelphia,  has  been  committed  to  the  Board 
of  Controllers,  excepting  only  the  public  purse,  which 
has  been  kept  carefully  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Councils. 
The  Controllers  have  power  to  establish  schools,  to  pro- 
vide school  books,  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
conduct  of  the  schools,  to  appoint  teachers,  and  to  fix 
their  salaries,  but  they  have  no  power  to  raise  or  appro- 
priate revenues." 

The  ordinance  in  dispute  in  the  Johnson  case,  itemized 
the  appropriation  for  school  purposes,  appropriating  $1,500 
for  the  salary  of  Principalof  the  l^ormal  School,  and  $4,200 
for  the  salaries  of  other  teachers  in  the  said  school,  and  con- 
tained a  proviso  that  tlie  City  Controller  should  counter- 
sign no  warrants  for  the  salaries  of  teachers  except  that 
he  found  that  a  scale  of  salaries  had  l^een  adopted  by 
the  Controllers,  Avhich  did  not  exceed  in  the  quarterly 
payments  one-fourth  of  the  aggregate  in  said  ordinance 
appropriated  for  salaries.  This  ordinance  was  declared  a 
valid  one.  It  might  appear,  at  first  glance,  as  if  this 
ordinance  and  its  proviso  were  substantially  the  same  in 
effect  as  the  ordinance  and  proviso  Avhich  I  am  now  con- 
sidering. A  closer  examination  will  show  that  the  pro- 
viso in  the  ordinance  in  the  Johnson  case  is  not  one  which 
attempts  to  regulate  the  salaries  of  teachers,  but  simply 
attempts  on  the  part  of  Councils  to  limit  the  expen- 
ditures of  the  Board  of  Education,  so  that  it  may  not 
exceed  its  appropriation  and  thereby  bring  indebtedness 
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upon  the  City.  In  other  words,  it  is  the  exercise,  bj 
Councils,  of  its  legitimate  fimctiou,  as  previously  expressed 
by  Judge  Woodwai-d,  the  control  of  the  public  purse. 
The  pro\'iso  requires  a  scale  of  salaries,  not  specifying  in 
any  way  what  the  scale  may  be,  but  only  requiring  that 
the  scale  shall  not  exceed  the  aggregate  of  the  amount 
appropriated  by  Councils,  for  salaries.  This  is  clearly 
an  exercise  of  the  disbursing  power  placed  in  Councils. 
]t  is  not  so  in  the  ordinance  which  you  have  sent  me 
for  my  consideration.  There  is  no  attempt  here  to  limit 
the  expenditure  of  the  Board  of  Education,  but  an  attempt 
to  invade  the  appropriation  and  definitely  fix  the  amounts 
of  salary  to  be  paid  to  the  teachers  in  certain  grades. 
It  is  not  alleged  that  the  fact  that  there  exists  a  privi- 
leged class  of  salaries  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades 
of  the  public  schools  constitutes  an  expenditure  beyond 
the  amount  of  the  appropriations  made  by  Councils,  nor 
does  it  ajipear  in  any  way  that  such  is  the  case,  but  the 
proviso  substantially  represents  the  regulation  by  Councils 
of  salaries  in  public  schools  independent  of  any  question 
of  excessive  expenditure  by  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
tion. 

Again,  in  Perot  vs.  Philadelphia,  2  AV.  X.  C,  351,  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1,  of  this  County,  speaking 
through  Biddle,  J.,  says  :  "  The  general  understanding 
of  a  power  of  this  character  as  affecting  their  duties  is 
well  expressed  in  the  introduction  to  the  Digest  of  the 
School  Laws  as  prepared  by  themselves  (The  Board  of 
Education).  They  say  "  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Boai-d  of 
Education  to  determine  upon  the  number  of  school-houses 
to  be  erected  and  established  in  each  section  and  to  limit 
the  expenses  thereof,  as  well  as  to  provide  such  suitable 
books  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  use  of  the 
pupils.  They  direct  what  number  of  teachers  shall  be 
employed  and  fix  their  salaries " 

In  that  case  a  superintendent  of  music  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Education  was  held  to  have  no  right  of  action 
against  the  City  for  his  salary  partly  because  his  duties  were 
regarded  as  properly  pertaining  to  the  individual  members 
of  the  Board  themselves,  and  not  to  be  delegated;  partly 
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because  of  the  known  defanlt  of  the  necessary  consent  and 
appropriation  by  Councils  of  money  for  such  salary  when 
the  incumbent  rendered  the  services  for  which  he  claimed. 
The  judgment  of  the  lower  Court  was  affirmed  in  83  Pa. 
St.,  482. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  that  Councils  have  the  power  by 
limiting  the  amount  appropriated  for  payment  of  salaries, 
to  compel  the  Board  of  Education  so  to  fix  them  in  detail 
as  to  conform  to  the  sum  available. 

Johnson  vs.  City,  supra. 

Bladen  vs.  City,  60  Pa.  St.,  464. 

But  having  once  appropriated  a  certain  sum  and  having 
specified  with  snch  particularity  as  they  may  deem  proper 
the  uses  to  which  it  is  to  be  applied,  theii*  authority  over 
it  would  seem  to  be  exhausted,  leaving  them  without  the 
right  to  interfere  vdth  the  internal  management  of  the 
school  aftairs.  This  is  well  expressed  by  Mr.  Justice 
Woodward,  in  Johnson  vs.  City,  above  referred  to,  in 
the  following  language  :  "  Without  specific  appropriations 
there  would  be  great  danger  of  wasteful  expenditure. 
But  Councils  could  not  be  expected  to  specify  every  item 
of  expenditure  in  their  act  of  appropriation.     The  system 

was  too  large  and  complex  to  admit  of  this 

The  Li'fjisJature  of  the  City  was  not  a  body  loell  fitted 
to  descend  into  the  minute  details  of  the  system  and  to 
measure  out  the  exaet  sum  eaeh  teacher  was  to  reeeive, 
but  they  could  classify  the  general  objects  of  expenditure, 
of  which  teachers'  salaries  would  be  one,  leaving  to  the 
Controllers  the  sub-division  of  the  sum  appropriated  to 
that  object  among  the  several  individuals  entitled  to  share  in 
it." 

Upon  similar  lines,  though  not  precisely  on  this  question 
was  the  opinion  of  my  predecessor,  Hon.  Charles  F.  War- 
wick, who  in  response  to  the  query  of  the  Chainuan  of 
Committee  on  Schools  of  City  Councils,  replied  that  the 
Board  of  Education  derived  its  powers  from  the  Legis- 
lature, and  not  from  Councils,  and  that  in  his  opinion 
Councils  had  no  power  to  interfere  "  in  the  course  of 
studies  adopted,  or  the  other  management  of  the  schools." 
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See  opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor,  \)age  9G,  Ordinances, 
1884. 

If  the  power  to  itemize  salaries  in  a  bill  of  appropria- 
tion can  be  eonstrned  as  a  power  to  fix  them,  it  is  diftienlt 
to  see  where  the  power  of  Councils  will  reach  a  limit, 
and  if  it  be  the  design  of  the  Legislature  to  grant  to  Coun- 
cils the  power  to  fix  teachers'  salaries,  it  is  manifestly, 
as  has  been  already  shown,  one  that  would  necessitate 
Councils  having  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  needs  of 
a  large  educational  system,  and  would  take  from,  the  Board 
of  Education  an  important  function  without  the  exercise 
of  which  it  must  be  most  materially  embarrassed  in  the 
development  of  its  educational  plans. 

It  would  be,  perhaps,  appropriate  in  this  connection,  to 
notice  the  Act  of  May  8,  1854  (P.  L.  617),  the  twenty- 
third  section  of  which,  in  sub-section  5,  states  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  every  district,  and  the  Controllers 
in  cities  and  boroughs,  shall  have  the  appointment  of  all 
the  teachers  in  the  common  schools  in  the  district,  fix  the 
amount  of  the  teachers'  salaries,  and  may  dismiss  them 
at  any  time  for  incompetency,  cruelty,  negligence  or  im- 
morality. If  this  section  refers  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, there  can  be  no  further  question  about  this  case. 

The  repealing  clause  of  the  Act  (Sect.  50)  says  :  "  That 
the  act  and  its  supplements  now  in  operation  in  the  City 
and  County  of  Philadelphia,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  education  of  children  at  the  public  expense  "\\'ithin 
the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,"  are  declared  to  be 
concun-ent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  are  in  no 
wise  to  be  considered  as  altered,  amended  or  repealed,  ex- 
cept so  far  that  the  said  city  and  county  shall  he  entitled 
to  receive  their  due  j)roportion  and  share  of  the  annual 
State  appropriation,  nor  shall  anything  contained  in  this 
act  be  deemed  and  taken  to  alter  or  in  any  manner  to 
interfere  with  the  system  of  public  schools  now  in  opera- 
tion, in  the  said  city  and  county." 

If  by  this  section  the  Legislature  intended  that  this  Act 
should  not  apply  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  but  that  the 
law  as  previously  existing  in  regard  to  the  Board  of 
Education  should  remain  precisely  as  it  was,  without  fur- 
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ther  addition  or  elimination  then,  of  course,  this  section 
has  no  applicability  here.  There  has  never  been,  as  far 
as  I  can  discover,  any  judicial  construction  of  the  appli- 
cability of  this  Act  with  respect  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. In  the  case  of  Johnson  vs.  City,  supra,  it  was  not 
referred  to  in  any  way.  The  use  of  the  word  "  concur- 
rent "  meaning  "  conjoint "  with,  would  seem  to  imply 
that  such  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  the  prior  Acts  relating  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  are  to  be  applied  to  that  city,  and, 
if  the  courts  should  see  fit  to  so  construe  this  clause,  then, 
under  paragraph  5,  of  Section  23  of  the  said  Act  above 
referred  to,  the  language  of  which,  quoted  in  full,  is  that 
"  They  shall  have  the  appointment  of  all  the  teachers  of 
common  schools  in  the  district,  fix  the  amount  of  teachere' 
salaries,  and  may  dismiss  them  at  any  time  for  incompe- 
tency, cruelty,  negligence  or  immorality,"  all  contention 
upon  this  question  would  be  thereby  settled  by  the  power 
to  fix  their  salaries,  as  specified  therein. 

Prom  the  full  scope  of  the  Act  it  seems  to  me  probable 
that  the  Legislature  intended  to  provide  a  general  system 
for  the  entire  Commonwealth,  saving  to  Philadelphia  only 
the  retention  of  such  particulars  wherein  its  already  estab- 
lished system  might  actually  conflict  with  the  new  one. 
If  this  view  be  correct,  then  since  neither  by  statutory 
direction  nor  as  matter  of  custom  was  there  pre\'iously 
lodged  in  Councils  authority  to  fix  the  salaries  of  the 
teachers,  the  provisions  of  the  paragraph  quoted  above,  as 
of  other  parts  of  the  Act  not  repugnant  to  the  law  or 
practice  governing  in  this  City,  would  be  effective  here 
as  elsewhere  in  the  State. 

Apart  from  the  Act  of  1854,  however,  the  strongest  ar- 
gument in  favor  of  the  opinion  that  the  right  in  question 
belongs  to  the  Board  of  Education,  and  not  to  Councils, 
may  perhaps  be  deduced  from  the  long-continued  and  un- 
disputed exercise  of  that  right  by  the  Board,  and  from 
the  universal  acquiescence  therein. 

Since  1818  the  School  Controllers  and  their  successoi's, 
the  present  Board  of  Education,  have  decided  Avithout 
appeal  how  much  compensation  should    be    paid  to    the 
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teachers  in  the  various  grades  and  classes  of  our  commou 
schools.  ]Sro  one  has  questioned  their  power  so  to  decide. 
Oiu'  reports  fail  to  show,  so  far  as  I  can  discover,  any 
case  litigated  directly  upon  this  point  ;  on  the  contrary, 
an  examination  of  the  case  of  Johnson  vs.  City,  already 
often  quoted,  will  show  that  counsel  on  both  sides,  as  well 
as  the  Court,  assume  that  the  right  to  pass  on  this  ques- 
tion is  vested  in  the  Board  of  Controllers. 

During  this  long  period  no  opposition  to  their  authority 
in  that  behalf  has  manifested  itself,  and  in  the  exercise 
of  such  authority  they  have  been  left  undisturbed. 

To  my  mind  the  inference  is  persuasive,  if  not  conclu- 
sive, that  in  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  and  in  no 
other  body,  resides  the  right  to  say  what  salaries  the  sev- 
eral teachers  shall  receive. 

In  final  response  to  your  inquiry,  therefore,  I  have  to 
say  that  in  my  opmion  the  proviso  to  the  ordinance  re- 
ferred to  by  you  is  an  attempted  regulation  pro  tanto  of 
the  salaries  of  teachers  ;  that  it  is  beyond  the  power  of 
Councils  to  make  such  regulation,  and  that  said  proviso 
is  therefore  invalid  and  inoperative.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communications  of  the  30th  and 
3 1st  ult.,  enclosing  letter  of  William  J.  Smith,  under  date 
of  June  3,  1896,  in  reference  to  the  payment  of  money 
due  on  the  contract  for  fire  house,  at  Sixth  and  Sansom 
streets,  received. 
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It  appears  from  yonr  letter  of  the  30tli  ult.,  that  the 
City  made  a  contract  with  AVm.  J.  Smith,  for  the  erection 
of  a  lire  house  at  Sixth  and  Sansom  streets,  for  the  sum 
of  $19,700,  and  that  up  to  that  date  he  had  been  paid 
on  account  $10,000.  The  Commonwealth  Title  and  Trust 
Company,  who  were  the  sureties  of  Wm.  J.  Smith  upon 
the  contract,  undertook  to  finish  the  building  to  your 
satisfaction,  and  received  from  Wm.  J.  Smith  an  assign- 
ment of  his  contract.  You  state  that  protests  have  been 
received  from  various  creditors  of  Wm.  J.  Smith,  and  that 
bills  for  labor  performed  and  materials  furnished  have  been 
deposited  with  you  for  collection  from  the  balance  still 
due.  You  request  me  to  inform  you  what  stej^s  to  take 
in  order  to  protect  the  City  from  suits,  and  what  mil  be 
the  necessary  form  of  settlement  before  paying  the  balance 
on  the  cash  due  on  the  contract,  and  whether  you  would 
be  justified  in  paying  the  future  warrants  to  the  Title 
Company  or  to  Smith. 

If  Wm.  J.  Smith's  contract  requires  him  to  pay  all  bills 
for  labor  performed  and  materials  furnished  on  the  said 
work,  he  or  his  sureties  should  l)e  required  to  perform  that 
portion  of  the  agreement  before  you  pay  the  balance  due 
on  the  contract.  If,  however,  the  contract  does  not  con- 
tain any  such  stipulation,  you  would  be  justified  in  paying 
the  future  warrants  for  the  balance  that  may  be  due  upon 
the  contract  to  the  Commonwealth  Title  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, when  you  are  satisfied  that  the  work  has  been  done 
according  to  the  contract  and  specifications.  The  warrant 
in  such  case  should  be  drawn  in  the  name  of  William  J. 
Smith,  the  contractor,  and  notice  given  to  the  City  Con- 
troller of  the  authority  given  to  the  Commonwealth  Title 
and  Trust  Company  to  collect  all  moneys  due  upon  the 
said  contract.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  tlie  8tli  instant  in  reference 
to  the  lighting  of  the  new  police  station  at  Trenton  avenue 
and  l)au}ihin  street,  by  the  Kensington  Electric  Light 
Company,  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance  of  December 
1,  1892,  and  also  the  correspondence  between  your  Depart- 
ment and  Frank  S.  Christian,  Esq.,  attorney  for  the  Ken- 
sington Electric  Light  Company,  received. 

The  ordinance  referred  to  which  granted  the  privilege 
of  electric  lighting  within  a  certain  territory,  comprising 
a  portion  of  the  Eighteenth  and  Thirty-fii'st  Wards  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  provides  as  follows  :  "  The  said 
company  shall  wire  and  furnish  the  lamps  and  light  all 
city  buildings  occupied  as  police  and  lire  stations  within 
said  territory  in  the  vicinity  of  their  overhead  and  under- 
ground electrical  conductors  free  of  charge  to  the  City, 
such  wiring  shall  be  completed  and  lights  supplied  within 
ninety  days  after  notice  shall  have  been  given  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety." 

It  appears  that  since  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance, 
namely,  in  1895,  the  City  purchased  a  lot  of  ground  at 
the  corner  of  Dauphin  and  Trenton  avenue,  \\dthin  the 
territory  mentioned  in  the  said  ordinance,  and  upon  said 
lot,  is  erecting  a  building  to  be  occupied  as  a  jxiliee  and 
patrol  station  ;  that  your  Department  has  made  a  demand 
upon  the  Kensington  Electric  Light  Company  to  "wire  and 
light  the  said  building  to  be  used  as  a  police  and  patrol 
station,  and  that  the  said  company  has  refused  so  to  do. 

Your  Department,  as  1  understand  your  communication, 
consider  that  under  the  Ordinance  of  1892,  the  said  Ken- 
sington Electric  Light  Company  is  required  to  wire  and 
light  this  new  building,  and  you  desire  my  opinion  as 
to  whether  you  are  right  in  that  construction. 

It  seems  plain  to  me  that  in  consideration  of  the  privi- 
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lege  granted  to  the  said  Electric  Light  Company,  they  were 
to  wire  and  furnish  lamps  and  light  to  all  City  buildings 
occupied  as  police  and  lire  stations,  within  the  said  terri- 
tory in  the  vicinity  of  their  overhead  and  underground 
electrical  conductors  free  of  charge.  Such  a  condition 
attached  to  their  ordinance  refei*s  not  only  to  the  building 
or  buildings  then  occupied  as  police  and  fir©  stations,  but 
to  any  building  which  the  City  should  thereafter  construct 
and  use  for  that  purpose.  If  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance  the  City  did  not  occupy  any  buildings 
within  that  territory  for  the  purposes  of  police  and  fire 
stations,  and  if  the  condition  applied  to  the  then  existing 
state  of  facts,  and  had  no  application  to  any  buildings 
constructed  in  the  future  for  the  purpose  of  use  as  police 
and  fire  stations,  the  prorision  of  the  ordinance  would  be 
unnecessary  and  useless.  To  give  the  provision  any  force 
whatever,  it  must  have  been  intended  to  apply  to  any 
buildings  then  in  use  or  that  might  thereafter  be  used 
as  police  and  fire  stations, 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  construction  placed  upon  the 
said  ordinance  by  your  Department  is  the  correct  one,  and 
that  the  Kensington  Electric  Light  Company  should  be 
compelled  to  wire  and  furnish  light  to  the  new  station 
bouse. 

The  delay  in  foi'warding  this  to  you  was  due  to  a  re- 
quest upon  the  part  of  Mr.  Christian  to  argue  the  matter 
for  me,  and  to  furnish  me  with  a  brief.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  5th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  payment  for  Holly  Pumping    Engines  at  the    Spring 
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Garden  Station,  as  also  the  connnunications  from  the  Di- 
rector of  Pnblic  AVorks  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
AVater,  received. 

It  appears  that  a  contract  was  entered  into  between  the 
City  of  Phihidelphia  and  the  Holly  Manufacturing'  Coni- 
])any,  on  June  20,  1893,  for  the  construction  and  erection, 
iit  the  Spring  Garden  Pumping  Station,  of  two  triple  ex- 
pansion pumping  engines,  of  thirty  million  gallons  capac- 
ity. The  contract  required  the  completion  of  the  said 
engines  in  twelve  and  tifteen  months  respectively,  and 
2>rovided  further,  as  follows  :  ''After  three  months  of  reg- 
"'  ular  work  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the 
"  contract,  subsequent  to  a  favorable  report  by  the  experts, 
^'  the  sum  remaining  due  (exclusive  of  retained  percent- 
^'  ages)  will  be  paid,  less  20  per  cent.,  and  one  year  from 
^'  the  favorable  report  of  the  experts,  if  the  engines  shall 
"  have  given  satisfaction  to  the  Dii'ector  of  the  Depart- 
"  ment  of  Public  AVorks  they  ^vill  be  accepted  for  the 
^'  City  and  final  payment  will  be  made  in  full,  and  the 
^'  securities  of  the  contractor  will  be  released." 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  AVater  states,  that  imme- 
diately upon  the  completion  of  the  engines  the  contractoi*s 
permitted  the  City  to  use  them,  and  that  owing  to  their 
being  in  use,  they  could  not  be  tested  ;  that  the  con- 
tractors were  frequently  urging  the  Depai'tment  to  have 
the  experts  make  an  examination  of  the  engines  so  that 
a  report  could  be  made,  as  required  by  the  contract,  but 
that  the  Department  was  unable,  owing  to  the  engines 
being  in  actual  use,  to  have  such  a  report  made  until  more 
than  a  year  had  expired  after  theii'  completion. 

The  Chief  of  the  Biu*eau  of  AYater  further  states,  that 
a  favorable  report  of  the  experts  has  been  recently  made 
and  that  he  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
AVorks  approve  the  engines  and  are  satisfied  to  make  pay- 
ment to  the  said  contractors,  of  the  amount  due  them. 

You  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether  you  would  be 
justified  in  approving  a  waiTant  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  one  year  after  the  favorable  report  of  the  experts,  even 
though  the  engines  had  l)cen  in  actual  use  and  working 
satisfactorily  to  the  De[)artment,  for  over  one  year. 
14 
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The  contract  and  specifications  evidently  contemplated 
that  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  construction  of  the  en- 
gines, a  report  of  the  experts  should  be  made,  and  that 
in  addition  to  that  precaution  the  City  was  to  have  the 
use  of  the  engines  for  a  period  of  one  year  before  final 
payment,  but  where,  as  in  this  case,  the  City  commences 
to  use  the  engines  immediately  upon  their  construction 
and  delays  the  making  of  the  report  of  the  experts,  and 
there  is  the  actual  use  of  the  engines  for  more  than  one 
year,  and  also,  the  favorable  report  of  the  expert,  there  is, 
in  effect,  a  compliance  mth  the  spirit  of  the  contract,  and 
I  am  of  opinion  that  you  would  be  justified  in  approving 
a  warrant,  drawn  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
for  the  final  payment. 

I  return  you  herewith  the  copy  of  the  contract  and  the 
communications  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  the

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  10th  inst.,  referring  to 
your  communication  of  AugTist  14,  in  reference  to  the 
method  of  procedure  in  the  case  of  claims  for  labor  under 
the  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1896,  received. 

You  desire  to  be  informed  as  to  the  method  of  procedure 
that  your  Department  should  adopt,  under  the  Ordinance 
of  March  30,  1896.  The  ordinance  referred  to  provides 
for  the  filing  by  each  contractor  of  a  penal  bond  in  such 
sum  as  may  be  required  by  ordinance  or  by  the  head  of 
a  Department  or  Bureau,  together  "with  such  sureties  as 
may  be  required  by  ordinance  or  said  head  of  Department 
or  Bureau,  with  the  additional  obligations  that  such  con- 
tractor or  contractors  shall  and  will  promptly  make  pay- 
ment to  all  persons  supplying  him  or  them  with  labor 
and  materials,  whether  as  a  sub-contractor  or  othenvise, 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  provided  for  in  such  con- 
tract. 

It  further  provides,  as  follows  :  "And  any  jierson  or 
persons  making  application  therefor  and  funiishing  affi- 
davit to  the  Department  or  Bureau  under  the  direction 
of  which  said  work  is  being,  or  has  been  prosecuted,  that 
labor  and  materials  for  the  prosecution  of  such  work  lias 
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been  supplied  bj  him  or  them,  and  payment  for  which 
has  not  been  made,  shall  be  furnished  with  a  certified  copy 
of  snch  contract  and  bond  upon  wliich  said  person  or 
l^ersons  supplying  such  labor  and  materials,  either  as  sub- 
contractor or  othei-wise,  shall  have  a  right  of  action,  and 
shall  be  authorized  to  bring  suit  in  the  name  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  for  his  or  their  use  and  benefit  against 
such  contractor  and  sureties,  and  prosecute  the  same  to 
final  judgment  and  execution." 

The  ordinance  is  mandatoiy  upon  the  Department  or 
Bureau  referred  to,  and  should  be  complied  with. 

I  would  advise  you  to  proceed  as  follows  :  Require  the 
person  who  claims  that  he  has  performed  work,  or  sup- 
plied materials,  for  which  he  has  not  been  paid,  to  furnish 
you  with  an  affidavit  setting  forth  pai-ticularly  and  exactly 
what  work  he  did  or  what  material  he  furnished  and  when 
it  was  done,  and  about  what  particular  public  works  or 
construction  it  was  performed  or  furnished,  and  how  much 
is  due.  Upon  this  affidavit  being  made,  it  is  your  duty, 
under  the  ordinance,  to  furnish  the  applicant  with  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  contract  and  bond.  The  ordinance  pro- 
vides that  no  suit  shall  be  brought  upon  the  same,  after 
the  expiration  of  two  yeare  from  its  date.  Unless  appK- 
cation  be  made  to  you  within  that  time,  no  attention  should 
be  paid  to  it.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  August  2b,  in  reference  to 
the  payment  of  warrant  for  the  construction  of  a  fire  en- 
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giiie  station  house  at  tlie  southwest  corner  of  Sixth  and 
Sansoni  sti'eets,  received. 

It  appears  that  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  a 
fire  engine  liouse  at  Sixth  and  Sansom  streets  was  awarded 
to  one  Smith,  with  the  Commonwealth  Title  and  Trust 
Company  as  surety  ;  that  the  said  contractor  defaulted 
in  the  perfonnance  of  his  work,  and  made  an  assignment 
of  the  contract  and  power  of  attorney  to  collect  money  to 
the  sureties,  the  Commonwealth  Title  and  Trust  Company. 
This  assignment,  I  believe,  w^as  made  after  notice  had 
been  given  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property 
to  the  Commonwealth  Title  and  Trust  Company,  that  the 
contractor  had  defaulted  and  that  they  would  be  expected 
to  complete  the  building,  or  be  responsible  for  its  com- 
pletion. xVfter  receiving  the  notice  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  the  Commonwealth  Title 
and  Trust  Co.,  with  the  knowledge  of  your  Department, 
proceeded  to  complete  the  work  under  the  plans  and 
specifications  and  in  accordance  with  the  contract.  It  was, 
I  think,  admitted  at  the  meeting  held  in  the  Bureau  of 
City  Property,  that  since  the  default  of  the  original  con- 
tractor, the  sureties  had  performed  the  work  and  furnished 
material  equal  to  the  amount  of  balance  due  under  the 
contract.  Before  the  wan^ant  was  delivered  to  the  Surety 
Company,  claims  aggregating  about  $4,000  were  presented 
to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  together  with  a  protest  against 
the  payment  to  the  sureties.  This  action  Avas  taken  under 
the  following  clause  in  the  contract  :  "  Should  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  learn  that  the  con- 
tractor is  not  paying  his  bills  for  labor  and  material  upon 
the  building,  he  should  have  the  right  to  refuse  to  make 
any  of  the  payments,  as  they  grow  due,  to  the  builder, 
until  the  said  l)ills  are  paid  or  satisfactorily  secured." 

This  provision  authorized  you,  when  the  contractor 
failed  to  pay  for  labor  and  material,  to  refuse  to  make 
any  payment  to  him.  Although  the  claims  presented  were 
for  work  and  material  furnished  prior  to  the  Title  Com- 
pany undertaking  to  complete  the  building,  no  notice  was 
given  to  them  at  the  time  that  you  would  exercise  the 
discretion  to  withhold  the  warrants  in  accordance  with  the 
power  vested  in  you  by  the  contract. 
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While  it  may  be  possible  that  the  provision  referred  to 
above  would  be  binding  upon  the  contractor,  there  is  some 
doubt  as  to  whether  the  surety  would  be  bound  thereby. 
It  is  evident  that  the  provision  contemplated  a  case  in 
which  the  contractor  had  done  the  work,  payment  for 
wliich  vou  concluded  to  mthhold  because  of  unsettled 
bills. 

It  does  not  seem  fair  to  a  Surety  Company  to  ask  them 
to  complete  the  work  or  to  permit  them  to  do  it,  and  then 
after  they  have  expended  a  sum  of  money  probably  equal 
to  the  balance  due  under  the  contract,  refuse  to  make 
payment  because  of  the  unsettled  bills  of  the  contractor. 
The  fact  that  you  have  no  authority  to  distribute  the 
money  among  the  various  claimants,  and  can  only  with- 
hold the  warrant,  renders  the  enforcement  of  such  a  pro- 
vision impracticable  in  cases  where  the  contractor  contests 
the  claim.  It  would  result  in  the  City  withholding  pay- 
ment pending  a  trial  by  jury  which  might  consume  some 
years. 

I  advise  you  under  the  circumstances  in  this  case,  that 
the  warrants  for  work  d(jne  since  the  Surety  Company  has 
intervened  be  paid  to  the  Surety  Company.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  favor  of  the  12th  inst., 
asking  my  opinion  whether  the  proposed  alteration  of 
Washington  Hotel,  ^os.  709-11  Chestnut  street,  consti- 
tutes such  an  improvement  as  will  compel  a  recession  to 
the  new  line,  I  would  say  that  Section  2  of  the  Ordinance 
of  Mai-ch  1,  1884,  specifically  provides  that  "  It  shall  not 
be  lawful  ...  to  rebuild  or  alter  the  front  of  any 
building  now  erected  without  making  it  recede  so  as  to 
conform  to  the  lines  established  for  a  width  of  sixty  feet." 

From  the  facts  and  plans  submitted,  it  appears  that  the 
front  of  this  property  is  five  stories  high.  The  upper 
four  stories  of  the  front  are  brick,  cai*ried  on  a  series  of 
square  iron  columns  on  the  first  floor.  The  proposed  al- 
teration of  the  front  of  I^o.  709  Chestnut  street  consists 
of  the  removal  of  one  column  between  two  windows  to 
make  one  larger  window.  The  removal  of  this  column 
will  necessitate  the  introduction  of  a  steel  girder  over  the 
heads  of  both  windows,  to  cany  the  wall  above.  A  like 
alteration  is  intended  for  'No.  711.  The  purpose  of  the 
alteration  is  to  make  two  stores  of  the  first  floor  of  the 
hotel  property. 
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If  this  is  an  alteration  of  the  front,  tlie  building  must 
be  made  to  recede.  It  seems  to  me  that  to  remove  an 
iron  column  in  the  front  and  make  one  laxge  window  in- 
stead of  two,  and  the  introduction  of  a  steel  girder,  in  order 
to  make  a  store,  could  not  be  properly  called  anything 
else  but  an  alteration  of  the  front,  which  is  within  the 
terms  of  the  ordinance. 

If  the  alterations  are  made,  I  am  of  opinion  the  build- 
ing should  be  made  to  recede  so  that  Chestnut  street,  at 
that  point,  shall  be  of  the  mdth  contemplated  by  the 
ordinance. 

I  return  you  herewith  the  plans.

Deak  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication, 
in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  Iioav  far  your  authority 
extends  over  the  employees  of  the  above  division  in  the 
Bureau  of  Health,  and  as  to  whether  you  have  the  right 
of  dismissal  for  flagrant  insubordination  and  neglect  of 
duty. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  Article  3,  Section  1,  of 
the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  provides,  i/itcr  alia,  that  the 
Board  of  Health  shall  be  attached  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  and  that  "  The  Director  of  Public  Safety 
shall  e.r-ofljcio  be  a  member  and  President  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  aud  as  chief  executive  officer  thereof,  subject  to 
the  resolutions  and  orders  of  the  said  board,  appoint,  super- 
vise and  control  all  the  subordinate  officers  and  employees 
attached  to  the  board." 
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I  am,  therefore,  of  oj)inion  that  yon  should  report  such 
acts  of  insubordination  and  neglect  of  duty  as  referred 
to  by  you  to  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  for  such  action 
as  lie  may  deem  proper.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  22d  inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  on  January  6th 
last,  your  Department  issued  an  employment  agency  license 
to  Dayton  C.  Rocap,  for  premises  ISTos.  1927  and  1929 
Bro^vn  street  ;  that  on  September  15th  the  said  Rocap 
notified  your  Department  that  he  had  removed  from  the- 
premises  on  Brown  street  to  ISTo.  1329  North  Seventeenth 
street.  You  further  state  that  on  September  21,  one, 
Charles  Bradley,  appeared  and  produced  a  check  with 
which  he  claimed  to  have  paid  for  the  license  issued  in 
the  name  of  Rocap,  and  that  the  said  Bradley  claimed  the 
right  to  do  business  under  the  said  license. 

You  request  me  to  advise  you  as  to  the  rights  of  the 
said  Bradley  to  carry  on  the  business. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  the  Act  of  May  25,  1883, 
P.  L.  4G,  pro^ddes  :  "  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  keep  open  or  establish  any  intelligence 
or  employment  office  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  or  ob- 
taining, for  money  or  other  valuable  consideration,  any 
work,  employment  or  occupation  for  persons  seeking  the 
same  or  to  otherwise  engage  in  the  business  of  procuring* 
employment  for  others  for  money  or  other  valuable  con- 
sideration, witliout  first  ha^dng  obtained  from  the  Treas- 
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urei*  of  tlie  City,  in  which  such  office  is  situated  or  such 
business  is  carried  on,  a  hcense  so  to  do." 

That  Act  further  provides  that  the  annual  license  fee 
shall  be  $50,  and  upon  payment  of  such  fee  every  person 
af)plying-  for  such  license  shall  receive  a  certificate  si^ed 
by  the  City  Treasiu'er,  setting  forth  that  the  license  fee 
has  been  paid,  and  that  the  applicant  has  been  licensed 
to  pursue  the  business  of  an  employment  agent  for  the 
period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  certificate, 
said  license  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  the 
first  day  of  June  in  each  year.  If  any  person  or  persons, 
not  being  licensed  as  aforesaid,  shall  engage  in  the  said 
business,  or  in  any  way  act  as  a  broker  between  employer 
or  employee  and  take  money  or  other  valuable  considera- 
tion for  such  services,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  an  employment  agent 
granted  a  license  under  the  above  Act  has  no  right  to 
establish  a  branch  office,  without  first  having  obtained  a 
license  therefor,  and  I  am  further  of  opinion  that  such 
license  being  a  personal  privilege  is  not  assignable,  and 
that  the  above  named  Charles  Bradley  has  no  authority 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  an  employment  agent  under 
the  license  issued  in  the  name  of  anotlier.  I  beg  leave  to 
refer  you  to  the  opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor  for  1885, 
page  39,  and  for  1895,  page  44.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  construction  of  a  public  bath  house  on  Waterview 
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Park,  Germantowii,  received.  You  state  that  the  site  for 
"^Vater^'ie"^v  Park,  was  deeded  to  the  City  by  the  Haines 
Estate  for  the  purpose  of  being  used  exclusively  for  a  pub- 
lic park  ;  that  Councils  have  made  an  appropriation  to  your 
Bureau  for  the  construction  of  a  public  bath  house  on  the 
park. 

It  appears  from  your  communication  that  there  are  six 
heirs  to  the  Haines  Estate,  and  that  four  of  them  have 
consented  to  the  erection  of  a  bath  house  on  the  park. 

You  desii'e  me  to  ad^dse  you  whether  you  will  be  safe 
in  proceeding  with  the  building  ^^^thout  the  consent  of  all 
parties  in  interest. 

As  a  matter  of  precaution  I  think  it  would  be  more 
advisable  to  get  the  consent  of  all  the  parties  in  interest, 
but  in  the  event  of  that  being  impossible,  I  advise  you  that 
you  can  proceed  with  the  erection  of  the  public  bath  house 
in  the  park,  provided,  as  I  assume,  that  the  land  to  be 
occupied  by  the  bath  house  is  a  portion  only  of  that  dedi- 
cated for  park  purposes  as  Waterview  Park.  It  may  be 
difficult  to  determine  just  what  is  a  park  use,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  the  Courts  would  exercise  a  liberal  spirit  in  de- 
termining to  what  uses  ground  set  aside  for  park  piu'- 
poses  could  be  devoted. 

The  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  P.  L.  42,  Section  9, 
and  the  Act  of  May  13,''l85T,  P.  L.  489,  Section  4,  refer 
to  squares  and  areas  of  ground  ''  as  oi>en  public  places  for 
the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people." 

A  public  bath  house  is  ere<?ted  for  the  health  and  en- 
joyment of  the  people,  and  would  be  a  use  of  the  groimd 
in  conformity  with  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Acts  of 
Assembly.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  ISth  inst.,  enclosing 
report  of  tlie  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors, 
received. 

In  a  previous  communication,  j\ir.  George  AY.  Hall, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison, 
requested  my  opinion  upon  the  followng  questions  : 

"  First.  Can  the  Inspectors,  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of 
April  14,  1835,  which  vests  them  with  the  duty  of  taking 
charge  of  convicts  and  governing  the  County  Prison  of 
Philadelphia,  take  possession  of  this  new  prison,  appoint 
the  necessary  officers,  fix  their  salaries,  and  exercise  gener- 
ally the  same  control  and  management  over  this  new  con- 
\T.ct  department,  or  prison,  as  they  now  do  over  the  convict 
department  of  the  old  prison  ?  " 

"  Second.  Can  the  Inspectors  transfer  the  convicts  at 
present  in  their  charge,  serving  in  the  convict  department 
of  the  old  prison,  to  the  new  convict  department  or  prison, 
to  complete  their  respective  sentences  imposed  bv  the 
Court  ? " 

It  appears  that  the  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison  have 
erected  a  new  prison  in  the  Thirty-fifth  Ward  of  the  City, 
designed  to  take  the  place  of  the  convict  department  of 
the  old  prison,  for  the  incarceration  of  prisoners  under 
sentence.  That  the  plans  for  this  new  prison  were  duly 
approved  as  required  by  the  Act  of  April  5,  1872,  and 
subsequently  further  approved  and  accepted  l^y  the  City, 
as  per  resolution  of  Councils  of  October  5,  1885,  and  that 
this  prison  was  constructed  ^vith  the  appropriations  made 
by  Councils. 

The  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison  were  origmally 
appointed  under  the  Act  of  April  14,  1835  (P.  K  233), 
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to  manage  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison,  constructed 
under  the  Act  of  March  30,  1831. 

The  Act  of  May  13,  185G  (P.  L.  567),  authorized  the 
appointment  of  the  Inspectors  by  the  Court  ;  that  is,  three 
thereof  by  the  District  Court  and  five  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  but  as  it  was  subsequently  determined  (7  Leg.  Ga- 
zette, 117),  that  the  power  of  appointment  had  been  taken 
away  from  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  by  Article  5, 
Section  21,  of  the  Constitution  of  1874,  ajid,  as  the  Dis- 
trict Court  was  abolished,  the  appointment  of  the  eleven 
Inspector  is  now  made  by  the  Judges  of  the  Coiu*t  of 
Oommon  Pleas.  By  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  it  was  pro- 
vided that  the  said  Board  of  Inspectors  should  continue 
as  now  constituted  by  law. 

The  Act  of  April' 15,  1831  (P.  L.  537),  Section  10, 
authorizes  the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  pui-poses  of 
a  county  jail  by  the  County  Commissioners,  after  having 
first  obtained  the  approbation  of  two  successive  grand  juries 
and  the  approval  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions.  The 
Act  of  February  2,  1854  (P.  L.  21),  Section  6,  vested  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  all  the  powers,  rights,  privileges, 
etc.,  possessed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  County  of 
Philadelphia. 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1883  (P.  L.  58)  provides  for  the 
purchase  of  ground  for  the  erection  of  a  county  jail  and 
other  pubhc  buildings.  It  authorized  the  County  Com- 
inissionei*s,  upon  the  report  of  two  successive  grand  jmies 
and  the  approval  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  to  pur- 
chase the  ground  and  to  condemn  it. 

The  Act  of  April  14,  1835,  referred  only  to  the  County 
Prison  constructed  under  the  Act  of  March  30,  1831. 
The  prisons  in  the  County  of  Pliiladelphia  had  all  been 
constructed  under  special  Acts  of  Assembly,  and  the  re- 
moval of  prisoners  from  one  prison  to  another  was  provided 
for  by  act  of  the  Legislature.  In  the  case  of  the  Moya- 
mensing  Prison,  this  transfer  was  effected  by  virtue  of 
the  Act  of  April  14,  1835.  This  Act  authorizes  the  re- 
moval of  the  prison ei"s  from  the  old  to  the  new  pi-ison. 
So  the  Act  of  March  30,  1831,  provided  that  "  immedi- 
ately after  said  prison  shall  be  accepted  and  suitable  for 
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the  admission  of  prisoners,  the  Inspectors  may,  if  they 
thint  proper,  cause  to  be  removed  thereunto,  all  or  any 
of  the  persons  convicted  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors  that 
may  be  confined  in  the  prison  of  the  City  and  County  of 
Philadelphia." 

In  Pember's  case,  1  "Wharton,  439,  the  question  was 
raised  as  to  the  right  to  remove  a  prisoner  from  the  Walnut 
Street  Prison  to  the  Arch  Street  Prison.  The  Court, 
Judge  Huston,  refused  to  discharge  the  prisoner  upon  ap- 
plication, because  the  Act  of  Assembly  authorized  the  re- 
moval. The  Judge  said  :  "  It  was  not  contended  and 
cannot  be  with  propriety,  that  when  a  prison  is  too  small 
or  too  insecure,  the  Legislature  cannot  authorize  the  build- 
ing of  a  new  one  and  direct  the  prisoners  to  be  removed 
to  it.  There  was,  however,  a  mistake  of  fact  in  supposing 
that  there  was  no  law  expressly  authorizing  the  removal 
of  persons  conAacted  of  crime  to  the  Arch  Street  Prison. 
There  are  at  least  two  express  Acts  upon  the  subject  above 
cited." 

In  Eeddill's  case,  1  Wharton,  445,  where  it  was  con- 
tended that  John  Reddill,  who,  after  sentence,  had  been 
confined  in  the  AValnut  Street  Prison,  and  upon  the  com- 
])letion  of  the  Moyamensing  Prison  was  transferred  to  that 
building,  when  he  should  have  been  transfeiTed  to  the 
Eastern  Penitentiary,  w^as  improperly  incarcerated,  and 
therefore  should  be  discharged.  The  Judge  refused  to 
discharge  him,  holding  that  while  he  w^as  incarcerated  in 
the  wrong  prison,  he  was  legally  confined  under  sentence 
of  the  law  and  could  not  be  discharged,  but  he  would 
remand  him  to  the  Eastern  Penitentiary, 

These  two  cases  arose  under  the  previous  Acts  author- 
izing the  construction  of  county  prisons  and  the  removal 
of  the  prisoners.  It  was  ass\imed  in  both  of  those  cases, 
that  there  should  be  Legislative  authority  for  the  removal 
of  a  prisoner  from  the  prison  to  which  he  had  been 
sentenced. 

I  would  suggest  to  you,  that  it  would  be  perfectly 
proper  and  legal,  to  confine  in  the  new  prison,  untried 
prisoners. 

As  a  matter  of  precaution,  however,  I  think  it  advisalde 
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to  present  tlie  matter  to  the  grand  jury,  following  as  best 
we  are  able  to,  at  this  time,  the  snggestions  of  the  Acts 
of  lSo4  and  1883,  and  thus  secure  the  approbation  of 
two  successive  grand  juries,  and  after  that,  the  approval 
of  the  Court.  Will  you  please  see  me  sometime  this  week^ 
with  all  the  information  as  to  location  of  site,  appropria- 
tions, and  also  the  approval  of  the  plans  under  the  Act 
of  1872,  so  that  I  can  prepare  a  statement  for  the  gi-and 
jury  now  in  session,  but  which  includes  the  terms  of  service 
this  week,  and  also  for  submission  to  the  successive  grand 
jury,  the  term  of  which  begins  with  next  Monday.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communieation 
enclosing  a  copy  of  an  ordinance,  as  follows: 

AN  OEDINANCE 

To  i^rovide  for  the  safety  of  passengers  riding  on  the  open 
cars  of  the  street  railways  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Coiineils  fjf  the 
City  of  Philaclelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  Pub- 
lic Safety  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  notify  the  street 
railway  companies  of  Philadelphia  that  after  January  1st, 
1897,  all  open  cars  run  on  their  lines  must  have  the  side 
step  on  the  car  removed  and  an  aisle  provided  in  each  car, 
making  passengere  enter  and  leave  the  car  in  a  similar 
manner  as  in  the  closed  cars. 
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Section  2.  The  running  of  open  cars  after  January  1st, 
1897,  having  the  side  step  as  above  stated  shall  be  consid- 
ered a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $10;00,  nor  more  than  $5C.OO,  for  each  and  every 
trip  made  by  that  car. 

You  desire  my  opinion  "as  to  whether,  if  Councils  should 
pass  such  a  bill,  the  City  can  compel  the  railroad  companies 
to  comply  with  its  provisions  ?" 

I  do  not  know  of  any  act  of  Assembly  that  bestows  upon 
Councils  the  power  to  declare  certain  acts  misdemeanors, 
and  hence  I  think  the  second  section  of  the  ordinance  in- 
operative. 

You  further  request  me  to  draft  a  bill  to  cover  the  points 
w^hich  the  committee  desire  to  reach.  Their  purpose  is, 
as  I  comprehend  it,  to  regulate  the  form  and  con&ti'uction 
of  cars  in  certain  particulars  which  shall  be  run  upon  the 
streets.  As  there  is  no  act  of  Assembly  expressly  authoriz- 
ing the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  regulate  such  construction, 
the  power,  if  it  exists  at  all,  must  be  under  the  police  power. 

What  is  the  limit  of  the  police  powei*s  of  the  City  is  diffi- 
cult to  determine.  If  there  is  in  the  present  method  of 
construction  of  cars  any  peril  to  life  and  limb  of  either 
passenger  or  employe,  then  clearly  Councils  can  regulate 
or  abolish  such  construction.  Ordinances  to  enforce  such 
powers,  however,  must  be  reasonable,  and  whether  any  par- 
ticular ordinance  comes  within  the  police  powere,  or  is  a 
proper  exercise  of  them,  is  a  matter  for  the  courts  to  deter- 
mine, and  I  have  great  hesitancy  in  drafting  a  bill  to  cover 
the  matter  suggested  in  your  ordinance.  If,  however,  you 
desire  a  new  form  of  ordinance  prepared,  of  course  I  will 
gladly  comply.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receii>t  of  your  comiiiiniication 
of  the  28th  ult.,  wherein  you  state  that  "the  Xight  School 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education  desires  to 
know  whether  the  law  concerning  the  vaccination  of  pupils 
in  the  public  schools  applies  to  those  attending  the  night 
schools,  a  great  majority  of  the  latter  being  adults." 

The  act  of  JNJarch  12,  1842,  section  5,  authorizes  the  con- 
trollers of  the  public  schools  of  the  First  School  District 
*^to  cause  such  of  the  public  schools  in  the  said  district  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  be  opened  at  night  during  the 
months  of  January,  February,  March,  October,  November 
and  December  of  each  and  every  year,  for  the  instruction 
of  male  adults." 

The  act  of  April  26,  1850,  section  3,  authorizes  the  estab- 
lishment of  night  schools  for  females.  As  to  the  latter, 
there  is  no  limitation  as  to  age. 

The  act  of  June  18,  1895,  is  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  more  effectual  j^rotection  of  the  public  health  in  the 
several  municipalities  of  this  Commonwealth."  Section  12 
thereof  provides  that  "all  principals  or  other  persons  in 
charge  of  schools  as  aforesaid  are  hereby  required  to  refuse 
the  admission  of  any  child  to  the  schools  under  their  charge 
or  supervision  except  upon  a  certificate  signed  by  a  phy- 
sician setting  forth  that  said  child  has  been  successfully  vac- 
cinated, or  that  it  has  previously  had  the  small-pox." 

The  act  of  ^March  12,  181:2,  provides,  as  you  ])erceive,  for 
the  opening  of  night  schools  "for  the  instruction  of  male 
adults"  only. 

Section  12  of  the  act  of  June  18,  1805,  above  quoted, 
provides  only  for  the  exclusion  from  the  schools  of  children 
who  have  not  been  vaccinated  or  had  the  small-pox.  It  does 
not  apply  to  adults.  But,  as  this  act  was  passeil,  as  its  title 
states,  for  the  protection  of  ])ublic  health,  T  tliink  T  ought 
15 
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to  call  your  attention  to  Section  li  of  the  same,  wherein  it 
is  provided: 

"  Xo  child  or  person  belonging  to,  or  residing  with  the 
family  of  any  person  or  residing  in  the  same  house  in  which 
any  person  may  be  located  who  is  suffering  from  cholera, 
small-pox  (variola  or  varioloid),  scarlet  fever,  typhus  fever,, 
yellow  fever,  relapsing  fever,  diphtheria,  diphtheretic 
croup,  membranous  croup  or  leprosy  shall  be  permitted  to 
attend  any  public,  private,  parochial,  Sunday,  or  other 
school  in  said  municipalities,  and  all  school  principals,  Sun- 
day school  superintendents  or  other  persons  in  charge  of 
such  schools  are  hereby  requii*ed  to  exclude  auy  and  all 
such  children  and  persons  from  said  schools,  such  exclusion 
to  continue  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  following  the  dis- 
charge by  recovery  or  death  of  the  person  last  afflicted  in 
said  house  or  family,  or  his  or  her  removal  to  hospital,  and 
the  thorough  disinfection  of  the  premises,  and  all  such  chil- 
dren or  other  persons  as  aforesaid,  before  being  permitted 
to  attend  or  return  to  school,  shall  furnish  to  said  principal 
or  other  person  in  charge  of  said  schools  a  certificate  signed 
by  the  medical  attendant  of  said  children  or  persons,  or  by 
a  physician  to  be  designated  by  the  health  authorities  of  said 
municipalities,  setting  forth  that  the  thirty  days  mentioned 
in  this  section  have  fully  expired.  Provided,  however, 
that  the  health  authorities  may  by  rule  or  regulation  pro- 
vide that  such  certificates  shall  only  be  given  by  a  person  to 
be  desigTiated  by  said  authorities,  and  in  such  case  no  other 
certificate  shall  be  recognized." 

The  use  of  the  word  "persons"  in  addition  to  the  use  of 
the  word  "children"  makes,  in  my  opinion,  this  section 
applicable  to  night  schools.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  in  reference  to  the 
two  tracks  crossing  Erie  avenue  and  Sedgley  avenue,  west 
of  Second  street,  received.  You  refer  therein  to  the  tracks 
of  the  Quaker  City  Oil  Company,  and  those  of  the  Phila- 
delphia &  Xewtown  R.  R.  Co.,  but  you  request  me  to  ad- 
vise you  only  as  to  those  of  the  Quaker  City  Oil  Company. 
The  said  company  claims  that  they  are  not  required  to 
remove  the  tracks  because,  though  the  award  of  the  jury 
was  based  upon  the  loss  of  the  tracks,  the  City  appealed 
from  that  award,  and  under  the  agreement  between  the 
City  and  the  company  tlie  amount  of  damages  was  reduced 
below  the  sum  awarded  by  the  jury. 

The  right  of  the  oil  company  to  retain  tracks  on  the  prop- 
erty now  a  ])ortion  of  Erie  avenue  was  because  of  their  own- 
ership of  that  property  in  fee.  The  opening  of  Erie  ave- 
nue as  a  street  necessitated  the  removal  of  those  tracks,  and 
the  said  company  claimed  damages  because  of  the  injury  to 
them  in  consequence  thereof.  That  the  company  agi*eed 
with  the  City  to  accept  a  less  amount  than  that  awarded  by 
the  jury  does  not  entitle  that  company  to  retain  their  tracks 
on  the  property.  In  making  the  settlement  there  was  no 
such  understanding,  as  stated  in  the  letter  of  Mr.  Gill,  that 
the  amount  paid  was  only  for  the  taking  of  the  ground  for 
street  purposes,  and  not  to  include  the  removing  of  the 
tracks,  but  on  the  contrary,  the  sum  paid  to  them  was  the 
amount  agreed  upon  as  the  entire  damage  due  them  by 
reason  of  the  opening  of  Erie  avenue,  and  covered  exactly 
the  same  claims  upon  which  the  jury's  award  was  based.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
in  which  you  state  that  a  license  for  an  employment  agency 
was  obtained  by  Charles  Bradley,  in  the  name  of  Dayton 
C.  Kocap,  for  premises  Xos.  1927  and  1929  Brown  street; 
that  since  the  license  w^as  issued  the  said  Kocap  has  moved 
to  a  new  location,  and  claims  the  right  to  do  business  there 
under  the  license  retained  by  Bradley,  he  (Bradley)  claim- 
ing to  trade  under  Rocap's  name,  and  retaining  the  license 
issued  in  the  name  of  Rocap  as  his  property. 

You  ask  me  to  advise  you: 

1.  "Can  he  (Kocap)  do  business  under  the  circum- 
stances ?" 

2.  ''Can  this  department  issue  a  duplicate  certificate  to 
either  Bradley  or  Rocap  pending  a  dispute  between  them 
as  to  the  ownership  of  the  original  ?" 

In  answer  I  would  say  that  Kocap  has  no  right  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  an  employment  agency  under  the  license 
retained  by  Bradley,  Section  2  of  the  act  of  May  25,  1883, 
providing,  inter  alia,  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person 
obtaining  said  certificate  or  license  to  keep  said  certificate 
or  license  publicly  exposed  to  view  in  the  office  used  by  him 
for  canying  on  said  business." 

I  further  advise  you  that  your  department  has  no  author- 
ity to  issue  a  duplicate  certificate  to  either  Bradley  or  Rocap 
pending  a  dispute  l)etween  them  as  to  the  ownership  of  the 
original  certificate.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  14th  inst.  in  reference  to 
the  contract  for  printing  the  Journals  and  Appendices  of 
Common  Council  for  the  year  commencing  April  1st,  1896, 
and  ending  April  1st,  1897,  received. 

The  contract  for  doing  this  work  was  entered  into  hy 
Henrv  C.  Dunlap,  trading  as  the  Dunla])  Printing  Co.,  ^vith 
the  City  of  Phi]ad(>1].hia  under  date  of  .\pril  iTth,  1896. 
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The  specifications  and  proposal  attached  to  the  contract  and 
made  a  part  of  it  fully  state  how  the  work  was  to  be  done, 
and  how  it  was  to  be  charged.  A  portion  of  the  specifica- 
tions is,  as  stated  bj  you,  as  follows:     "  The  matter  to  be 

set  solid." "The  type  to  be  clear  and 

distinct;  the  small  pica  must  be  of  standard  face,  i.  e.,  the 
alphabet  a  to  z  inclusive  (lower  case)  must  measure  not 
more  than  twelve  small  pica  ems." 

It  appears  that  the  contractor,  commencing  October  1st, 
1896,  is  now  furnishing  the  second  volume,  and  has 
changed  the  style  of  the  type  from  that  used  in  the  first 
volume.  You  state  that  the  type  in  the  second  volume  is 
not  the  same  as  in  the  first,  and  the  face  is  different  and  un- 
like to  that  submitted  to  those  who  were  bidders  at  the  time 
the  award  was  made,  and  that  this  change,  based  upon  the 
same  measurement  per  page  under  the  contract,  will  entail 
additional  cost  to  the  City,  and  should  additional  lines  be 
added  to  the  page,  would  destroy  the  uniformity  of  the 
Avork  and  make  one  volume  of  one  face  type,  with  an 
average  number  of  lines  to  the  page,  and  the  other  volume 
with  another  face  type. 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  the  contractor 
to  make  the  change,  and  whether  you  would  be  justified  in 
a]:)proving  bills  for  work  done  with  the  change  as  sub- 
mitted. 

The  contract  requires  the  contractor  to  perform  the  work 
subject  to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  Clerks  of 
Councils.  It  is,  therefore,  a  matter  for  you  to  determine 
whether  the  Volume  II.  as  furnished  confonns  to  the  con- 
tract and  specifications,  and  if  it  does  not,  you  would  be  justi- 
fied in  refusing  to  approve  the  bill.  The  contractor  has  no 
right  to  make  any  change  in  the  contract  or  specifications. 
He  must  perform  the  work  as  the  specifications  require. 
As  Volume  I.  had  been  approved  by  you,  and  had  evidently 
been  the  contractor's  view  of  what  the  contract  and  specifi- 
cations required,  it  would  appear  that  the  proper  perform- 
ance of  the  work  would  be  such  as  that  done  in  Volume  I.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  '^dth  inst.,  in  reference 
to  tlie  apjdication  of  the  Dchiware  and  Schuylkill  Electric 
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Railway  Company  for  approval  of  plans  to  lay  double 
tracks  in  certain  streets  in  the  Twenty-second, '  Twenty- 
third  and  Twenty-eighth  Wards,  received. 

Yon  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  company  has 
the  right  to  lay  double  tracks. 

The  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  Electric  Railway  Company 
is  a  corporation  chartered  under  the  act  of  May  14,  1889, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating 
a  street  railway  in  certain  streets  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. The  application  for  a  charter  under  this  act  does  not 
appear  to  require  the  incoqwrators  to  state  whether  their 
line  is  to  be  a  single  or  double  track.  Section  15  of  the  act 
prevents  the  construction  of  such  a  railway  without  the 
consent  of  the  local  authorities. 

By  ordinance  of  June  27,  1893  (p.  309)  permission  was 
granted  to  this  company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  said  wards, 
over  a  certain  route.  It  does  not  appear  by  this  ordinance 
that  any  plans  were  attached  thereto,  nor  submitted,  prior 
to  its  passage.  It  does  not  intimate  whether  the  tracks 
should  be  single  or  double.  In  the  fourth  section  thereof 
it  is  provided  as  follows:  "  That  in  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all 
kinds  and  character  of  material,  supplies  and  workmanship, 
plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in 
every  Avay,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of 
the  Departments  of  Public  "Works  and  Public  Safety." 

By  the  act  of  April  21,  1855  (section  10,  P.  L.  266)  it 
is  provided  that  "  'Ro  railway  can  be  constructed  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  without  the  plans  and  surveys  being  first 
exhibited  to  the  Board  of  Surveys." 

From  the  provision  referred  to  in  the  ordinance  of  1893, 
the  construction  of  the  said  railway  is  entirely  within  the 
control  of  your  department.  As  there  is  no  express  author- 
ity to  lay  a  double  track  on  the  streets  named,  you  are 
authorized  to  a]:)prove  of  such  plans  for  the  construction 
of  the  single  or  double  tracks  as  to  you  seems  best.  If 
some  of  the  streets  are  too  narrow  to  permit  of  a  double 
track,  you  have  the  right  to  refuse  to  approve  of  a  plan  for 
double  tracks  on  such  streets.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  coinnuinicatioii 
of  the  14th  inst.,  submitting  copy  of  bill  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance defining  the  character  of  front  fenders  and  wheel- 
guards,  or  pick-up  fenders,  to  be  used  by  street  passenger 
railways,  and  fixing  a  penalty  for  non-compliance  there- 
with." 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  City,  by  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  will  be  liable  for  damages  which 
may  arise  from  accidents  by  cars  which  are  provided  with 
such  front  fenders  and  pick-up  fenders,  or  wheel-guards, 
as  are  specified  in  the  said  bill. 

In  my  opinion,  the  fact  that  the  ordinance  states  the 
character  of  fender  required  would  not  place  on  the  City 
any  liability  for  damages  which  might  be  caused  by  the 
operation  of  a  railway  using  the  same. 

In  order,  however,  to  avoid  any  question,  cither  as  to 
the  liability  of  the  City  or  the  legality  of  the  ordinance,  I 
would  suggest  that  said  ordinance  should  require  a  fender 
such  as  will  give  the  best  protection  to  life  and  limb  as  can 
be  obtained.

Dear   Sir: — Your  favor  of  September  lOtli,   l.^lMl,  in 
reference  to  the  contract  of  Patrick  Fitzpatrick   for  the

grading  of  Cliveden  avenue  and  also  AVashington  lane,  re- 
ceived. 

The  question  is,  whether  the  bills  for  the  grading  of 
AVashington  lane  should  be  for  the  filling  or  the  cutting. 
It  appears  that  a  contract  for  the  grading  of  Cliveden  ave- 
nue was  awarded  to  Patrick  Fitzpatrick  under  schedule  of 
June  4th,  1805,  at  20  cents  per  cubic  yard,  and  the  grading 
of  AVashington  lane  under  schedule  of  Apiil  14th,  1896, 
at  45  cents  per  cubic  yard,  was  also  awarded  to  Patrick 
Fitzpatrick.  The  contract  for  the  gTading  of  Cliveden  ave- 
nue, refeiTing  to  the  ordinance  of  April  16th,  1877,  re- 
quired "  That  on  every  certificate  for  grading  in  which  any 
part  of  said  work  is  cutting,  the  District  Surveyor  furnish- 
ing said  certificate  shall  state  what  streets  within  a  distance 
of  four  blocks  of  said  cutting  will  require  filling,  and  that 
contracts  for  grading  shal  be  dra^^al  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  secure  the  deposit  of  dirt  on  streets  requiring  it,  as  above 
directed." 

In  point  of  fact,  the  District  Surveyor  in  making  his 
estimate  dated  June  25th,  1895,  for  Cliveden  avenue,  did 
not  certifv  that  there  was  any  street  within  four  squares 
upon  which  the  excess  of  cutting  could  be  deposited,  nor 
did  the  contract  state  that  the  excess  of  cutting  was  to  be 
deposited  upon  any  specified  streets. 

In  the  grading  of  Cliveden  avenue  the  Surveyor's  esti- 
mate shows  that  there  was  to  be  10,395  cubic  yards  of  exca- 
vation and  321  cubic  yards  of  filling.  In  A\^ashington  lane 
it  required  1,479  cubic  yards  of  filling  and  80  cubic  yards  of 
cutting.  The  contractor,  without  any  instructions  appar- 
ently from  your  department,  and  without  any  notice  that 
under  his  contract  as  to  the  gTading  of  Cliveden  avenue  he 
would  be  required  to  place  the  excess  of  cutting  in  AV^ash- 
ington  lane,  did,  in  the  performance  of  his  own  contract  for 
the  grading  of  A^'^ashington  lane,  deposit  sufficient  of  the 
dirt  from  Cliveden  avenue  in  A^'^ashington  lane. 

AVhile  it  is  probably  true  that  the  contractor,  under  an 
agreement  such  as  was  made  as  to  the  grading  of  Cliveden 
avenue  and  also  that  of  AVashington  lane,  even  though  at 
the  time  he  enters  into  it  may  not  be  informed  of  the  Sur- 
veyor's certificate  as  to  the  streets  upon  which  the  excess 
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of  c-iitting"  will  l)C  rcMiuii-od  to  be  deposited,  may  still  1)6 
conii)elled  to  place  the  excess  in  any  street  within  four 
squares  of  the  street  to  be  graded.  Therefore,  in  a  case  like 
the  present  one,  where  the  excess  of  cutting  on  Cliveden 
avenue  is  placed  in  Washington  lane  in  the  performance 
of  the  contract  to  grade  A\'ashington  lane,  and  without  any 
direction  from  your  department,  the  contractor  is  entitled 
to  receive  a  bill  for  the  filling  required  in  Washington  lane. 
I  would  advise  you,  therefore,  that  under  the  circum- 
stances in  this  case  the  bills  for  the  gTading  of  Washington 
lane  should  be  for  the  filling.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  in  reference  to  the 
Kability  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Terminal  Railroad 
Company  to  maintain  in  proper  repair  the  bridges  con- 
structed by  it  at  Columbia  avenue  and  Broad  and  Lehigh 
avenue,  under  ordinance  of  December  28,  1890,  received. 
Section  8  of  the  the  said  ordinance  is  as  follows  : 

"  The  said  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Tenninal  R.  R.  Co., 
shall  be  obliged  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed, 
without  expense  to  the  City,  that  portion  of  the  structures, 
with  the  approaches  thereto,  necessary  to  carry  Broad 
street,  Columbia  avenue  and  Lehigh  avenue,  at  the  eleva- 
tion and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  herewith  submitted, 
over  the  Philadelphia,  Gemiantown  &  ISTorristown  Rail- 
road." 

It  appeal's  from  your  letter  that  these  bridges  or  high- 
ways crossing  the  railroad  tracks  are  constantly  deteriorated 
by  the  corrosive  effects  of  the  gases  escaping  from  the 
locomotives,  and  you  therefore  desire  to  know  whether 
the  said  railroad  company  is  liable  for  maintaining  in 
proper  repair  all  bridges  constructed  by  it  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  said  ordinance,  after  the  said  shall  have 
been  accepted  by  the  City. 

The  ordinance  obligates  the  railroad  company  to  con- 
struct or  cause  to  be  constructed  Avithout  expense  to  the 
City  that  portion  of  Broad  street,  Columbia  avenue  and 
Lehigh  avenue,  which  crosses  the  Philadelphia,  German- 
town  &  j^orristown  Railroad.  It  does  not  require  the 
said  company  to  maintain  the  said  bridges  or  highways  in 
repair.  The  railroad  company  would  not  be  liable  for 
keeping  in  repair  the  bridges  or  highways  which  cross  its 
tra^cks,  unless  it  had  specially  agreed  to  do  so,  nor  would 
it  become  liable  where  injury  occurred  to  the  said  bridges 
in  consequence  of  the  exercise  of  its  franchises,  where  the 
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latter  had  been  properly  and  carefully  done.  iSTevertlieless, 
however,  if,  from  cai-elessness  or  negligence  it  causes  injury 
to  the  said  bridges,  it  would  be  liable  therefor,  to  the 
extent  of  the  damage  done.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  in  reference  to  the 
paving  of  Dyre  and  AVakeling  streets,  between  Frankford 
avenue  and  Penn  street,  in  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  re- 
ceived. 

It  appears  that  both  of  these  streets  were  originally  on 
the  City  plan,  40  feet  in  width,  and  were  opened  and  used 
as  pubKc  highways  of  that  width  ;  that  subsequently  to 
the  opening  of  these  streets  the  width  was  increased  on 
the  plans  to  50  feet,  but  that  the  actual  physical  widening 
of  the  streets  has  never  taken  place  ;  that  the  cartway  of 
the  streets  is  entirely  within  the  lines  of  the  40  feet  as 
originally  plotted  and  now  opened. 

You  desire  me  to  advise  you  whether  bills  for  pa\dng 
these  streets  can  be  collected  against  the  owners  of  the 
property  if  Councils  authorize  the  paving. 

I  suppose  that  the  streets  are  now  unpaved,  and  the  pav- 
ing wliich  it  is  proposed  to  do  will  be  the  first  or  original 
paving.  Eor  the  original  paving  of  a  legally  opened  street, 
the  property  abutting  thereon  is  liable.  If  the  said  Dyre 
and  AVakeling  streets  are  lawfully  opened  public  highways, 
and  have  never  been  paved,  the  property  o^^'ner6  would 
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be  liable  for  tlie  cost  of  pa^dng-.  The  fact  that  the  streets 
have  not  been  widened  to  the  new  width  wonld  not  be 
material.

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tract  jSTo.  2,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Avenue  Subway  sewer^ 
received. 

The  Ordinance  of  December  29,  1885  (p.  331),  entitled 
the  contractor  to  a  reduction  in  the  security.  The  fact 
that  he  has  brought  suit  against  the  City  does  not  entitle 
your  Department  to  refuse  his  request,  if  you  are  satisfied 
that  he  has  complied  -w^tli  the  terms  of  his  contract.

Dear  Sirs  : — In  answer  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  elec- 
tion of  Councilmen  and  School  Directors  upon  the  division 
of  the  TAventy-eighth  Ward  into  the  Twenty-eighth  and 
Thirty-eighth  Wards,  as  the  voters  of  the  ward  determined 
at  the  recent  election,  I  can  only  refer  you  to  the  Acts 
of  February  12,  1889,  P.  L.  3,  and  June  8,  1891,  P.  L. 
223. 

The  Act  of  February  12,  1889,  is  entitled  ''An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  commencement  of  the  terms  of  office  of 
councilmen,  constables,  and  school  directors  in  new  wards,'^ 
etc.,  in  cities  of  the  first  class.     It  provides  as  follows  : 

Sectiox  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  whenever  any  new 
ward  is  erected  or  created  in  any  city  of  the  fii-st  class 
mthin  this  Commonwealth,  the  qualified  electors  of  such 
ward,  at  the  next  general  or  municipal  election,  occuiTing 
not  less  than  forty  days  after  the  decree  of  the  proper 
court  having  jurisdiction,  declaring  the  election  or  crea- 
tion of  such  new  ward  in  conformity  to  law,  shall  elect

one  person  to  serve  as  a  member  of  Select  Council,  such 
a  number  of  members  of  Common  Council  as  the  ward 
is  entitled  to,  according  to  the  list  of  taxable  inhabitants, 
such  a  number  of  constables  as  is  directed  by  law,  and 
a  full  board  of  directors  of  public  schools,  together  with 
such  a  number  as  they  are  annually  entitled  to  elect  for 
full  terms.  On  the  second  Monday  after  the  election  of 
such  officers,  the  members  of  councils  shall  be  admitted 
to  their  seats,  and  the  constables  shall,  if  they  have  filed 
their  bonds,  enter  upon  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  theu' 
ofiices,  and  that  all  councilmen  and  constables  residing  in 
said  new  ward  or  wards,  who  were  elected  by  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  old  ward,  shall  serve  out  the  respective 
terms  for  which  they  were  elected  as  members  from  the 
old  ward,  and  if  any  election  should  occur  for  councils  or 
constables  previous  to  the  expiration  of  their  respective 
terms,  they  shall  be  counted  as  i>art  of  the  whole  number 
to  which  said  ward  is  entitled  according  to  the  list  of  taxa- 
ble inhabitants. 

"  The  term  of  the  member  of  Select  Council  shall  be 
until  the  first  Monday  in  April,  in  the  third  year  succeed- 
ing the  year  in  which  such  election  has  been  held.  The 
term  of  the  member  or  members  of  Common  Coimcil  shall 
be  until  the  first  Monday  of  April,  in  the  fifth  year  suc- 
ceeding the  year  in  which  such  election  has  been  held. 
In  voting  for  the  directors  of  public  schools,  one-third 
of  the  number  composing  the  board  shall  be  voted  for 
to  serve  until  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding 
such  election  ;  one  other  third  shall  be  voted  for  to  serve 
until  the  first  Monday  of  Januaiy  in  the  second  year 
succeeding  such  election  ;  and  the  other  third  shall  be 
voted  for  to  serve  until  the  fii*st  Monday  of  January  in  the 
third  year  succeeding  such  election.  The  others  to  be 
voted  for  at  said  election,  as  above  specified,  shall  succeed 
the  first  class  herein  designated  upon  the  expiration  of 
their  terms  as  above  provided,  to  wit  :  on  the  first  Monday 
of  January  in  the  year  next  succeeding  such  election. 

"  On  the  second  Monday  following  such  election,  the 
first  three  classes  provided  for  as  above,  shall  meet  at  some 
■convenient  place  in  their  ward  and  organize,  by  the  elec- 
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tion  of  a  president  and  secretary.  The  time  and  place  of 
such  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  such  city,  and  immediately  upon  their  organization, 
the  board  of  school  directors  of  such  new  ward  shall  take- 
charge  of  all  such  public  schools  within  their  ward,  as 
are  now  pro\dded  for  by  law,  until  their  election  and  or- 
ganization. The  board  of  school  directors  of  the  ward 
from  which  such  new  ward  has  been  taken,  shall  continue 
to  supervise  and  direct  such  schools  as  they  did  before 
the  erection  and  creation  of  the  new  ward." 

The  Act  of  June  8,  1891,  is  an  act  entitled  "An  Act 
to  provide  for  the  commencement  of  the  tenns  of  school 
dii'ectors  in  cities  of  the  first  class,"  etc.,  and  is  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  hereafter  there 
shall  be  twelve  school  directors  in  each  ward  in  cities  of 
the  first  class.  They  shall  meet  and  organize  by  the  elec- 
tion of  a  president  and  secretary,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April  after  their  election.  .  Those  now  in  office  shall  serve 
out  their  terms  which  shall  be  extended  until  the  first  of 
April,  in  the  year  in  which  they  would  otherwise  expire  ; 
and  hereafter  connnencing  at  the  election  to  be  held  in 
Tebruai'y,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
and  in  each  year  thereafter,  four  directors  shall  be  elected 
in  each  ward  for  three  years,  from  the  fii'st  Monday  of 
April  following  ;  and  at  such  election  each  elector  may 
vote  for  three  candidates,  and  the  four  candidates  re- 
cei^TJig  the  liighest  nim.iber  of  votes  shall  be  declaimed 
elected.  "When  new  wards  are  created  the  whole  board 
then  in  office  shall,  at  their  next  regular  meeting,  which 
shall  happen  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  division  is 
decreed,  fill  up  vacancies  so  as  to  make  a  full  board  of 
twelve  directoi*s  for  each  ward.  And  at  the  following, 
and  every  municipal  election  thereafter,  four  directoi*s 
shall  be  elected  for  three  years  in  the  manner  before  pre- 
scribed. The  new  boards  shall  meet  and  organize  at  a 
time  and  place  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  education  or 
the  president  thereof,  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  new 
boards  shall  be  appointed.  Until  such  boards  meet  and 
organize,  the  whole  of  the  old  board  shall  direct  and  su- 
per\'ise  the  schools  of  both  wards. 
16 
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Sect.  2.  "  Members  of  the  board  of  public  education 
for  new  wards  in  such  cities  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  the  county. 
Their  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years. 

Sect.  3.  "  All  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed." 

It  is  apparent  from  the  Act  of  1889,  that  tlie  new  ward 
is  entitled  at  the  next  election,  that  is,  in  February,  1897, 
to  elect  a  Select  Councilman  and  such  a  number  of  Com- 
mon Councilmen  as  according  to  the  list  of  taxable  in- 
habitants such  ward  would  be  entitled  to,  and  such  Con- 
stables as  is  directed  by  law. 

The  new  ward,  therefore,  will  elect  its  full  quota  of 
Councilmen  and  Constables.  The  Councilmen  represent- 
ing the  old  ward  will  continue  as  Councilmen  from  the 
old  ward  until  their  terms  expire,  whether  they  are  resi- 
dents of  the  new  ward  or  not,  and  the  said  old  ward  can 
only  elect  at  the  next  election,  that  is,  Februar}^,  1897, 
such  a  number  of  Councilmen  as  according  to  the  list  of 
taxable  inhabitants  it  would  be  entitled  to,  counting  therein 
any  number  pre\aously  elected  from  the  old  ward  who 
may  reside  in  the  new  ward,  and  whose  term  has  not  yet 
expired. 

By  the  Act  of  1891,  the  School  Board  of  the  old  ward 
is  required  at  its  next  regular  meeting,  not  less  than  ten 
days  after  the  division  of  the  ward  is  decreed,  to  fill  up 
vacancies  so  as  to  make  a  full  board  of  twelve  directors 
for  each  ward.  In  filling  such  vacancies  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  requirement  as  to  minority  representa- 
tion. The  following  is  the  list  of  the  school  board  of  the 
Twenty-eighth  Ward  as  at  present  constituted,  showing 
when  their  terms  expire,  and  theii*  residences,  after  the 
division  of  the  ward  :

After  examining  the  above  list  of  Directors,  you  will 
find  that  eight  of  them  reside  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward, 
and  four  in  the  Thirty-eighth.  They  are  tlierefore  re- 
quired to  elect  four  new  Directors  to  complete  the  Board 
for  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  and  eight  new  Directors  for 
the  Thirty-eighth  Ward,  as  follows  : 

In  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  three,  whose  terms  will 
expire  March  31,  1898,  to  take  the  place  of  Messrs.  Shur- 
lock, Jackson  and  Kane,  who  now  reside  in  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Ward  ;  and  one,  whose  term  will  expire  March  31, 
1899,  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Prefontiiine,  now  in  the 
Thirty-eighth  Ward. 

In  the  Thirty-eighth  Ward,  four,  whose  terms  will  ex- 
pire March  31,  1897,  to  take  the  places  of  Messrs.  Lane, 
Sykes,  Egolf  and  Becholtz  ;  one  to  take  the  place  of  E. 
H.  Gordon,  whose  term  expires  March  31,  1898,  and  three 
to  take  the  places  of  ]\Iessrs.  McGonigal,  Stuckey  and  Cope- 
land,  whose  terms  expire  March  31,  1899. 

At  the  February  election  the  new  ward  will  elect  four 
Directors  for  a  term  of  three  years,  just  the  same  as  the 
old  ward.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication,  with  letter  of  the 
•City  Treasurer  enclosed,  was  duly  received.  In  his  letter 
the  City  Treasurer  says:  "  There  is  now  in  my  hands  the 
sum  of  twenty-three  hundred  and  fifty  (2,350)  dollars  and 
fifty-eight  (58)  cents,  representing  five  per  cent,  penalties 
collected  from  delinquent  mercantile  dealers  at  various 
times  during  my  term  of  office  to  date.  While  the  act  of 
April  7th,  1830,  under  which  these  collections  have  been 
made,  explicitly  states  that  the  penalty  percentage  shall  be 
for  the  personal  use  of  the  Treasurer  'as  a  compensation  for 
his  services'  in  making  collections  from  delinquents,  I  am 
not  clear  as  to  what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  the 
money."     ..."  The  enforcement  of  penalties  was  not 
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ill  vogno  wlicn  I  came  into  office  in  January,  1895,  but 
reeogiiiziii<>'  tlie  importance  of  having  some  legal  limit  to 
the  inditrerence  of  delinquents,  I  asked  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, through  the  Auditor  General,  if  the  penalty  of  five  per 
cent,  imposed  by  the  act  of  1830  was  not  still  in  force.  In  a 
lengthy  ojiinion,  Deputy  Attorney  General  Elkin  held  that 
it  was,  but  upon  the  strength  of  the  act  of  1803,  abolishing 
the  fees  and  commissions  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  county 
for  the  performance  of  State  work,  he  expressed  the  view 
that  the  penalties  provided  for  the  'own  use'  of  the  Treas- 
urer by  the  act  of  1830  should  be  turned  over  to  the  State. 
It  was  under  this  o])inion,  upholding  the  law  of  1830,  that 
the  penalties  to  which  I  have  called  your  attention  were 
collected." 

The  several  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  impose  certain 
duties  upon  the  City  (or  County)  Treasurer.  He  is 
charged,  among  other  things,  with  the  collection  of  mercan- 
tile taxes.  For  the  services  rendered  in  such  cases  he  is 
entitled  to  charge  a  fee  of  fifty  (50)  cents  (act  of  1866,  p. 
104).  If  the  license  is  not  paid  within  ten  days  after  the 
time  fixed  by  law  for  payment  he  is  entitled  to  impose  a 
penalty  of  five  per  cent.  The  former  was  allowed  the 
Treasurer  for  his  services  in  making  out,  registering  and 
delivering  the  license,  and  the  latter  was  a  further  com- 
pensation for  his  trouble  in  suing  for  and  recovering  the 
amount  due  the  State.  In  addition  to  the  fees  above 
stated,  the  Treasurer  also  received  from  the  State  a  commis- 
sion on  all  moneys  paid  to  it.  (Act  of  1834,  p.  544.)  The 
expense  of  clerk  hire,  stationery,  etc.,  was  borne  by  the 
Treasurer  and  paid  by  him  out  of  the  fees,  etc.,  received. 

In  1876  an  act  w^as  passed  providing  as  follows: 

Skcttox  1.  "  That  in  all  counties  in  this  Commonwealth 
containing  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants 
all  fees  limited  and  appointed  by  law  to  be  received  by  each 
and  every  county  officer  therein  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  their  respective  counties  or  appointed  according  to 
law,  or  which  they  shall  legally  be  authorized,  required  or 
entitled  to  charge  or  receive,  shall  belong  to  the  county  in 
and  for  which  they  are  severally  elected  or  appointed ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  each  of  said  officers  to  exact,  collect 
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and  receive  all  sucli  fees  to  and  for  the  use  of  their  re- 
spective counties,  except  such  taxes  and  fees  as  are  levied 
for  the  State,  which  shall  be  to  and  for  the  use  of  the 
State;  and  none  of  said  officers  shall  receive  for  his  own 
use,  or  for  any  use  or  purpose  whatever  except  for  the  use 
of  the  proper  county,  or  for  the  State,  as  the  case  may  be, 
any  fees  for  any  official  services  whatsoever." 

Sect,  15.  "  The  salaries  fixed  and  jDrovided  for  by  the 
foregoing  provisions  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  or  any  moneys, 
fees,  perquisites  or  mileage  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  received  by  any  officer  named  in  this  act;  and  all  said 
moneys,  fees,  mileage  or  perquisites  received  by  any  of 
them  as  compensation,  fees  or  jDcrquisites,  from  any  source 
whatever,  shall  in  all  cases  belong  to  the  county,  and  shall 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  (except  where  required  to  be  paid 
to  the  State),  as  provided  in  this  act." 

Prior  to  this  act,  as  above  noted,  the  Treasurer  was  com- 
pensated for  services  rendered:  First,  by  the  fees  allowed 
for  each  license  issued,  and  where  suit  was  brought  to  re- 
cover the  amount  due,  an  additional  five  per  cent,  for  extra 
compensation;  second,  a  commission  on  the  amount  paid  to 
the  State. 

After  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1876  "all  fees  limited  and 
appointed  by  law"  were  to  be  paid  into  the  City  (County) 
Treasury.  The  word  "fees"  was  thought  to  include  all 
moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer,  whether  received  by  him 
at  the  time  of  issuing  the  license,  or  subsequently  paid  to 
him  by  the  State  as  a  commission,  and  suit  was  brought 
against  Treasurers  Martin  and  Irvine  to  recover  the  com- 
missions paid  them  by  the  State.  It  was  held,  however 
(125,  Pa.  St.,  583),  that  as  the  commissions  were  paid  to 
the  Treasurers  by  the  State  as  its  agents,  they  were  en- 
titled to  retain  them,  the  Court  saying  (p.  595):  "From 
what  we  have  already  said  as  to  the  application  of  the  act 
to  county  treasurers,  when  acting  for  the  county,  as  distin- 
guished from  duties  performed  as  officers  or  agents  of  the 
State,  it  follows  that  the  fifteenth  section,  which  substitutes 
a  fixed  salary  for  moneys,  fees,  perquisites  or  mileage,  and 
which  declares  that  they  all  shall  belong  to  the  county,  is 
to  be  understood  as  meaning  such  moneys,  fees,  perquisites 
and  mileage  which  shall  be  received  by  county  officers  for 
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the  pcrfornunice  of  duties  or  services  which  under  the  law 
tliev  are  authorized  or  required  to  perform  wheu  acting  in 
their  capacity  as  oflicials  of  the  county  or  municipality,  and 
that  it  does  not  include  the  compensation  which  the  State 
is  required  to  pay  to  county  treasurers  as  commissions  for 
the  collection  of  its  revenues." 

In  a  suit  involving-  the  State's  right  to  recover  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  fees  of  certain  county  officers  (Commonwealth 
vs.  Phila.  County  Officers,  168,  Pa.  St.,  290),  the  Supreme 
Court  held  that  the  County  of  Philadelphia  was  entitled  to 
receive  all  fees  which,  prior  to  the  act  of  1870,  belonged  to 
the  county  officers.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  from  what  has 
been  stated  above,  that  the  fees  and  penalties  were  the 
perquisites  of  the  Treasurer  prior  to  the  act  of  1876. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  City  Treasurer  has 
the  legal  nght  to  pay  over  penalty  moneys  in  his  hands  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  2d  inst.,  enclosing  a 
Resolution  of  Councils,  as  follows:  "  Resolved  by  the  Select 
and  (Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  That 
the  City  Solicitor  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  dii'ected 
to  ascertain  by  what  authority  toll  is  being  charged  on  the 
York  road,  between  (Jermantown  avenue  and  the  County 
Line,"  received. 

The  Cheltenham  and  Willow  Grove  Turnpike  Company 
was  incor])orated  by  act  of  Assembly  passed  March  24th, 
1803.  Section  8  of  the  said  act  is  as  follows:  "  That  the 
said  road  shall  lie  made  over  and  upon  the  bed  of  the  pres- 
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ent  road,  beginning  at  the  JSTew  Rising  Snn  Tavern  on  the 
Germantown  road ;  thence  extending  by  John  Shoemaker'* 
mill  to  the  Red  Lion  Tavern,  near  the  fourteen  mile  stone." 
Section  11  provides,  .  .  .  .  "It  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  them  to  appoint  sncli  and  so  many  toll-gatherers 
as  they  shall  deem  proper,  to  collect  and  receive,  of  and 
from  all  and  every  person  and  persons  using  the  said  road, 
the  tolls  and  rates  hereinafter  mentioned." 

The  act  of  March  17,  1806  (Smith's  Laws,  Vol.  4,  page 
319),  amends  the  prior  act,  as  follows:  "  The  Cheltenham 
and  Willow  Grove  Turnpike  Company  ....  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  tolls  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the 
same  principles  as  the  president,  managers  and  company  of 
the  Philadelphia  and  Lancaster  road  are  at  this  time  en- 
titled to  receive.     .     .     ." 

It  appears  that  toll  is  being  charged  on  the  York  road, 
between  Germantown  avenue  and  the  County  Line,  under 
the  authority  above  mentioned.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  22d  inst.,  in  reference  to 
refunding  loans,  received. 

You  desire  me  to  advise  you  whether  the  two  refunding 
loans  of  E'ovember  8,  1894,  amounting  to  $2,Y20,000,  and 
of  December  10,  1895,  of  $1,000,000,  should  be  considered 
as  a  part  of  the  issue  of  loans  embraced  in  the  two  per  cent., 
as  per  the  decision  of  Charles  E.  Warmck,  City  Solicitor, 
of  June  8,  1894  (page  74). 

You  state  that  the  two  loans  referred  to  were  the  re- 
issue of  existing  loans,  and  were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
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paying  those  loans  at  maturity,  there  not  being  in  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  a  sntficient  accumulation  to  be  applied  to  those 
maturing  loans. 

A  re-issued  loan  is  not  the  incurring  of  new  indebtedness,, 
under  Article  8,  Section  9,  of  the  Constitution  of  1874.  A 
re-issued  loan  is  the  same  as  the  previous  loan,  and  is  not  in 
any  sense  an  increase  of  indebtedness.  To  now  consider  a 
re-issued  loan  would,  in  effect,  be  counting  that  particular 
loan  twice. 

In  Tiedeman  on  Municipal  Corporations  (p.  189  a)  it  i& 
said:  '"  It  has  been  held  that  these  constitutional  restraints 
are  not  intended  to  prohibit  the  issue  of  bonds  to  pay  off  an 
already  existing  debt."  The  same  principle  is  laid  down  in 
Powell  r,9. Madison,  107  Ind.,  106. 

Section  2  of  the  act  of  June  11,  1879,  is  as  follows: 
"  The  existing  indebtedness  of  any  city  of  the  first  class 
in  this  commonwealth,  eyidenced  by  outstanding  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  heretofore  issued,  may  be  pro- 
■\dded  for  as  the  same  may  mature,  by  a  re-issue  of  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness;  and  the  mayor  and  councils 
of  said  city  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make 
the  said  re-issue,  in  certificates  of  loan,  in  sums  of  twenty- 
fiye  dollars  each,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding-^ 
fiye  per  centum  per  annum,  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America;  and  said  loan  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
taxation  except  for  state  purposes,  and  shall  be  payable  in 
ten  years,  or  in  thirty  years  from  date  thereof,  at  the  option 
of  the  councils  of  said  city;  and  said  loan  shall  not  be  sold 
nor  negotiated  at  less  than  par,  and  may  be  transferred  as^ 
the  loans  of  the  said  city  are  now  transferable.  Proyided,. 
That  the  said  city  shall,  at  or  before  the  time  of  the  re- 
issue of  said  loan,  establish  the  collection  of  an  annual  tax 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  and  also  to  pay  the 
principal  thereof  within  thirty  years.  And  proyided  fur- 
ther. That  the  mayor  of  said  city  may  anticipate  the  matur- 
ity of  any  of  the  loan  or  loans  of  the  said  city,  by  the  re- 
issue and  sale  of  loans  as  hereinbefore  authorized,  but  the 
proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  re-issued  loan  or  loans  shall  not 
be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  for  the  redemption  of 
the  loans  of  said  city.     And  provided  further.  That  any 
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violation  of  iliis  section  of  this  act,  by  which  the  proceeds 
of  the  sales  of  re-issued  loans  as  aforesaid  are  used  for  any 
purpose  other  than  for  payment  of  the  maturing  loans  of 
said  city,  shall  be  deemed  an  increase  of  the  debt  of  said 
city  without  authority  of  law,  and  the  certificates  thereof 
shall  be  void  as  against  said  city.  And  provided  further, 
That  each  and  every  certificate  of  indebtedness  issued  by 
said  city  for  the  redemption  of  the  loans  of  said  city  shall 
be  endorsed  on  the  face  thereof  in  printed  form  '  re-issued 
loan.'"  I 

It  is  apparent  from  the  above  recited  section  that  the 
City  is  authorized  to  make  a  re-issue  of  bonds  without  that 
being  the  incurring  of  new  indebtedness. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  in  estimating  the  loans  of 
the  City,  so  as  to  determine  its  power  to  borrow,  the  bonds 
which  form  a  re-issued  loan,  or  which  are  issued  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  up  a  loan  already  existing,  should  not  be 
considered.

Deak  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  29th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  granting  of  licenses  to  persons  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  privy  cleaning,  received.  The  report  of  the  House 
Drainage  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Health,  which  was 
enclosed  in  your  communication,  sets  forth  that  in  pur- 
suance of  your  suggestion  that  it  is  desirable  the  licenses 
should  be  issued  to  date  from  May  1st,  instead  of  from 
January  1st,  in  order  that  you  shall  be  enabled  to  make  the 
inspections  as  to  the  condition  of  the  apparatus,  etc.,  as 
required  by  Rules  213  and  215  of  the  said  Board.     It  ap- 
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pears  also  by  the  report  cf  the  committee  that  they  recom- 
mended a  resolution  to  change  the  time  of  license  from 
January  1st  to  May  1st,  and  authorizing  the  issuing  of  li- 
censes from  January  1st,  1897,  until  April  30th,  1897,  so 
that  the  year  thereafter  can  begin  on  May  1st.  You  re- 
quest me  to  inform  you  whether  you  have  the  legal  right 
to  issue  licenses  for  the  period  of  time  between  January  1st 
and  ^[ay  1st. 

The  act  authorizing  the  Board  of  Health  to  issue  such 
licenses  is  the  one  referred  to  by  you,  namely,  March  16tli, 
1855,  P.  L.  89.  Section  2  thereof,  after  providing  for  the 
application  to  the  Board  of  Health  by  persons  desirous  of 
being  licensed  to  empty  or  remove  contents  of  privy  wells 
and  sinks,  provides  as  follows:  "  Who,  on  being  satisfied 
with  the  character  of  the  applicant,  and  the  security  and 
tightness  of  his  carts,  and  that  he  is  the  o^vner  of  such 
horses  and  carts  as  represented  in  his  application,  and  that 
he  is  not  in  collusion  or  combination  with  other  persons  to 
deceive  and  defraud  the  board,  may  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  shall  make  in  regard  thereto,  both  as 
to  their  own  protection  from  fraud  and  imposition  by  such 
persons,  and  as  to  their  supervision  and  control  of  such 
person  in  his  said  vocation,  grant  him  a  license  for  one  year, 
and  renew  the  same  from  year  to  year  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  and  for  each  license  so  granted,  and  every  renewal 
thereof,  he  shall  pav  therefor  to  the  board  of  health  the  sum 
of  iifty  dollars." 

The  Board  is  invested  with  the  power  to  grant  a  license 
for  a  period  of  one  year  as  the  limit.  The  act  does  not 
state  Avhen  the  year  is  to  begin,  and  that  is  evidently  left  to 
be  regulated  by  the  Board  of  Health.  It  is  imdoubtedly 
in  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Health,  therefore,  to  make  the 
license  year  to  commence  on  the  1st  of  May.  To  do  that 
now  would  leave  a  period  of  time  from  January  1st  to  May 
1st  for  which  licenses  could  not  be  issued,  if  the  power  of 
the  Board  of  Health  be  restricted  to  issuing  a  license  for 
one  year  only.  There  is  no  prohibitioTi  in  the  act  for  issu- 
ing a  license  for  a  less  term  than  one  year,  and  as  the  ordi- 
nary principle  is  that  a  greater  includes  the  less,  it  would 
follow  that  authority  to  permit  a  thing  for  one  year  would 
be  sufficient  to  cover  a  less  period  than  one  year.     The 
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purpose  of  the  license  is  expressed  in  the  act,  being  to  sub- 
ject the  licensees  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
Board,  Avould  indicate  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  law  to 
only  prevent  a  license  being  issued  for  a  greater  time  than 
one  year. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Health  has  the  right  to 
grant  a  license  from  January  1st  to  May  1st,  and  charge 
therefor  one-third  of  the  annual  price,  in  order  to  effect  the 
proposed  change  making  the  license  commence  on  May  1st 
of  each  year.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
in  which  you  state  that  W.  S.  Stryker,  Esq.,  of  Trenton, 
New  Jersey,  representing  the  residuary  legatee  of  the 
Misses  Susan  and  Mary  M.  Armstrong,  deceased,  has  re- 
quested, on  behalf  of  his  clients,  the  return  of  a  wooden 
arch  now  on  deposit  in  the  National  Museum,  in  Independ- 
ence Hall,  the  said  relic  being  a  ]5ortion  of  an  arch  erected 
in  Trenton,  under  which  General  Washington  passed  on  his 
way  to  his  inauguration.  You  further  state  that  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Museum  show  that  the  arch  Avas  deposited  dur- 
ing the  year  1876,  and  that  under  the  rules  governing  the 
Museum  articles  "deposited"  and  not  "donated"  are  to  be 
returned  upon  surrender  of  the  receipt  which  was  given  to 
the  depositor;  that  the  Misses  Armstrong  are  now  deceased 
and  the  receipt  for  the  arch  has  been  lost. 

You  request  me  to  ad^dse  you  whether,  under  the  evi- 
dence submitted,  you  are  warranted  in  returning  the  arch 
to  the  residuary  legatee  of  the  Misses  Armstrong,  who  has 
made  demand  for  the  same. 
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In  answer  I  would  say  that  it  appears  from  the  docu- 
ments submitted  that  in  the  Centennial  year  a  committee 
of  Philadelphia  ladies,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  collect- 
ing- Revolutionary  relics  for  exhibition  in  Inde}iendence 
Hall,  procured  the  relic  in  question  as  a  loan  from  the 
Misses  Armstrong,  of  Trenton,  New  Jersey. 

It  further  appears  that  Miss  Susan  Armstrong  died  on 
the  ISth  day  of  May,  1878,  and  that  jNIiss  Mary  M.  Arm- 
strong died  on  the  21st  day  of  March,  1882.  The  said 
Susan  Armstrong  left  a  will  in  which  she  provided,  inter 
alia:  "All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate, 
both  real  and  personal,  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  my 
grand-nephew,  Elmer  Ewing  Green,  his  heirs,  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns  forever."  The  said  Mary  M. 
Armstrong  left  a  will  in  which  she  provided,  into'  alia: 
''All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate,  both  real 
and  personal,  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  my  grand- 
nephew,  Elmer  Ewing  Green,  his  heirs,  executors,  adminis- 
trators and  assigns  forever." 

The  said  residuary  legatee,  Elmer  Ewing  Green,  has,  by 
writing,  joined  in  the  request  for  the  return  of  the  above- 
named  relic. 

Under  all  the  evidence  submitted,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
you  would  be  justified  in  returning  the  arch  to  the  said 
Elmer  Ewing  Green,  upon  the  proper  receipt  being  given 
by  him,  together  with  that  of  the  executors  or  adminis- 
trators of  the  Misses  Armstrong.
